in this accufation, (which can only be 
true of the greateft tyrants and mon- 
fiers of ingratitude) the author has no- 
torioufly difgraced and betray’d himfelf 
by fuch marks of ignorance as the grofleft 
flattery can never palliate or excuie. 
How fhameful-is it for the Abbe not 
to know, what every novice in hiftory

other potentates, and yet pretend that 
this partition, which appears to be that 
of the lyon in the fable, was the moft 
favourable event fhe had room to hope! 
This is certainly anew way of reafoning, 
Suppofe M. Rouffeau pofiefied of a good 
benefice, or a confiderable patrimony, 
(which perhaps may be true) ‘and 3 or 4 
impudent and hungry pettifoggers{hould 
come and civilly propofe to him a like 
divifion of his pofieflions; ‘* would 
** he think it for his advantage, and ac- 
“* cept it out of love to peace; and the 
** public good, and’ that he might not 

e¢ eX- 


“¢ expofe to manifeft (or rather chime- 
<< rical) ruin” the city, town or village, 
in which his abbey or patrimony are 
fituated ? 

The fame fpirit of flattery which di- 
reéts his pen, and, by his way of reafon- 
ing, feems to have turned his head, has 
hurry’d him into more extravagant and 
culpable expreffions. Not fatisfy’d with 
reprefenting the houfe of “Aupria asa 
yace of tyrants and ufurpers, that enrich’d 
themfelves with the fpoils of other 
princes who were ‘“inftrumental to their 
$¢ advancement”, he traduces the fingle 
remaining branch of that auguft family 
as a moniter of cruelty, who orders, or 
at leaft permits, her troops to exercife 
fuch Perini towards her enemies as 
are fhocking to nature. Charles VII. 
he fays, was not fo fortunate as the K. 
of Pruffia, who by his viétories at Mo/- 
witz and Czaflaw forced that queen to 
reftore to him Si/efia. “ At firft, in- 
<‘ deed, that emperor made _himfelf 
s matter of Upper Aujiria, and Bobemia, 
<« where he was proclaimed king. But 
<< the face of his affairs was changed af- 
“ ter the treaty of Breflaw, which gave 
<< liberty to the Av/irian forces to unite 
< againit him. -His own dominions 
** were invaded, and treated with inhu- 
<< manity. Many of his national troops, 
“ with the French auxiliaries, were made 
*< prifoners of war, and condu¢ted into 


“ Tranfylvania, where mott of them 


« perifhed with pains’ and hardfhips. 
« He was expelled from 4ufrig and 
‘¢ Bohemia, and afterwards deprived of 
«© his own country, Bavaria, which he 
«* did not regain till1743. The dz- 
“* frians ruin’d his territories with ra- 
‘pine, fire and fword. The fick and 
6* wounded foldiers were maflacred in 
‘¢ the very hofpitals; many cities and 
s* villages were burnt; the fuburbs of 
“ Munich being fired at day break, the 
<‘ inhabitants endeavouring to eicape 
«* from the flames in their fhirts, were 
‘© forced back into them by the 4u/frians 
‘© with their bayonets. ‘The director 
<< of a manufactory was nailed to his 
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capable of reftraint. For thefe calami- 
ties the people are oblig’d to the 
folly and ambition, the pride and obftt- 
nacy of their rulers, which bring all thofe 
evils ; and every one is fenfible that this 
createft of human plagues, war, which 
is the moft unpardonable of ail crimes, 
when, without reafon, it is carry’d on a- 
gainfta people whofe fovercign has given 
no occafion for it, becomes neceilary, 
lawful, and even ‘indifpenfable, on a 
contrary fuppofition. or as princes are 
forbidden by divine and human. laws to 
make unjuft war, fo the fame laws ob- 
lige them in con{cience to defend them- 
{elves againft fuch as, contrary to the 
rules of equity, attack them. None but 
thofe who are deprived of their reafon, 
or, what is much the fame, blinded by 
their paflions, will deny this truth, the due 
application of which will effectually con- 
fute the falfe and injurious reflections of 
M. Rouffeau on the hard fate of the 
French and Bavarians in Germany, and 
of the French in Italy. What was their 
intent in marching into thefe countries ? 
Was the Q. of Hungary the firit aggrefior, 
or thofe who invaded the territories of 
that princefs with a defign to fhare them 
among themfelves? She had the good 
fortune to repulfe them, and to purfue 
them into their own country, of whick 
fhe depriv’d them in her turn, and re- 
paid them part of the evils which they 
had brought upon her fubjects. What 
is there in all this contrary to right, and 
the inconteltable law of arms? What 
foundation have the ridiculous clamours 
of M. Rouffeau ? Mult the French and 
their allies be permitted to carry fireand 
{word into the territories of their neigh- 
bours, and thefe have their hands ty’d 
up, and be forbidden to repel force by 
force, and to ufe the right of reprifals ? 
Let the reader decide the point. 

But there is one thing which wecan- 
not forbear taking notice of as it de- 
ferves; and that is the frightful de- 
{cription which he gives us of the bar- 
barities exerciled by the du/fricn troops 
in Bavaria, and {everal other principa-

Piedmonteje ; {hocking barbarities in- 
deed, and unknown to Palaris and 
Bufiris the famous tyrants of old, and 
never exercis’d in Europe fince the cef- 


fation of thofe bloody wars excited by- 


the prieits for reatons which the preient 
times are afham’dio own. It iscertain- 
ly in the hiftory of thofe wars, which 
will eternife the barbarity of our fore- 
fathers, that M. Rou/feax has been featch- 
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vilifying thofe who have -been forced 
to take up arms againi{t them,and whofe 
character is no lefs facred? If M. Ron - 
feau thinks to make his court toa juft 
‘and wife monarch, by fuch itrokes as 
thele, he mutt be deftitute of thofe qua- 
lities himfelf, 

Yet this isnot all: his fpite to the Q. 
of Hungary makes him ftill heighten the 
frightful colours in which he has drawn 
her. After he had related the general 
rout of the French and Bavarians in 
Germany, above 10,000 of whom had 
p furrender’d at Branay on conditions, he 
fays, ‘ of remaining an year in Bava- 

“* ria, without bearing arms againft the 


director of a manufaftory, (whom he 
does not name) who, he fays, was nail’d 
i to his own door, and fhot, &c. From 
| the fame fource, very probably, he‘took 
his relation of the inhabitants of Munich, 
. forced back into the flames with bayo- 

nets, &c. ‘Thole who have read the ac- 
il counts of the wars, perfecutions and hor- 
rible cruelties committed in France and 
the neighbouring countries for the fake 
| of religion, will be fo far from being 
fhock’d at M. Rewfzan’s rueful picture, 
that they will rather wonder that he 
did not fay that thefe victims of bruta- 
lity were empaled by the Aufriaas,

Weary 
of. {o. long a¢ting the fimple part of an 
auxiliary, and finding that the partition 
of that princefs’s dominions, with 
which fhe had tempted the princes in 
alliance with her, did not fucceed, fhe 
refolved to make war on her own ac- 
count, and to deprive the queen of that 
part of her hereditary dominions, that 
lay moft expofed to her attacks, which 
was the Auffrian Low Countries. Avery 
confiderable part of thofe provinces fhe 
had already conquered in the former 
wars in which fhe was engaged with 
that houfe, and kept poffetlion of it. 
Like the monkey in the fable, which 
made ufe of the cat’s paw to pull the 
chefnut out of the fire, fhe engaged her 
allies in. a war which fhe knew would 
not fucceed, but was however very ad- 
vantageous to her, by weakening the 
Q. of Hungary, and jo rendering the 
conqueit of that part of her eftates,which 
was the objeét of her ambition, much 
theeaficr. ‘his happen’d according to 
her wifhes; and fhe {oon found a pre- 
tence to throw off the mafk. ‘The ill 
fuccels of, France and her allies in Ger- 
many, and the reprifals which the queen 
thought fit to ufe on that account, {erv’d

** publifh two declarations of war in 
““ March 1744, one againit the Q. of . 


Hungary, and the other againit the 
“KK. of Exelind eleCtor of Hanover. 
The French troops took the field at 
‘ the end of 4pri/, the prince of Conti 
march’d towards Piedmont, and the 
marfhal de Cofgri to the Rhine. The 
king, having under him the marihal 
de Saxe, retolved to command in per- 
fon the army in Flanders.” 

Thefe three.armies, commanded by 
as many heroes, performed, as M. Rou/- 
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{cattered their enemies wherever they 
came, and took towns as {oon as they 
came in fight of them, Coni excepted, 
which, notwithftanding its vigorous de- 
fence, the prince of Conti, fays he, 
would infallibly have carry’d, had not 
the feafon of the year and the elements 
fruftrated his efforts; a difappointment 
which ended the campaign of 1744. 
That of 1745 was opened in Manders 
with the fiege of Tournay, which the 
army of the Q. of Hungary’s allies, that 
coniifted only of 35,000 men, attempt- 
ed to raife. The French had fat down 
before the place with an army of 120,000 
men, 40,000 of which were employ’d 
inthe fiege. The D. of Cumberland, 
with a refolution to attack the enemy, 
advanced to Fontency, where the French 
were encamped, and their camp‘forti- 
fied in an extraordinary manner. Here 
M. Rouffeau, in order to magnify the 
valour, and raife the glory of his coun- 
trymen and their commanders, makes 
their enemies in the battle perform all 
that bravery can infpire into intrepid 
foldiers, under the conduct of generals 
confummate in the art of war. Hecon- 
fefles (and perhaps it is the only truth 
in his whole book) that ** in the height 
“*of that famous battle, the enemies, 
having clofed the heads of their co- 
jumns into one, fell furioufly upon 
the centre of the French, where the 
valour of his majefty’s guards, and 
the troops which fupported them, 
was forced to yield to numbers.- By 
this motion, 4e adds, and the fud- 
dennefs of the attack, our troops gave 
way, and the enemy penetrated no 
lefs' than 300 paces into our camp, 
where they formed themielves into 4 
kind of {quare battalion.

H given thofe brave fellows, who, by his 
own. conieflion, performed fuch mira- 
cles of valour, their 42 cannon, and put 
them in their pockets, that he might 
have been able to givefome reaion why, 
tho’ the vanquifh’d retreated fo coolly, 
the mighty victors did not think fit to 
purfue them. 

Thus have we given the public more 
than enough of M. Rou/feau’s work, to 
convince them that it will, not furvive 
the conquefts of his countrymen in Pi- 
edmont and Italy, fo largely celebrated 
therein, but which are fince vanifhed 
likeadream. ‘he fame fate may pro- 

. bably be at the heels of their triumphs 
if in the Low Countries, nothing being 
more common than revolutions in war.

Do not at all doubt, but meffieurs 

the deputies of the moit ferene re- 
publick ? Genoa have been. informed 
by the marquis Spvo/a, thetr refident at 
Vienna, that they have been fruftrated 
in the hopes they Hattered themfelves 
with, of being eafed in the third milli- 
on of genouins of contributions, as well 
as in the points of exemption from 
winter-quarters, and the compenfation 
which they have demanded for what has 
been furnifhed by the republick in hay, 
ftraw, wood, €fc.. And having, recei- 
ved by a courier, difpatched exprefsly 
for that purpofe, a refcript from her 
imperial and royal majefty of the 22d 
of this prefent month November, which 
fully confirms what is before mentioned, 
J am charged to notify in the name of 
her majefty the emprefs queen to mefli- 
eurs the deputies, as I do by thefe pre- 
fents, that her final and precife willand 
pleafure is reduced into what is contain- 
ed in the articles following. 

I. That the faid deputies of the moft 
ferene republic fhall without fail pay 
to-morrow and the day after 100,000 
genouins, which remain in arrear of 
the fecond- million, without bringing 
one penny to account for the compenfa- 
tion for hay, ftraw, €9c. as is faid before. 

II. That with regard.to the third 
million of genouins,..which in like 
manner is to be paid, there canno other 
modification be accepted or allowed but 
what follows, viz. ‘That the republick 
{hall receive the acquittance of the fund 
of the farm of falt at Mi/an for the fum 
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with refpect to the magazines that have 
been reitored; the, purcha‘e of which 
muft be made by the city of Genoa by 
the effective and immediate payment of 
200,000 florins. 

III. For what concerns winter-quar- 
ters, as the demand made for the iub- 
fiftence of the imperial regiments, a- 
mounts to the fumirrevocably fixed of 
another million of genouins, and this 
fubfiitence ought to be confidered as an 
ordinary and current expence, fo it 1s 
not pollible it fhould be fatished by pa- 
per or any affignation; and therefore 
this laft million. mutt be paid {peedily, 
and without fail in ready money within 
the compa{fs of a month. 

At the fame time I am charged to 
fignify to meffieurs the deputies thefe 
prefent imperial refolutions, I cannot 
allow them any farther term or delay 
than twice twenty-four hours, within 
which fpace it is neceffary that they 
oblige themfelves to execute every tittle 
of all that has been before mentioned, 
and to give fuch fecurity, as that my 
moft gracious fovereign may be per- 
fetly fatisfied of the entire and ab-

the chamber and ftate of Mi/an fha]l be 
thereby difcharged, and fhall have no- 
thing farther to do therewith.

ed, but male and female: Mr Leqenboock 
difcovered that the males have ftings in their 
tails, but’ the females noné; and fuppofes 
the {marting pain they fometimes give, arifes 
from, their ftinging, when made uneafy by 
prefiure, or otherwife; fince,. if roughly 
handled, they may be feen to thru@ out 
their ftings; and, he fays, che felt but little 
pain or uneafinefs from the fucker or piercer, 
tho’ feven or eight were feeding on his hand 
at once. The females lay eggs, or nitts, 
whence young lice come forth perfe&t in all 
their members, and undergo no farther change, 
excepr an incréafe of fize. Mr Lewenboeck, 
being defirous to learn the proportion and 
time of their increafe, put two females into 
a black ftocking, which he wore both night 
and day ; and found that, in fix days, one of 
them had laid fifty eggs, and, upon diffecting 
it, faw as many more in the ovary ; whence 
he concludes, that, in twelve days, it would 
have laid an hundred eges.. Thefe eggs 
hatching in fix days (which he found to be 
their natural time) would probably produce 
fifty males, andas many females 3 and the 
females. coming to full growth in 18 days, 
might each of them .be fuppofed, after 12 
days more; to lay alfo an hundred eggs 5 
which eggs in fix days farther (the. time re~ 
quired to hatch them) might produce a young 
brood of five thoufand ; fo that. in eight 
weeks a Loufe may fee five thoufand of its 
own defcendants.?

ments, he propofed one to determine the velo- 
city wherewith the electric matter moves thro’ 
bodies, by means of a wire 450 feet long, pro - 
perly fufpended, and two pieces of the downy 
part of a feather nearly equal in bulk and 
weight, which were laid on polifhed plates of 
brafs adjoined to each end of the wire; from 
thefe, when the rod of wire was ele€trified, 
might ‘be feen which feather was thrown off 
or repelled firft from either plate-———The 
eyent, after a great number of tryals, was, that

the difference in point of time was fearce per- 
ceivable, fo that ncthing, with any accuracy, 
could be determined by either of us ; for fome~ 
times the-fartheft would feem to move the firft, 
and at other times that which was neareft 5 
tho” every experiment was conducted with the 
fame nicety and exactnefs, and both ends of 
the wire brought near each other (by bending 
it in the middle) for conveniency of fecing the 
experiment more juftly. 

We then proceeded to the firing fpirit of 
wine warmed in a f{poon, which we did at the 
farther end of the wire as well as at the nearerg 
and both with equal facility ; and the fhock, 
{nap and flame, upon approaching the wire at 
either end with the finger, were apparently 
equal; and ‘the effect was fo great as, upon ap- 
plying the fpirit to the wire, to caufe one un- 
avoidably to throw part of the fpirit out of 
the fpoon, the arm being very much convulfed. 

In the following winter, at every favourable 
opportunity, I try’d to fire fpirits, @c. by 
means of a fhort piece of wire, § or 6 feet long, 
all the reft being as before ; but, to my great 
furprize, I never could produce an accumula- 
tion or effeét, in any degree comparable to 
that we had before experienced ; which, at firft, 
I attributed to the greater moifture or coldnefs 
of the air; but, being fatisfied to the contra- 
ry, I began to think that our former fuccefs 
was owing to the greater quantity of folid mat- 
ter contained in the wire we then made ufe of. 
To fatisfy myfelf in this, I fufpended a fmith’s 
anvillein filk cords, fo as to communicate with 
the ele¢trified globe; but the force of the e- 
leftric matter contained therein, did not ap- 
pear, upon touching it, to be greater than be- 
fore. Hereupon, I imagined that the great ve- 
locity acquired by the motion of the eleCtric 
mattér from fo great a diftance might perhaps 
be the caute of it. To try this, I fufpended 
$60 feet of the fame wire, and in the fame 
manner as before ; with this I produced a great- 
er effect than ever 5 but yet I cannot think 
that the effect of 860 feet was proportionably 
greater than that of 450, fas the number 1s. 
But, to be affured whether my frefh fuccefs was 
really owing to the enlarged length of the wire, 
or to fome’ other ‘circumftances, 1 difengaged 
the firft piece of wire, which might be abent 
20 feet long, fram ‘all the reft, as T could eafily 
and readily do; and having made the experi: 
ment feveral ‘times over, fir with the whole 
length, then with one piece only, [I conftant- 
ly found that the effect of the whole length 
was vaftly fuperior to that of one piece... Twas 
then defirous to know, whether a greater quan- 
tity of electric’ matter, being accumulated in 
a larger quantity of folid matter, and moving 
with the fame velosity, might not produce a 
greater effect: to determine this, I fufpended 
the anville as before, which communicated with 
the further end of thé wire 3 but the effect was 
not fenfibly different, whether the anyille itfelf 
was touched, or that end of the wire the moft 
remote from it; nor even whether the anville 
communicated with the wire or not. I after- 
wards enlarged the wire to 1078. feet, but the 
effect was not fenfibly greater than: that of 
‘ B00 3 
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$60; however, I am certain it was not lefs. 
I have fince try’d Mr Wilfon’s experiment 
with 6c feet, with juft -the fame fuccefs as 


before ; however, I aflured myfelf that.there 


was not a real.difference in time of half a fe- 
cond. TL have found that the force of 5.or 
6co feet of wire is to all appearance as great

The axis whereto the globe was fixed, in the 
above experiments, was turned round. bya 


-wheel, .to which motion was given by the foot 


by means of a -treadle or treader: J obferyed, 
that when I trod the wheel about with: one 
foot, ftanding upon the ground with the other, 
aad -excited the globe with one hand, and ap- 
proached near the wire with the other, that 
upon fuch near approach.I received a violent 
fhock in this laft arm, up to the elbow, and at 
the fame inftant almoft an equal one in the 
ankle of that leg which ftocd. upon the ground, 
and no where elfe in the whole body : if I pla- 
ced the other foot upon thé ground, and. trod 
the wheel about with that which ftood on the 
‘ground before, F conftantly felt. the fhock in 
that ankle which ftood on the ground, and not 
on that which was upon the treader, 

I {ufpended a pocket watch by the pendant 
with a piece of wire, to the fathionable piece 
of apparatus (a gun-barrel) and. compared its 
motion, for 15 minutes, with that of a fecond 
pendulum clock, and found that it had gained 
upon the clock 8 feconds; then I- kept the 
watch highly electrify’d for 15 minutes;: in this 
fpace the watch gained upon the clock 4 fe- 
conds ; after that Y again compared it (when 
hanging as before, but not ele¢trified) with the 
clock, and it had gained 2 feconds. From 
hence it appears (confidering the difficulty of 
ebferving the motion of the watch to a fecond 
or two) there is no reafon to believe, that the 
watch’s motion was at all affeéted by being e- 
lectrified. . 

The following Queries being founded on the 
foregoing experiments, perhaps may not be im- 
“properly adjoined, 

Qu. 1. Does not the electric matter. move 
at leaft thro’ a greater fpace than. 1000 feet 
in a fecond of time, fince it is fenfible at the 
end of a wire $60 feet long, apparently as foon 
as at the beginning ? 

z. Does it not move with an accelerated mo- 
tion ; fince, if it moved with an equal one, as 
great an effect ought to be produced from a 
fhort wire as a long one, if it be true that the 
effect is not increafed by increafing the quan- 
tity of matter electrified ? 

3. Can its motion be, in pra€tice, accelerated 
beyond a certain degree ; fince, *if it could be 
increafed ad infinitum, it would always followz, 
that the farther the wire was continued, the 
greater would be its velocity and effect at the 
end thereof ; but it does not appear to be great- 
er in a wire of 1000 feet than in one of 6 
or 800? 

4. Does this happen, becaufe the eleétric 
matter meets with any refiftance from the bo- 
dies thro’ which it paffes, which, encreafing as 
the velocity of the electric. matter is encrea- 
fing, til fuch times as the refiftance becomes 
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equal to the original moving. force, canfes’ the 
velocity. after that to. be continued equal, as 
would happen to.a ftone falling inthe air >) Or} 

5. Dogs it happen bya lofs of the electric 
matter, in paffing through fo: great :a diftance, 
into the air, and thereby lowering: its original 
moving force or -elafticity, as much asvit gains 
by acceleration, in pafling through that greater 
diftance ? 

6. Does not this virtue endeavour’ to pafs 
into that body the fooneft, where it’ can'di- 
Jate iticlf the moft, -and by the readieft paflage; 
fince the effeét is fenfible in that-ankleionly 
which ftands upon the ground.(as related in the 
above experiment) and-not in-the other which 
bears upon the treader, tho’ the treader com- 
municates with the ground ? 

7.-Is_ not the caufe of elaiticity im -bodies 
wholly different from, and independent) on e- 
leCtricity 5. fince a pocket. watchs: whofe velo. 
city of motion is principally dependent on, and 
neatly proportiomable to the degree: of elafti- 
city in its regulator fpring, was not at all‘af- 
fected by being eleétrified ; and if the elaftici- 
ty of the main {pring be encreafed or diminifh- 
ed the fame way .as the, regulator, they will 
both co-operate to the fame end, asis well 
known to thofe.that are.-the leaft acquainted 
with the nature of thofe machines; fo that no 
objecticn can occur.on that fide? 

I cannot, help taking notice that the force of 
the electric matter is as much augmented by 
continu ng the electrified body to 600 feet, »as 
by application of the phial to a.fhort body 5 
and thould the fimple efteét of a long wire .be 
encreafed by application of the phial,- propor- 
tionable to what it is in a fhort one, efpecially 
as improved by my. friend and others, I can 
hardly think that any. animal could furvive 
fuch a terrible fhock of the nervous fyftem.

effeminate French language, a prepa- 
ration only for fubjeétion —drink: not 
French wine, and bring into difrepute 
your better cyder— wear not French 
cambricks. I was carrying on 
this exhortation againft Evil Cuftoms, 
when the poft brought me MrFau/kner’s 
Dublin ‘fournal of “fanuary 7, where I 
find a gentleman addreffes his country- 
men to the fame effeét, which I fhall 
copy, being better than any thing I can 
fay further: 
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Mr FauuKner, 
[i has been a general complaint, for 

many years, but efpecially fince the 
commencement of the preient Frezch 
war, that a great part of our wealth is 
fent abroad to purckafe the produce of 
their vineyards: I have often heard 
gentlemen exclaim againft it,and at the 
{ame time act in contradiction to their 
fentiments, by promoting a plentiful 
confumption of it. 

Fafhion or habit, when they confpire 
together, have certainly an almofit irre- 
filtible influence on men’s conduét, ‘{o 
as to render the dictates of reafon and 
patriotilm vain and ineffectual. It 1s 
to the force of thefe, viz. habit and fa- 
fhion, that the ule of French wine owes 
its prefent firm eftablifhment. 

’ However, I fhould not defpair of 
fecing it entirely laid afide, if 1 could 
prevail on my countrymen to a# as 
zealoufly as they /peak for the good of 
their country, and encourage a vinous 
dometftic liquor, which is plealant,whole- 
fome, and exhilarating. J think Cyder 
may be managed fo as to poflefs thofe 
qualities, and as the habitual drinkers of 
French wine are attached to it rather as 
itis vinous than upon any other account, 


G they would find no difficulty. in fubfti-

tuting cyder properly prepared, or any 
other liguor, which would be neither 
prejudicial to their healths, nor difa- 
greeable to their palates, and would 
communicate that chearfulnefs which 
they attribute to claret. Thefe thoughts 
have encouraged me:to fend you an ex- 
tract out of a little book, entitled, 2xg- 
land’s Intereft ; or, the Farmer's Friend, 
containing directions to make what the 
author calls cyder-royal, which I would

To make Cyder-Royal, or raife ordinary 
Cyder to be full as good, or better, than 
French Wine ; or to make the beft fim- . 
ple Cyder twice as firong as it is, is by 
putting the ftrength and goodnefs of two 
hoglbeads into ene, which is thus -ef- 
Seéted. ip 

Firft, U T one hogfhead of cyder, 

and fome part of anpther, 
into a copper ftill,- and draw off all the 
fpirit : after which diftil ita fecond time, 
and then put it into your other hogf- 
head, and fill it up, {tir it about well, 
and keep it clofe ftopped, except one 

day in 10 or 20 let it lie open 5 or 6 

hours. And within 


~ enfuing. directions be obferved, this cy- 


der will be full as ftrong, or ftronger, 
than the beft Frezch wine, and altoge- 
ther as pleafing, tho’ it may be fome- 
what different to taite. 

Upon trial I have obferved that bran- 
dy, ipirit of wine, and of grain, and o- 


ther {pirits maybe of good effect, in this D 


bufinefs, provided they are drawn fine: 
yet, by expertence, I have found the 
{pirits of thefame kind, or at leaft of 
fome other fruits, to be the beft and moft 
natural; and the fpirits raifed from ale 
or beer to be the moft improper, un- 
lefs the ale and beer be mixed with cy- 


der before the f{pirits’be drawn off. E 


This method of improving cyder, 
and other liquors, renders them more 
ftrong and delicious, and alfo makes 
them much more wholefome for the 


body than. fimple cyder; the heavy, 


cold, and fickly parts being either whol- 
ly taken away, or fo corrected, that it 
becomes no way prejudicial to the fto- 
mach, nor any Jonger apt to generate 
wind. And I think nore will deny 
that the juice of vegetables growing in 
our own foil; and under the fame in- 
fluences with ourfelves, being thus ho- 


neftly improved with their own {pirits G 


only, or the addition of a little imno- 
cent fugar, are as agreeable to our bo- 
dies, and muft needs be as good and 
wholefome as thofe that are brought 
from regions remote, and climates valt- 
ly different, and afterwards brewed a- 


ain with variety of unknown, and per- H 


haps, dangerous ingredients. And much 
more is the former to be preferred than 
the latter, in another refpect, viz, Be- 
caufe if ten times more of it be {pent 
than there is of foreign wines, the na- 
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months, if the C 


than French Wire. a” 


tion willbe never the poorer for it, ba 
on the contrary much the richer. 

For there is in this invention not on- 
ly ftrength to chear the heart of the weak 
and wearied ; delicacy to pleafe the pa- 
late of the curious; cheapnefs to ren- 
der it familiar to the poor; private pro- 
fit to gratify the rich, and wholefome- 
nefs to endear it to due obfervers of 
their health, but allo public advantage 
to recommend it to the regard of the 
king and parliament. For by this ex- 
pedient, Exgland.. and the territories 
thereunto belonging, may. fave at leaik 
fix, 1fnoteight hundred thoufand pounds 
fterl. per dun. by faving fo much trea- 
fure as goes out every year to the en- 
riching ‘of other nations, and impove- 
rifhing of our own. 

But perhaps our greateft wine-bibbers 
will by no means change their outland- 
ifh liquors for domeftic cyder. Becaufe, 
fay they, the quantity we are to drink 
will make us fick before it will make us 
merry, €¥c.. ‘To which ] anfwer, this 
is undoubtedly true of our common fim- 
ple cyder, but if you pleafe to confider 
the caufe, you fhall fnd no room for 
this exception againit our cyder-royal: 
for that which ufeth to caule this ficknels 
in the ftomach, is the chilly, cold, fleg- 
matic part of the cyder, wiz. That 
which hath leaft {pirit in it is moft hurt- 
ful: that this is fo, nothing can be 
more evident; for that the ftrongeft cy- 
der is moft free. from occafioning this 
dittemper. Now this. we know, that 
the {pirit of cyder is.no other but the 
purer part of it, vz. the ftrong, warm 
and lively part {eparated from the weak, 
cold, and melancholy dead part; fe 
that reafon muft needs yield, that the 
{pirits of the cyder being mixt with cy- 
der,cannot but make it both more ftrong 
and pleafant, and alfo more wholefome,. 
for that, by this expedient, the flickly, 
cold, and windy part is cured. 

Moreover, for want of {trength and 
life, common cyders are apt to decay 
and die; this we fee by experience; 
for that as the ftrongeft fimple cyder 
hath moft {pirit in it, and therefore lives 
longeit, fo the weakeft.cyder that hath 
leaft {pirit in it, will foon grow fickly 
and decay; therefore this expedient 
muit needs be fo far from réndering cy- 
der more unwholelome and unkind, 
that "tis rather to be efteemed its molt 
infallible phyfician or remedy ; for that 
it corrects all the il] humours that caufe 
its ficknefs, or ill e#e¢ts on human bo- 
dies. 

And thus much I can, honeftly and 
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28 
truly aver from long experience, that 2 
ae of this refined cyder-royal, drank 
valf an hour before meals, procures a 
good appetite, and afterwards helps di- 
geftion, chears the heart, and revives 
the {pirits. And as for its operation up- 
on the brain, when too much is drank at 
atime, the fame is lefs hurtful than ex- 
cefs of ftrong beer, ale, canary, or 
mountain wines : 
clogging the ftomach, or clouding the 
brain with thick muddy vapours, that 

do believe a man may (were it not a fin) 
be fuddled and fober twice in a day with 
this liquor without mifchief to his 
health; and the reafon, in my opinion, 


1s, becaufe it fo admirably provokes u- p 


rine, and carries off with %t fuch foul 
and naufeating matter that too often of- 
fends the head, ftomach, and belly; 
the truth of all which will be foon at- 
telted by the experience of thofe that 
fhall make tryal. 

When cyder comes to be plenty, 
there may beas much good brandy made 
thereof, as may furnish the nation both 
for land and {ea fervice; which, per- 
haps, may fave us feveral hundred thou- 
fand pounds per An. for which ufe the 


moft ftale and four cyder, unfit almoft ) 


to be drank, will make the greateft 
quantity, and beit tafted brandy, being 
twice diitilled. Of this cyder-brandy 
I have keptfome four years, and better 
than it was at firft making, and without 
doubt would keep four years longer. 

As to the time of putting your fpirits 


into your cyder, obferve that the ftaler E 


your cyder is before the fpirits are ad- 
ded, the more time they require to in- 
corporate, and the fooner they are put 
in, the fooner it is fit for ufe. But in 
cafe you put your {pirits into cyder, be- 
fore.it hath fermented, they will evapo- 
rate and be caft out; therefore be fure BR 
your cyder be racked off the lee, once, 
twice, or three times, as you find occa- 
fion; and being indifferent fine, then 
put in your fpirits, either with or with- 
out {weets, well beaten together with a 
certain quantity of cyder; and after it 
is put into the cafk, ftir it very well to- 


gether again, and bung it clofe up, andG 


m about two or three months after it 
will become very agreeable and fit tor 
ufe ; obferve, the longer it lieth the bet- 
ter, efpecially if your cyder be ftale be- 
fore your fpirits are putin; for as this 
cyder drinks very unpleafant when firft 
mix’d together, fo no wine can be more 
trong and pleafing than this, when it 
hath ftood its due time to incorporate 
and meliorate, and the mean tinic to be 
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kept clofe ftopp’d without drawing any 
out, unlefs the feafon of the year bé 
warm; then, to prevent its fermenta- 
tion, let the cafk be open as you find 
occafion. 

The hufky part of the apples, after 
the cyder is prefled out, being fteeped 
two or three days in as much water as 
will cover it; and then preffed clean’ 
out, and kept ina veffel until it hath 
weil fermented; as alfo the lees of all’ 
your cyder, will afford f{pirit or brandy 
fo much, that being added to the cyder 
of the fame apples,will make it as ftrong 
as French wine, which is a thing of great 
advanitage. 

Spirits being put into bottles amongit 
cyder, will not drink well. .I was a 
Jong time troubled to find out how to 
make this drink as palatable and plea- 
fing, as it was become ftrong and chear- 
ing, until I put both cyder and {pirits 
ito wooden cafks ; the firit I compleat- 
ed was in a veflel of fix gallons, into 
which I put two quarts of the {wects, 
and three quarts of the fpirits of cyder, 
which, after it had lain two or three 
months, [ found to be as ftrong and 
pleafing as canary. 

‘This cyder-royal, ornew wine, thus 
prepared, may be kept in the cafk two 
or three years, and be better thereby, 
provided you keep the cafk full; to do 
which, you muft obferve that, in two 
months time, the liquer will wafte a 
quart, more or lefs, as the veffel is big- 
ger or lefs, which you ought to fill up 
again with liquor of the fame ftrength, 
or if itronger the better: and by this 
means it may be kept, and grow better 
and better, iome years, without putting 
mto it (as fome are {aid to do into their 
liquors) ftum, or other unwholefome in- 
gredients. 

Suppofe, by keeping cyder-royal too 
long, it fhould become unpleafant, and + 
as unfit to bottle as old hackamore, take 
but one hogfhead of that, and one. of 
tart new cyder, and before the latter be 
quite clear or fine, mix them together in 
two other hogfheads well perfumed,and 
add of {pirits and {weets a due propor- 
tion tothe quantity of your new cyder. 

Suppofe it be in the month of O4o- 
Ler er November, you may be fure to 
have it full as me if not better, than 
ever it-was, and a moft excellent cyder- 
royal to drink, or to bottle, by or before 
Corifimas. 


H This isa certain maxim as well as the 


foregoing, nor can your new cyder be 
made half fo good by that time of the 
year. 


Se far. from Faulkner's Journal.——I 
muit add, in fupport of the Farmer’s 
Sviend, that his method of putting {pizits 
drawn from cyder into his cyder, 1s the 
very fame that is practifed by the wine- 
merchants and factors beyond fea, who 
conitantly add to their wine a, fpirit 
drawn from the grape ; as I was aflu- 
red by an Oporto fa€tor, who owned that 
their wine would not otherwife keep, 
? bear a voyage by fea. —Nor ‘can 

help noticing of a paper on this. fub- 
ject, prefented to the Royal Society by 
the Rev. Dr H. Mil/es, and printed in 
their Malt Tran/aé. being a M.S. of Dr 
Fobu Beale, F.R.S. who undertakes to 


evince, that, ‘ crabs.and wild pears, 


© growing in the wildeft and moit bar- 
ren cliffs. and on hills, make the rich- 
eft, ftrongeft, moft pleafant and laft- 
ing wines that England yields; as he 
found by repeated experiments in He- 
ny ere® The Bareland pear, and 

romfoury crab are of. good repute, 
but the crofs crab, and white or red 
horfe pear, are the molt excellent for 
this purpofe. The red horfe pear has 
a pleafant mafculine vigour, efpeci- 
ally in dry grounds, and hath a pecu- 
liar quality to overcome all blafts. 
Such is the effeét of the aufterity of 
its fruit upon the palate, that the ruf- 
tics declare “tis as if the roof of the 
mouth. were filed away; neither man 
nor beaft will touch thofe pears, tho’ 
never fo ripe. Of the pear call’d 
imny winter, growing about Rofe in 
Herefordfbire. ‘tis obferved that it is 
of no uie but for cyder; that "tis a 
{trong purger, but being joined with 
well-chofen crabs, and referved to a 
due maturity, it makes a liquor richer 
than a good French wine... According 
to its management it proves ftrong 
Rhenifb Backrac, yea pleafant canary, 
fugar’d of itfelf, or as rough as the 
keeneftGreck wine,opening or binding, 
good 3 or more yeare, but none can 
{fay at what age it is paft the beft, only 
it has been kept till it would burn as 
quick as fack, draw the flame like 
naptha, and fire the ftomach like agua 
vite. Lryal was made of it with the 
French wine d’Ha™, by a Briffol mer-

4n timportant Remark upon a Miftake of 
the Abbe pp Sv Pierre, with regard 
‘o the Salubrity of the Air at Paris be- 
youd that of London. By a Geutle- 
man of Amiterdam. 


YOME time ago looking into Tome 
S xii. of the Moral and politicalWorks 
ef the Abbe St Pierre, I fell upon Arti- 
cle xxv. where that judicious author 
obferves a remarkable difference in the 
zwholefomne/s of the air of London and 
that ef Paris. In confulting the regi- 
iters of births and burials from 1701 to 
1736, he found the number of dead a- 
mount to more than-one third, above 
the births in London, whereas in Pa- 
ris the burials were le{s than the births, 
In proportion of 42 to 43. Suppofing 
this to be matter of faét, he concludes, 


very naturally, that the air of London E 


muitbe very unwholefome.* He might 
at the fame time have concluded that in 
lefs than half a century Great Britain 
muit become almoft a defert, from the 
numbers of people which flock from 
all parts of the country to fupply that 
capital. But ought not. aconfequence, 


fo obvious -as this, have railed in M. StF 


Pierre a fufpicion that there was fome 
error in his calculation? For ‘in all o- 
ther places providence maintains a juiter 
proportion between deaths and births, 
and even in the worfi of air there never 
appens, in the natural courfe, fo pro- 
digious a difference as that of more than 
one third. Belides, the air of Londox, 
which feems unhealthy to ftrangers, 
becaufe of the imoak of the coal, which 
is very thick in winter, muit of itfelf 
be at leaft as pure as that of any great 
city in the world, fince it is built ona 
continued eminence, ona gravelly foil, 
full of wide lireets, adorn’d with a-

Moreover it is inconceivable, 
or rather impoffible, that acity, where 
refidence is fo mortal as it is repretent- 
ed, {hould encreafe at that rate as it does 
every day, fo asin lefs than 130 years 
to become above fix times as big as it 
was under Queen Elizabeth.

vice. Ifany Perfian travelling from 
his .own country comes to this place, 
let him read this, and offer up a 
prayer for the deceafed: The Lord 
receive his foul!» Here lies Magh- 
omet Shaugh/ware, who was born in 
the city: of Novoy in Perfia.” The 
funeral folemnities- were perform’d in 
public duguft 10. » Between the hours 
of 8 and g in the morning, the ambaf- 
fador, followed bythe fon of the ‘de- 
ceafed, .and. feveral other perfons, ac- 
company’d the’corps to the place where 
it was interred. ‘Che fon {eating him- 
ielf to the North of the fepulchre, with 
his legs acrofs, read and chaunted cer- 
tain thihgs alternately, intermixing with 
his reading and chaunting abundance of 
fighs and tears. This, with other cere- 
monies persormed over the grave, lafted 
near half an hour, after which ‘the

N your Magazine for Yanuary I read 
An effay on Miuron’s imitation of 
the moderns, fabfcribed W. L, I agree 
with you, that this E//ay may occafion 
fome f{peculation among the curious, 
rovided the author bring any tolera- 
Ble reafons for what he advances; but 
till he does that, he muft not be fur- 
prifed if an Engli/h reader proves fome- 
what refty in giving up his Opinion of 
Lniron’s genius and fancy; which we 
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thought we did not in the leait dere 
from, by allowing him to pick up 2 fi- 
mile, or borrow a defcription from the 
antients, while we fee the noble im- 
provements and exact application he 
makes of them to his own iubject; but 
if he is to be reduced to the pitiful fate 
of a bare -tranilator, where the man- 
ner, and, in fome refpect, the very 
words in which he is to treat the fub- 
ject, are ready laid to his hand, in 
what confilts the glory and merit of the 
poety or what high praife is be intitled te 


jor his beautiful firudiure? where not 


only the materials are borrowed, butia 
great patt of the edifice is railed, and 
his part feems only to be, to give a few 
finifhing touches, and to dedicate the 
building, which, if with a good affu- 
rance and tolerable addrefs he will af- 
fume the whole to himfelf, may perhaps 
make a good fhow, and dazzle the un- 
thinking many, but with the more in- 
telligent and difcerning will gain him 
little real praife. 

But what does this gentleman mea 
by imitation? I have been ufed to think 
that imitation had only a reference to the 
manner of treating, and not to the fub- 
jet itfelf; for wines the fame fubjec 
and perfons which are treated of by 
one author, are copied by another, and 
in the fame manner and phrafe (which, 
if I miftake not, is pretty near W. L.’s 
aflertion of Miwon) this I fhould call 
tranfcriling, or, if ina different. lan- 

uage, tranflating, but hardly imitating. 
Thus we fay Virgil imitated Homer, 
when taking the hint from his Voyages 
of Uhffes he wrote thofe of A neas 3 
but if Mr Pope had taken greater liber- 
ties with Hower, and given usa muck 
loofer verfion of that poet than he has 
done, and prefuming on thefe variati- 
ons, had pretended to impofe the per- 
formance upon us, as a new poem of 
his own, in imitation of the Mad, we 
fhould hardly, for all that, have allow- 
éd him the reputation he might aim at 
of being an original, but very readily 
would rank him im the number of zrav- 
fators. 

But allowing this author to ufe his 
words in his own way, let us fee what 
reafon there is, from the inftances he 
brings, to think Mi/ton borrow’d (as he 
alfo calls it, and ~which is much better 
than Ztitated) from Majevius, and tT 
dare fay they will appear very infuffi- 
cient to any’ who confiders them.at- 
tentively : Mafenius and Miiton happen- 
ed at different times to form the fame 
defignof writing a poem on the fall of 
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man; Mafenius wrote firlt; Does it 
therefore follow that Mi/tex borrowed 
the defign from him? Ma/fenius has his 
Propofttio, and invocatio ukminis, and fo 
has Milton ; but would he not alfo have 
had thefe parts in his poem, tho’ the 
other had never thought of them?~ As 
forthe manner of exprefling thefe parts, 
4 think (confidering the fubject is the 
fame) they can hardly be more’ different 
and fo far would I be from allowing 
that the beginning of Milton's poem 
took its rife from that of Ma/jenius, that 
in my judgment (and this gentleman 
fays I may judge for mytfelf) if Mz/- 
tom had ever {een Ma/enids, and in any 
fort had attempted to borrow from him, 
his poem would neither have been the 
fame, nor fo good as it is. 

I have one reafon more for believing 
that Milton never {aw the poem of this 
dearned Fe(uit, which is founded on his 
own affertion ; for who can believe that, 
if Miltoz had feen Ma/enius’s poem (not 
to mention the ftore of Latin authors 
on the fame fubject; which W. L. keeps 
in referve) and had been conf{cious to 
himfelf of having borrowed fo much 
from them, that ever he would have 
told us, {peaking of ‘his fong, 
while it purfues 
‘Fhings unattempted yet in profe or rhime. 


If Miltoz had refolyed to. ufe us in 
this manner, he ought at:leaft to have 
followed the example of a late famous 
eritic (who by the by wasa rare man 
for inventions, and perhaps the chief of 
ur author’s clan, and) who, when he 
met with any thing in an author, who 
was not much read, which he wanted 
to adopt and call his own, carefully 
fupprefled what copies of the book he 
could (and this was fometimes too much 
in his power) then publifhed the inven- 
tion, and put his name to it, 

_ But, what will goa great way to. con- 
wmhice any man of the groundleffnefs. of 
this gentleman’s aflertion; and at the 
fame time may enable every Lnglifb rea- 
der to judge of the matter, is a clofe 
tranflation of the quotations here made 
ufe of; as comparifons mutt be much 
more exact betwixt performances in the 
fame language, than they. poffibly can 
be where the languages are different : 
I therefore have attempted to tranflate

the northern and wefiern parts of £yg- 
land and in Wales fhould not be fubject- 
ed to the fame ‘affeffment as thofe coun- 
ties near London. ‘The cheapnefs of 


provifions of almoft all forts in the coun- 


ties which are lowly affefs’d in the land - 
tax,is 2 prevailing argument for the lands 
there paying at leaft an equal fhare with 
thofe in Midd/e/ex and the neighbouring 
counties. 

If a tax was laid on the coals at the 
pit, and that large and partial one taken 
off at the port of London, and if another 
equal tax was laid on wines in every port 
in Great Britain, the neceflity of our 
affairs in the moft expenfive time of war 
would not makea heavier tax ‘than 2s. 
in the pound on land neceflary ; all 
which I hope to fee done by the pre- 
fent parliament. 

In the reign of K.Wm'111. which 
was one continued {cene of war, there 
Was not in the moft expenfive year 
4,000,000 of money railed by taxes on 
the people. 

When the government has fo many 
funds ‘for raifing money fufficient, and 
fuch large~funds as the four above pro- 
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gious charge was brought on the nation 
by wicked defigning minifters, who 
wanted to encreafe their own power by 
a large number of dependants, and isa 
{trong reafon for diminifhing the num- 
ber and the falaries: nor do | make the 
leait doubt of the poffibility of colleét- 
ing all the taxes juitly at athird part of 
the expence, and with lefs than half 
the number of officers. .Upwards of 
400,000 pounds «faved in this one arti- 
cle would give the legiflature an oppor- 
tunity to.eafe the publick of {ome tax- 


es.on the neceflaries of life:. The num- 
ber of {ome miniiteria] dependants 
would be leflened ; and thofe idle 


hands‘ taken .from.the fwarm. of clerks 
and other petty officers. might be bene- 
ficially employed in. tilling the ground, 
and in working in our jeveral manu- 
factures. 

Thefe- neceflary retrenchments.in the 
publick offices of allforts, can not be 
too frequently urged. -The diminution 
of placemen, from the auditor ..of the 
exchequer down to an excifeman and a 
tidewaiter, is not all that is neceflary : 
‘The falaries of no place above an hun- 
dred pounds.a year fhould, be more than 
half ‘what they are. ‘Che bufinefs of 
the excife-oflice and the cuftom-houfe 
might be tranfaéted with fewer com- 
mifiioners 3 and if their appointments 
were but. 500 pound a. year, men of 
worth and. abilities would. gladly fill 
the places;.and. do . juftice to . their 
country,

For fuppofition fake, let,it be admitted, that 
I was required, to fwear.that two and two 
make fiye, and having Jearned a little addi- 
tion fhould boggle at it ; this great civilian, 
I fuppofe, would. tell, me, my fcruples weie 
wholly arithmetical, becaufe the object mat~ 
ter of the oath was numbers. A * confcien- 
tious declaration of what aman believés to 
be true, however miftaken he may be, is ef- 
fentially neceflary in every {wearer in ever 
inftance ; and-I am fure, that a regard for 
truth is a matter of religion in our-bibles, 
whatever it is in the Geneva ones, And 
I would gladly be informed what I-am ‘to 
think of his brethren, the occafional ‘ con~ 
formifts :. Muft I condemn them as occafi- 
onal traytors againft heaven; or. have they 
a difpenfation: to cxcufe them, as our nonju- 
ror is faid to have had in a cafe .of another 
kind of treafon? Or is, it not rather, that 
all this dogging is merely political; xot’ a 
matter of religious but civil confideration, 
and therefore to be departed from upon occa- 
Jon; when ‘policy renders it expedient?

Some pretend, that it is not amifs to provoke 
the {plenétic and low-fpirited to: paffion; or 
to alarm.and incite them_to ation. by fome 
ftratagem. I might here recommend that 
of a deputy alderman’s lady, both now at 
peace, who feeing her ford and hufband in an 
unhealthful reverie, as fhe. imagined, came up 
to him, and fmote him with great violence in 
the face ; and another time kicked him on the 
fhins :—for this remedy is not often to be ap-~ 
plied in the fame form.

AS there isnow a bill in your honour- 
£% able houfe, for the more eafy reco- 
very of fervants’ wages; and one is 
talk’d of for the relief of infolvent 
debtors; it is to be hoped that a bill for 
the more ea/y recovery of /mall debts will 
pafs before you rife. 

The good defign of many laws made 
of late years for the relief of infolvent 
debtors has in a great meafure been per- 
verted by idle and extravagant perfons, 
who have run in debt without any in- 
tention of ever paying ; and many have 
formerly, and at this time have (as Tam 
well inform’d) ‘caus’d themfelves to be 
put in prifon, on purpofé to defraud 
their honeft creditors, in hopes of being 
difcharg’@ by an infolvent act. 

I am fully perfuaded, that the great 
number of thofe now in prifon would be 
much lefs, fhould there'be a law made 
to recover {mall debts under five or ten 
pounds at a {mall expence, and in a fum- 
mary way, the charge being as much to 
fue for fifty fhillings as for an_hundred 
pounds. When the honeft and induf- 
trious tradefman has, for the hope of a 
little profit, been prevailed upon to fell 
his goods on truft, the debtor, being 
either a defigning knave, or an idle and 
extravagant perfon, negletts or: refufes 
payment at the time agreed on; the cre- 
ditor then is forced éither to lofe his 
debt, or have réecourfe to the law to re- 
cover it; and béfore he can come to 
levy for his debt and coft by an execu- 
tion, the debtor frequently goes off, 
{ells or fpends-his fubftance, and leaves. 
a tamily (if he has any) to be maintain’d 
by the parifh. If he is put in prifon, 
the creditor has:no»advantage from. it, 
but is thereby put'toa greater expence 
and coft, and lofes the whole ‘at laft 
when the debtor is‘difcharged by an aét 
of injolvency (in which ‘the notorious 
frauds of {uch perfons are very great) 
The creditor, by the lofs of his juit debr, 
and for the coft he is at, in order to re- 
cover it, is frequently rain’d, all that 
he is poffefs’d of being many, times fei- 
zed by the attorney for his bill of cof ; 
and perhaps he is forced to leave his ha- 
bitation,, whereby: -his family becomes 
ehargeable to the parifé Hikewife, »But 

admit 
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admit he recovers his debt ‘and coft by 
law, which is allowed on the judgment, 
yet after the colt is all paid out of a {mall 
debt, feldom any thing comes to the 
creditor; on the contrary, he is forced 
fo pay part of the coft himfelf. 

An att, therefore, for the more eafly 
recovery of {mall debts will be a great 
encouragement to induftry and honelty, 
and prevent idlenefs and prodigality 5 
enable the tradefman 2nd farmer to pay 
for their goods, and their rent, duties 
and taxes. . 1 think all the trading 


people of this nation ought to apply to 3 


their refpective reprefentatives for ha- 
ving fuch alaw made, and that: they 
fhould make ita condition /ime gua non‘of 
their having their votes again at an en- 
fuing election.

To the queftion thus ftated, I anfwer, That 
it feems probable, that elafticity and electricity 
depend upon one and the fame caufe; let us 
fuppofe this caufe to be zther, let us alfo fup- 
pofe, that the electrical procefs does not add 
a greater quantity of this Ether to bodies, 
but only difpofeth them to part with the 
gether they already contain to non-electric bo- 
dies that approach them: This beins the cafe, 
tis reafonable to expeét that the watch. fpring 
after being electrify’d, fhould, by imparting 
{ome of its zther to the aqueous and other par- 
ticles floating in the circumambient air, lofe 
part of its elaficity, which really happened ; 
for the watch before it was electrify’d gained 
upon the clock feconds in15 minutes,but when 
electrified 4 feconds only in 1§ minutes. As to 
the watch gaining but 2 feconds after this in 15 
minutes tho’ unelectrify’d, I guefs it was owing 
to the lofsof zther it had fuftained in being fo 
long eleétrify’d; perhaps, had the watch been 
eleétrified half an hour, the clock would have 
gained upon it. But if upon future tryal it 
{hould be found that the fpring by being electri- 
fy’d lofes nowning of sts elafticity, even this 
will not prove that wafticity is not the effect 
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of zther, for wecannot, I think, be fure that 
the fpring does not imbibe from the air in the 
the fame ‘proportion it imparts ether to other 
bodies.

N the magazine for ‘fanuary laft, I 
took the liberty to offer fome 
thoughts concerning Mi/tow’s imitation 
of the moderns ; and, in’ fupport of my 
opinion, produced fome verles from 
Maj/enius; they were part of his work 
intitled,, SARCoTIDOS /idri guingque 3 
containing about 2500 lines. "The au- 
thor, in his preface, lays, ‘That he did 
not intend it fo much for a compleat 
model of anepicpoem,' as for a rude 
draught or the great’ out-lines of one 
to be. worked up to perfection by a per- 
fon of greater genius, or more: Jeifure, 
than himfelf. And it mutt be owned, 
% fell into excellent hands. ‘Tho’ 
ghe merit of the Improvement made 
wpon it; may, by the by, admit fome di- 
minution, if the proverb facile eff inven- 
2is addere, holds good in ‘the poetical as 
in other fciences. JT think that Mi/tox 
turfues his fteps pretty clofe in his two 
Brit books, where both their fubjects 
feem much the fame. He begins 
to leave him towards the beginning of 
his 4d book, where Ma/enius,{o to {peak, 
begins to forfake himfclf, I mean his firft 
plan, and inftead of, purfuing the fa// of 
wan, which at firit he propos’d, begins 
to inftitute a comparifon betwixt the 
different vices and virtues of mankind, 
their oppofition and conflicts one with 
another. In this way he proceeds till 
he concludes, treating, allalong, his fub- 
jeét with great dignity and elegance, and 
giving fuch long hiftorical arguments to 
his five books, as alone are fufficient to 
ferve as a plan; for compofing a noble 
Epic poem, though the learned author 
had not proceeded to ‘illuftrate the ex- 
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ecilent rules,given in ‘the former part of F 


his work, or which till I can recover 
the whole, fo much may fuffice of him. 
I fhall proceed,, therefore, to another 
work of no lefs “eminence, to which 
that Milton was alfo-obliged, the reader 
will {caree doubt, fince it 1s moft .cer- 
tain that he had feenit.

Now as Mr Fenton, in his life of Mz/-

The fireets are 
wide, and many of them well planted 
with trees, fo that having the jea on one 


fide, and a river onthe other, it may be £ 


truly faid, that few cities itand {fo plea- 
fantly, or are better fupplied with 
provilions. 

Inthe middle of fort St George ftands 
the governor’s houfe, which is a very 
handiome, lofty, {quare ftone building, 
and affords room not only for his lodg- 
ings, and the warehoufes of the com- 
pany, but for the lodgings alfo of the 
company’s fervants. As this ts looked 
upon as the moft confiderable place on 
that coaft, the eftablifhment there, 1s 
very large invall refpeéts. The firft per- 
fon is the governor, who has a falary of 


200 pounds a year, and another hun- 
dred by way of gratuity; the chief of » 


his council has 100 pounds per Azz. 
the next to him feventy, the third fifty, 
and the three other counfellors forty 
each. There are befides, fix fenior mer- 
chants, two junior merchants, five fac- 


tors, ten writers, two minilters, a fur- | 


geon, two aflay mafters (for they coin 
money here) a fudge, an attorney-ge- 
neral, anda fecretary. ‘This is a place 
of vaft trade, and all the officers have

firch perquifites, that they foon, become 
rich. There is no place in the world 
where money is more plenty, or where 
traders have better credit. The gover- 
nor lives with the ftate and magnihcence 
of a prince, and is refpected as fuch by 
the inhabitants of the town and the ad- 
jacent villages, who are his, or rather 
the company’s fubjeéts, from whom they 
receive guit-rents from their lands, du- 
ties on their goads, and an excife upon 
all eatables, which is applied to defray- 
ing the expence of the government: 
The city is ruled by a mayor and alder- 
men, who hold a court in the town- 
houfe, where juftice is adminiftered to 
the black inhabitants, but difputes be- 
tween the whites, are generally deter-- 
mined by the governor and his council. 
The towns, as well as the fort, have 
very good walls, with: baftions at pro- 
per diftances. ‘The fituation is very pro- 
per for defence, they have feveral out- 
guards, and taking their artillery all to- 
gether, they have at leaft two hundred 
pieces of cannon. ‘The garrifon how- 
ever is not very ftrong, it confifts of 
three companies, each of eighty or an 
hundred men. About two thirds of 
thefe are Europeans, the reft Topaffes, or 
Portuguefe Indians; the company has 
befides about two hundred of the na- 
tives in their pay, who are called Peoms, 
and in time of danger they might levy 
a confiderable number of people. For 
it Js computed, that there are under the 
company's diag eg not fewer than 
00,000 fouls. ‘There is therefore very 
fheele danger from any attempts the na- 
tives are capable of making, by which 
I mean any of the princes in their neigh- 
bourhood. The fortis a regular and good 
fortification, kept in-conftant order,well 
fupplied with artillery,ammunition, and 


F provifions, and a garrifon of a compe- 


tent ftrength, under the command of 
officers of experience, who are regular- 
ly and handfomely paid by the company. 
——‘* It is not eafy, therefore, to con- 
“ ceive, that there can be any truth in 
‘ a flying report we have from Paris, 
* in relation to the French making them- 
© {elyes matters of this fettlement. ‘The 
© only place they have on this coaft, or 
* indeed of any confequence in the Haft 
© Indies, is Pondicherry, which lies fe- 
“ venty miles fouth of fort S¢ George, fo 
© that this could be no furprize, nor was 
« it ever fufpected, that the French had 
‘ either a land or a naval force in thofe 
« parts, capable of reducing a place of 
“ juch contequence, and every way fo 
‘ well provided,’

tain called England, to order fuch rea- 
fonable falaries and charges as they fhall 
think proper to be paid by any infpector 
or infpectors, or other perfon or perfons 
already appointed by the juftices of the

the coaft of Jtaly, and facilitating the 
motions of count Brown. ‘The militia 
of Bretagne, to the number of 20,000 
men, are poited along the coaft, the 
court being apprehenfive of another vi- 
fit from the Ezs/i/b. The king propoies 
to fet out for Flanders, May 2, N.S. and 
to open the campaign at the head of 
150,000 men, tho’, itis faid, his moft 
chriftian majeity has fignify’d that peace 
may potlibly be declared at the head of 
the armies.

‘The lord iteward replied that he 
knew of no fuch law in Exglond; Lord 
Lovat then named a flatute which inca- 
pacitated {uch perfons to give evidence 
in cafes of treafon, as would be benefit- 
ed by the attainder; and feveral clau- 
{es of the act were read for the prifo- 
ner’s fatisfaction: After which, the 
witnefs, on being afked, denied that he 
held any thing of the prifoner by 
Tack,or leafe ; and being afked, at Lord 
Talvot’s defire, if he would receive any 
benefit from the attainder of the un- 
fortunate lord at the bar, he replied in 
the negative. 

It was moved by Sir John Strange 
that this witneis. might be {worn in 
chief, which was ordered accordingly ; 
but before this was done, Lord Lovat 
defired the witnefs might be afked whe- 
ther he was indebted to him. Sir Dad- 
fey Rider replied that if he was, it would 
vot diiqualify him ; upon which being 
interrupted by the-prifoner, the lord 
fieward inierpofed, and told him the 
Managers muft not be interrupted. And 
the witneis then kiffed the book, and 
being examined by Sir Fohu Strange, 
depoied to the following effect, having 
in his hand a memorandum of his own 
wiiting to refrefh his memory: 

That he had known Lord Lovat ever 
fince the year 1733, had frequently 
converied with him on publick affairs, 
and was told by him that he had fent a 
letter to Lord Seaforth, in 1719, by 
Lieut. M‘Kiunon, inviting him to make 
a new atiempt, and promifing him to 
join him with all his men. 

That the witnefs made affidavit of 
this, and fent it to the miniftry by the 
D. of Athol ; but that Ld Lovat had the 
acidreis to get clear of this difcovery. 

That in 1736, when he the Lord 
Lovat was fherift of Jnvernefs, he fuf- 
fered Roy Stuart to efcape out of the 
publick goal, from whence he went di- 
rettly to the faid lord’s houfe, where he 
Was entertained fix weeks, and fet out 
for France in his lJordfhip’s chaife, be- 
ing charged with mefiages from him to 
the pretender, profefling his fidelity, 
and {oliciting the poft of Lieut. Gen. 
of the Highlands, and the title of Duke. 

That in 1742 he received the faid 
commuiliion, on which he declared that 
he was then in a condition to humble 
his neighbours. ‘That he, with fix o- 
thers, ligned and fealed an affociation, 
and {ent it to Paris and Rome by Mur- 
ray ot Broughton, in 1740, the purport 
oi which was to inform the pretender 
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of his readinefs to appear in arms for 
his fervice, and folliciting an invafion 
from France.———That thele perfons, at 
their meetings, drank healths, and fung 
catches, fuch as Confujfion to the white 
borfe, and allits generation 3 and

Trifo.——That in 1745 he order’d his 
fon to read the pretender’s manifeito, 
to which this witnefs objecting, he call- 
ed him a traytor, ‘€%c.——That he of- 
fer’d this witnefs acaptain’s commifli- 
on, which he sched That ina 
converfation about religion, he {aid 
there was but one true religion, the 
opifh; that he curfed the reformation 
st anid it brought in a falfe religion, 
and the revolution becaufe it brought us 
in debt. ‘That many of. his tenants 
refufing to come into the rebellion, he 
threaten’d to cut them off. ‘That he 
fent for .his fon, the mafter of Lovat, 
then 19, from the univerfity of St 4n- 
drews, in order to his accepting a com- 
miflion from the pretender, and head- 
ing the clan..—_—-The witnefs havin 
gone thro’ his examination, the. Lor 
fovat, being afked, if he had any quefti- 
ons to put to him, reply’d, he had al- 
leged fo many falfhoods, that he did not 
know what to afk him, or where to be- 
gin ; but obferved that he had been 
employed in foliciting witnefles againit 
him, which Schield denied, and Lord 
Lovat {aid he could prove. Being crofs 
examined, how long he had been in 
town, and at whole expence he was 
now maintamed, he anfwer’d, that he 
came to town on we/day then laft, and 
was maintained at the government’s ex- 
pence,tho’ he intended to live at hisown. 
Mr Murray,(the folicitor general) then 
called one Robert Frafer, who was 
fworn, and declared that he was no te- 
nant to the prifoner; but Lord Lovat 
excepted againft him, and offer’d to 
prove him a tenant by the written Tack.

‘That the pri- 
foner received a letter from the lord 
refident, to diffuade him from going 
mto the rebellion, and that in an anfwer 
he excufed himfelf, laying the blame on 
his fon, alledging that he was not the 
fir who had an undutiful child. (See 
Vol. XVI. p. 86 G.)\——That the ma- 
fter of Lovat accidentally getting a fight 
of fuch letter, cryed out, “© Good 
“ God! how have I deferved that 
“* character.——-By G—d, Ill go and 
“< put the faddle on the right horfe.” 
That Lord Lovat was not by, and that 
the young gentleman’s parental affection 
foon getting the better of his refentment 
the affair dropped. That Ld Lovat’s 
naine was made ufe of to induce the 
Frafers to join the pretender, and that 
he appointed them a rendezvous, and 
furnifhed them with tents, arms, co- 
jours, €or. That they rendezvoufed 
twice, once about the middle and once 
about the latter end of 4ugu/? near Ld 
Lovat’s houfe ; and that at the lait meet- 
ing his lord{hip gave them gunpowder, 
and cockades, as marks of their being 
in the pretender’s fervice. That after 
the battle of Priffon Pans, flags were 
ivento his men. That Lord Levat, 
in a letter to the pretenders’s fon, then 
at the head of his party, laments his 
great age and infirmities, which pre- 
vented his doing him perfonal fervice ; 
and acquaints him that, as a proof of 
his zeal in the cauie, he had fent his el- 
deft fon, who was the darling of bis life.

Lord Lovat was prefent, and money 
fubfcribed ; he alfo read fome names of 
gentlemen whom the Earlof 7raguair 
had told him he had converfed with, 


and had hupes of afliltance from them, 
That the witnefs himfelf had been 


employed as an agent in the rebellion, 
and as fuch went over to France to foli- 
cit troops to land in Exgland and Scot- 
land, and that he carried over to the 
pretender an aflociation of feveral Scotch 
gentlemen, of whom Lord Lovat was 
one, anda letter from the {aid lord con- 
taining repeated affurances of his zeal 
in the caule. 

Frafer of Dundiallock proved that Lord 
Lovat took part in the rebellion, by 
fending out his clan under command of 
his fon. 

‘Fobn Riddall, the prifoner’s groom, 
who was in the battle of Cy/scen, and 
foon after furender’d, and “om ialber 
gave evidence 
to the fame effect.

Chat about: 6 or 
feven companies of the Frafers having 
marched to join the rebels, a]l came baek 
except 25, being-countermanded.by Ld 
who had: wrote. to’ Lord Prefi- 
cent to know what would be the confe- 
quence of his headitrong fon’s having 
snter’d into the rebellion, and received 
for anfwer, that his perion. would be 
jeized, and his conduct enquired into ¢ 
of this his lordfhip immediately inform- 
ed his fon, and propoled his gomge di- 
rectly to Holiand’; but that the next day, 
when in company with his fon and two 
other gentlemen, he declared it-was all 
a bugbear, and advifed his fon to pro- 
ceed, and join the rebels with his whole 
clan.— That upon this the matter of Lv- 
vat burit into tears, faying he had been 
made a fool and tool from firft to laft, 
undcing one day what he did another; 
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but ‘that he was now determined to 
match, let the: confequence be what it 
would.——That he believes, from his 
knowledge sof:the matter of Lova?’s 
good fenfe and avow’d principles, that 
he would not. have gone into the rebel- 
jion but for shis father’s influence, and 
that he shadioften heard him declare as 
much. Thatithe Frajers marched to 


Stirling, and that! fome of the arms 


brougnt from France were by order de- 
liver’d to them. ‘That the witnefs 
carried a large packet, without: directi- 
on, from fecretary*Murray to the mafter 
ot. Lovat, containing a“commiffion of 
heutenant general: forslord Louat, ano- 
ther of lord lheutenancy, and another of 
colonel to one of the name of Fra/fer, 
all fign’d and feal’d by the pretender.— 
‘That the reafon why Murray did not di- 
rect the faid ‘packet, was,’ that he did 
not. know whether to-addrefs it to lord 
Lovat or dukeFrafer sand that he:faw 
a letter from the young pretender to his 
Jordthip, -defiring him:to join them in 
perfon. . 

Lieut. Alex. Gampbell depofed, that, 
going to lord Lovat’s feat in Oct. 1745, 
to treat with him:for cattle, his lordfhip 


-faid his fon was in the rebellion, but 


that. himfelf was a loyal fubje&. 

Peter Frafer depofed, that he believed 
the mafter of Lavat could have carried 
the. clan into the rebellion without his 
father. 

‘John: Fargubar, fervant to fecretaty 
Murray, depofed, ‘that the lord Levat 
met feveral gentlemen after the battle of 
Culloden, to"confider how the remainder 
of the rebels could- be got together :— 
That lord Lovat embraced *feveral of 
Lochie?’s officers, and declared that, »if 
they could collect a ‘body of 7 or 8000 
honeit Highlanders, ‘they fhould yet be 
able to beat the!eleftor of *s 
troops, and that he wifh’d toGod he 
had. joined the ‘prince regent wher he 
firft came over.—That fome Frezch mo- 
ney had been landed and: diftributed to 
the rebels, to get! them together again ; 
that they then refolved. to march fouth 
for Eainburgh, and. expected French 
forces to land. 

Charles Stuart-depofed, that, after the 
battle of Culloden there was a meeting of 
feveral: rebel chiefs,» lord + Lovat being 
pretent, in alittle hut, at Morlay.—That 
Murray there propofed to draw up arti- 
cles of {urrender to the D. of ‘Cumber- 
land, and if not ‘accepted,to ftand out in 
a body to the laft; but lord Lovat would 
not fign them, declaring he was a neu- 
tra} perion, ‘That 70 or 80 /. was gi- 

ven 


ven by Murray out of the principal trea- 
fury, and part of 35,000 luidores was 
fent to the mafter of .Lovat to pay them, 
and that he himfelf had given money 
to feveral of the rebel chiefs, but lord 
. Lovat accepted none.——That he faw 
Roy Stuart at Bologne in 1736, who told 
him he was then going to Rome with 
letters of recommendation fromLdLovat. 

Lieut. Robert Dalrymple devoled, that 
dining and fupping feveral times with 


Ld Lovat, when prifoner on board the ’ 


Furnace, he had heard him fay, that.the 
rebel army might have laughed at the 
king’s troops ; that they had no bufinets 
to fight, but fhould have retired to the 
mountains, where the D. of Cumber-

David Campbell depofed, that he was 


on board the Furnace the morning that'C 


lord Lovat was taken, and prefent at the 
opening of his ftrong box, in which was 
fotind, among other papers, a letter from 
the mafter of Lovat'to his lordfhip, re- 
lating tothe rebel army: ‘That he told 
his lordfhip he believed it would have 
been better for himif that letter had not 
been in the box, to: which he anfwered, 
it qould fo. ‘That he declared his only 
motive to go into the rebellion, was the 
miniftry’s taking his company from him. 
Sir Everard Fawkener depofed, that 
he vifited the lord Levat, when a pri- 
foner at Inverne/sy by order of the D. 
of Cumberland: That his lordfhip then 
talked much of the fervices he had done 
the government in 1715, and the fa- 
yours hé had received from his late ma- 
jefty; that he fpoke with great refent- 
ment againft marfhal Wade, as the per- 
fon who.deprived him of his free com- 
pany, and declared that, in his opinion, 
fuch ufaze was fufficient to juftify him 
in joining Thamas Kouli Khan, if he had 
landed here’: but added, that, if the go- 
vernment would {pare his life and eftate, 
he would exert all his powers (perhaps 
not inconfiderable) in its fervice. 
Robert Frafer (a former witnels) pro- 
ved feveral treafonable letters to be fign- 


ed by lord Lovat, which were ient to © 


the young pretender, fecretary Murray 


the laird of Lochiel, and the marquis of 


Tullibardine, filed duke of Athi/, which 
letters were read. 

Capt. Duff proved that the letter from

The managers produced -Rolert Fra- 
fer again, who proved lord Lovat’s fign- 
ing a letter fent by him to his fon, 
relating to the entertainment of the 
young pretender, whoin he expeéted to 
call.at his houfe'; and alfo his letter to 
theD. of Cumberland, after taken prifoner. 

Secretary Murray atirm’d the receipt 
of Lid Lovat’s letter by him, anda letter 
all written with the young pretender’s 
own hand to lord Lowat; deliring him 
immediately to join him. 

The evidence forthe crown being 
clofed, it was {ummed up by Str Fobz 
Strange; and the lord fteward then in- 


forrtied the-prifoner that he might begin © 


his defence. But his lordfhip replying 
that he was not ready, and praying 4 or 
5 days to prepare himfelf, and that Nor- 
man Macleod, Efq; (a relation of his, and 
member of the houleof commons)might 
be permitted to give evidence in his be- 
half, the lords adjourned to the upper 
chamber, and fenr a ineflage to the com- 
mons, acquainting them with lord Le- 
vats, requeit to examine Mr Macleod, 
and: that the lords had: determined to 
proceed. on Wednitfday next ; «and the 
commons order’d that Mr Macleod have 
leave to be examined as a’ witnels. 
Wednefday 18, faxth Day: 

The lord fteward direéted the pri- 
foner to proceed in his defence; where- 
upon he faid_ he had. often told theiz 
lordfhips that he was 80 years old, full 
of infirmities,‘ and pains, and therefore 
unable to examine witnefles himfelf, bur 
that he had put his thoughts loofely inte 
Writing that morning, defiring the fame 
might be read by the clerk, which was 
done accordingly, being in fubftance as 
follows : ‘Thatit would be impoifi- 
ble for him to manifeit his innocence te 
their lordfhips, unlefs he could have 
thofe witnefles from Scotlend, which, by 
their.lordfhips order, were fummoned to 
attend. That the allowing infamous 
and attainted perfons to give evidence, 
fuch.as fecretary Murray, and his own 
{éerctary (againit whom he exclaimed 
in the bittereft terms) was a dangerous 
precedent. ‘That he hoped their lord- 
ihips would enforce their order to bring 
up his witnefles, and till then he fub- 
mits his life, and all that is dear to him, 
to their lordfhips honour.——He was 
then again directed to proceed to his de- 
fence ; but he declining to enter upon 
it till all his witnefles were come from 
Scotian/,the managers declared that this, 
and this only, was the time for the pri- 
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foner to make his defence, and that the 
fubject of his requeft was unprecedent- 
ed, and could not be comply’d with.— 
And upon this the follicitor general was 
heard in reply. 

Lord Lovat then offered to call two 
perfons to prove, that many of his wit- 
nefles were threatened: with imprifon- 
fonment, if they offered to go to London 
on his behalf, -and others were driven 
to the hills: And the attorney-general 
and Mr Noe/’s objection to this being 
heard, the houfe of peers adjourned to 
the chamber of. parliament, where the 
journal for March 16, 1715, onthe Earl 
of Wintoun’s tryal was read, and the 
houfe agreeing to go down again and 
pafs judgment on Lord Lovat, the lords 
{piritual delivered their ufual protefta- 
tion and withdrew. Then being re- 
turned to We/iminfier-hall, and the pri- 
foner taken from the bar, the lord high 
fteward put the queftion to every peer, 
beginning with the junior, Whether 
Simon Lord Lovat was guilty of all the 
charges of high treafon brought againft 
him? and thereupon every one, put- 
ting his hand upon his left breaft an- 
{wered, Guiry, wpon my honour. He 
was then again fet to the bar, and ac- 
quainted by the lord high fteward, that 
his peers had unanimoufly found him 
guilty; on which the lords adjourned 
to their houfe. 


Thurfday 19, Seventh Day. 


The fpeaker with his mace went to 
the bar of the houfe of lords, and in 
the name of all the commons of Ezg- 
land demanded judgment againft Simon 
Lord Lovat for high treafon. 

Then the lords adjourned to Wefmin- 
frer-hall, and the prifoner being brought 
to the bar, was afked, if he had any 
thing to offer why judgment of death 
fhould not be pronounced againft him ; 
to which he anfwered, he had not. 

His Grace then, proceeding to judg- 
ment, addrefled himfelf to the unhappy 
lord at the bar in a pathetic {peech. As 
he had obferved on alike melancholy 
occafion, (See Vol. XVI. p. 436 D) 
that the ordinary courfe of his majefty’s 
laws was {trong enough to bring even 
the chiefs of the rebels to juftice, his 
Grace took this opportunity to ob- 
ferve, ‘Chat the commons of Exgland, 
having found the noble prifoner at the 
bar to be one of the principal con{pira- 
tors who contriv’d and carried on the 
late deteftable® rebellion, ‘‘ they! rightly 
judged that this, whichis the common 
cauie, Ought to be profecuted by the u- 
hited voice of the people.—That it be-

came them, in full parliament, to lay o- 
pen the fource of our late: calamities,

His Grace proceeds to the 
laft a€t of his high office, by obferving 
among other inftances of the prifoners 
craft, dififmulation and want of private, 
as well as public virtue, that it had ap- 
pear’d he ufed his parental influence o- 
ver his eldeft fon, a youth not above 1 
years of age, to compel him into the 
rebellion, and afterwards unnaturally 
endeavoured to caft the crime and re- 
proach upon him; which, if true, is 
“an impiety that makes one tremble ; 
adding the celebrated faying of a wife 
author of antiquity, ‘‘ That the love 
** of our country includes all other fo- 
which (fays. his 
fhews his perfect knowledge 
of human nature; for we fee, when 
that is gone, even the tendereft of all 
affe€tions, the parental, may be ex- 
** tinguifhed with it,” 

After fentence was pronounced, the 
lord fteward ftanding up broke his ftaff, 
and declared his commiffion void. Then 
Lord Lovat defir’d the lords to recom- 
mend him to his majefty’s mercy, and 
faid to the managers of the commons, 
L hope as ye are flout, ye will be merciful; 
and going from the bar faid, God blefs 
Nou all, I aifp you an everlafting farewell, 
Sor we foall never meet again in this place.

Extraft of a Letter from Italy. 
’U R holy father the pope, good 


foul ! tranfported, as we may fay,” 


into the manfions of the blefled, feems 
to regard nothing but what pafies in hea- 
yen, where he fearches for new models 
of virtue and fanctity, in order to propote 
them as objects of worfhip and imitation 
to the faithful. In thefe laborious fearch- 
es he has at length met with five wor- 
thies, for whofe canonization they are 
making atRome magnificent and pompous 
preparations, at the expence of .above 
200,000 crowns: For the greater 
{plendor of the folemnity, his holine(s 
has written letters of invitation to all 
the bifhops of the ecclefiaftical ftate, and 
ef the kingdom of Naples, to repair to 
Rome, and honour this auguit ceremony 
with their prefence. 

It feems as-if earth vy’d with heaven 
in that facred: work, and halten’d to o- 
pen her bofom to fatisfy the particular 
tafte, which the holy father has for thefe 
kinds of apotheofes: For it happen’d 
that while his’ holinefs was rummaging 
every corner for fit fubjects to increafe 
the ecclefiaftical kalendar, he difcover’d 
in. a little town, called Rigzano, *. be- 
longing to St Pefer’s patrimony, fifteen 
miles from Rome, a fubterraneous place, 
faid to be very antient, in which were 
found thirty tombs, with -fome infcrip-’ 
tions. Some who pretended to great 
{kill in thefe forts of monuments, im- 
mediately gave out that thefe thirty 
tombs inclofed 2s many martyrs, and re- 
ported them as-fuch to the pope, who 
Was overjoy’d at this precious difcovery. 
"The holy father immediately fent a let- 
ter to the bifhop of Civita Caffellana, 
which is but a few miles from Rignano, 
with orders to that prelate to repair to 
that place, and examine the whole af- 
fair with attention, and. according to 
the rules prefcribed on the like occafi- 
ons, and then to make his report in wri- 
ting, that proper meatures might be tak- 
en on fo weighty an affair. ‘The bithop 
readily repair’d to Rigvano, and having 
confider’d thecavity, failed not to write 
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vault, which a pious’ Roman lady (of 
whom we know neither the name, nor 
the-time 1n which ‘fhe lived) had ap- 
propriated forthe interment of the mar- 
tyrs. They tell us further that eleven 
of their bodies were difcover’d, unto 
two of which they gave the names of 
Maximus and Raffinus. ‘Vhefe names 
aré pretty common in the Roman Mar- 
Hy ogy, Where we find already feveral 
aints to whom they belong. As for the 
nine others, as nothing could be difco- 
veréd in their tombs by which they 
could be known, they gave them the 


. firft names that came to mind, and their

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bones and reliques, with thofe of the 
two firft, were all remov’d together, 
with great ceremony, into the church of 
Rignano, in expectation of fome difco- 
very, by which they may claim‘a place 
in the catalogue of faints. it is not 
doubted but fomething: will {oon of- 
fer'for that purpofe, confidering the 
great ‘fondnefs “of the holy father 
for thefe’ kinds of ceremonies, unlefs 
there fhould happen to’ arife another 
De Launoy, or Bailiet,- bold enough 
to inquire into thé pretenfions of thefe 
new {dints by criticifm, which however 
is not'to be expected - under the reign 
of Benedié X1V. > 
In fhort,.the fovereign pontiff, who 
is mighty fond of pious novelties, has 
very lately approv’d,by a bull, the rules 
and conftitutions' of a new inititution, 
called the Jarefoot clerks of the pa(fiox of 
Felus Chriff. “The religious of this or- 
der are bound by a particular vow to 
inculcate, in their miffions and other 
exercifes, a devotion to the patiion of 
our faviour. As every thing which be- 
longs to Monkery is extremely expediti- 
ous in eftablifhment, it is obferv’d that 
this order, though juft beginning to 
fpring, fhoots forth already into three 
branches, and is.on the point of fend- 
ing forth many more, of which we fee 
the names and lift in the /ta/an gazettes. 
Thefe people,the better to quality them- 
felves for guides to heaven, always be- 
gin with attaching themfelves, in the 
firmeft and moft dextrous manner poili- 
ble, to the earth.

While the holy father places his glo- 
ry in multiplying faints in. heaven, 
which does not want them, the Archbp 
of Roau has, we hear, lately abolifh’d an 
inflitution that had fubfilted ten years in 
his metropolis. It was a community of 
young women under the name of our 
lady of Nazareth,. or of the toly Heart. 
This new, fociety was contriv’d and e- 
ftablifl’d by a prieft living in the pa- 
vith of St Maclow, in the faid city, nam- 
ed Binet, a man who made himfelf 
temarkableas much by his whimfical de- 
votion,as by his ignorance,which was of 
the groffeft kind. . 

This man with a2 lownels of genius, 
anfwerable to his profound ignorance, 
took it in his head, fome ten years ago, 
to become founder of an order. What 
he had read in the golden legends of the 
lives and converfation of founders, and 
the honour and, warfhip which their di- 
iciples paid to their memory, flatter’d 
his felf-love, and put him upon a projeét 
of imitating them, in hopes of having, 


iome time or other, afhare in their glo-- 


ty. With this view he aflembled toge- 
ther, in a public houle, a certain num- 
ber of young women, and order’d them 
a habit as fingular, as the rules of prac- 
tice which he enjoin’d them. were 
whimfical. The zealand fervor, which 
conflantly attend new eftablifhments, 
pave his inftitution an air of edification. 
Ba as this building was by no. means 
founded upon afirm rock, that is.to fay, 
folid piety, and was under the direétion 
and conduct of Bivet, a perfon illiterate 
and without a miffion from, his {uperi- 
ors, it. was impoffible that it fhould long 
fubfitt.. And, indeed, the childifh and: 
ndiculous inftructions which he gave 
thefe young creatures, the devout ro- 
mances, which he order’d them to read, 
fuch as.the Life of the Virgin, by Ma- 
triad degreda, the life of Marig Alicague, 
that of the good. Armel)z Nicolas, the

Chrifian Schoolmaffer, the Jeven Trum- 
ets, and other books of Christmas T ates, 
would infallibly have turn’d ~ the brains 
of all the congregation, had it been fuf- 
fer'd to fubfit longer... For. this reafon 
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the archbifhop and clergy of that greatH 


ciry thoucht it their duty to give orders 
for its diflolution, and iffa’d an ordon- 
Manes ba all thefe young wopien, nader 
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the fevereft ecclefiaftical penalties, to 
retutn every oné to her refpective fami- 
ly, and renounce-all thofe follies, which 
could not but be. attended with pernici+ 
ous: confequences. 

We may judge of »thecondu& of 
their founder, and of the inftru@iong 
he gave them, by the impertinences 
which his ignorance and indifcretioy 
made him utter, fome months ago, ina 
parifh. of » Roam, -callece!

we may judge of them by this pattern, 
this prelate is, to all appearance, in the 
fame way of thinking with one of his 
predeceffors, who in juftification of his 
negligence im chufing good minifters, 
when fome complain’d to him about -1t, 
merrily anfwerd, ‘‘ That he had no 
“* tafte for people of merit; and that 
“ fince it was indifpenlably neceflary 
‘© for the church to have paltors, it was 
** much better, after all, that the feld 
“< of the good man of the houfe fhould 
<< be plough’d with afles, than lie fal- 
“ low.” A maxim which prevails too 
much in many prelates.

Ardinal Spinel, archbifhop of Na- 

1 ples, has of late endeavoured to e- 
rect a court of inquifition in that king- 
dom, and had made fo great a progrets 
as to grant employments, got ready pa- 
tents, drawn up ftatutés, hada feal en- 
graved, prifons’ ereéted, with all the 
frightfal apparatus of inftraments and 
machines required for the torture of de- 


“linquents under examination. He had e- 


ven proceeded farther,and had-begun to 
exert his authority, by eaufing fearches to 
be made, and feveral perfons imprifon’d ; 
and, as it afterwards appeared, had ac- 
tually drawn up four proceffes, one a- 
gainita layman, and three others againft 
as many eccleffattics, 4 
The deputation of the noblefs, which 
they call the junto of the holy afice, 
whofe bufinefs it isto obferve the moti- 
ons, and curb the attempts of the cler- 
gy, having got fome intelligence of 
thefe proceedings of the archbilhop, 
prefented a memoriah on that head to the 
king, who caufed his eminence to be 
inform’d of the complaint made againit 
him, and order’d a ftop to be put to 
the four procefles. | Fhe cardinal obey’d, 
but not till he had alter’d the form of 
the procefles, fo as that it might not be 
known that they were drawn up after 
the manner of the inquifition. His E- 
minence at the fame time made repeat- 
ed proteftations, both by word of mouth 
and writing, and affured his majeity, in 
the moft folemn manner, that all the 
complaints made againft him were utter- 
ly groundlefs, and that no fuch thing 
ever enter’d his thoughts.

Clara, to be examin’d, and order’da 
report to be made ‘to himfelf, after which 
they were referr’d to a committee of 
the Noblefs, to underge a like exami- 
nation.

the informations fhall be fent to theroya} 
chamber, to be examined, whether the 
proceedings thereon have been manag’d 
according to the ordinary and regular 
forms of law, and whether the fum- 
mons itfelf has been drawn in the ufu- 
al form appointed by his majefty; after 
which the court.of the faid chamber 
fhall declare whetherit be proper to pro- 
ceed to imprifonment if the party be of 
the laity, in which cafe he fhall be com-= 
mitted to the common gaol, and well 
treated ; That the chamber fhall allow 
him counfel for his defence ; / laftly, 
that thofe againft whom an information 
is lodged, and who are aétually in pri- 
fon, fhall be removed, in order to be 
try'd before their ordinary judge. This 
wife ordonnance has met with univerfal

Extrad from M. LESSER?’s Txroro- 
Gy or Insects; Or, A Demonftration 
of the Perfetions of Gov from the whole 
Affair of Infetts. Tranflated from the High 
Dutch ; wrth Remarks by P. Lyonner. 


HE work is divided into two books; in 

the firft, Chap. I. the author enquires 
into the caufes ef the exiftence of infeéts, and 
proves very well, againft the antients, that pu+ 
trefaction is not a caufe. | But do they multi- 
ply by way of generation? The author decides 
the queftion in the affirmative; but his com- 
mentator, M. Lyonner, tells us that we are not 
fure of the univerfality of this law. 

Among feveral examples which he cites in 
confirmation of his doubting, he fpeaks of 
vine-fretters (Seep, 122 H.) 

M. Leffer, however, confirms his opinion of 
generation by fcripture, which tells us that 
God bleffed all the animals which the earth had 
produced from its bofom, and commanded them 
to increafe and multiply 5; and from the refy- 
tation of the fyftem of equivocal generation, 
which he proves to be founded only on infuffi- 
cient obfervations, fince all thofe infeéts which 
were fuppoted to proceed from matter of diffe- 
rent kinds, were produced from eggs there de- 
pofited, as is plain from the obfervations of 
Redi. and Malpight. 

M. Lyonnet, however, takes notice that Lee- 
wenboeck has feen infes produced’ in a tube 


her-

"hermetically fealed, after putting duft and rain. 
water therein. But Redi’s experiments relate 
only to infeéts which are vifible without glaffes, 
whereas Leewenhoeck’s concern fuch minute 
ones as a microfcope magnifies ten millions of 
times more than they appear to the naked eye, 
and whofe eggs may be inclofed in the duft, or 
the rain-water, in fpite of all the precautions 
to have it pure, or ever in the air contain’d in 
the void part of the tube. 

In the fecond chapter he examines into the 
nature of infeéts, or their analogy with plants, 
and how they differ from them, The princi- 
pal difference is, that they change place,where- 
as plants are immoveable, and are obliged to 
draw their nourifhment from the pl+ces where 
they are fixed. °Tis indeed this local motion, 
as M. Lyonnet remark-, that moft vifibly di- 
ftinguifhes infe¢ts from plants in general, and 
he gives us, in the fame note, the relations be- 
tween infects and vegetables. As to the rett, 
the author obferves that the differences between 
the three kingdoms [of minerals, vegetables, 
and infects] are much accidental, and that the 
diftance which God has fet between them is 
imperceptible, feveral plants, as corals, &c. 
approaching very near to minerals, and infects 
in feveral refpects very nearly refembling ani- 
mals. M. Lyonnet proves this by inftances of 
the fea-nettle, the female gallinfecte [/a fe- 
melle des Gallinfectes] the folitaire, and the 
frefh-water polypus. 

But.if fome infeéts are nearly related to the 
vegetable kingdom, in other. points of view 
they will appear to appertain to the animal 
creation. We diftinguifh them from animals, 
in that they have neither bone, nor fieth pro- 
. perly fpeaking. Here M. Lyonnet takes occa- 
fion to fix the characters which diftinguifh in- 
fects from minerals. One of the principal is 
the cuttings or ixciffons, which are more or 
lefs deep, and from whence an infe& takes 
its name. 
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who alfo diftributes infeéts into four claffes, 
the firfl of which comprehends fuch as are not 
fubjeét to any change of form ; the other three 
are diftinguifh’d by the different manner of their 
transformation into nymphz and chryfalides. 
M. Leffer explains this fyttem at large in his 
feventh chapter, and his commentator obijeéts 
againft it, that his fourth clafs feparates from 
his third {uch animals as have much more rela- 
tion to one another than thofe contained in the 
third ; for this clafs is compofed of butterflies, 
[papillons] beetles, and flies, animals very dif~ 
ferent from one another ; and the fourth com- 
prifes the reft of the flies which could not be 
referr’d to the third divifion ; befides, the ftate 
of the nympha and of the chryfalis will very 
hardly afford a diftinét character, becaufe at 
fuch a time infects are very difficult to be dif- 
cover’d from the care they take to conceal 
themfelves. 

M. Linneus, in his Sytem of Nature, di- 
vides infects into feven claffes.. The firft com- 
prehends thofe with cover’d wings, as beetles 5 
the fecond thofe which have their wings unco-, 
ver’d, as flies; the third the half-winged, or 
thofe which have only one part winged ; the 
fourth the non-winged, which have members, 
as the flea ; the fifth, creeping infeéts, which 
have their body naked, as the earth-worm ; 
the fixth the infects with fhells ; the laft takes 
in zoophytes that have members, among which 


'D he reckons urfins fourfins] the fiche [ fiche] 
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M. Leffer obferves, in fhort, that infects are 


not to be defpifed on account of their minute- 
nefs, which is but a relative quality ; that 
their fkin is different from that of animals, and 
that they are as perfect, tho’ they have not an 
equal number of parrs, fince perfection confifts 
only in having all the parts neceflary. 

The third chapter treats of the general di- 
vifion of infeéts ; but we fhall only give the re- 
flexions of M. Lyonnet on the four plans of di- 
vifion which are made at prefent. The firft 
is that of Vallifniert, who diftributes infects 
into four clafles, according to the places where 
they are found; fome living on plants, others 
in liquors, others on animals, or in their bo- 
dies. M. Lyonnet finds fault with this divi- 
fion, becaufe, among other defeéts, it ranges 
under the fame clafs fuch infeéts as have no re : 
Jation to one another 3 that we are at a lofs to 
know under what clafs to place certain infects 
which live indifferently in feveral quarters, and 


others whofe way of living changes at different , 


periods ; fome are produced. in the earth, and 
live on plants, others in water, in the air, on 
plants, and on animals. 

The fecond fyftem is that of Scyanimerdam, 


the fea-ftar and fea-nettle, 

M. Lyonnet objects to this plan of divifion, 
firft, that ‘it is not certain that there are in- 
feéts to which the name of zoophytes that have 
members agrees, at leaft we are not affvred 
that thofe above-mention’d are truly animals. 
Secondly, that thefe divifions are by no means 
primitive, fince we muft fuppofe that infects 
are divided into winged and non-winged. Third- 
ly, that his two firit claffes fhould be no more 
than fubdivifions of w.nged infects, @c. 

The fourth fyfem is that of M. Lefer, 
who makes a general divifion of infeéts into 
winged and non-winged ; the non-winged he 
fubdivides into thofe which have legs, and 
thofe which have none; the winged he 
diftributes into feveral claffes, according to 
the number of legs, &c. Of this fyftera 
M. Lyonnet obferves that the firft divifion 1s 
deficient, becaufe.all infeéts are produced with- 
out wings, and change that ftate in their tran{- 
formations, fo that the fame infe& will belong 
now to one clais, then to another. The firit 
fubdivifion is faulty in that it ranges together 
under the fame clafs imfeéts which are very un= 
like, and feparates fpecies that are very near- 
ly related: the fecond fubdivifion is deficient 
on the fame account, for a caterpillar with ten 
legs will be reduced under the fame clafs with 
fome fpecies of f{piders, tho’, like all other ca- 
terpillars, it be transformed into a butterfly. 

After thus criticifing the feveral plans of di- 
vifion of inieéts, M. Lyonnet propofes what 
feems to him the moft general, tho’ in adoubt~ 
ful manner 5 becaufe of bis little experience in 
thofe matters, which ‘bars all pretenfions for 
himfelf. His firftdivifion, ‘he fays, fhould Pe 
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this very remarkable difference, that fome in- 
fects change their form, while others preferve 
the fame which they) received at their births. 
This divifion feems effential, becaufe it cha~ 
sacterifes'a difference of mechanifm in theiran- 
terior firucture. The firft fubdivifion of the 
firft general head fhould be. taken from the ex- 
terior change of form which is éacompleat, and 
that which is fo .compleat as.to leave no mark 
ef the formwhich the infect had before, In- 
feéts which {uffer a compleat metamorphofis 
are of three forts, as they change refpettively 
inta beetles, flies, or papillios. .Thofe of the 
Jatt order are properly. caterpillars, or butter- 
Hies, and are of a regular or irregular form 3 of 
thefe laft fome have twelve legs, @e, 

NM. Lyonnet, as is the manner of all ingenu- 
ous and knowing writers, does not diffemble 
the difficulties which attend his fyfem, and en- 
deavours to refolve or palliate them, for which 
recourfe muft be had to the work itfelf. 

The author, Chap. IV. {peaks of the num- 
ber of infects, and the proportion in-which they 
toultiply. .He reckons 765 fpecies, and proves 
that if there be but. one female of each kind, 
and the produces but ten ina year, there will 
be the third year 765,000. But he is very faul- 
ty, fays M. Lyonnet, in his calculation; he 
confines, for inftance, the clafs of papillios to 
the number 135, whereas I have found, he 
fays, within four years, above 340 forts in the 


fpace of about a league in compafs ; As to their : 
multiplication, he obferves that $0 eggs-of pa- 


pillios produced 15 females, whofe brood was 
350, and confequently among them at leaft 65 
emales, which in the third generation would 
dave produced 1,492,750 caterpillars. But, 
what is worthy to be remarked, and for which 
M. Leffler with reafon admires the goodnefs of 
€iod, is, that the moft huvtful infecia are the 
heaft fruitful, 

The sth chapter treats of the refpiration of 
infects, which M. Lefer believes neceffary to 
them all, but appears doubtful to M. Lyonnet 
an. confequence of fome experiments, which he 
relrtes atlarge. As to the. refit he agrees with 
the author, that (uch as have need of refpirati- 
on have tracheas and ftigmas, which admit 
juit.as much air as-is convonient and needful 
for the infect ;.and what is fomewhat fingular 
is, that aquatic infegis have no lefs need of re- 
f{p'ration than. terretrial ones. For the mechi~ 
nifm of this function the reader is referr’d to 
the work irfelf. 

The generation of infe&ts, which is the fub- 
ject of the 6th chapter, is perform’d by the 
commerce of males and females, fays M. Leffer. 
But. this. commerce is yarious according to the 
fpecies ; for in fome there is a'real copulation 
with one another, imothers. a fimple effufion 
o£ the {perm upon the eggs depofited by the fe- 
male: But thé generation of vinefretters ren- 
ders the univerfality. of this proportion very 
doubstul, "(See Mol XVI. p.155) as M. Lyonnet 
judicioufly obferves.. In ‘this chapter we find 
curious remarks on the fituation of the infeetin 

he e2g «where all its parts.are folded in fuch a 
sPanner that mothing-can abftirect their opening 
and they fad room. enough ta acquire perfeAion) 
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and on the manner in which it pierdes the thell 
of the egg to: come out of it.. As to abandon. 
ing the care of their eggs, whith M. Leffertap- 
pofes of infeccs, it confiftsonly, as He elfewhere 
explains it, in “not covering them as is ufual 
with birds 5 but M. Lyonnet has.a curious note 
to fhew what'care and pains infeéts take that 
nothing might injure their eggs. 

Chap. 7, treats largely of the transformation 
of infects, the $th of their fex, and the oth of 
their abodes... We thall only obférve, in’ this 
extract, that he is very diffufe on the ‘pretended 
{permatic worms,, difcover’d by.M. Leewen- 
hoeck, and that M. Lyonnet oppotes the opinion 
of that author with new arguments highly worth 
the perufal. i We 

The marks which diftinguith the male infe‘ts 
from the females are,generatly, thefmallnefs of 
their body, the beards at their feelers, which 
fometimes end in knots, that, infome {pecies of 
{piders, ferve as acafe for the organsof fecunda - 
tion. ‘This is a fingular obfervation of My 
Lyonnet, which well derves to be readiat large, 
The females arealfo diftinguith’d:by their having 
ho wings at.all, or very flight ‘appearances of 
any ; by the ovary tube, their colours, which 
are generally lefs bright and fhining, as for the 
moft part they have no voiee. 

The roth chapter entertains us with cations 
remarks on the movement of infeéts ; among 
others, of the progreflive movemént of the great 
tyger flug-fnail [Limace tigrde} whofe ftep is 
but the aoth part. of his length, whereas the 
memoirs of the academy of {cienceg for 1711, 
fpeak of a gnat fearcely vifible for itg {malnefs, 
which runs near 6 inches ina fecond,and in that 
time ‘makes abeve 1000 fteps. 

The following chapter, which treats of the 
nourlament of infects, tho’ far from exhautt- 
ing the fubject, gives us fufficient oceafion to 
admire the goodneis of God towards the mean- 
elt of hia creatures, and from that confidéeration 
to poflefs: our minds with a perfeét reliance on 
divine providence, "This refleétionis founded on 
thofe ebfervations, which thew that infects are 
never produced but at feafons when proper nou- 
riihment may be found for them, and in places 
where they may meet with it, and that in fuffi- 
cient quantities for the purpofe ; or they are 
conftituted im fuch a manner,'as to continue a 
long time without fuftenance, when the fame 
is difheult to be procured, 

We fhall confine ourfelves to two fingular ob- 
fervations taken from the 12th chapter, which 
teats of the arms with which infeéts are fur- 
nith’d for their defence againft enemies, and the 
means they have to avoid other dangers. ‘The 
firft is of M. Lefer, and the: other from his 
commentator. M. Lefer tells.us of a horned 
caterpillar, which being teiz’d and irritated by 
him. with touching his horn, fuddenly turn’d 
itfeif, upon .its- head, and vomited upon: his 
hand .a green vifcous juice, of fo ilka feent, that 
he conld-by no means get rid of it in two days. 
The fecond inftance relates to’-feveral forts of 
creeping infeétsiwith fix legs, which are imeta- 
morphoted into beetles: Thefe creatures have 
feveral rows of tubercles on their bodies, from 
which, if.you ‘touch them, they diicharge a

milky liquor, the {niell of which ds often un- 
fapportable, and which they fuck in again when 
the dangerts over. Thre fame is obfervable of a 
ipecies of lizards .call’d falamanders, which 
makes it imagin’d that they can live in the fire, 
becaufe At its approach they difcharge from, their 
pores a liquor, which for a while fecures, them 
ftom the force“of that element. 

We ‘fhell fay nothing of the motherly cate 
that -infeéts take of their eges, and of their 
youig, which is the fubject of the 13th chap- 
ter, but end with fome curious remarks, from 
the chapter following, on the fagacity ‘of in- 
fects. ; 

_<* The more we obferve thefe little ‘animals, 
“¢ fays M,:Leffer, the more! remarkable, will 
“< their ations appear, and the facts concern- 
* ing them, which will make us amends for 
€€ what we aré to retrench tn their hiftory of 
 flrange’ and‘wonderful things of a certain 
“« kind, which have been-afcribed to them by 
“<“'thofe who did not regard them with the eyes 
“¢ of a philofopher.’” He deferibes the arti- 
fice wfed: in the fabric of the nefts of infeets ; 
and :.M. Lyonnet adds the feveral intentions 
they propofe to anfwer,in the conf@ruétion, -as, 
particularly, for a lodgment while they are yet 
crawling worms, when they eat and grow, 
whem they; come to undergo their transformati- 
@n, and to ferve as a covering for their brood, 

« The ftru€ture of the combs-of bees and 
walps takes up a good deal of rcom here, both 
in the text: and the notes, where M. Lyornet 
reCtifies feveral miftakes of the author, and‘o- 
ther writers onthe fame fubjeéty) Infecis which 
{pin are alfo confider’d with much attention by 
the author. We thall conelude with feme re- 
marks on their filk. 

They make it as fine or as coarfe, as they 
pleafe, by drawing from their nipples as many 
threads as they will, and joining them together. 
Thofe which ftretch their webs in gardens, know 
how to fpin two forts 5 one dry, for the rays or 
ftrait lines of the web, and the other gluey for 
the fpirals. 

Therg is nothing ftrange, as M. Lyowner ob- 
ferves, in.a fpider’s faftening, her thread to pla- 
ces within her reach. But how can the ftretch 
her web. from tree to tree, when they do not 
touch? The diftamce creates no trouble at all to 
the fpider. She fets to work with her legs in 
drawing fromn her anus feveral long threads, 
which being left fluttering in the winds ftick at 
laft to fome body, and ferve her as a bridge te 
pafs-over thither, and faften to it the thread by 
which fhe hung when fhe {pun the threads, 
which ferve her for a line of communication 
from one tree to another, 

Tis a miftake to imagine that fpiders threads 
are good for nothing but to entrap other.infects, 
er to make a cod about their eggs 5 they ferve 
them as carriages for long excurfions, and to 
tfanfport them frorn one place to another. The 
threads and flocs of webs, which we fee floating 
in the air at a certain feafon of the year, when 
the weather is ferene, are nothing but the work 
of fpiders, who ufe them as means of fying, 
without wings, from one quarter to another, 
whenge we fee thofe threads always fuck with 
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fpiders. We fball entertain omr vecdhors doire

An Enquiry into the Imperfections of the 
Encrisp CALENDAR, with a 
Scheme for refornung it, by correcting the 
Errors in the Gregorian Account, and fub/ti- 
tuting that in the room of the Account we 
now. ufe. (See Vol. XV.p. 377:) 


HE folar tropical year being, according to 
the calculation of the beft aftronomers, 
365 days, 5 hours, 48 minutes and 57 feconds, 
and the Fulian year, which we now ule, 365 
days 6 hours ; it is plain that the equinoxes are 
anticipated every. year 117 3”: or neglecting 
for the prefent the odd feconds (which make 
but a day’s variation in 28,800 years) we may 
reckon the yearly anticipation 11 minutes ; 
thatis, 11 days in 1440 years, or 55 days in 
gaco years. Now the Gregorian account re- 
jecting 3 leap-days in 400 years, te. $4 in 
7200 years, will in that period of time have al- 
fo an error of one whole day, which in 28,800 
years will amount to 4 days 3 to which we may 
add one day arifing from the odd 3 feconds, in 
that peridd of time, as above : So that the 
Gregorian calendar errs 5 days in 28,800 years; 
for it rejeéts but 216 days out of the Fulian 
account, during that time, whereas the antici- 
pation at 1173” in a year amounts to 221 days. 
For the correction of which errors in both 
calendars, I would propofe the following mg- 
thod, 
In order to prevent the confufion that arifes 
in bufinefs, foreign correfpondence, Gc. by 
two different reckonings as at prefent, but more 
efpecially that Zaffer may be kept according to 
the intention of the firft council of Nice, 
(which was held 4. D. 325) it feems moft con- 
venient to make tbat time the ftandard of our 
corre¢tion as other nations have done ; other~ 
wife it might be more eligible to bring the equi+ 
noxes back to the days on which they ftood at 
our Saviour’s birth: And as the Gregortan 
account has not fenfibly err’d with regard to the 
equinoxes fince its firft inftitution in 1582, and 
js made to correfpond, in this retpect, with the 
time in which the aforefaid council was held, 
we may confider the prefent reckoning in that 
calendar as the true one ; and out of any year 
(Gent, Mag, Marce 174.7.) 
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rmation of the Enolith Calendar: 
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in the prefent century let 11 days be omitted, 
the equinoxes having gone back fo many days 
fince the year 325. ‘The latterend of Fanuary 
feems to be the moft convenient time of the 
year for this omiffion, as this will not interfere 
with thofe Sundays which ave denominated and 
numbred,- or otherwife determined according to 
their diffance from Eafter 5 as Septuageffima 
ce. the Sundays in Lent, thofe betwixt ay 
and Whitfunday, and after Trinity 3 all which 
depend on Eafier, and fhould the omiffion be 
fix’d among them, it would create confufion 
in the church-fervice appointed for thofe Sun- 
days ; which would alfo be the cafe, if it fhould 
ditturb [the Advent Sundays or Chriftmas holi 
days: But if it beat the end of “fanuary it 
eomes in among the Epiphany Sundays, which 
have no fixt number, and always break off at 
Septuageffima Sunday whenever it happens; fo 
that little or no inconvenience in this refpede 
will arife by rejecting thefe rx days here: And 
as tothe feaft of St Pau/’s converfion, and the 
fafton the day of King Céarles’s martyrdom 
they may: be entirely omitted for that ye 
This will at once reduce our reckoning to that 
of the Gregorian, and tho” it may be of fome 
{mall prejudice in common affairs, as fhortening 
the quarter for tenants, Gc. yet as a remedy 
for this may eafily be provided (if the legiflatuie 
fhould ever think fit to make thi

regaided. I.chofe to fix this omiffion at the 
end of6000-years rather than at 5760 (which is 
the period ftrittly computing) becaufe it feems 
moft convenient to have it at the clofe of a 
round chiliad of years: Befides, we are not 
fure that the length of the folar year is fo nicely 
calculated as not to err a fecond of time, and 
this reckoning makes it 365 days, 5 hours, 
48- 57” 36" which is 24” lefs than by Tycho 
Brahe’s calculation. But we need not trouble 
ourfelves much about this, fince the Gregorian 
account (corrected by omitting one Jeap-day as 
above) will hold exa¢tly true ‘for the firft 6000 
years,

cifely the time of the change or conjunétion it- 
felf. Thus, for inflance, in the month of 
March, the number 16. is placed over the 8th 
day, the day affign’d for the new moon when 
the prime is 16, and which would be the true 
time were there no defect in the Metonre cycle. 
Thefe numbers in the firft column of the ca- 
lendar are full to be feenin many of our com- 
mon prayer books, and fhould beinall ; and 
tho’ they feem to ftand confufedly and without 
any order, as 19,8, and after a {pace between, 
16,.5, @&c. yet (as° Dr Holder obferves) they 
precifely follow the progreffive order of the 
epacts, of which they are butindices, begin- 
ning at the greateft epact, and defcending. in 
order to the leaft. 

On this foundation, and ona fuppofition that 
the vernal equinox would alway be on the 21ft 
of March, was built: the table to find Eafter 
ever, ftill extant in our common prayer- 
books ; but as the vernal equinox has fince gone 
back about 11 days, occafion’d by the excefs of 
11 minutes in the Fulian year above the folar, 
fo the Metonic cycle, or golden number, having 
likewie an anomaly of about one day in 312 
years, or, t hour 27’ 327 42/7 Ge. in every 
cycle, it has, fince the council of Wice,made an 
anticipation “of about 4. daysand 13 hours ; 3 and 
fo much their rule (and the faid firft column in 
the calendar) affigns the afpeéts of the moon to 
the fun later than by calculation they are found 
to be, And for this reafon the true day. of the 
Pafchal full moon: (which is, or fhould be,’ the 
full moon next after the vernal equinox) is not 
always after the ait of March, nor Eaffer day 

(as kept by us) the firft Sunday after the faid 
full moon’: Tis. true the faid full moon is by 
thefe numbers in the firft column of the calen- 
dar always plac’d after the 21 of March, but 
it fometimes really happens before it ; and this 
error. in the calendar will always remove Eaffer 
out of its place whenever the true full moon 
happens within 4. days and 13 hours next before 
the arft.of March 3 fetting afide the error ari- 
fing from a falfe fuppofition that that is the day 
of the vernal equinox. Therefore Eajffer as 
kept by us (who follow the WVcene rules) Seti 
alw ays on the firft Sunday after the day fo af- 

ign’d for the pafchal full moon in the calendar 
we celebrate that feftival on the 
ot day (that j is according to the zntest and 
defig gn of the faid council) but now-and-then 
as it were by chance : v7. when the day found 
by the table in the common prayer book, or, 
which is the fame, by the faid 2ft column of 
the calendar, happens on the firft Sunday next 
after the vernal equinox, But I need, not 
any farther on this, fince Mr Whifton 
in the Gentleman’s Magazine for December 
1744, page 652, has. fet the matter ina cleat 
light, and put a ftop to the wranglings and dif- 


rig. 


putes of fome other writews, in that magazine, 


who 
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who only quibbled about words, or did not tho- 
roughly underftand the fubje€t they were upon. 

Thefe defects in the rules laid down by the 
Wicene council are not wholly correéted in the 
Gregorian calendar ; for that calendar is alfo 
liable to fome érrors in its rules for keeping 
after; fometimes (though very feldom) fixing 
a wrong day for the vernal equinox ; fometimes 
differing from the true time of the pafchal full 
moons, tho’ by a lefs interval than formerly ; 
and fometimes it falls into that remarkable 
fault which the Julian calendar never admitted 
of, viz, the celebrating the pafchal folemnity 
at the fame time with the ews, which the pri- 
mitive chriftians were very careful to avoid, and 
which the Nicene council exprefsly provided a- 
gainft, To give an inftance of this. 

Suppofe the firft appearance of the pafchal 
new moon (that is, the time of the ecclefiaftical 
mew moon according to the‘/ews’ computation 
as well as the Wicene, as obfery’d before)fhould 
happen on the 8th of March (N.S.) in the 
evening, then the 14th day of the ecclefiaftical 
moon, which is the day of the pafchal full 
moon, and nearly an{wers to the real fullmoon 
in the heavens, (or the 15th day reckoning 
from the change) will begin on the 21ft in the 
evening ; and the Jews, who begin their days 
at funfet, will then of courfe begin the cele- 
bration of their paffover : And if the 21ft of 
March fhould then happen on Saturday, the 
followers of the Gregorian calendar mutt in this 
cafe be their colleagues in the pafchal feaft, viz. 
on the 22d of March. 

The like miftake may arife from an error in 
the day of the pafchal full moon as fix’d by the 
Gregorian calendar : For inftance, in the year 
1622, the pafchal full moon according to that 
calendar was on Saturday the 26th of March, 
whereas it really happen’d the 27th day between 
3 and 4 in the morning; on which day the 
Jows kept their paffover as well as the church 
of Rome their Eafter. 

Tt muft after all be acknowledged, that pope 
Gregory’s mathematicians did.the utmoft that 
could be expected from a computation by cycles 
and epaé?s, and that the errors in their calen- 
dar are very few, and happen but feldom in 
comparifon of thofe of the old calendar: But 
they might more conveniently, and with greater 
facility, when they were forming rules for 
the keeping Hafer, have fubjected the vernal 
eguinoxes and pafchal full-moons to aftronomi- 
cal calculation ;. which would have infallibly 
remedied al] the defects of the former calendar 
in relation to the celebration of this feaft, and 
is, indeed, the only method that can be us’d, 
if we would guard againft all errors and miftakes 
therein. And this method was taken by the 
proteftant princes in Germany, when they re- 
form’d the calendar by a decree of the diet of 
Ratifbon in the year 1700 3 for they having caft 
away 11 days from the end.of February that 
year, and in other refpects redue’d the yearly 
computation to the Gregorian form, ordered 
that the day and hour of the vernal equinox, 
and of the poftaquinoétial full moon fhould.be 
determined by the Rudolphine tables, and that 
Eafter thould be kept the Suxday after that 
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full moon, according to the #tertion of t] 
cene fathers ; whofe example they alfo follow - 
ed in providing againtt the confounding this featt 
with the Fecws’ paflover : 
in-making this provifion (ar the Saedes 
Danes who afterward received their regulation) 
took care to have the ews" computation from 
time to time compar’d with the aftronomical, 
(which would be the mi ft effectual method of 
preventing that error) I know not. Ifthey did 
not, their reformation. is alfo fo far defective ; 
for in. cafe the pafchal full moon happen ona 
Saturday, the affigning the next day for the paf- 
chal feaft will be liable to theerror before- 
mentioned, as has been already oblerv’d; fo that 
tbat caution alone, of poftponing Eafter for 
a week, when the full moon falls ona Sunday, 
will not fuffice. : 

On the whole, that the errors in fixing the 
featt of Eaffer may be effectually avoided, I 
think the following rules fhould-be obferv’d, 

1. That the true time of the vernal equinox, 
and of the next following full moon, be 
determin’d by aftronomical tables, 

2. To celebrate Fafter on the firft Sunday 
after the faid full moon, unlefs, when it 
happens on a Saturday,the Jews’ paflover 
fhould alfo happen to begin that evening, 
in which cafe, as well as when the full 
moon happens on a Sunday, the pafchal 
feaft fhould be. poftponed for a week 
longer. 

3. That when the full moon and vernal e- 
quinox come together on the zoth of 
March (according-to the reform’d calen- 
dar) and the next day happens to be Sux- 
day (which may be the cafe) it would be 
proper to poftpone the feftival *till the 
Sunday after, even tho” the fews’ paflover 
be then on the Saturday : For this would 
be agreeable to the tenor of the Nicene 
decrees, and of both the Fulan and Gre- 
gorian calendars, which never fix Eajter 
fooner than the 22d of March. 

But as thofe rules fuppofe the Few/b com- 
putation tobe frequently compar’d with the a- 
ftronomical, it may not be amifs to fubjoin a 
fhort view of the nature of the/r computati- 
on. Now the Hews were co7amanded to ce- 
lebrate the paffover on the 14th day of the fir 
month at even, Exod. x11, 6. Levit. xx111, 
5. that is, of the firtt month of their ecclefia- 
{tical year (wi%. Nifan) which always hap- 
pened about the time of the vernal equinox 3. 
and care was taken that it fhould do fo, by in. 
tercalations from time totime, which their u- 
fing Lunar months rendred often neceflary, 
And as this month always began from the tim: 
when they firft obferv’d the appearance of th: 
new moon (or when they concluded it fhould 
appear if not prevented by clouds) their r4th 
day of the month,, therefore, anfwered to the 
isth of the aftronomical moon, and confe- 
quently to the day of the full moon itfelf. So 
that tofind the time of their paffover according 
to this rule, we need only to compute from a- 
fironomical tables the true time of the pafchal 
new moon, and thence the time of its firft ap- 
pearanc?, from which 14 days muft be reckon- 
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& for the pafchal full “moon. But after 
‘heir difperfion, when the abovementioned ob- 
ations of the moon’s firft appearance could 
not be made by publick authority, they had re- 
courfe to the cycle of 84 years beforemention- 
ed; and laft of all, Rabdi Hillel, about A. D. 
360, inftituted a’ cycle of 19 years, confifting 
of 7 intercalated years of 13 lunar months each, 
and 12 common years of 12 fuch months each, 
by which cycle they have ever fincé fix’d their 
new moons, (at which all their months begin) 
and confequently their paffover and other feafts 
in every year. Andas this cycle is now in ufe 
with them, it feems neceflary to compare our 
aftronomical calculations’ therewith (at leaft 
whenever the pafchal full moon happens on a 
Saturday) if we would avéid confounding our 
pafcha with theirs : For tho’ this form of their 
year, as Dr Prideaux obferves, be wery exaéily 
and aftronomically contriv’ ad, yet it may fome- 
times perhaps fix the new moons different from 
the ¢rve times found by aftronomical tables. 
But this muft vbe left to the determination of 
thofe who have opportunities of examining more 
particularly intoit 3 in order to which the a- 
bove quoted author refers to Leqwzis de Veil’s 
Latin tranflation of Maimonides’ sKiddufb Hac- 
hodefo, publifhed under the title De Confecrati- 
ene Calendarum. See preface to Prideaux’s 
Connection. Vol. I. 

I fhall only obferve farther, that tho’ by 
following the 2d rule before Jaid down relating 
to the Saturday’s full moon, we fhall fome- 
times celebrate Eaffer’a week later than the 
church of Rome, and it may be, as much later 
than the German proteftant churches (for I 
know not what they have determined in this 
particular cafe) yet it fhould be obferv’d we 
fhall.hereby only recede from what the ancient 
church thought,’ and they themfelves confefs, 
to beanerror. “It were to’ be with’d, indeed, 
that the Nreene fathers ‘had not’ fo firenuoufly 
infifted on always poftponing the pa 
"tll after the‘feqwz/b paffover; ‘but as they were 
firiét in their decrees concerning it, and thofe 
decrees have been ever fince generally ‘receiv’d 
throughout chriftendom, it now becomes ne- 
ceffary~ to continue the obfervation thereof, 
if on no other motive but for the fake of 
unity,

I have faid, It isa fundamental maxim in 
phyfics, that. no new fpecies of animals has 
been originated fince the clofe of the great 
creating week. And I fee no reafon to recede 
from my opinion. Becaufe, I prefume, all the 
{yftems of natural knowledge pay fo profound a 
deference to the feripture, as to admit whatever 
is contained in that divine book, for a truth of 
unqueftionable authority, of infallible ‘certain- 
ty. And you cannot be ignorant, that the in- 
fpired hiftorian exprefsly fays, That on the fe- 
venth day Gop ended bis work, and refied 
from all bis work, As to what is fuggefted 
with reference to the fucceffive creation of im- 
material fubftances, or rational fouls, I hope, 
Mr £E. B. does not think, and, I fancy, he 
will not! undertake to maintain, that this is 
the production of a mew fpecies. If, indeed, 
this can be done, it will be owned a very fur- 
prizing inftance of argumentative'dexterity 5 if 
not, the fact does not bear the leaft contrariety 
to the fentiments of my letter.

From the Lonpon CourAaNT. 


Confider ations on the State of the Spanifh 
Affairs in their American Dominions. 


Y a long {eries of mifmanagement, 

the Spaniards have brought their af- 
fairs into fo wretched a fituation, that 
they neither have, nor can have, any 
great benefit from their vaft dominions 
in America. ‘They are faid to be the 
ftewards of the reft of Europe; their 
galleons bring the filver into Spain, but 
neither wifdom nor power can keep it 
there. In runs out as faft as it comes 
in, nay, and fafter ; infomuch that the 
little canton of Bern is really richer, and 
has more credit, than the king of Spain, 
notwithftanding his Ivdies. At firft fight 
this feems to be ftrange and incredible ; 
but when we come to examine it, the 
myftery is by no means impenetrable. 
The jilver and rich commodities which 
come from the /ndies, come not for no- 
thing (the king’s duties excepted) and 
very little of the goods or manufactures 
for which they come, belong to the fub- 
jects of the crown of Spain. It is evi- 
dent therefore, that the Spani/b mer- 
chants are but factors, and that the 
greateft part of the returns from the 
Weft Indies belong to thofe for whom 
they negotiate. Let us next enquire 
who they are, and what their {hares 
may be. 

The goods and manufactures ufually 
fent to the provinces of Spanifh America 
are gold and filver ftuffs, filks of all 
forts, as well ftockings and gloves, as 
piece goods ; woollen manufactures of 
all kinds, linens, laces, and thread ; 
hats, and all other manufactures of felt, 
{pices, drugs, colours for painters, ma- 
terials for dying; all forts of perfumes, 
green and white wax, haberdafhers 
ware, toys of all kinds, copper, brats, 
and iron goods, Rufia, and other kinds 
of dreffed leather, paper for writing, 
printing, and packing ; playing cards, 
mats, rigging, pitch, tar, cordage, 
éxc. pipe itaves, veflels for wine, oil, 
and other liquors ; and almottall forts of 


domeftick utenfils, with various kinds 
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of provifion: Befides, the Spamifh fet- 
tlements muft be fupplied with negroes 
which is a prodigious article. TOur 
South Sea company {tipulated to furnifh 
at leaft 4800 every year. It is plain 
that of all thefe articles, the Spaniards 
themfelves can furnifh little or nothing. 
Itis true, they may fend wines, oils, O- 
lives, and fome forts of ~ f{weetmeats 
which are liked in the Indies, but then 
the values of thefe commodities are in- 
confiderable, when compared with the 
reft of the cargoes which they fend out’ 
The prime coft of thofe goods amounts 
to a valt fum, and the profits upon 
them to agreater. ‘The very probity of 
the Spanifb merchants is deftructive to 
their country ; for as they are never 
known to betray their truft, confequent- 
ly the foreigners, who make ufe of their 
names to cover thelr commerce in the 
Indies, reap the entire advantage of the 
high price at which their goods fell, 
All then that refts in Spaiz is the filver 
and gold on the king’s account, the 
profit of fuch goods as were attually 
{ent by Spani/h merchants, and the com- 
miffions which Spani/b factors receive; 
all befide is prefently thrown away. 
The French, Englifb, Dutch, and 
fome other nations in the North, fupply 
the Spaniards with the neceflary aflort- 
ments for their We/f India cargoes. The 
French, fince the fucceflion of King 
Philip, have a very large fhare in.the 
commerce, fupplying all forts of gold 
and filver ftuffs, rich filks, velvets, 
flowered and plain hats, filk and worfted 
ftockings, flight woollen {tufts of the 
fabrick of Amiens and Rheims, but chief- 
ly of Lifle and Arras, vatt quantities of 
linen, paper, cards, toys, and many o- 
ther things. It is impoflible to guefs 
nearly at the value of what they furnifh, 
but we may form fome fort of idea of 
it from the article of linens, which a 
perfon well acquainted with their trade 
computed at 300,000]. fterling at leaft. 
During the lait general war all this com- 
merce .was inthe hands of the French 
which in a great meafure enabled them 
tofupportit. ‘They managed it howe- 
ver fo injudicioutly, glutting the markets 
with European commodities to fuch a 
degree, that for three or four years be- 
fore the peace they were lofers. Expe- 
rience however has made them wifer 
fince, and if we eftimate their gains 
at three millions, it cannot be thought 
too much. by 
The Dutch, for about twenty years 
before the breaking out of the laft war, 
managed the belt part of the Spaxifp 
trade, 
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trade, that isto fay, they {upplied alone 
what is now furnifhed both by them 
and the French. They have ftill at leaft 
as great a fhare as any other nation, and 
fome think a better. ‘The commadities 
they fend are {pices, fuch as nutmegs, 
cloves, and. efpecially cinnamon, of 
which vaft quantities are ufed in making 
chocolate in America ; linens of all forts, 
callicoes, ribbands, filk twit, cloths, 
ferges, camblets, fhalloons, flight filks, 
German toys, hemp, tar, pitch, cop- 
per, and iron ware, dried fifh, &c. Li- 
nen and woolen are the two chief arti- 
cles, the latter efpecially, contrary to 
the common opinion, at leaft in this 
country, where it is fuppofed that our 
moit formidable enemies in this trade 
are the French. It. is however a thing 
pretty certain, that our goods are {uperi- 
or in value to the Dutch manufactures ; 
but the traders of this country afford 
better pennyworths, and have, befides, 
an art of {crewing themfelves into the 
confidence of the Spaniards beyond 
what other people can pretend to, info- 
much that fince the peace of Utrecht 
they have, in fome meafure, beat out 
the French even in gold and filver lace, 
though thefe have always been efteemed 
the prime manufactures. On the whole, 
the belt judges are of opinion, that the 
Dutch draw annually out of the effects 
imported from the Spanifb Weft Indies, 
at leait five millions of pieces of eight, 
and when Spazm is at war with us much 
more. } 
The goods fupplied by the Exg/ifP are 
pepper, all forts of woollen goods, e- 
ipecially bays, perpetuanas, flannels, 9c. 
fie and coarfe filk and worfted ftockings, 
feveral forts of rich filks, copper, brajs, 
and iron. ware, toys, clocks, watches 
in vaft quantities, dried fifh, falt provi- 
fions from Jre/and, with other lefs con- 
fiderable articles, which, taken all to- 
gether, amounts to a valt fum, befides 
what was annually fent to the Judes in 
the South Sea fhip; and the negro trade, 


which is of mighty confequence. To 
ballance this it muit be allowed, that 


we took alarge quantity of their pro- 
duce ; yet the ballance in our favour is 
generally found to have been between 
four and five millions. Add to this 
what the Spaniards receive from other 
parts of Europe, and it may be reckon- 
ed at two millions more: So that in 
the whole, there 1s not lefs than 1¢ mil- 
hions in ‘every fuch cargo from Ameri- 
ra, may be reckoned to belong to ftran- 

‘ account of their intereft in the 
goods exported thither. But befides al] 
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this, we muft confider that Spain itfelf 
hath great wants, much beyond what 
its native commodities will purchafe, 
and thefe muft of confequence create 
farther demands on the eftects brought 
from the Weff Indies: fo that on the 
whole, there are good grounds to fup- 
pofe, that between zo and 25 millions, 
either in money or effects, are expended 
out of what the Spaniards teceive ; 
which clearly explains the intereft other 
nations have in preferving to ‘her all that 
fhe pofleffes in the new world. 

As long as the king of Spain perfifts in) 
this kind of policy, his affairs muft go 
worfe and worfe; and while he fancies 
that he aggrandizes himielf by difturb- 
ing the peace of Europe, he will abfo- 
lutely beggar his fuljets, and, in the 
courle of a few years, will be obliged 
to abandon, through poverty, the pla- 
ces he undoes himfelf to conquer. We 
may have been pofftbly mi iaben in the 
foregoing computation; but if we are, 
it is very probably on the right fide; but 
{uppofing it otherwife, fuppofe that 15 
millions of pieces of eight reft in that 
country after all accounts are ballanced: 
Out of that the civil and military ex- 
pences'of the government are to be paid, 
large fums to be fent Don Carhs, and 
abundance of coftly intrigues to be car- 
ried on in Germany, and other places. 
‘Thefe expences, and indeed all expen- 
ces in’Spain, differ from the expences 
of any other court in Europe; becaufe, 
fooner or, later, the greateft part of the 
money difburfed goes out of the king- 
dom. A great part of their troops, and 
at leaft a moiety of their officers,’ are fo- 
reigners, who {end their effets away if 
ever they are fo happy as to have any. 
The greateit, part of the artizans, ped- 
lars, and {mall fhop-keepers, are French- 
men and Italians, who either retire in 
the decline of life, or leave what they 
are worth to relations. in their own 
country. Nay, the very labourers, and 
harveft people, come thither annually 
by thoulands, out-of the provinces in 
France next to Spain, and when they 
have done their bufinefs, and received 
their wages, go home again till the next 
year. Whenever the galleons are ftop- 
ped, and thereby the dupplies from _4- 
merica cat off for one or more years, it 
is eafy to difcern what troubles and di- 


H ftrefles this mutt oceafion, and what ir- 


redeemable evils {uch difappointments 
bring along with them; for as thefe ne- 
ver fall out but in time of war, an in- 
creafe of expence meets with deficiency 
of funds; and thofe who are at the

Mead of affairs, have at once both thefe 
Oppofite mifchiefs to-deal with. 

Vhen thefe things are thoroughly 
gonfidered, no body can wonder at the 
advices we receive from Spaiz, or con- 
ceive what is related in them to be in- 
credible. Under fuch a government, 
the mean people mutt neceflarily want 
bread, the better fort fcarce have more 
in their power. Money will be very 
f{eldom feen, the publick muft be always 
diftrefled, and equally in want of cafh 
and credit. Itis impoffible, then, that 
a Briti/b adminiftration fhould be at all 
afraid of fuch a defpicable enemy.

E have no inftances of plunging 
nations in war upon the princi- 

ple of the prefent war on the fide of L- 
taly. To procure a fettlement for a ca- 
det prince was always cuftomary, by gi- 
ving him the firft employments under 
the crown he was near to, but had no 
chance of wearing: But to claim a fo- 
vereignty for fuch a prince, to the pre- 
judice of another family, and, in defi- 
ance of the moft folemn treaties, to en- 
deavour at making an eftablifhment for 
him by force of arms, was a firetch re- 
ferved for thofe times that faw the 
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be in Italy, to the prejudice of our al- 
lies, the emprefs-queen, and the king 
of Sardinia: Whereas it {eems much 
more natural for us to maintain, that he, 
has no claim to any thing but what can 
be given him as a firft fubject of Spaiti, 
or what thofe of his own famil will 
beftow on him at their own expence, 
and to their own difadvantage. 
This prince was already high admiral 
of Spain, a poft that, in his hands, may 
be thought fufficiently lucrative for the 
younger fon or brother of a great mo- 
narch, when, upon his marriage with a 
daughter of France, and the death of 
the emperor Charles VI. the fine pro- 
ject was formed of creating him a {o- 
vereignty out of thofe very dominions, 
which a few years before had been gua- 
ranteed whole and entire to the houle of 
Aufiria. Befides the crown of Spain, 
to which his eldeft paternal brother was 
the undifputed heir, he already faw his 
elder brother of the whole blood irt 
poffeflion of the crown of the Tzva Si- 
cifies, which he promifed to re-unite 
with the crown of Spai# upon the de- 
mife of ahalf brother, who had not at 
that time, nor was in expeétation of ha- 
ving any iflue of his own perfon. His 
younger brother the church had amply 
provided for in the cardinalate, and the 
two opulent bifhopricks of Toledo and 
Seville, with fair expectations, perhaps, 
of the pontificate hereafter: And would 
not this fuffice for the fons of one fami- 


heirels of Farnefe upon the throne of g ly? When three are thus provided for, 


Spain. eee me 
What, becaufe this princefs had in her 
own right fome claim to‘a fucceflion, 
neither very large nor very rich, mutt 
therefore all her offspring be made fo- 
vertigns? Anddo the powers of Europe 
tamely fubmit to let her make fuch de- 
mands, and fome of them eyen join 
with her in helping toaffertthem? Has 
not the Spanifh monarchy titles and re- 
venues for the younger fons of her 
kings, that they muft be fent into af 
a hunting after kingdoms and princi- 
palities ? 
It had fcarce been worth my while, 
asan Engli/p writer, to enter upon thefe 
queftions, if the policy of our great men 
had not fuffered them to be blended 
with ourinterefts. We contributed our 
art towards procyring a kingdom for 
Yon Carlos, and feem to admit, as a 
kind of previous article to a general

For as to an 
electorate, that is as little capable, by 
the laws of the empire, of: partition for 
the fake ‘of younger’ brothers,’ as even 
the kingdom> of.

Where then muft we hunt for domini- 
Qns, to fupport’ the dignity, and reward 
the valour of this our, darling. princely 
commander? 

His royal highnefs has, indeed, fome 
provifion made for him by parliament, 
but that is in the character of a fubjeét 
only, which, it feems, will not fatisfy 
Don Philip. He may. alfo,-for ought: f 
know, have a chance to fucceed the 
elector of ‘Gologne in the bithoprick of 
O/nabrugh, the next alternative to which 
belongs to a) proteftant prince: of the 
houfe of Brunjwick. But,’ with refpeet 
to this, nothing can be certain, and his 
royal-highnefs has. as much right to have 
a war kindled, to procure him a:fettle- 
ment, as any infant Don in Chriffendom. 

To .conclude, let not Don Pdilip’s 
name be mentioned in acongrefs, ex- 
cept to remove it from all claim beyond 
that of being the lord high admiral of 
Spain.

Honelt Raager, take my 
word for it, thou art a mighty filly 
fellow. *’——-In which he appears 
con{cious of his own infignificancy, and 
implicitly approves virtue in {pight of 
himfelf, 

Bellamys reproof, when he catches 
Ranger making loveto his milliner’s maid 
—‘* How can you, Ranger, for a mi- 
* nute’s-pleafure, give an innocent girl 
the pain of heart lam confident fhe 
“* felt? —There was a modeft blufh up- 
**’on her check convinces me fhe was 
ser Fronelt, *” 

Ramger’s explicit approbation of vir- 
tue in another, by his fne compli- 
ment to Bel/amy, when he declares,— 
“ He is the only man to whom.I don’t 
** care how much | am obliged.” 

His reflexion On hearing that ‘Jaciz- 
ta, a fortune of 30,0007. has refolved 
to run away from her guardian toBellamy. 
“© How the devil ({ays he) could he 
work her up to this? I..never could 
have had the face to have donc it. 
But—I know not how—there 1s a de- 

ree of aflurance in you modelt gen- 
tlemen, which we impudent fellows 
never can come up to. 
A fine acknowledgment of the fupe- 
rior dignity. of mind in men confcious 
to rez] merit, and has all its beauty by 
being put into Remger’s mouth, who 
feels the want of it. 

‘Faciata’s ‘defcription of . Bellamy’s 
mauner of exprefling his love, which. 
pleas’d and won her moft * T had 
“* not the pleafure ({ays fhe) of hearing 
my perfon, wit and beauty painted 
out with forc’d praifes ; but I had 
more fenfible delight m perceiving 
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the drift of his whole behaviour was 
to make évery hour of ‘my time pais 
away agreeably, ”” ~Dhefe, and 
many other pafiages, cannot (fail to 
pleaic perfons of nice difcernment, and 
delicacy of fentiment. 

I fhall conclude with a few obferva- 
tion of my own upon the whole, both 
as a critic and’a moralift. 

Firft, T think it does not {ufficiently 
appear that Faczuta was reduced toa ne- 
ceffity of getting away from Mr Si774- 
fend’sin fo extraordinary a: manner as 
froma window, at midnight, by a rope 
ladder, and in’ boys cloaths; for we 
have no hint, nor is it natural to fup- 
pole that. Mr Strict/and lock’d her up 
day and night, as in a prifon; nor had 
he thoughts even of removing her into 
the country till after her attempt to e- 
fcape; and yet this is an effential part 
of the action, and the ground-work-of 
all the adventures which follow. 

Facinta’s talking aloud. to. herfelf, 
when in her chamber, before the difco- 
vers Ranger, is not natural : - but’ ‘this is 
a fault which has been generally allow- 
ed to, and-practifed by dramatic writers 
for. the information of the audience, 
and therefore. cannot reafonably bé de- 
nied to “7ativia for the information of 
Ranger. 

The'whole' piece is admirably adapt- 
ed to fhew the folly of Sujpicion, which 
feems to be the author's chief defign. 
We are taught by the affair of the hat, 
that even where {ufpicion is well-¢round- 
ed it ts ufelefs;for the art of a filly 
girl obliged Mr Strictlond to afk pardon 
when he’ was not in fault: ‘and that, 
where it is #/-erounded, it tends to bring 
on, What it is moft {olicitous to: prevent, 
by the encouragement Roager received, 
from hearing :that Mr Svrizt/a7d ‘was 
jealous. 

Mrs Strictlanad’s conduct throughout 
contains’ an ‘admirable pattern for the 
imitation of fuch ladies who have hut. 
bands of the fame caft with hers. 

Laftly, T think, the-piece is defeftive 
both in condutt and moral with re{pect. 
to Ranger.” He is reprefented “asa man 
of generofity, honour, good fenfe and 
humanity, and “yet does not relent on 
hearing what confufion and diftrefs his 
folliés had occaffoned in Mr Striezizng’s 
family :. And, he appears, after'all his 
experience of the extream folly and 
emptinefs of his perfuits, fo firmly at- 
tached to.thefame courfe of life, that in 
the laft fpeech of his play he exprefles 
his averfion to matrimony, ' even though 
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he had {uch a wife as Bellamy's and 
Frankly S. 


-Now,if it is not natural to fuppofe that 
the circumftances through. which’ the 
author conduéts him, would produce, ia 
reformation in Aim, . it is not natural to 
fuppofe they will have that efeét on ao. 
ny one elfe: fince no perfon equally -vi- 
clous can be fuppofed to have. more: 
good qualities; {o that, either Ranger 
fhould be reform’d in the play, ‘or no 
moral. view can .be anfwer’d by the 
character. 

Beflides, every fool, who. has vanity 
enough to think himfelf poflefs’d. of 
Ranger’s good’ qualities, will indulge 
himfelf in’ the fame vices, and expect 
the fame favourable fentiments from o- 
thers, which he feels for Ranger. And. 
every rake may \ruin an-innocent girl, 
and even a family, fora moment’s plea- 
fure, and yet flattér himfelf with being 
a man.of Ponour. ...Dettructive and bru. 
tal as they are, cuftom and prejudice; 
{creen thefe.vices from infamy ; if it 
were not for this, all our. Rangers would 
renounce them... It is, therefore;. the 
part of moral, and efpecially dramatic 
writers, to exhibit. them in fuch a light 
as. fhall render all who are guilty of 
them objects of contempt and deteitati- 
on, which is not done by this author, 
who has reprefented. them as confiftent 
With generofity, honour and hemanity.

who were well inclined to our caufe, 
fo abus’d thofe who were engag’d in 
it, fo marred al] things, that, if heaven 
doth not do more for us than we our- 
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‘ coverably loft. "The intereft of the K. 
of Pr. a, or, what ismore materi- 
al, the light in which he fees his own 
intereft, tho’ fo obvious, has been fo 
little underftood, or, if underitood,has 
been fo little regarded by the direétors 
of our affairs, that I will fay a word or 
two on this head, tho’ touch’d upon 
before. Itis undeniably our intereft 
to raife the houfe of Aujiria to fucha 
height as to be a balance to the power 
of France, and that too as independ- 
ently as poflible of the other princes 
of Germany. But from thence toima- 
gine, that it is the intereft too of the 
princes of Germany to fix {uch a pow- 
er in the houfe of Au/iria, isto rea- 
{on for them upon the footing of our 
own intereft, and not of theirs. It 1s 
the intereft perhaps of all the princes 
of Germany to deprefs the .houfe of 
Aufiria, and leflen that power which 
many of them have fenfibly felt, and 
which is capable of being .exerted on 
many other occafions than y of France. 
—Can any man doubt, that the K. of 
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felves can do againft us, we are irre- 
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P. a will place his fecurity an¥ 
where but in the power and” friend- 
fhip of France, and weaknefs of the 
‘houfe of Aufrisé From this appears 
the folly of our meafures. Our ‘fole 
aim is to gain the fuperiority of 
France, and, upon the leéaft pretpeét 
of fuccefs, the K.uof P——a by his 
,interpofition is fure to ruinthe whole; 
whereas we can never do any thing 
effeétual._ without..becoming -{uperior 
both to France and Prujfia ; of which 
the Rajfians and Saxons afforded a glo- 
rious opportunity. But it wasa pearl 
before iwine. 

In this light our late great minifter 
confider’d the conduét of the K. of 
P——a, and fince he was fo great an a- 
dept in the {chool of. Ver/ailles, and in 
no wife to be made a friend of to us and 
our allies, there was no_other way’to 
deal with him than to take out his {ting, 
and fo render him innoxious. The glo- 
rious project he formed for this purpofe 
was worthy of his prodigious mind’;

lordfhip fpeaking of this nobleman, then 
capt. Frajer, on occafion of the Scots 

lot, commonly called. Frafer’s plot, 
jays, ‘* That he deferved, if practicable, 
to have been hanged Gye feveral times, 
in five different places, and upon five 
diferent accounts at leat; as having

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been notorioufly a traitor to the court of 
St Famess, a traitor to the court of St 
Germains, atraitor to the court of Ver- 
Jfuilles, and a traitor to his own country 
of Scotlands in being not only an avow- 
ed and reftlefs enemy to the peace and 
quict of its eftablifhed government and 
conftitution, both in church and ftate, 
but likewilea vile proteus apoltate, back~- 
ward and forward, and a {educer of o- 
thers in point of religion, as the tide or 
wind changed : and moreover, that (ab- 
firaéted from all thole his multiplied 
atts of treafon, abroad and at home) he 
deferved to be hang’d asa condemn 
criminal, out-law, and fugitive, for the 
barbarous, cruel, and moft Hagitiows 
rape, he had, with the affiftance oft forme 
of his vile and abominable band of af- 
fociated rufiians, violently committed on 
the body of a sight Honourable and vir- 
tuous lady, the widow of the late lord 
Lovat, and filter of his grace the late 
duke of Athol. Nay, fo harden’d was 
capt. Frafer become in wickednels, that 
he audacioufly erected a gallows, and 
threaten’d to hang thereon one of the 
{aid lady’s brothers, and fome other 
gentlemen of quality, whoaccompanied 
him, in going to re(cue her out of that 
criminal’s cruel hands.” 

His lord{hip married three wives; the 
Grft was the lady dowager Lovat, the 
fecond a daughter of the Laird of 
Grant, fitter to the prefent Sir Ledov'ic 
Grant, Bart. by whom he had_ iffne 
two fons and two daughters now liv 
the third a near relation to the noble fa 
mily of Argyle, by whom he had alio a 
fon named “rchibald 5 but he ufed this 
lady fo ill, that her friends interpofing, 

a le-

a {eparation took place. In 1 40 he 
married his eldeft daughter to the Laird 
of Cluny, chief of the clan of the M« 
Prerfons, probably with a view to 
ftrengthen his intereft, and enable him 
the more effe@u lly to put his long 
meditated defign in execution ; fince he 
might certainly have found a fon inlaw, 
much fuperior in every refpeét, except 
in ‘numbers of men fit for fervice, 

Ete was very afliduous to inculcate on 
all occafions, that an abfolute obedience 
was due from the clans to their lords, 
and that his refentment of any injury, 
fuficiently juftified them in revenging 
it, whether right or wrong; that this 
was their opinion, however derived, 
will appear from the following inftance. 
At'a meeting of the frecholders and 
collectors of the land-tax, at the court 
houfe at Jnverne/s in the year 1744, for 
the choice of the collector -of ‘the cels 
or land-tax, where were prefent Ld 
Lovat, Ld Prefident, Ld Fortrofe, and 
the Laird of M‘Lcad: on fome difpute 
between the Lords, Lovat and fortrofe, 
the former was {0 provoked as to give 
the other the lye; upon which the latter 
diruck the other a blow on his face with 
his fit ; which his lordthip, notwith- 
flanding his great age, returned with 
feveral ftrokes of his cane; the other 
gentlemen interpofing, they. were part- 
ed. One Frafer of Foyer, afterwards j 
the rebellion, being in the gallery, and 
feeing the indignity that was oftered to 
his chief, jumped fuddenly into the 
court, and prefented his piftol to Ld 
Fortrofe’s face; Lord Prefident threw 
himfelf between them, which {0 irrita- 
ted Foyer that he would have fhot him, 
or Ld Fortro/e, or both of them; but 
Was prevented bya gentleman itanding 
by, who nimbly threw his plaid over 
the piftol, which prevented the threatned 
milchief. Weapons of all {forts were 
immediately drawn on both fides, and 
a bloody fkirmith was like to enfue. 
Jo prevent which Ld Prefident and My 
M‘Leod prevailed on Id Fertrofe to go 
with them out of the court-houfe into 
the itreet ; where another of the Loegs 
clan, having heard how his chief had 
been affronted, rafhed fuddenly on Ld 
Forirofe, and as he was walking  be- 
tween Id Prefident, and My BP Eeod, 
knocked him down with a Jong flick, 


both parties being prodigioufly irritated 


with thefe reciprocal iniults, dangerous 
confequences, it was feared. would en- 
fue, from relentments éarried: to extré- 
niities between the Fra/ers And Mac 


Keuzies, two powerful and neishbour-— 


fea 
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ing clans ; but the Ld Prefident andio- 
ther friends intermofing, the parties were 
at length reconciled. 

Not long after the battle of Prefion 
Pans, 800 of the Frafers being aflemb- 
led and armed, were {ent to join the 
rebels at Perth, but his lordfhip-to con- 
ceal their real defign gave out, that. a 
large number of his cattle were 
ftolen and carried off by a party of rob- 
bers, and that there was certain ‘infor- 
mation brought in that the thieves were 
driving therh Southwards, W hereup- 
on, the mafter of Lowat was detached 
after them at the head of the above- 
mentioned’body of Frafers ; but ufing 
too little caution in’their march, they 
were intercepted by a party of the 
rebels, and forced to take on withthem. 

About this time he wrote many. let- 
ters to the young pretender and others, 
which not only manifeft his zeat in the 
caufe, but the cunning, vanity and {elf- 
intereftednefs which conftitute his cha- 
racter, 

dn thefe letters his lordfhip (as hint- 

ed in the news papers) difplays in; ano- 
flentatious manner his zeal for the pre- 
tender’s caufe, magnifies his own fer-

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On the 8th, agreeable to the an 
{wer given by thatofficer, the imperi- 
al infantry entered into Genoa, prece- 
ded: by about 100 horfe, and” fome 
companies ‘of grenadiers. 
neers faluted’ them with their cannon, 
charged with cartridge-fhot, and made, 
from the pofts which they had occupi- 
ed, fo britk, fo regular, and fo continual 
a fire, that other meafures would have 


certainly been taken, if the diverfion B 


concerted with the fenate had not. hi- 
therto been relied on’ However, 
fome pofts were forced, and a good 
many prifoners taken, among whom 
were found Genoe/e officers in difeuife, 
and abundance of very honeft gentle- 
men from the. gallies, 
‘frankly owned they had their liberty 
given them, upon condition’ of ‘bear-

ing arms againft the imperialifts. But 


the inhabitants in the fuburbs begin- 
ning alfo to rife, and the namber of 
revolters in the city increafing every 


moment, inftead of diminifhing, the D 


imperialilts were obliged to retire fight- 
ing, without being able to withdraw 
nine companies of grenadiers and fu- 
zileers, of which two were in the 
mole, and feven in the Bifagno. They 
were likewife obliged to abandon their 
Magazines, and a. great part of their 
baggage and equipage; among’ the 
reft the marquis de Borta, and count 
Choteck,commiflary -general, loft theirs. 
But as the only point in queftion was 
to fecure the communication with Lom- 
tardy,’ the fingle point kept in view 
was the gaining the pafs of the Bo- 
chetta, «and taking fuch a pofition as 
might admit of waiting, for the fuc- 
cours neceflary for recovering. Genoa 
and this was accordingly executed in 
the night between the 8th and gth, 
before the inhabitants of Poncevera 
could make themfelves mafters‘of the 
defiles, 

Some days before this infurreétion 
there had been very great debates in 
an aflembly of the fenate, on the fub-

troops. .The minds of the fenators 
were fo heateg upon this occafton,. that 
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they were very near coming to blows. 
The doge feeing that the party that 
oppofed the demands of the imperialifts 
were a third ftronger than they that 
were for complying with that demand, 
adjourned the debate without putting 
any queftion. But having been -in- 
formed foon after, that a fenator*weht 
to the marquis de Botta, and defired 
him to take the republic under her im* 
perial majefty’s protection, and had 
received for anfwer, that he: had no 
orders upon ‘that head, . his ferenity 
thought fit to fend himto prifon,. as a 
betrayer of the’ public liberty. ‘This 
ftep, which had a very rigorous: ap- 
pearance, heightened the wheafinefs 
ill-humour of the people, who 
were already enough difpofed to take 
fire; and joined to the infinuatioys of 
officers up and down the town,~ ‘who 
were vety defirous of difappointing 
the expedition into Provence, by mak-+ 
ing a diverfion of a new kind, brought 
about the darling fcheme of a general 
infurrection, by which the ‘populace 
were drawn in, to hazard all the little 
they have left, in favour of thofe: for 
whom they have facrificed ail they 
have loft ; as if the way to get out of 
prefent difficulties was obftinately te 
perfift in that road, by which they 
‘were brought into them. . 

_ If tothefe reflections we add, that 
it is impoflible 6 or 7000 people 
fhould get together as it were “in anin- 
ftant at the ringing of a bell; if they 
had not previoufly agreed to rife upon 
that fignal:- If we give a die atten- 
tion to another ‘circumftance, which 
was, that the firft ftep that the: people 
took after they rofe, was to poflefs 
themfelves ‘of that gate precifely, 
which proved ‘of the greateft confe- 
quence to them in the courfe of the 
infurrection: If we remark, that 


‘they plundered only a very few pala- 


ces, -and thofe: belonging to feveral 
families, that there were reafons they 
fhould plunder: If we take notice of 
the inaction of the troops of the re- 
publick, notwithftanding ‘the mea- 
fures concerted. with the {enate.an 
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the 7th: If weremember, that their 
officers in difguife were taken among 
the prifoners, and on what terms the 
galley-flaves were releafed: and laft 
of all, if we call to mind, that expe- 
dient which has fo little of a vulgar 
notion in it, of fecuring the letters at 
the poft-office, in orderto be apprifed 
of the intelligence given and received, 
it is not poflible for us to avoid per-

as fome letters were received from 
Genoa, dated Dec. 3, written by fome

As it is very furprixing, that the 
Marquis de Botta and the Germans, 
auho muft have known haw often this 
city bas changed its government and 
mafters, did nat take proper precau- 
tions to guard againft fuch an event, 
it] will not be amifs to give our 
readers a foort hiftory of this pate. 


HE territory of Gezga compre- 

_ hends the country antiently 
called Liguria Maritima ; it was pol- 
felled by the Romans, by right of 
conqueft. On the ruin of their em- 
pire it fell into the hands of the Lon- 
gobards or Lombards ; and when their 
kingdom was ruined by Charlemagne, 
it f{abmitted to him and his fucceffors ; 
till in 1099 the inhabitants threw off 
the yoke of foreigners, and the city 
chofe confuls to governtheir republick. 
This is the wra from whence. they 
date their liberty, and whence it ap- 
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pears, that this commonwealth is. near: 


6s0 years old ; They have, however, 
changed their government often, and 
more frequently their mafters, They 
have been many times fubdued ; 
{ometimes reduced almoft to the con-

dition of flaves ; but fooner or later: 


they have fhook off the yoke, and re- 
covered their liberty, 


till 1458,. that they recalled the 
French ; whom they drove out again 
three years after. For three years 
more they were governed by feven 
{ucceflive dukes, ‘Then they fubmit- 
ted again to. the dukes of Milan. 
They fhook them off again in 1478. 
After which, they were governed by 
dukes of their own till. 1488, that they 
fubmitted again to. the Dukes of M7- 
jax. Lewis XiI. ‘of France took 
this town in 1499.. It revolted in 
1506; but was retaken {word in hand 
by the French king that fame year, 
when’ the people cried for mercy, 
which was granted. The French king 
placed a governor there ; but they 
drove him-out in 1512, and chofe a 
duke, whom the French drove out 
next year. In a. month. after they 
were agdin expelled, but foon reftored 
by means of Ofavian Frego/a, who 
governed them till 1522, when he 
was drove out by the Marquis de Pe/- 
cara, general. for the emperor 


While the affairs. of Genoa were in 
this. flu€tuating fituation, there was.a 
native of that city at the headof a 
fmall fleet, which he fo managed as 30

and Spain; and though he changed 
fides often, yet. he never changed his

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was the great and good Andrew Do- 

via, MWe -was’in the fervice’ of the 

Fr. K. Francis I, at the time.this Jaf 
revolution happened, but he foon re- 
covered the city from out of the hands 
of the Jmperialfts, and reftored ‘it to 
the French, who might have kept it, 
if they had kept him; but from the 
natural vanity and violence of. that na- 
tion, they attributed all things to 
themfelves, treated the Genoe/e ill, and 
Andrew Doria worfe. Upon this, he 
quitted the French, and went. over to 
the /mperialifis. In 1527 he prefent- 
ed himfelf with his gallies before the 
port of Gexga, with 500 foot foldiers 
on board, and enter’d without refift- 
ance. Theodore Trivulce, marfhal of 
France, and governor of Genca, foon 
found himfelf invefted by 40,000Geno- 
efe. He made a gallant defence, but 
was obliged by famine to furrender. 
‘The Genoefe then offered the fove- 
reignty to Andrew Doria, and the em- 
peror preffed him to accept it’; but 
he would have his country abfolately 
free. He eftablifhed 28 families of 
the old nobility, and to them joined 
24 of the new, and put the repub- 
lick in a condition of recovering Sa- 
wona, Owvada, Novi, and ‘Gavi, 
which rendered their territories round 
and compleat ; and ‘afterwards efta- 
blifhed that form of government that 
has lafted ever fince. 

But in. the firft night ‘of 1647, the 
young Count of Lavagna at’ once 
made himfelf mafter of the city, 
Jed the nephew of Doria, and feized 
the gallies; ‘but flipping in the dark 
between. two, and ‘being heavily ‘ar- 
med, he was drowned: On this 
old -Deria, iffuing’ from his palace 
with a few followers, difpetfed the 
con{pirators, and reftored the repub- 
lick. to its freedom a fecond time. 
The emperor advifed him to build'a 
citade], to awe the place, and prevent 
fuch accidents for the future ;° but 
he declined’ it, and died, as he had’ 
lived, with unblemifhed reputation.” 

In- 1573, the ‘old’ and new nobj- 
lity guarrelled, which otcafioned ‘a 
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fedition, attended with fome aQs of 
violence ; but an agreement was” 
brought about, which kept all things’ 
quiet till 1624°; when the King of 
A France, and‘the Duke of Savoy, en- 
tered into a fecret agreement to fhare 
the dominions ‘of the republick be, 
tween them ;\ but a confpiracy, which 
was to have preceded, being difcovered, 
the D. of Savoy was pleafed to accept 
of 60,000 crowns of gold, in lieu of 
his pretenfions. Yet in 1672 thefe 
were revived, and’a war began, by 
which both. parties loft confiderably ; 
which induced them to make a peace. 
From hence’ the Genoe/e being ob- 
liged to take fome part. in the affairs 
of Jtaly, were conftantly attached 
to the houfe of 4ufria, who having 
borrowed from them large fums upon 
the taxes in the kingdom of Naples, 
had wifely bought them with theirown 
money. ‘This ‘fo provoked Zeacis 
XIV. that in 1684 he fent a {quadten 
D to bombard their city, which reduted 
them to fuch diftrefs, that they were 
obliged to fubmit to the terms pre- 
{cribed them, and to fend theit_doge, 
and four principal fenators, to beg* his 
moft chriftian majefty’s pardon, tho’ 
they had never injured him. 
In the laft general war they endea- 
.voured to maintain a neutrality, “in 
order to avoid giving offence to either 
patty. But this fucceeded very indif- 
ferently: We took their thips, from 
a perfuafion that their catgoes belong- 


kil- F ‘ed to French merchants ; and his moft 


chrifian majefty Lew; XIV. declared 
their veffels good prize, becaufe the 
Imperial officers and foldiers were 
tranfported in them, tho” they could 
not help it. At the clofe of that war 
the Genoefe purchafed: the ‘marquifate 
Of Final, to which they always pre- 
‘tended a right, from the late emperor 
Charles VY. and the duke of Savry, 
‘whofe troops were then in poffeflion Of 
that country, evacuated it to them, 
and it was afterwards maft folemnly 
fecured to them by the treaty of Utrechs. 
No doubt this people thought 
themfelves highly injured by the arbt- 
trary 
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trary difpofal of their territory to the 
king; of Sardinia, by the treaty of 
Worms 1n:1743, (when there was no 


caufe of complaint againft them ;) a-< 


gaift which all their remonftrances in 
repeated memorials, at the courts of 
Vienna and London, could not obtain 
redrefs. To this may be added 
fome other motives, which, when laid 
together, were, perhaps, of no lefs 


efficacy to induce them to take part’ 


with the enemies of the houfe of 4z- 
feria; fuch asthe eftates of fome of their 
leading nobility being in the kingdom 
of Naples, the great debt contracted 
by Spain to the bank, but efpecially 
the unpromifing afpect of the Au/fri- 
qn affairs in Italy, juft before the re- 
publick lent her affiftance to the houfe 
of Bourbon, 7 


Remedy for Sizy Buoop. 


Mr Ursan, 
HE want of bleeding in fufficient 
quantities in cafes of fizy blood, 
being very fatal to many people, efpe- 
cially in country places, thro” fear and 
prejudice, has induc’d me to communi- 
cate the following obfervations. 
I have remark’d three forts of fizy 


blood, but the firft only can be proper-. 


ly call’d fizy, having on its furface when 
cold a kind of fize orjelly. The fe- 
cond fort has been juftly-compar’d to 
buff leather both for its. colour and 
toughnefs; when it is very bad, it ac- 
quires fucha hardnefs on its furface, as 
not to be penetrated even with a fharp 
inftrument.. In thethird fort, the gru- 
mous part of the blood collects itfelf into 


almott a perfect globe, with a very {mall F 


furface, and that hard and impenetra- 
ble; the under part likewife has near the 
hardnefs and folidity of flefh, and cuts 
ike a piece of liver. Mott people up+ 
on catching cold, or a ttoppage of per- 
{piration, contra¢t.a fizy blood, which if 
neglected foon acquires the property of 
the {econd fort,becomes hard and tough; 
and then they are generally .attended 
with a pleurily, peripneumony, rheuma- 
tick pains, or {ome other inflammatory 
diftemper, in which the neceflity of 
bleeding plentifully is well known; but 
if it happens, through the remiifion, or 
‘going off of the pain,‘ bleeding has not 
been ‘continu’d ‘till the “fizinels. difap- 
pear'd, thofe’ people generally rcelapie, 
‘or fall into fome chronical diforder, ar

lingering illnefs, which, if not timely 
réliev'd by repeated bleedings, moitly 
ends in death. But what I would prin- 
cipally remark is this; that I have fre- 
aently obferv’d that people of a lax 

bre. are liable to contract a ftate of {i- 
zy blood without any, or very little 
pain, and thefe chiefly fuffer becaufe 
bleeding is fcarce thought neceffary, 
though full as expedient as in a pleurify, 
or any other inflammatory diltemper. 
As to the third fort.of blood mention’d, 
this is feldom feen, becaufe the patient 
generally dies before it arrives at fucha 
Whoever confiders what 
muft be the neceflary “confequence of 
having fizy blood, muft needs fee it 
mutt occafion the moft direful obftru@ti- 
ons; or if the patient lives long enough, 
by its long fadnaae in the {maller 
veffels, it at length putrefies, and occa- 


C fions the worft of fevers, not much un- 


like the plague itfelf; and’this feems to 
be the cafe of thofe cattle which die of 
the prefent reigning diftempér amongft 
them, it having been oblerv’d that they 
{tink intolerably, even before they are 
dead, and then the diftemper is highly 
infectious. This diftemper of fizy 
blood is much commoner to the inhabi- 
tants of this ifland, than is generally 
imagin’d; and when it arrives at fucha 
degree of hardnefs on its furface, as not 
to be penetrated, cannot be reliev'’d, 
by any method or medicine, but fre- 
quent bleeding, till it becomes’ more 
I am perfuaded, many nfefy} 
lives might be {av’d if this was dut 

attended to, and in many cafes, thou 
unattended with pain, if a {mall quan- 
tity of blood was to be taken away for 
tryal,and found fizy, thofe people would 
ftand a much better chance by relying, 
upon bleeding only, than any courle of 
phyfick. All medicines which occafion 
any fort of evacuations feem to increafe 
the fizinefs of the blood, by leflening 
the quantity of the ferum. Any perfoa 
that has fizy blood may with great fafe- 
ty lofe fix or eight ounces once a4 
week, or oftner, if pain or any troubdle- 


G fome fymptom make it neceflary, eve 


to an hundred ounces and more; but 
if they leave off bléeding before the 
blood becomes tender, it 3s all to no 
purpofe ; if they are able to go abroad; 
riding on horfe-back will greatly affit, 
together with a diluting diet. If any 


1 one know a médicine which would take 


off fuch fizinefg of the’ blood without 
fuch exceffive bleeding, he wou’d me- 
rit the thanks of many thoufands by 
making it publjck; ‘for, befides the pre- 

judice 
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udice which moft people conceive a- 
gainft {uch frequent bleedings, it 1s:m 
itfelf attended with {ome inconyenien- 
cies, and not always with fuccefs,. But 
if any think themfelves in poffeffion of. 
fach a medicihe, let them make a fair 
tryal after once bleeding only, where 
the blood on its furface is hard and im- 
penetrable, and if the. patient recovers, 
and upon taking away 4 little blood it. be 
found found and_ good, 
they may fairly fay, they are in poflef- 
Son of the beft medicine in the world, 
Where the blood. is only fimply fizy, 
once or. twice bleeding with the ufual 
method of practice generally relieves ; 
but in the fecond and third fort of blood, 
where it is hard and impenetrable. on its 
furface, all. known. medicines, feem to. 
lofe their efect,.even. bliftering how 
ferviceable foever in the beginning here 
proves uielefs: ‘The neutral falts.whe- 
ther natural .or artificial are. much too 
weak, the volatile falts carry off .teo 
much ferum by {weat, as do the fixt 
ones by urine, to be of any fervice; nor 
is it fafe to ule fteel,or any other medicine 
that has a heating property 3. the rough- 
er preparations.of mercury and antimo- 
ny are equally dangerous. Ina word 
whoever is jo unhappy as to contract 
fach a ftate of hard fizy blood; 1 my 
opinion, would do better to truft wholly 
to bleeding, and a very thin and flender 
diet, abftaining from all meat and the 
broth of it, all fermented and fpiritu; 
ons liquors, and keeping as much as pof- 
fible from bed. Many people: labour- 
ing under, chronical. difeales, fome (as 
itis called for want of a name expreilive 
enough) under a complication of di- 
jtempers, will upon examination find 
they have fizy blood, which if not had 
fecard to, can expect little beneht from 
wmethod,or medicine. The great.enco; 
miuims that have.been beftow’d upon 
tax-water,, made me hope it: might do 
fomething in the.cale of. fizy. blood; but 
upon. the, mot.diligent obfervations I 
have beéy able to. make, could never 
find it,of any, fervice where the blood 
is impenetrable; fo. that I have always 
been fore’di to: haye reeourle to bleed- 
ing -again, though J. muft confels it 
{eems ‘to have a -confiderable effect in 
the beginning-before the blood becomes 
too hard, andj;at the latter end when 
the blood’ begins,’ little to. relents fo 
that ,thefe people who depend fo much 
upon the fe ot tar- water would do well 
to-examine the ftate-of. their blood, and 
if found Azy not wholly, .to relie,.on -it.

There is alfo jet, 
which is very hard, and ftrikes fire with 
the fteel like ‘agate; it feems to be a vi- 
trify’d fubftance, produced by the fub- 
terraneous fire of that ifland. . 

They have fulphur, or brimftone, im 
abundance ; and they meet with lumps 
of virgin fulphur, as big as'one’s filt, 
in marshy places. This commodity 
might be made an article of commerce 
of the ifland, fince they fend away 
near 300 tons of it every year to es 
bagen. But the peafants oppofe thefe 
works, becaufe they divert them from 
better employment, and wafte that time 
which fhould be fpent only in their fi- 
fhery ; this is their hufbandry, as they 
draw their fubfiftence not from the gifts 
of the earth, but from ‘the bounty of 
the fea. Befides, they have an odd 
perfuafion that fulphur drives away the 
ith, and that they fly and avoid the ve- 
ry road that holds a fhip laden with 
fulphur. 

‘The vegetables make no great article; 
trees are rare, but you fee here and there 
iome bad willows, or juniper fhrubs. 
The foil, however, is not quite fteril as 
in Groenland, fince it produces gra{s 5 
and there are even very fine and rich 
paftures by the fides of brooks and tor- 
rents, which ferve to feed vait numbers 
of fheep, that make part of the com- 
merce of the ifland. Coch/earia ({curvy- 
erafs) an infallible remedy for the feur- 
vy ; the Lichen Eryngit Folio (a kind of 
Liverwort, with a leaf like Eryygo) and 
the Alga marina (afort of fea-weed) are 
the moft ufeful herbs. This laft is call- 
ed Sol by the inhabitants ; under its 
leaves there cryftallifes a kind of {weet 
{alt, which they honour with the name 
of fugar, and feed their cattle with it 
when hay is fearce; the people them- 
felves,who cannot be fuppofed very nice 
of tafte in thefe climates, eat it alfo. 

The moft remarkable animal in //e- 
land, is a kind of little horfes peculiar 
to this ifland, and pretty much in ule a- 
mong young princes and nobles, when 
they learn to, ride. 

The fheep who happen not to be 
houfed in winter, are {ometimes furpri- 
fed with the fmow; inthis extremity, 
they know, by a particular inftinét, the 
beft way to preferve their lives.

The.king of Denmark fends every. year 
an officer of his game to fetch them, and 
allows him a good falary;-the price of a 
white-falcon is-ten crowns: Owls 
abound in ‘this country, where» the 
length of the nights gives them a fair 
occafion of exercifing theirtalents. M. 
Anderjon had one as white as f{now, 
from which he took a drawing. All 
the rocks and infects about the ifland are 
full of fea-fowls; hence come the fineft 
downs, which are the plumage of a 
bird called Aidur or Eider ; the Beit of 
it is what this fowl pulls from itfelf to 
make its neft. Thefe birds lay their 
eggs in {mall crevices of the rocks, and 
places inacceflible to any. but J/elanders, 
whom neceffity teaches the art of clam- 
bering up the iteepeft rocks, for the fake 
of thofe eggs, and the dam befides 
when they can furprize_her, 

But though theland of J/e/and be fte- 
ril and unfruitful,’ its barrénnefs 1s am- 
ply recompentfed by the fecundity of the 
{eas about it, whichiare full of innume- 
rable fhoals of fifh, that make almoft the 
whole of its commerce!) M. Anderfon 
here enlarges much upon the herring, 
the merchandize of “which,” he fays, 
is worth more than the mines of Peru. 

Cod, or ftock-fifh more abound in 
thefe {eas than-any other kind, and 
make the principal article of their fifhe-

The Northern meteors are no curiofi- 
ty here ; the 4vrora Borealis fhines eve- 


ry night, and, in fome meafure, fupplies B 


the long abfence of the fun, which 
feems to leave the inhabitants of the 
North with fome regret, and may be 
feen longer than is warranted by the 
rules of aftronomy; and even during 
the longeft winter’s night communicates 
a luftre, which makes a kind of day, 


that lafts an hour and half in four and * 


twenty.——The northern cold prevents 
not the rifing of exhalations, fince 
thunder and tempefts are more common 
in winter than fummer.—— Spring and 
autumn are banifh’d from thete climates. 
A long and tedious winter fucceeds a 


fummer, which begins not till towards 9 


the end of Yume, and hardly lafts till 
September ; {ome of the hardett frofts are 
in April. (SesVol.1x. p. 14.) 

The author endeavours to gives us 
an exact idea of the inhabitants ; they 
nearly refemble the Groewlanders, ~but 


by their commerce with Europeans they is 
feem to-have contracted fome of our vi- © 


ces, befides fome of their own natural 
defects. Drunkennefs is predominant 
among them; all ages and fexes are 
much addicted to drinking of brandy, 
though adulterated with a nautfeous 
mixture of train-oil or bad.whey. 

The natives are however very robuft, 
hardy, and infenfible to all: injuries of 
the air. Diftempers are very rare a- 
mong them, and would be more fo, 
were itnot for their baddiet. ‘They 
are wholly deftitute of bread, and live 
only on fifh, or flefh half putrefied. 
Thefe alcaline aliments are not duly cor- 


rected by a fufficient proportion ot acid gG 


vegetables, whence a great inclination 
to putrefaction mult of coniequence 


* This name belongs. to four, ports of the 
ifland ; the other eight are only for fheep, and 
fome bullocks, which look too poorly to yield

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prevail in their humours. Their flo* 
venlinefs is infupportable ; this, indeed, 
is the mott general fault of the northern 
people, though excufeable in fome mea- 
fure from the impoflibility of keeping 
themfelves clean and neat during the 
long imprifonment in which they are 
confined by the fnows andice. ‘Their 
habitations are very mean and defpi¢a- 
ble; they make them unéer ground, to 
avoid the winds ; their height is not a- 
bove 10 or 11 feet; their breadth fix, 
their lengthtwenty, and acow’s allan- 
tois ~ ferves inftead of glafs to cover 
fome imall holes, which deferve not the 
name of windows. 

‘They are meer cowards, like the 
Groenlanders and Laplanders, and could 
never be made foldiers. ‘Their floth 
and indolence are almoft invincible ; 
none here learns a trade, but is obliged 
to provide himfelf with every little ne- 
celiary, with which we are fo readily 
furnifhed by our artificers. 

Their trade is managed by truck, or 
bartering one commodity for another. 
The current money confifts in dry’d 
fifth, which muit weigh two pounds, 
valu’d at 6 Holland duits, and all {ums 
are eftimated on that footing. 

The prevailing or rather only reli- 
gion is what they call the Lutheran. 
M. Anderfon confefles, with forrow, 
that it has wrought no great change in 
the hearts of the inhabitants; and he is 
fenfible that the Ye/anders are fabject to 
moift vices of which the corrupt human 
lature is capable. Impurity, unknown 
among the Greenlanders, (Mr Egede 
makes.an exception at their mafquerades 
See Vol. x111. p. 643 D) prevails here ; 
and formerly it was under the proteéti- 
on of the laws. 

The revenues of this ifland are no 
more than 28,000 piafters. ‘The king 
exacts, in lieu of all his rights, 40 fifh, 
or about 34 Dutch fous, of every inha- 
bitant worth above 20 rixdollars. 

This fo poor, miferable, and flovenly 


‘race of people cannot live out of 


their own country, Experiments have 
been made for this purpole, and fome

~ A thin fmooth membrane involving the 
calf, Mr Egede relates, that in Groenland the 
houfes are built with ftone or turf, 2 or 3 yards

The Amianthus, fays he, which M. 
Egcaedifcover’d in Groen/and, is found 
in Siberia; where it is made into {mall 
pieces of incombuitible cloth,|| ‘They 
Bia with hammering it, and fo re- 
ducing it to a wool; then they dip it 
in cold water, and work it with the 
hands, repeating this operation till the 
earth is quite wafhed from it, ‘and the 
threads appear free and diftinct. After 
this they dry the feparated threads, work 
them with a pair of cards almoft like 
cotton, then fpin it, wetting the fingers 
with oil iniftead of water, and the wea- 
ver finifhes the piéce. : 

Our author has a very long and mi- 
nute defcription of 15 {pecies of whales. 
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The hiftory of the cachelot Kis {per~ 
ma ceti whale) is very remarkable. M. 
Anderfon has given an anatomical de- 
tail of that fifh, taken from the injudi- 
cious relations of feamen. ‘The author 
fays pofitively that the branches of the 
veflels containing that medicinal liquor 
call’d fperma ceti, extend themfelves 
from the cavity of the cranium to all 
the extremities of the body, and thar it 
is found between the mufcles of cavi- 
ties, and little veficles which are full-of 
it. This anfwers to the {mall tubes of 
the membrana cellulofa, which are ex- 
tended on all fides between the muf- 
cles, and are no way related to the 
brain. So that the fperma ceti is not the 
produce of the brain of this animal, ae 
cording to the common opinion, but of 
its fat. - ‘The figure which M. Ander-

Boerhaave tells us, that one effect of 
fire is dilatation of all folid bodies, and 
particularly, that an iron bar beutez, in- 
creases in all its dimentfions. = 

This being fo, fuppofe a rod of me- 
tal, or a gla{fs tube laid before a fire ; 
the parts turn’d towards the fire being 
nore heated, and confequently more ex- 
panded than the oppofite ones, will ob- 
lige. the rod, or tube to put on the fi- 
gure of a curve, convex towards the 
fire. 

Such of your ingenious readers, as 
will give themfelves the trouble to com- 
pute the effect of this curvature in every 
cafe of the experiments, will, I believe, 
be furprized to find, how exactly every 
circumftance is this way accounted for.

French King’s Declaration to the StatesGeneral. ‘177 


Memorial of the Abbe De ta VILLE, pre- 
fented to their High Mightineffes the States 
General, by the Secretary of France, April 


17 1747+ 
High and Mighty Lords, 


HE king has commanded me to commu- 

nicate to your High Mightineffes the de- 

claration, of which I have the honour to fend 
you the annext copy. 

At the fame time that you will there fee the 
juft motives, which have determin’d the mili- 
tary operations, the plan of which his majefty 
has at length been obliged to approve, you will 
there difcover alfo what ‘the king’s intenti- 
ons are with regard to the re-eftablifhment 
of peace, and the true intereft of the United 
Prowinces. 

The king finds himfelf at this time under fo 
much the more regret abfolutely necefflitatedto 
continue the war, as the territory of the re- 
publick is perhaps ready to be the theatre of it; 
and his majefty defires nothing more fincerely 
than to infpire your High Mightineffes, before it 
is too late, with refolutions worthy your vigi- 
lance, and the wifdom of your government, 

It belongs only to your High Mightineffes to 
prevent the dangers with which your territories 
are threatned ; you may even yet, by taking 
proper precautions for the fecurity and repofe 
of your people, open the way. to a general 
peace. 

Tis your confidence, and not your poffeffi- 
ons, which the king feeks to obtain 5 and his 
majefty will earneftly lay hold of every occafion, 
in a juncture fo critical, to demonftrate to your 
High Mightineffes the moft real effects of his 
efteem and affection. 

I have nothing to add, after executing this 
order of the king, but to repeat to your High 
Mightineffes a tender of my profound refpect, 
and my acknowledgement for the marks of be- 
nevolence with which you have been pleafed to 
honour me to this prefent, and of which I en- 
treat you will vouchfafe the continuance,

DecraraTiIon communicated, by order of the 
King of France, to the States Generat of the 
United Provinces. 


Lthough the king has hitherto had moft 
A juft caufe to complain of the unbounded 
uccours with which the United Provinces have 
affifted the Queen of Hungary, yet his majefty 
was not willing to confider the States General 
as his direét enemies. . 

The regard which he has conftantly had for 
them, and the propofitions which, on differ- 
ent occafions, have been made to them by his 
minifters, are demonftrations of the fincere dif- 
pofition his majefty has always had, not only 
to keep the theatre of war at a diftance from 
the territory and neighbourhood of the United 
Provinces, but alfo to procure them the glory 
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of contributing effectually to re-eftablith peace 
between the powers at war. 

With this falutary view it was, that the 
king, in the month of Fuy, 1742, entrufted 
with the minifters of the republick his pacifick 
intentions, and the juft and reafonable conditi- 
ons, upon which his majefty then confented to 
terminate the troubles with which Kurope was 
unhappily difturbed. 

The king, not to leave any doubt concerning 
the purity of his intentions, and the entire con- 
fidence which he is ready to place in their High 


‘Mightineffes, offer’d even to yield up Dunkirk 


to be garrifon’d by their troops. 

His. majefty. has conftantly from that period 
profeffed the fame moderation, and the fame 
defire of peace, without having the confolati- 
on. to infpire the United Provinces with fenti- 
ments fo agreeable to the particular intereft 
of their republick, and the general advantage, 

Not content by private advances to excite 
the zeal of the ftates general, the king propo~ 
fed to them, by a public memorial, which his 
minifter prefented to them in September 1745, 
the affembling of a congrefs to treat without 
delay on the great work of peace. 

In fhort, it was not poffible for his majefty 
to fhew any further teftimony of his affection 
and confidence for the States General, and the 
refpect he had for them. 

‘The fame refpet would have been ftill ob- 


) ferved, did not reafons of war, and the fecurity 


of the. conquefts which his majefty has made 
from the Queen of Hungary, abfolutely require 
on his part the moft fpeedy and effectual pre- 
cautions to guard them from the defigns of his 
enemies, If the republic had not afforded them 
an azylum in its territory, and furnifh’d them 
with fuccours of all kinds without limitation, 
the king would not have found himfelf under an 
indifpenfable neceffity to interrupt the multitude 
of refources, for perpetuating, mangre all his 
efforts, a war which has already continu’d 
but too long. 

Compelled, therefore, only by thefe circums 
ftances, and the conduct of the United Provin- 
ces, his majefty has permitted the general of his 
forces to take indifferently all the meafures, 
which his military {kill and experience fhall 
fuggeft, to prevent the enemy’s army from mo-~ 
lefting the lawful poffeffion of his conquefts, 
and to fecure the repofe of his new fubjects. 

The king had been jnftify’d if he had, at the 
beginning of the laft campaign, entered with 
his whole army on the territory of the States 
General, becaufe they had afforded a retreat to 
the troops at enmity with France ; but his 
miajefty believing the fincerity of the overtures 
made to him to re-eftablith peace, fufpended 
the execution of an enterprize, which not only 
the laws of war, but the bad condition g¥ 
the allied army would equally have war- 
ranted, 

The king preferr’d the advantageous fenti- 
ment which he had of the candour and good 
faith of the republick, to the general opinion 
entertain’d throughout Europe, that, under the 
fpecious veil of negociation, its real intention 
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Was to procure the neceffary delays for warding 
©f the approaching danger, and. to prepare 
ftill greater efforts for continuing the war. 

Thefe fufpicions were confirmed by the diff- 
culties which were affectedly raifed to the open- 
ing of the conferences at Breda; difficulties 
not only unforefeen, but contrary to the exprefs 
engagements made with the king; difficulties, 
which could have no other motive but to em- 
barrafs more and more the negociations for 
peace, and prevent their fuccefs, ' 

And that this was the motive, events have 
render’d but too manifeft. The troops of Holand 
having in 1744 enter’d on the territories of 
France, in the plains of Lifle and Cfoing, 
without the States General pretending by this 
tnvafion to make direét war on the king, his 
majefty declares, that in this ftep, to which he 
is compelled, of entering the territory of the 
republick, his defign is not to cometo a rup- 
ture with her, but only to ftop or prevent the 
dangerous effects of the protection which fhe 
gives to the troops of the Queen of Hungary, 
and the King of England. 

Tt will not be reafonable to expect that the 
king fhould, to his own prejudice, fhew a fcru- 
pulous forbearance in regard to the pretended 
neutrality of powers acting as auxiliaries to his 
enemies, while they themfelves exercife the 
greate(t oppreffion againft his majefty’s allies, 
even fuch as never once exceeded the bounds of 
the ftricteft neutrality. 

Neverthelefs the king, to demonftrate as 
much as pofflible what he owes to himfelf, toge- 
ther with thofe benevolent fentiments which 
he till entertains for the States General, 
has exprefsly enjoined the commandant of his 
army to take care that the French troops, en- 
tering on the territories of the UnitedProvinces, 
fhall obferve the ftri€teft difcipline, and regulate 
their operations only from neceffity. His ma- 
jefty, far from inclining to give any diftur- 
bance to the religion, the government, or to 
the commerce of the republic, is,on the contra- 
ry,difpofed to grant all protection to the fubjects 
of the States General, his majefty being perfua- 
ded that their conduct will be an{werable to his 
fo favourable intentions. 

Laftly, to give a more convincing teftimony 
of the fincerity of his majefty’s defign, which 
is only diretted to fruft:ate the evil difpofition 
ef his enemies, and to overcome their inflexi- 

‘bility to all propofals for accommodation, his 
majefty declares ,that he will confider the places 
and countries, he fhall be obliged to take poffef- 
fion of for his own fecurity, no otherwife thana 
pledge, which he promifes to reftore,\as foon 
as the United Provinces fhall give convincing 
proots that they will no longer furnith to the e+ 
nemies of his crown fuccours of, any kind, 
which are one of the principal caules of the 

’ continuance of the war. 

The king defires only the eftablifhment of 
the publick tranquillity, upon juft and folid 
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reign. confiderations, . and unjuft prejudice;, 
their treafures, their troops, their pofleffions, 
their tranquillity, and perhaps the form of their 
government, 


On FEMALE EDUCATION. 
SIR, 


Man very many, and very good 
eflays, have been wrote on the 


fubject of education ; and if they had 
met with the with’d for fuccefs, it would 
have been needlefs to have faid a word 


B more ; however, my mite is at the fer- 


vice of the ladies, the fafhion of whofe 
drefs I fhall not meddle with, but con- 
fine my pen entirely to the topic of 
education. 

By education then I mean a teaching 
young minds thofe things, which, by 
nature, they have no idea of, and 
without which they would be wholly 
unbiafied. Education naturally has a 
tendency to fome particular end,and rea- 
{on tells us that end fhould be the good 
of the perfon taught, which muft be 
determined by the fame reafon, where: 
ever there is no better light to guide us. 


p Confider we then the prefent method 
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foundations ; and the intereft which his maie- H 


fty takes in the fafety and happinefs of the 
States General caufes him to behold, with re- 
gret,that they perfift in facrificing to certain fe- 


of educating of our daughters abftra¢t- 
edly from our duties as Chriftians ; and 
let us with all gentlenefs fee, whether 
the pretty creatures are not unhappily 
biafled, to theirs, and their future fa- 
milies misfortunes, through the miftakes 
of their parents, by that very education, 
which reafon tells us fhould be the 
ercateft prefervative againft their making 
a wrong judgment of things. 

Gay as our prefent race of females 
are, they would be fhock’d fhould we 
pretend to doubt they hoped to {ee their 
daughters lead the lives of virtuous 
wives ; no lefs would it fhock them (as 
indeed it ought) fhould we fuppofe 
them capable of fecing with unconcern 
the ruin of their children ; but greater 
ftill would be their trouble, fhould we 
prove them the authors of their chil- 
drens future misfortunes. 

Whilft we are in this world, there 
muft be different ranks of men, and 
fome by birth, and others by fortune, 
will have a fuperiority over the reft of 
mankind; but let us be great, or let us 
be little, decency requires we fhould 
pie the part allotted ; and ’tis as ridicu- 
ous in real life, for inferiors to ape 
their fuperiors, as it is in the footman 
on the ftage to mimick the fine gentle- 
man, his mafter. But is not the fame 
done in real life? Arenot our daugh- 
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ters undiftinguifhably educated? -Is not 
the firft thing taught, pleafure and ex- 
pence ?. And.do we not feem fo much a- 
fraid of wronging our tafle for politenefs, 
that litt!e mils can icarcely lip out pap- 
pa and mamma, before {he has a relith 
for public Diverfions ; and Gaming is 
asfoon taught (I had almott {aid fooner) 
than. their letters; nay, in. publick pla- 
ces, they are {een to game at an age their 
grandmothers never thought of being 
prefent in; and expenfive finery helps 
to make the happinefs of their little 
fouls. ‘Thus is the poor child led into 
extravagance, before ’tis poflible for her 
to conceive fhe does wrong; and no 
wonder fhe fhould not know the value 
of money, who never heard the words 
of a good father, J cawt a it $ 
words too fignificant to be heedlefsly 
paft over, but which feldom have a due 
regard paid tothem, when the truth is 
really é 

Though I would not be thought to 
infinuate that nothing is right but what 
our grandmothers did, yet [ would have 
it confidered, that the firit and moit ne- 
ceffary principle to be obferved in the 
education of young females, is the in- 
{tilling into their minds a due regard for 
themielves, and (let me borrow a line 
from the catechifm) to teach them to do 
their duty in the flation it ball pleafe God 
to call them to. If this is right, fure 
they who feem to aét purpofely the re- 
verfe of this, muft be greatly miftaken 
to bring up their daughters without any 
view to the ftation providence may 
place them in, teaching them expences 
they too well know their own fortunes 
never can fupport ; and that, unlefs they 
marry greatly beyond their rank, or 
what they have reafon to expect, they 
muft with terror remember. the unkind 
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indulgencies of their parents, and, if F 


fingle, feel it themfelves ; if married, 
make their hufbands bear the’ punifh- 
ment by their frowardnefs and ill-na- 
ture ; attributing thofe denials to want 
of affection, which the dread of fu- 
ture want only makes him give to every 
expenfive diverfion his wife has a mind 
to take. 

‘Too many parents can witnefs to the 
uneafinefs and fear with which they 
hear their daughters demanded in mar- 
riage. And whence does this proceed? 
They will tell who too well know the 
reafon, if they look at their daughters’ 
expenfive dre{s, if they remember the 
education they have given them, they 
4oin to tell them. Thoufands may be 
wgdked as a portion; but if they look 
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into their iron chefts, alas, how little 
can they give!) Whilft the father lives 
the family makes a figure;° when he 
dies, how foon do they fall to decay ! 
and ‘fhe who lived like the daughter of 
a rich man, finds herfelf too {oon re- 
duced to the kindnefs of friends, 
not to fay alms of» relations, for a 
fupport. 

Women were not, I believe, defigned 
for the rule and government of nations, 
but the cuftom of our country did for- 
merly, for good reajons, leave them that 
of our families ; and I with the fame 
reafons, as well as the cuftom, did con- 
tinue ; but unlefs we ftop foon, the 
good-natured Engli/h hufband mutt take 
the management on himfelf ; and if we 
mean to be honoured in our generati- 
ons, let us return to the old method of 
female education, and bring up our 
daughters in frugality, teaching them 
their duties as children and wives, con- 
vincing them by reafon, that the pru- 
dent woman is the beft woman, and 
that decency of behaviour will fooner 
get them hufbands than. pleafure and 
idlenefs ; for whatever the beau may 
fay in foft whifpers at the ball, men of 
fenfe expect to find the’ friend in the 
wife.

As to the interpretation, you have the name 
Gemellus in Caffiedorus, and the correfponding

Lxir.. But for all that, I do mot take Ge- 
melt to be a proper name here, but the nomi= 
native cafe plural of the adjective gemellus, 
Again, you have both Hilario and Hilarius, 
Roman names, See Fabric. Bibl. Lat. Tom. 
Lil. £..418, 539 ; but I believe Hilario on the 
ftone to be the dative cafe of the latter. The 
infcription I would therefore fill up in this

A foort Hiftorical Account of the prin- 
an Towns in Dutch Brabant, where 
the Army of the Allies is now af> 
‘fembling. 


OISLEDUC, Boliuc, or Bofee- 
B duc, (in Dutch, Hertogenbafch, and 
frequently the Bofch,) the capital of 
Dutch Brabant, is fitaated on the river 
Domel, which there. receives the Aude, 
and afterward the Die/e, and difcharges 
itfelf about two Jeagues from thence in- 
to the Maes at Crevecoeur, the place 
where it formeth the ifle of Bommel. It 
is built upon a hill in the midft of a 
plain, 1s naturally: ftrong, being envi- 
roned with rivers, and meadows cover- 
ed with water ; fo that the avenues to 
the town, at leaft for great part. of the 
year, areonly upon artificial caufeways, 
made: turning and winding, and com- 
manded by one or other of the fix forts, 
built fome diftance without .the town. 
Its ditches are filled with the waters of 
the abovementioned rivers, which en- 
ter into the city by divers channels ve- 
ry commodious to the inhabftants, 
They are almoftall foldiers, thoughthey 
do not negleét trade ; which occafioneth 
E this faying, that the inhabitants of . Boi- 

Jleduc are warlike merchants. The li- 
nen and woollen manufactures. flourifh 
here, and the ‘place .is likewife famous 
for cutlery-ware, and needles. . The 
city is large, fair, well built, and very 
populous. It is about. four miles in 
f compafs, and fortified in the modern 
way. ‘The. cathedral church of St 
obi is one of the moft fumptuous of 
the Netherlands, witha very fine clock. 
‘Che market-place is environed with fine 
buildings, where ten of the greateft 
fireets all terminate.. The ftadt-houfe 
is, built after the model of that at dm- 
G /terdam. Over the feveral navigable ca- 
nals, that run thro’ this town, there are 
no lefs than so ftone-bridges. It is, in 
brief, one of the compleieft and ftrong- 
eft towns. in the pofleflion of the Dutch, 
who became maiters of it in 1629, by 
the valour and conduét of Fréderick 
Henry, Prince of ,Ofange.  Boifleduc 
3, miles N.E. of Antwerp, 20 
almoit E.of Breda, and 50 almoft S.of 
Amflerdam, 
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“BREDA is pleafantly

‘The French tor- 
ces to the number of 27,000, under 
the command of the enterprizing Count 
Lowendabl, whom we call the right arm 
of Marfhal Saxe, which were encamp- 
ed in the neighbourhood of Bruges, are 
actually advanced into our territory, and 
we have allthe reafon in the world to 
believe Sas van Ghent is attacked by this 
time. The train of heavy artillery, 
which we apprehended to have’been 
fent to Ghent, in order to its being tranf- 
ported fomewhere elfe, was defigned 
for this enterprize. 

As you might, during your flay in 
Holland, take little notice of this {mall 
country, which its fituation only ren- 
ders of fuch’ very great importance, 
give me leave to prefent you with a 
{hort defcription of it. Dutrcs Fian- 
pers (fo we are wont to call it) lies be- 
tween the French new conquefts and 
the fea. It extends from Welt to Hatt, 
that is, from Says to Lillo, about 35 

Aa miles, 
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miles, and from the limits of the ter- 
ritory of Ghent to the fea, that is, from 
South to North, 15 miles, but in many 
places is much narrower, in fome not 
three. The Sas van GuenrT, 7. é. the 
fluice of Ghent, is a very ftrong place, 
confidered in every light ; by its fituati- 
on amongft marfhes ; its fortifications, 
which are regular, and a league in cir- 
cumference ; and its having a very 
ftrong garrifon, good magazines, and 
whatever elfe is requifite, for enabling 
a place of its importance to make an 
obitinate defence. ‘The {mall forts and 
places in the immediate vicinity of the 
Sas van Ghent, and calculated for: its fe- 
curity, need not be mentioned, becaufe 
they muit depend on and run the fame 
fatewithit. ‘lhe Weftern extremity of 
this country is covered by the famous 
town, fortrefs, and port of S/wys, which 
makes fo great.a figure in antient hilto- 
ry, and is {till looked upon as theca- 
pital of Dutch Flanders. Bat itis much 
fallen, the town is but indifferent, the 
caftle in bad order, and the port,which 
was formerly capable of receiving 500 
large fhips, will not now hold so barks, 
being fo choaked up- that no veffel of 
bulk can enter. In point of fituation, 
as the whole country may be laid un- 
der water, itis on the land fide abfo- 
hutely inaccellible. The little arm of 
the fea, which runs up between it and 
the ifland of Cad/and, 1s called the Zwiz, 
for the fecuring the navigation of 
which feveral forts have been erected.— 
You will- fee, therefore, that we are 
not alarmed without caufe. ‘The con- 
gueft of this fmall tract will cover Ghent 
and Bruges very. efiectually, give a 
roundnels to the Frevch acquifitions, and 
open them acommunication between 
Antwerp and Offend. We lofe by this 
means, not the territory only, but our 
frontier; Fiu/bing is expofed, the ifland

mercy. Can you believe we fhall ever 
bear this? The terrible effetts of the 
French artil during the prefent war, 


will not fuffer us to confide in the 
firength of any place expofed td them, 
otherwife we might entertain hopes 
that there’ would be fome interval be- 
tween feeing and conquering places 
that in all their long wars the Spaniards 
could never take from us, and which e- 
ven proved an impenetrable rampart 
againit the Frezch themfelves in 1672. 
But terms are to be no longer kept. The 
fword is.at lait drawn, and undoubtedly 
mutt be either foon fheathed agai, or 
both parties muft throw away their 


{cabbards. I firmly. believe this, and 
fo do moft people, and confequently ex- 
pectan immediate end of the war, ora 
war without end.

S you gave a place in the Magazine for 
laft month to fome Jele€trical experi- 
ments, from which if properly conduéted and 
executed with judgment, we may reafonably ex- 
pect fome important difcoveries, as the power 
of eleftricity, or ethereal fire, is one of the 
moft general caufes and inftruments of aétion 
in matter, all bodies being fubject continually 
and neceffarily, more or lefs, to its influence: 
I hope, from the fame view of promoting the 
invention of ufeful general truths, you will 
infert the following experiments alfo ; which 
as they have a relation to fome of thofe before 
publifh’d, to avoid repetition, I fhall number 
thofe where the others ended, and refer tq the 
former numbers.

18. As the figns of death are uncertain, fo 
long as none of the vital organs are deftroy’d, 
nor any indications of a beginning general pu- 
trefation, and as there are inftances of perfons 
reputed irrecoverably dead, who have been re- 
ftored to life ; among other proper methods for 
that purpofe, will not the operation of bron- 
chotomy, and injecting the ethereal vapour,

And fuch 
children, @c. as are ufher’d dead into the 
world, by the Cefarean operation, and that a 
confiderable time after the death of the mother, 
provided they are near their time, and none of 
the forefaid infallible figns of death found upon 
them ? 

19. As thofe who work in mines, and fub- 
terraneous places, often experience the fatal ef- 
feéts of mineral exhalations and damps, efpe- 
cially thofe of the fulminating kind; 1f all the 
branches or paffages ina mine are furnifh’d each 
with an iron chain or wire properly fufpended, 
and all thofe wires communicate with another 
infulated chain, defcending from the upper en- 
trance of the main adit or fhaft, to the bot- 
tom of the mine: ‘Things being thus difpos’d, 
if there are any figns (which mzy be probably 
known by a barometer and thermometer, Gc, 
placed in the mine) indicating a colleCtion, or 
accumulation of fuch nitro-fulphureous falmi- 
nating vapours, they may be fafely and readily 
fired, exploded, and difperfed by the electrical 
fire communicated thereto by the chains. And 
moreover, if at proper times, fome loofe gun- 
powder is laid in the branches of the mines, and 
fired by thofe electrified chains, fuch explofions 
and concuifions of the air will difperfe and 
precipitate fuch deftructive damps, and by

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keeping the air thus duly ventilated, agitated, 
and purified, both the health and lives. of ma-. 
ny perfons will be preferved. Moreover if rocks, 
&c. obftruct the carrying on of deep mines,the 
work may be muchexpedited, by blowing: up 
the rock with powder, which may be fired in 
the fafeft and moft expeditious manner by fuch 
electrified chains. And the fame method may 
be of ufe.in fuch mines as are ufed for the de- 
fence or attack of fortified places, @c. 

20. Will not the electrical fire ferve to cure 
{moking chimnies, by giving a new current and 
direction to the fmoke, which may be done by 
wires or chains properly difpofed and fufpended 
within the chimney,and having another infulat- 
ed chain or wire to conduct the electrified va- 
pour from the machine, to the wires in the 
chimny, which wires when electrified, will re- 
pel the fmoke, and give itanewcurrent and 
determination, And the eleétrical machine may 
be work’d either by the force of water, wind, 
aman, or horfe, or by aweight, like a jack. 
And one machine with conductors properly 
difpofed, will ferve the purpofes not only of one 
but feveral houfes, &c.

that when the Prince of Orange was of 
age, he fhould enjoy the pofts of Cap- 
tain-General and Admiral ; but whe- 
ther this was really intended or not, is 
uncertain; but when the French king 
invaded Holland in 1672, the people 
forced the States to declare the Prince 
of Orange ftadtholder, and to fend de- 
puties to releafe him from the oath he 
had taken, never to accept of that em- 
ployment. After the death of this glori- 
ous Prince, fo well known to the world 
by the title of king of thefe realms, the 
form of government, which had fub- 
fifted before he was made ftadtholder, 
was refumed, and the prefent furviving 
branch of the houfe of Na//au preferved 
only its hereditary Stadtholderfhip of 
Friezland, which was enjoyed by the 
late Prince of Orange, and devolved by 
his death on his ferene highnefs, who 
now enjoys that title. 

It is not eafy to fay, for few authors 
have treated the point particularly, 
wherein the office of a Stadtholder con- 
fifts. We muft in that refpect rely up- 


on judgment and experience, which D 


plainly fhewsus, that as the fovereign- 
ty reited in the States General (on the 
throwing off the yoke of Spain) fo the 
adminiftration of the government was 
in a great meafure left to the Prince of 
Orange, partly as Stadtholder, and part- 
ly as Captain General and. Admiral. 
‘The States alone had the power of mak - 
ing peace or war, and of entering into 
all foreign alliances, raifing of ‘taxes, 
nd coining of money. The. prince 
difpofed of all military commands both 
by land and fea, in time of war by his 
own commiflion, in time of peace by 
that of the States. 
pardoned offenders, and nominated 
magiitrates ; the towns prefenting him 
the names of three, out of which he 
chofe one.

H E whole artillery of Gezoz be- 

ing ceded tothe Queen of Huz- 
gary, by the capitulation of September 
6, fome of it was fending to General 
Brown ; 12 cannon were a¢tually con- 
vey’d to the fuburb of St !Lazaro, 
whence they were to be tranfported ;

hopes of an accommodation. Hotili- 
ties were order’d to be fufpended, if the 
revolters did the fame, and in the after- 
noon the Marquis de Botta and two o- 
ther generals rode to the port, where 
they perceived the number of the fedi- 
tious to encreafe prodigioufly, the gal- 
ly flaves being. releafed: for that pur- 
pofe ; they faw alfo that the troops of 
the repulick and their officers, with the 
Spanifo and French officers and foldiers, 
though prifoners of war, had joined 
them; on which the Marquis was obli- 
ged to promife the evacuation of St 
Thonass gate, and that of the New- 
Jireet, and all the places quite to the 
light houfe, on promife not to be mo- 
Jefted in our quarters at, in or near S, 
Pierre d Arena, and the bridge of Cor- 
mighano. 

The perfon who fpoke for the peo- 
ple was a Spanifb officer, our prifoner, 
who faid the people had forced him,and 
all the other prifoners,to take arms with 
them. Our troops had.nofooner begun 
to evacuate the places, but a terrible 
fire of artillery and mufquetry was made 
upon them from the old Mole, the Ar- 
fenal, aid Monte Real, and Monte Ca- 
rigna, \he people having taken away 
by force the hoftages which they had 
juit given. ‘The battalion of Pa/f, fta- 
tioned before Prince Doria’s palace near 
St Thomas's gate, were perfidioufly ma{- 
facred or made prifoners. C.Ca/fighone, 
who was returning with the Marquis to 
S. Pierre a’ Arena, had his horfe fhot by 
acannon ball. Finding, therefore, by 
experience there was no relying on the 
faith of the Genoe/e, and that the go- 
vernment w.as in the revolt, it was 
thought beft to fecure the pafs of the 
Bochetta, in order to fave what part of 
the baggage and the military cheft we 
could. ‘The retreat was begun before 
day on the * rith, and there being a 
want of mules to carry the treafure, 
500 men were drawn out to advance 
with each sooysenouines, the baggage 


followed, and the whole march would G 


have been happily effected, had not the 

eafants taken at Ponte Decimo 5 mules

LL is quiet on the fide of Turkey 
A and in the North; for the Swedes, 
who, influenced by French counfel, be- 
gan to aflemble troops in Fixdand, that

as if the aggrandifement of the fhouie 
of Bourbon, and the depreffion of the 
houfe of Au/fria had no ‘relation to the 
honour of the empire, or. their own {e- 
curity. His majetty of Pruffia declares 
his pacific intentions, and that, tho’ he 
forms camps and armies in Silefa and 
near his capital, as well as in Pruffia, it 
is with-no other view than that of ex- 
ercifing his troops,

As foon as the animal begins to 
extend it, the firft thing that is extru- 
ded the theca, isa fecond fheath of a 
light flefh-colour, and pretty much in 
form like the flower of the digitalis fio- 
vibus parpureis ; and then out of this a- 
nother hollow tube, which is analogous 
to the g/ams penis of other creatures, 
very like the flower of the ariffolochia 
floribus purpureis, bat of a lighter or 
fainter flefh-colour than the former.

which are but {mall on the ridge of the 
neck and back, but grow larger by de- 
grees downwards toward the belly, and 
are largeft on the fhoulders and but- 
tocks, and continue pretty large upon 
the legs all along down ; but, between 
the folds, the fkin is as fmooth and foft 
as filk, and eafily penetrated ; of a’pale 
flefh-colour, which does not appear to 
view in the folds, except when the 
Rhinoceros extends them, but is always 
in view under the fore and hinder parts 
of the belly ; but the middle isincruit- 
ed over like the reft of the fkin. © ‘To 
call thefe {cabbed roughnefles icales, as 
fome have done, is to raife an idea in 
us of fomething regular ; which in ma- 
ny authors is a great inaccuracy, and 
leads the reader into errors ; for there is 
nothing formal in any of them. 

As to the performance of this ant- 
mal’s feveral motions, let us confider the 
great wifdom of the Crearor, in 
contrivance that ferves him for that pur- 
pofe. The fkin is intirely impenetra- 
ble and inflexible; if therefore it was 
continued all over the creature, as 
fkins: of other animals, without ‘an; 
folds, he could not bend any way, and 
confequently not perform any neceflary 


action ; but that dupplenefs in the fi 
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of all other quadrupeds, which reriders 
them flexible in all parts, is very well 
compenfated in this animal by thofe 
folds; for, fince it was necefiary his 
{kin fhould be hard for his defence, it 
was a noble contrivance, that the {kin 
fhould be fo foft and {mooth underneath, 
that, when he bends himfelf any way, 
one part of this board-like {kin thould 
flip or fhove over the other; and that 
thefe feveral folds fhould be placed in 
fuch: parts of his body, as might fact- 
litate the performance of every motion he 
might be dilpofed to. 

"Vhere is'a horn of one of thefe. ani- 
mals in the Mufeum of the Royal So- 
ciety, almoft a yard long, and at the 
bafe about half a foot over, in colour 
and fmoothnels like thofe of a bull, and 
folid quite through ; and if we coniider 
the fize of the Kbimscercs, in proportion 
.to its horn, that to which this belonged 

muft have been a ftupendous animal in. 
fize and ftrength, and from his fi 
when ftruck or hungry, apt 
quite indomitable and untract 
muft certainly run too fait for 
foot to efcape him.

till 85 years before the chriftian zra, fo 
that he feems to be the {carceit of all 
quadrupeds ;— Réinoceros is his Greek 
name, from the horn on the nole, and 
he is with great probability iuppofed to 
be the Unicorn of the ancients. 

The Hebrew name, which in our 
tranflation we render Unicorn, is by the 
Septuagint, St Ferome, Tertullian and 
others, tranflated Rhinoceros; asin “fob 
xxxix. 9. Numb. xxi. 22. and 

iv.8.. Deut. xxxitpr7. irom 
whence, and from the general accounts 
of the ancients, we may alfo gather that 
this creature was the ttrongeft then 
known; and the Rhinoveros continues fo 
to this day, not excepting the elephant; 
whereas the authors, who have multi- 
plied Uxicorms, have not pretended their 
force to come near that of the KAino- 
Cer os.

7y- HE happy effects arifing from the 

feveral hofpitals erected about theje 
two great cities for the reception of dif- 
eafed: poor, will futliciently juflify the 
inftitution of tH7s, And it is hoped thar 
the fituation of it (in Windmill-freet, 
Hampftead-road, near Sr Giles’s, a popu- 
Jous part of the town, at a great dif- 
tance from other hofpitals) and its more 
extenfive ufe in providing for the dif 
trefles of poor comen with child, will re- 
commend it to the ailiftance and the 
contribution of thofe whom Humanity 
and Religion infpire with benevolence. 

This hofpital confifts of two conve- 
nient houfes, adjoining to each other, 
in an airy fituation, was infituted in 
Auguft 1745, and is now capable of re- 
celving 30 inn-patients, who are fur- 
nifhed with advice, medicines, lodg- 
ing and diet, and no fecurity required 
for their burial. 

Married women on/y are admitted in 
the laft month of their pregnancy ; they 
are to be under the care of the man 
midwife (Mr Layard) to be deliver’d by 
him, and furnished with all neceffaries 
at the charge of the hofpital. In dan- 
gerous cafes Dr Savdys will attend, but 
no pupils in this ward. 

A {ubfcriber of three guineas per 477. 
(which makes a governor) may recom- 
mend, and have in the houle, at one 
time, either a lying-in woman, or a 
fickor lame. A {ubicriber of five gui 
neas, both. A fublcriber of 30 guinca 
down is a governor for life, with the 
{ame privilege. Contributors of lefler 
{ums may alio recommend fick and lame 
perfons, Tuefday is the day of 
million, but accidents are ‘admitted. e- 
very day without recomnendation.

Mafenius may feem to 
have err’d on, the more excufeable fide ; but 
the delicacy of his ftyle, the. harmony of his 
numbers, and the great choice of his epithets, 
feveral of which are fingular, ought to plead in 
his behalf, and palliate trifles. 

Playing upon words is a principal obje@ion 
to Milton’s ftile; ’tis likely he copy’d this 
Jearned jefuit in that too.

Of entirely barking Trees to remedy 
Blemifbes. 

Wwe fee, in the Afa Germanica, an 

‘* account of an experiment of this 
fort, for the improvement of fruit trees, 
which being related to fome of our gar- 
deners, is entirely difcredited. Wein- 
fert the procefs, therefore, that it may 
by try’d for proof, it being now the pro- 
per feafon. 

The whole body of the tree muft be 
firft intirely ttripped of both its barks, 
from the loweft branches to the ground; 
after which the moifture, which will 
then exfude from the ftock,. mutt be 
fpread {moothly and equally with a quill 
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or feather, where it fhall happen to flag» 
nate, and carried over fuch parts as were 
not before covered with it. ° But Jeft the 
violent heat of the {un fhould check the 
efflux of the juices, the flock muft be 
fhaded,  efpecially on the fouth quarter ; 
care muft- alfo be taken to prevent any 
external impreflion on the renafcent 
bark, as the Jeaft friction will injure it. 

‘The advantages propofed by this me- 
thod of treating trees are the rendering 
fuch as have rough refinous coats, de- 
formed exerefcences, or any. other cu- 
taneous defeét, which impairs either 
their beauty or feecundity, at once both 
fightly and ufeful, without wounding 
the grain, and an increafe of profit: to 
the proprietors of fuch trees of which 
the bark is valuable. 

This practice is the difeovery of the 
lord of Carpzozw in Germanyy who has a 


‘great number of fruit trees, feveral of

which have been fo treated. 

We hope if any ingenious perfon 
fhall make the experiment here, he will 
oblige us with an account of his fuccefs.

ord BELNAVEN’S Speech inthe Scotch Par- 
liament, Nov. 2, 1706, on the fubje&-mat~ 
ter of the Union. 


My Lord Chancellor, 
HEN I confider this affair of an uni- 
on betwixt the two nations, as it is 
exprefs’d in the feveral articles thereof, and 
now the fubjeé of our deliberation at this time; 
I find my mind crouded with variety of very 
melancholy thoughts, and I think it my duty 
to difburden myfelf of fome of them, by lay- 
ing them before, and expofing them to the fe- 
rious confideration of this honourable houfe. 

I think I fee a free and independent kingdom 
delivering up that, which all the world hath 
been fighting for, fince the days of Nimrod ; 
yea, that for which moft of all the empires, 
kingdoms, ftates, principalities, and dukedoms 
of Europe, are at this very time engaged in the 
moft bloody and cruel wars that ever were 3 to 
wit, a power to manage their own affairs by 
themfelves, without the affiftance and counfel 
‘of any other. 

Ithink I fee a national church, founded 
uponarock, fecured bya claim of right, hedg- 
ed and fenced about by the ftriéteft and poimt- 
ed’ ft legal fanction that fovereignty could con- 
trive, voluntarily defcending into a plain, up- 
on an equal level with ews, Papzfts, Socini- 
ans, Arminians, Anabaptifis, and other fec- 
taries. 

I think I fee the noble and honourable peer - 
age of Scotland, whofe valiant predeceffors led 
armies againft their enemies upon their own 
proper charges and expences, now divefted of 
their followers and vaffalages, and put upon 
fuch an equal foot with their vaffals, that I 
think I fee a petty Englifb excifeman receive 
more homage and refpect, than what was paid 
formerly to their guondam Mackallamors. 

I think I fee the prefent peers of Scotland, 
whofe noble anceftors conquered provinces, o- 
ver-run countries, reduced and fubjected towns 
and fortified places, exacted tribute through the 
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indovar, ejectione firme, injunétions, demure, 
&c. and frighted with appeals and avocations, 
becaufe of the new regulations and re<tifications 
they may meet with, 

I think I fee the valiant and gallant foldiery 
either fent to learn the plantation-trade abroad 5 
or at home petitioning for a {mall fubfiftence, as 
the reward of their honourable exploits, while 
their old corps are broken, the common foldiers 
left to beg, and the youngeft Englifh corps 
kept ftanding. 

think I fee the honeft indufirious tradef- 
man loaded with new taxes and impofitions, 
difappointed of the equivalents, drinking wa- 
ter in place of ale, eating his faltlefs pottage, 
petitioning for encouragement. to his manufac= 
tories, and anfwered by counter petitions. 

In fhort, I think I fee the laborious plough= 
man, with his corn {poiling upon his hands for 
want of fale, curfing the day of his birth, 
dreading the expence of his burial, and wncer« 
tain whether to marry, or do worfe. 

{ think I fee the incurable difficulties of the 
landed men, fetter’d under the golden chain of 
equivalents, their pretty daughters petitioning 
for want of hufbands, and their fons for want 
of employment. 

I think I fee our mariners delivering up their 
fhips to their Dutch partners ; and what thro” 
preffes and neceffity, earning their bread as un- 
derlings in the royal Exglifh navy. 


D_. Butabove all, my lord, I think I fee our an- 


greateft part of England, now walkingin the — 


court of Requefts, like fo many Englifh attor- 
mies, laying afide their walking with {words 
when in company with the Engiz/b peers, left 
their felf-defence fhould be found murder. 

I think I fee the honcurable eftate cf barons, 
the bold afferters of the nation’s right and li- 
berties in the worft of times, now fetting a 
watch upon their lips, and a guard upon their 
tongues, left they be found guilty of fcandalum 
waAgh atu. 

I think I fee the royal ftate of boroughs, 
walking their defolate ftreets, hanging down 
their heads under difappointments ; wormed 
out of all the branches of their old trade, wn- 
certain what hand to turn to, neceffitate to be- 
‘come apprentices to their unkind neighbours ; 
and yet after all, finding their trade fo fortified 
by companies, and fecured by, prefcriptions, that 
‘ they defpair of any fuccefs tier 

I think I fee our learned judges laying afide 
their practiques nnd decifions, ftudying the 
common Jaw of England, gravelled with certi- 
‘@rasies, nifi prius’s, writs of error, verditts 
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cient mother Caledonia, like Cefar, fitting in 
the midft of our fenate, ruefully looking round 
about her, covering herfelf with her royal gar- 
ment, attending the fatal blow, and breathing 
out her laft with an Er tu quogue, mi fili ? 

Are not thefe, my. lord, very, afflicting 
thoughts ? And yet they are the leaft part fug- 
gefted to me by thefe difhonourable articles, 
Should not the confiderations of thefe things vi- 
vify thefe dry bones of ours? Should not the 
memory of our noble predeceffors valour and 
conftancy roufe up our drooping {pirits ? Are 
our noble predeceifors fouls got fo far into the 
Englife cabbage-ftock and colliflowers, that we 
fhould fhew the leaft inclination that way ? 
Are our eyes fo blinded? Are our ears fo 
deafened? Are our hearts fo hardened ? Are 
our tongues fo faltered ? Are our hands fo fet- 
tered, that in this our day, I fay, my lord, in 
this our day, that we fhould not mind the 
things that concern the very being and well-be- 
ing of our ancient kingdom, before the day be 
hid from our eyes. ‘ 

No, my lord, God forbid! man’s extremity ig 
God’s opportunity: He is a prefent help in 
tirae of need, and a deliverer, and that right 
early. Some unhforefeen providence will fall 
out, that may caft the balance ; fome Fofepb 
or other will fay, Why do ye ftrive together, 
fince you are brethren? None can deftrof 
Scotland, fave Scotland’s felf ; hold your hand 
from the pen, you are fecure. Some Fudah 
or other will fay, Let not our hands be upon 
the lad, he is our brother, There will be a 
Febowah Fireb, and fome'ram will be caught 
in the thicket, when thebloody knife is at out 
mother’s throat; Let'us up then, my lord,

and let our. noble patriots behave themfelves 
Ike men, and we know not how. foch 4 blef- 
fing may come! 

My lord, T'with from my heart that ‘this my 
vifion proye not as true,jas my reafung for it are 
probable: I defign’not at this tinte to enter in- 


to the merits of any one particular article  InA 


intend this difeourfe, 45 an introduétion to what 
J may afterwards fay upon the whole debate, as 
it falls in before this honourable houfe ; and 
therefore, in the farther profecution of what. I 
have to fay, I fhall infit upon fome few parti- 
culars, very neceflary to be underftood, before 
we enter into the detail of fo important a 
jatter, 

I fhall therefore, in the firft place; endea- 
vour to encourage a free and full deliberation, 
without animofities and heats. In the next 
place, I fhall endeavour tomake an inquiry in- 
to the nature and fource of the unnatural and 
dangerous ‘divifions that are now on foot with- 
tn this ifle, with fome motives fhewing, that it 
is our intereft to lay them afide at this time :

‘Then I hall inquire into the reafons which have © 


induced the two nations to enter into a treaty 
of union at this time, with fome confiderations 
and meditations, with relation to the behavi- 
our of the lords. commiflioners of the two 
kingdoms, in the management of this great 
concern, And, laftly, I thall propofe a me- 
thod, by which we fhall moft diftin@ly, and 
without confufion, go through the feveral arti- 
cles of this treaty, without Unneceflary repe- 
titions, or lofs of time. And all this with all 
deference, and under the correction of this ho- 
nourable houfe. 

My lord chancellor, the greateft honour that 
was done unto a Reman, was to allow him the 
glory of a-triumph ; the greateft and mott dif- 
honourable punifhment was that of parricide ; 
He that was guilty of parricide, was beaten 
with rods upon his naked body, till the blood 
guiled out of all the veins of his body; then 
he was fowed up in a leather fack, called a ‘Cy- 
les, with a cock, a viper, and an ape, and 
thrown headlong into the fea. 

My lord, hypocrify is a greater crime than 

patricide all the world over. 
“o Ina triumph, my lord, when a conqueror 
was riding in his triumphal chariot, crowned 
with laurels;“adorned with trophies, and ap- 
plauded with huzzas, there was a monitor ap- 
pointed to ftand behind him, to warn him not 
to be high-minded, nor “puffed up with over- 
weening thoughts of himfelf ; and to his cha- 
riot were tied a whip.and a bell, to mind him, 
that for all “his glory and grandeur, he Was ac- 
countable to the people for his adminiftration, 
and would be punifhed as other men, if found 
guilty. 

The greateft honour among us, my Jord, is 
to reprefent ‘the fovereigh’s facred perfon in 
parliament 5 and in one particular it appears to 
be greater than’ that of a triumph ; becaufe the 


whole legiflative power f{€ems'to be wholly. H 


trufted with him: ~ If he give the royal affént 
to an act of the eftates, it becomes a law obliga- 
tory upon the fubjeét, tho” contrary,or without 
apy inftruetions from the fovercign, i hy asiue 
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the royal affent to a vote in parliament, it caft- 
not be a law, tho’ he has the fovereign’s parti- 
cular and pofitive inftruétions for it, 

His grace the Duke of Queenfberry,, who 
now reprefents her majefty in this feffien of 
parliament, -hath had the honour of that great 
truft, as often, if not more, than any Scoteh= 
man ever had: He hath been the favourite of 
two fucceflive fovereigns, and I cannot but 
commend his conftancy and perfeverance, that, 
notwithftanding his former difficulties, and un- 
{uccefsful attempts, and maugre fome other 
Specialities not yet determined, that his grace 
has yet had the refolution to undertake the 
mo{t unpopular meafures aft, If his grace 
fuceeed in this affair of an union, and that it 
prove for the happinefs and welfare of the na- 
tion, then he juftly merits ‘to have a ftatue of 
gold erected for himfelf ; but if it fhould tend 
to the intire deftru€tion and abolition of our 
nation; and that we, the nation’s truftees, 
fhall go into it ; then I muft fay, that a whip 
and a bell, a cock, a viper, and an ape, are 
too {mall punifhments for any fuch bold unna- 
tural undertaking and complaifance. 

That Imay pave a way, my lord, to a full, 
calm, and free reafoning upon this affair,which 
is of the Jaft confequence uhto this nation ae 
fhall mind this honourable houfe, that we are 
the fucceffors of our noble predeceffors, who 
founded our monarchy, framed our laws, a- 
mended, altered, and correéted them from 
time to time, as the affairs-and circumfanees 
of the nation did require, without the affiftance 
or advice of any foreign’ power or potentate 5 
and whe, during the time of two thoufand 
years, have handed them down to us, a free in - 
dependent nation, with the hazard of their 
lives and fortunes: _ Shall not we then argue 
for that, which our progenitors have purchas’d 
for us at fo dear a rate? And with fo much 
immortal honour and glory ? God “forbid. 
Shall the hazard of a father unbind the liga~ 
ments of a dumb fen’s tongue ; and fhall we 
hold our peace, when our patria is in danger ? 
I {peak this, my lord, that may encourage e- 
very individual member of this houfe, to {peak 
their mind freely. There are many wife and 
prudent men amongft us, who ‘think it not 
worth their while to open their mouths ; there 
are others, who can fpeak very well, and to 
good purpofe, who fheiter themfelves under the 
thameful cloak of filence, from a fear of the 
frowns of great men and parties. I have ob- 
ferved, my lord, by my experience, thegreateft 
number of fpeakers in the mof trivial affairs 3 
and it will always prove fo, while we come not 
to the right underftanding of our cath de fidelt, 
whereby we are bound not only to give our 
vote, but: our faithful advice in parliament, as 
we fhould anfwer to God ; and in our ancient 
laws, the reprefentatives of the honourable ba- 
tons, and the royal boroughs, are termed 
fpokefmex. It lies upon your Jordfhips, there - 
fore, particularly to take notice of fuch, whofe 
modefty makes them bafhful to fpeak. There- 
fore I fhall leave it upon you, and coneliide 
this polat with a very guemorable faying - m 
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honeft private gentleman to a great queen, up- 


on occafion of a ftate-project, contrived by an’ 


able ftatefman, and the favourite to a great 
king, again{ft a peaceable obedient people,’ be- 
caufe of the diverfity of their laws and conftitu+ 
tions: If at this time thou hold thy peace, 
falwation fball come to the people from another 
place, but thousand thy houfe fhall perifh; “1 


leave the application to each particular member 


of this houfe. 


My lord, I come now to confider our divifi~’ 
y ? 


ons. Weare under the happy reign (bleffed be 
God) of the beft of queens, who has no evil 
defign againft the meaneft'of her fubjeéts, who 
loves all her people, and is equally beloved by 
them again ; and yet that under the happy in- 
fluence of our moft excellent queen, there 
thould be fuch divifions and faétions, more dan- 
gerous and threatning to her dominion, than if 
we were under an arbitrary government, is moft 
ftrange and unaccountable. Under an arbitra~ 
ry prince, all are willing to ferve, becaufe’ all 
are under a neceffity to obey, whether they 
will or not. He chufes therefore whom he 
will, without refpect to either parties or faati- 
ons; and, if he think fit to take the advices of 
his councils, or parliaments, every man {peaks 
his mind freely, and the prince receives the 
faithful advices of his people without thé mix- 
ture of felf-defigns : If he prove a good prince 
the government is eafy ; if bad, ether death, 
or a revolutien, brings a deliverance. | Where- 
as here, my lord, there appears no end of our 
mifery, if not prevented in time 3 factions re 
now become independent, and have got footing 
© councils, in parliaments, in treaties, in ar- 
ies, in incorporations, in families, among 
kindred,yea,man and wife are not free from their 
political jars, 

It remains therefore, my lord, that I inquire 
into the nature of thefe things, and fince the 
names give us not the right idea of the thing, I 
am afraid I fhall have difficulty to make myfelf 
well underftood. 

The names generally ufed- to denote the fac- 
tions are Whig and Tory, as obfeure as that of 
Guelfs and Gibelins, yea, my lord, they have 
different fignifications, as they are applied to 
faftions in each kingdom ; a Whig in England 
is a heterogenedus creature, in Scotland he is 
all of a piece ; a Tory in England is! all of a 
piece and a flatefman 3 in Scotland, he is quite 
otherways, an anti-courtier and an anti-ftatef- 
man, 

A Whig in England appears to be fomewhat 
Vike Nebuchadnezzar’s image of different me- 
tals, different clafles, different principles, and 
different defigns; yet, take them altogether, 


they are likea piece of fine mix’d drugget of dif- 
ferent threads, fome finer, fome coarfer, which 
after all make a comely appearance, and ana- 
greeable fuit. ‘Tory is like a piece of loyal: 

ade Engit/b cloth, the true ftaple of the nati- 
tion, all of a thread ; yet, if we look narrowly 
into it, we fhall perceive diverfity of colours, 
which (according tothe various fituations and 


pofitions) makes various appearances : Some 
Ms < Py . } + Cn as bl 40 
times Yory is like the moon in its full, as ap- 
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pearedin the affair of the bill Of the occafonal 
conformity ; upon other o¢cafions it appears to 
be under a cloud, and)’ as if it were eclipfed by 
a greater body, as it did in the defign of calling 
over the illuftrious princefs Sophia. However, 
by this we may fte, their defigns are to out. 
fhoot Whig in his own bow. 

Whig in Scotland is 4 true-blue prefbyterian, 
who, without confidering time or power, will 
venture their all for the'kiré: But fomething 
lefs for the ftate. The greateft difficulty is, 
how to defcribe a Scotch Tory. Of old, when 
I knew them firft, Tory was an honeft-heart- 
ed comradifh fellow, who, provided he was 
maintain’d and proteéted jn his benefices, title, 
and dignities by the ftate, he was the lefs anxi- 
ous who had the government and management 
of the-church : but now what he is fince jure 
divinity came in fafhion ; and that chriftianity, 
and, by confequenge, falvation comes to de- 
pend upon epifcopal ordination, I profefs I 
know not what to make of him ; only this I 
muft fay for him, that he endeavours to do by 
oppofition, that which his brother in England 
endeavours by a more prudent and lefs fcrupu- 
lous’ method. 

Now, my lord, from thefe divifions, there 
has got up a kind of ariftocracy, fomething 
like the famous triumvirate at Rome; they are 
4 Kind of undertakers and’ pragmatic ftatefmen, 
who finding their power and ftrength great, and 
anfwerable to their defigns, will make bargains 
with our'gracious fovereign ; they will ferve 
her faithfully, but upon ¢heir own terms ; they 
muft have their own inftruments, their own 
meafures 3 this man muft be turned out, and 
that man put in, and then they'll make her the 
moft glorious queen im Europe. 

Where will thisend, my lord? Is not her 
majefty in'danger by fuch a method? Is not 
the-monarchy in danger’? “Is not the nation’s 
peace and tranquillity in danger? Will a 
change of parties make the nation more happy? 
No, my lord, the feed is fown, that is like to 
afford ‘us a perpetual increafe ; it is not an annu. 
al-herb, it takes deep root, it feeds and breeds 3 
and ‘if not timely prevented by her majefty’s 
royal endeavours, will fplit the whole ifland 
in two, 

My lord, Ithink, confilering our prefent 
circumftances at this time,‘ the almighty God 
has referved this great work for us. We may 
brnife this hydra of divifion, and cruth this 
cockatrice’s egg. Our neighbours in England 
are not yet fitted for any fuch thing ;, they are 
not under the afflicting hand of providence, as 
we are ; their circumftances are great and glo- 
rious, their treaties are prudently manag’d, 
both at home and abroad, their generals brave 
and valorous, their armies fuccefsful and vic- 
torious, their trophies and laurels memorable 
and furprizing ; their enemies fubdued and 
routed, their ftrong holds befieg’d and taken, 
fieges reliev’d, marfhals kill’d and taken pri- 
foners, provinces and kingdoms are the refults 
of their victories ; their royal navy is the terror 
of Europe, their trade and commerce extended 
thro’ the univerfe, izcircling the whole habit- 
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‘ble world, and rendering their own capital ci- 
i the emporium for the whole inhabitants of 

e earth; and, which is yet more than all thefe 
things, the fubjeéts freely beftowing their trea- 
fure upon their fovereign ; and above all, thefe 
vaft riches, the finews of war (and without 
which all the glorious fuccefs had proved abor- 
tive) thefe treafures are manag’d with fuch 
faithfulnefs and nicety, that they anfwer fea- 
fonably all their demands, though at never fo 
great a diftance. Upon thefe confiderations, 
my lord, how hard and difficult a thing will it 
prove, to perfuade our neighbours to a felf-de- 
nying bill ! 

It is quite otherways with us, my lord, we 
are an obfcure poor people, tho’ formerly of 
better account, removed to a remote corner of 
the world, without name, and without allian- 

es, our poits meanand precarious ; fo that I 
profefs I don’t think any one poft of the king- 
dom worth the briegning after, fave that of be- 
ing commiffioner to a long feflion of a factious 
Scotch parliament, with an antedated commi(ffi- 
on, and that yet renders the reft of the mini- 
fters more miferable, What hinders us then, 
my lord, to lay afide our divifions, to unite cor- 
dially and heartily together in our prefent cir- 
cumftances, when our all is at flake ? Hanni- 
bal, my lord, is at our gates, Hannibal is 
come within our gates, Hannibal is come-the 
length of thistable, he is at the foot of this 
throne ; if we take not notice, he'll feize up- 
on thisregalia,he’!] take them as our {polia op 1- 
wa, and whip us out of this houfe never to re- 
turn again. 

For the love of God then, my lord, for the 
fafety and weltare of our ancient kingdom, 
whofe fad circumftances, I hope, we {hall yet 
convert into profperity and happinefs! We 
want no means, if we unite; God bleffeth the 
peace-makers ; we want neither men, nor fuf- 
ficiency of all manner of things neceflary, to 
make a nation happy; all depends upon the 
Management, concordia res parve crefcunt. J 
fear not thefe articles, tho’ they were ten times 
Worfe than they are, if we once cordially for- 
give one another, and that according to our 
proverb, *Bygones be bygones, and fair play 
Jor time to come. For my part, in the fight of 
God, and in the prefence of this honourable 
houfe, I heartily forgive every man, and beg 
that they may do the fame to me; andI do 
moft humbly. propofe, that his grace, my lord 
commiffioner, may appoint an Agape, may or- 
der a love~feaft for this honourable houfe, that 
we may lay afide all felf-defigns, and after our 
fafts and humiliations, may have a day of re- 


joicing and thankfulnefs, may eat our meat with G 


gladnefs, ‘and our bread with a merry heart ; 
then fhall we fit each man under his own fig- 
tree, and the voice of the turtle thall be heard 
in our land, a bird famous for conftancy and 
fidelity. 

My lord, I fhall make a paufe here, and ftop 
ging on farther in my difcourfe, ’till I fee far- 
ther, if his grace, my lord commiffioner, re- 
¢eive any humble propofals for removing mif~ 
underflandings among us, and putting an end 
to our fatal divifions ; upon honour T have no

other defign, and I am content to beg the fa= 
vour upon my bended knees, 
[Vo Anfwer,| 
My lord chancellor, Jam jorry that 1 muft 
purfue the thread of my fad and melancholy 
{tory : What remains, I am afraid, may prove 


A as afflicting as what I have faid ; 1 fhall there- 


fore confider the motives which have engaged 
the two nations to enter upon a treaty of U- 
nion at this time, In general, my lord, & 
think both of them had in their view to bet- 
ter themfelves by the treaty ; but before I en- 
ter upon the particular motives of each nation, 
I mutt inform this honourable houfe, that fince 


B I can remember, the two nations have alter’d 


their fentiments upon that affair, even almoft ta 
down-right contradi€tion, they have chang'd 
headbands, as we fay ; for Exgland, ’till of 
late, never thought it worth their pains of 
treating with us; the good bargain’ they made 
at the beginning, they refolve to keep, and that 
which we call an incorporating Union, was not 
fo much as in their thoughts. The firft no- 


C tice they feem’d to take of us, was in our 


affair of Caledonia; when they had moft effec. 
tually broke off that defign ina manner, very 
well known to the world, and unneceflaty to 
be repeated here, they kept themfelves quiet 
during the time of our complaints upon that 
head. In which time our fovereign, to fatisfy 
the nation, and allay their heats, did conde- 
‘{cend to give us fome good laws, and amongft 
others, that of perfonal liberties; but Enge 
land having declared their fucceffion, and ex- 
tended their intail, without ever taking notice 
of us, our gracious fovereign Q. Anne was 
gracioufly pleafed to give the royal affent to our 
a& of fecurity, to that of peace and war after 
the deceafe of her majefty, and the heirs of her 
body, and to give us a hedge to all our ‘facred 
and civil interefts, by declaring it high treafor 
to endeavour the alteration of them, as they 
were then eftablifh’d. Thereupon did follow 
threatening and minatory Jaws againft us by 
the parliament of Exgiand, and the unjuft and 
unequal character of what her majefty had fo 
gracioufly condefcended to in our favours. Now, 
my lord, whether the defire they had to have 
us engag’d in the fame fucceflion with them ? 
Or whether they found us like free and inde- 
pendent people, breathing after more liberty 
than what formerly was looked after? Or 
whether they were afraid of our Aéct of Secu- 
rity, in cafe of her majefty’s deceafe ? Which 
of jall thefe motives has induced them to a 
treaty, I leave it to themfelves. This I muft 
fay only, they have made a good bargain this 
time alio. 
For the particular motives that induced us, 
I think, are obvious to be known ; we found, 
by fad experience, that every man hath ad- 
vanced in power. and riches, as they have done 
in trade; and at the fame time confidering, 
that no where thro’ the world, flaves are found 
to be rich, tho” they fhould be adorned with 
chains of gold, we thereupon changed our no» 
tion of an incorporating Union to that of a fe- 
deral one ; and being refolved to take this op- 
portunity to make demands upon them, before 
we 
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we enter into the fucceffion, we were content 
to impower her majefty to authorife and ap- 
point commiffioners to treat with the com- 
miffioners of England, with as ample powers 
as the lords commiffioners {from England had 
from their conftituents, that we might not ap- 
pear to have lefs confidence in her majefty, nor 
more narrow-hearted in our act than our 
neighbours of England: and thereupon laft 
parliament, after her majefty’s gracious letter 
was read, defiring us to declare the fucceffion 
in the firft place, and afterwards to appoint 
commiffioners to treat, we found it neceflary 
to renew our former refolve, which I fhall read 
to this honourable houfe. 


Refolve prefented by the Duke of Hamilton laft 
Seffion of Parliament. 
THAT this parliament will not proceed to 
the nomination of a fucceffor, ’till: we 
have had a previous treaty with England, in 
relation to our commerce, and other concerns 
with that nation. And farther, it is refol- 
ved, that this parliament will proceed to 
make fuch limitations and conditions of go- 
vernment, for the reétification of our con- 
ftitution, as may fecure the liberty, religion, 
and independency ef this kingdom, before 
they proceed to the faid nomination.” 
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Now, my lord, the laft feffion of parliament 
having, before they would enter upon any trea- 
ty with England, by a vote of the houfe, paffed 
both an aét for limitations, and an act for 
rectification of our conftitution, what mortal 
man has reafon to doubt the defign of this 
treaty was only federal ? 

My lord chancellor, it remains now, that 
we confider the behaviour of the lords-com- 
miffioners at the opening of this treaty. And 
before I enter upon that, allow me to make 
this meditation; that if our pofterity, after 
we are all dead and gone, fhould find them- 
felves under an ill-made bargain, and {hall 
have a recourfe unto our records, and fee who 
have been the managers of that treaty, by 
which they have fuffer’d fo much ; when they 
read the names, they will certainly conclude, 
and fay, Ah! our nation has been reduc’d to 
the laft extremity, at the time of this treaty 5 
all our great chieftains, all our great peers, 
and confiderable men, ‘who ufed formerly to 
defend the rights and liberties of the nation, 
have been all kill’d, and dead in the bed of ho- 
nour, before ever the nation was neceflitated to 
condefcend to fuch mean and contemptible 
terms. Where are the names of the chief 
men, of the noble families of Stuarts, Ha- 
miltons, Grabams, Campbels, Gordons, Fobn-~ 
fions, Humes, Murrays, Kers, &c? Where 
‘are the two great officers of the crown, the 
conftables and marfhals of Scotland? They 
have certainly all been extinguifh’d, and now 
we are flaves forever. 

Whereas the Exgli/h records will make their 
pofterity reverence the memory of the honour- 
able names, who have bronght under their 
fierce, warlike, and troublefome neighbours, 
who had ftruggled fo long for independency, 
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fhed the beft blood of their nation, and reduced 
a confiderable part of their country to become 
wafte and defolate, 

Tam inform’d, my lord, that our commif- 
fioners did indeed frankly tell the lords-com- 
miffioners for England, That the inclination of 
the people of Scotland were much alter’d of 
late, in relation to an incorporating Union, 
and that therefore, fince the intail was to end 
with her majefty’s life (whom God long pre- 
ferve) it was proper to begin the treaty upon 
the foot of the treaty in the 1604th year of 
God, the time when we came firft under one 
fovereign ; but this the Emgli/b commiffioners 
would not agree to; and our commiffioners, 
that they might not feem obftinate, were wil- 
ling to treat and conclude in the terms laid be- 
fore this honourable houfe, and fubjected to 
their determination. 

If the lords-commiffioners for England had 
been as civil and complaifant, they fhould cer- 
tainly have finith’d a iederal treaty likewife that 
both nations might have their choice, which of 
them to have gone into, as they thought fit ; 
but they would hear of nothing, but of an 
intire and compleat Union, a name which com- 
prehends an Union, either by incorporation, 
furrender, or conqueft ; whereas our commifii- 
oners thought of nothing but a fair, equal, and 
incorporating Union. Whether this be fo or 
no, I leave it to every man’s judgment ; but 
as for myfelf, I muft beg liberty to think it no 
fuch thing: for I take an incorporating union 
to be, where there is a change both in the ma- 
terial and formal points of government, as if 
two pieces of metal were melted down into 
one mafs, neither can be faid to retain its 
former form or fubftance, as it did before the 
mixture, But now, when I confider this trea - 
ty, as it hath been explained, and {poke to 
before us thefe three weeks patft, 1 fee the Exg- 
lifb conftitution remaining firm, the fame two 
houfes of parliament, the fame taxes, the fame 
cuftoms, the fame excifes, the fame trading 
companies, the fame municipal laws and courts 
of judicature ; and all ours either fubject to 
reguiations or annihilations, only we have the 
honour to pay their old debts, and to have 


f fome few perfons prefent, for witneifes to the 


validity of the deed when they are pleafed to 
contract more, 

Good God! What is this but an intire fue 
render ? \ 

My lord, I find my heart fo full of grief 
and indignation, that I muft beg pardon not 
to finifh the laft part of my difcourfe, that I 
may drop a tear, as the prelude to fo fad a ftory.

My lord chancellor, what I am now to fayo 
relates to the method of proceeding in this 
weighty affair: I hear it propofed by a noble 
member of the other fide, that we fhould pro- 
ceed in the fame order as the lords-commiffi- 
oners treaters did. In my humble opinion, my 
lord, it is neither the natural method, nor can 
it be done without great confufion and repeti-

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Hatever concerns. the good of

difinterefted) is almoft-as much indebt- 
ed as if they had fucceeded, The 
diftemper which’ at prefent,’ and for 
fome time has raged-{o violently a- 
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mongft horned. cattle, nearly concern? 
us all (more efpecially the indigent), 
With this confideration I have look’d 
over feveral of the accounts publifhed 
on this diftemper ; enquir’d into the 
fymptoms, and the feveral methods of 
cure laid down, from which I made the 
few following  refleétions - If they 


prove of any fervice to the public, ei- 
ther by conveying-a more rational idea 
of the nature of the malady, orin the 
directions given for the cure, my own 
breaft-carries its reward: If they are of 
no uie, I have one comfort fill; Pam 
{ure they can.dono harm. 

In the firft place, let us eif we can 
form a true notion of this malady, and 
to what fpecies of diforder it moit im- 
mediately belongs.—In this part of the 
kingdom (thank God) we have had no 
opportunity of knowing the fymptoms 
(the true and only method of diftin- 
guulhing diforders) but by the-accounts 
publifhed in the printed papers, ¢oc, 
from which it appears the moit remark. 
able diagnofticks of this dif emper, feem 
to be what is common in moft inflam- 
matory fevers amongft mankind, but 
perhaps rhore of the peripneumony (or 
that kind of inflammation mof imme- 
diately attacking the lungs) than any o- 
ther, and this I apprehend from the 
continual cough'they labour under the 
firft three or four days.—The analogy 
of our bodies to thofe of brutes, to any 
one but moderately {kill’d in anatomy, 
and the nature of things will be allow. 
ed, I hope, without difpute; bat what 
puts it almoft beyond all cavi} is-—That 
whatever changes ate produced by me- 
dicines in human bodies (making fome 
little allowances for the manner of li- 
ving, food, and ftrength of conftituti- 
Ons) are the fame, in all fuch animals as. 
have hitherto had affiftances that Way. 
-——Wealfo find, that almof all the fe. 
veral diforders thefe creatures, are {ub- 
ject to, may be ranged: under the fame 
claffes with ours, and be diftinguifhed 
by the fame titles. This doétrine 
will feem a little odd to fuch people ‘as 
have a confin’d way of thinking ;> but 
there is not the leaft room for furprize, 
if we confider that their bodies, as well 
as Ours, are compounded of bones, li- 
gaments, muf{cles, tendons, arteries, 
veins, nerves, lymphati¢s, glands, tr, 
the circulation, and all thefeveral {prings 
and motions of the whole ceconomy 
correfponding with ours; ‘and in ail 
refpects (if I may be allow’d the ex: 
preilion) are machines of the moft ex- 
act Limilitude. wee [f thefe points can 
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be fettled, that horfes, cows, €%c. are 
ebnoxious to the fame diforders we are, 
and that the fame remedies will produce 
the fame effects, what remains but that 
we carefully examine, from the fym- 
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cafioning a violent cough, it may fafely 
be inferr’d it is partly of the peripneu- 
monic kind, tho’ attended with a great 
degree more of what is commonly call’ 
malignancy, or, in other words, a high- 


ptoms, the nature of the diftemper, and A er and more active infammation.—As 


to what cla{s it belongs; in all re{pects 
judging of it as one of the prevailing 
common maladies incident te mankind. 
—Here I know it will be objected, 
that this diforder amongit cattle is in- 
fectious, and that the common fevers 
amonegtt us have not hitherto been con 
fider’d as fuch. To run thro’ the fe- 
veral arguments to prove its infection 
or otherwife would be tedious; but one 
or two I’ll offer to make it not infecti- 
ous.———Every.one who has the leatt 
concern with the fick, find that at cer- 
tain times we have what we call epi- 
demical or prevailing general diforders, 
Sometimes thefe ferzing many at one 
time, make us apt to judge them infec- 
tious ; but their happening to people in 
towns at great diftances, and without 
any communication of any fort, prove 
them to be nothing more than fuch a 
ftoppage of perfpiration, under fucha 
temper of air, and conftitution of body, 
as difpofes to this or that peculiar kind 
ef inHammation, and perhaps confe- 
quently more liable to attack this or that 
part.——If it falls upon the lungs, ’tis 
call’d a peripneumony ; if to the fides, a 
pleurily 3 if to the throat, an angina or 
guinfey; if to the head, produces a de- 
irlum orcoma if on the inteftines, ei- 
ther an inflammation or exceflive pur- 
ging ; if tothe ftomach, pain and zo- 
mitings ; if tothe bladder, not impro- 
bably a dy/uria; or if upon the limbs, 
excruciating rheumatic pains. All thefe 
cafes mutt be attended with a fever more 
or le{s violent, perhaps from the degree 
of ftoppage of perfpiration, malignan- 
cy of the air, or from the nature and 
ufes of the part it attacks. When any 
one of thefe fevers becomes epidemical, 
*tis not unnatural to fuppofe it propa- 
gated by infection; but if the above ar- 
guments are duly attended to, I hope it 
will.appear otherwife. If then we can 
confider this diftemper amongft horned 
cattle in the fame light as an epidemical 
one amongitus, without any degree of 
infection, ‘we muft Compare it with the 
feveral diforders we are fubjeét to, and 
find to which it bears the greateft refem- 
blance. All the fymptoms taken toge- 
ther, [ think, evince it to be a fever, 
and that of the inflammatory kind, and 
from its fir attacking the lungs, and ee- 
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this gets ground, it may be transferr’d 
to the brain, and its appendages; or, if 
I may focall it, the head becomes the 
feat of war. But, without dwelling 
upon words, as all or moft inflammato- 
ry,cafes require nearly the fame method 
of cure, tis needlefs to be too nice in 
diftinguifhing it by any name, fo long 
as we can reil fatisited it is a fever, and 
that of an inflammatory nature; and 
this, I fuppofe, even your advocates for 
infection will allow, as the truly memo- 
rable Dr Sydenham has proved almoft all 
fevers, and even the plague itfelf, to be 
fuch. The great bifhop of Cloyne 
calls it a. fever, whofe authority is as 
great perhaps as any man’s now living. 
But if itis a fever, how is it to be treat- 
ed? In this no man living can lay down 
rules which will prove infallible, fince 
the fame diforder amongft ourfelves fre- 
quently furmounts the endeavours of the 
ableft phyficians. All we can do is to 
purfue a method rational, and by expe- 
rience found to come the neareft to cer- 
tainty of any yet known. My defien; 
at firit,im throwing ‘together thefe ob- 
fervations, was rather to give hints to 
tome able pen, or to be a {pur to the 
more judicious, than to prefcribe any 
new methéd myfelf; yet, as I have 
laid down thefe precognita, I'll venture 
to build fomething upon them. 

Inthe firft place as joon as you per- 
ceive the beaft feiz’d with the difor 
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let a quart of blood be taken away, and 
from that time keep it within doors if 
it be winter, if fummer it wil! be bet- 
ter out. Every, or every other day let 
the bleeding be repeated to three or four

times, rather abating the quantities the _ 


3d and 4th times, or rather let the 
numberof bleedings, and quantity tak- 
en away bein proportion to the violence

From time to time let mafhes of 
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ver it 5 for when the fury of the inflam- 
mation is over, nature requires fome af- 
filtance to perform a crifis. fa 
purging comes on (as it will often hap- 
pen if bleeding has been omitted) you 
muft forbear all opening things, as the 
falt, oil, honey, 5c. till fuch time as it 
is ftopp’d; which, I hope, may be 
done with 2 dramsof rhubarb, and 1 
ounce of diafcordium without honey 
iven in boil’d milk with wheat flour.

dling ale.”"»——~Purfue this method, 
and leave the event to nature,who gene- 
rally, if not cut fhort by fome violent 
fymptom, performs her own bufine{s in 
roper time. 
4 this proce/s I mutt pofitively forbid 
the ufe of fpirituous liquors, and hot {pi- 
ces, of all kinds, as they directly tend 
to increaie the difeafe. I have on- 
ly two things to add more : r 
is, to advife a tryal of the rattle-{nake 
root, which in Virginia and the We 
Indies is found to have fuch furprizing 
effects, in all inflammatory cafes»—— 
It is recommended by Dr Tennant as 
{pecifick in peripneumonies, pleurifies, 
esc. If it will thus attenuate the blood, ¢ 
and reduce thefe inflammations, ’tis not 
improbable but it will anfwer here. If 
it istry’d, I fhou’d advife half an ounce 
of it to be given twice every day, ina- 
ny conyenient liquor. ‘The 2d thing is 
that, I think tar-water too important a 
medicine tobe neglected, and recom- 
mend its ufe; 
medicines muft rife or fall as they an-

HE Following is a copy of a letter fent 
to my father about the year 1709, a 
and, 1 believe, will be entertaining to the 
‘ “rious in eleGrical enquiries. 
Lam, (Se. =60O TAR, 
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GFR: 

ig ERE being a certain feryante 

maid in my neighbourhood, wha 
all the time of the Jate froit, hath fha- 
ken out of her petticoats abundance of 
{parks, like thofe of charcoal, and 
fhewn, befides, in them a broad {pread- 
ing light like flame: JI thought it 
would not be unacceptable to the cu- 
rious obfervers of nature, particularly 
yourfelf, if I fhou’d give a full and ex- 
act_ account of the fame. 

‘The maid made her firft difcovery of 
this ftrange phenomenon, on the 28th 
of December 1708, to her miftrefs who 
lay in the fame bed with her, and at 
firit was mightily furpriz’d at it, crying 
out, “‘ My petticoats are on fire. I won. 
der at the meaning of it! Her petticoats 
had not been long off but her furprize 


Was Over, and fhe thought fhe was mif- 


taken: For the appearance of fire ceaf- 
ed as foon as her petticoats were {pread, 
and Jaid quietly on herbed. The next 
night fhe obferv’d the fame thing, and 
call’d for her miftrefs to take notice of 
it; which fhe did, fand affirm’d the 
truth of it to me and feveral others. 
This put me and many more upon the 
curiofity of feeing this ftrange phzno- 
menon. Accordingly, one evening, I 
went to fee her, and fhe put off her 
petticoats in my fight. As foon as her 
petticoats dropt upon the ground, I 
faw a light (like a glow-wortm’s) about 
three or four inches broad in {evera] 
places, but, efpecially, in the upper 
parts of her petticoats: Perhaps, be- 
caufe, the effuviums of her belly and 
loins were more plentiful than thofe of 
the inferior parts, and, confequently, 
her cloaths muft abound more above 
than they did below with them. I: did 
not fee any {parks fly out, perhaps, be- 
caufe the room was not dark enough at 
that time. But even then the difcerned 
them herfelf, (as fhe told me) though I 
did not. Other fpeétators have been 
more happy in this vifion, for they con- 
{tantly affirm that they have feen abun- 
dance of {parks iffuing out, cracking 
and {napping like the fiery particles of 
charcoal. 

"Tis to be obferv’d that this wonder- 
ful effect is only to be feen in the dark: 
Too much light being apt te extinguifh 
hers : ‘That though fhe fees not her own 
light, when furrounded with a more 
prevalent one of the fun, the candle, 
or the flame of fire; yet fhe can hear 
the cracking of the fparks at any time, 
upon she lealk motion or agitation of 
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her petticoats: Thatof the three pet- 
ticoats the uppermoift emits the feweft, 
the middle more than the uppermott, 
and the undermoit (which is a flannel 
one) more fire and {parks than all the 
reft: ‘That fhe has worn the fame pet- 
ticoats without changing them for o- 
thers, during the whole time of the 
hard froft: ‘That her petticoats being 
put upon other people do not preduce 
the fame effect. 

Laftly, ’tis obfervable that her confti- 
tution is warmer than ordinary, her mif- 
trefs afluring me that fhe is the warm- 
eft bedtellow fhe ever knew. 

From hence, I crave’ leave to philo- 
fephize a little on this phenomenon. 

Upon enquiry, I find that no urinous 
particles (from whence I thought an ac- 
count at firft of this ftrange event, as 
of the phofphorus, might be eafily 
given) have ever been at any time 
Jodg’d in her garments ; fhe utterly de- 
nying that they ever fuffer’d any mif- 
chance of that nature. I concluded then 
that it muft entirely proceed from the 
exceflive heat of her conftitution: And 
confidering that in cold weather it is na- 
tural forthe ufual effuviums, or exha- 
lations of people’s bodies to retire to 
thofe parts which are kept the warineit, 
and fecur’d moft from the checking 
cold ; I thought no better reafon could 
be given for the phenomenon than this, 
wiz, that the efuviums of her warm 
blood being hinder’d by the external 
cold from vapouring into air, by which 
means too they were lodg’d in greater 
quantities than ufual in her cloaths, and 
having an opportunity of fermenting 
together in the warm wool, efpecially 
when agitated or moved, are the true 
and genuine occafions of this wonder- 
ful effect. For as hay laid up wet, 
when the thin and watery parts afloci- 
ate themfelves and ferment together, 
grows hot and is inflam’d ; or as a lift 
of harmlefs flame may be excited in the 
dark on a cat’s, dog’s, or horfe’s back 
(efpecially in cold weather) by rubbing, 
agitating, and difturbing the exhalations 
Jodg’d in their hair, and {uperficies of 
their fkins ; fo I am apt to believe that 
the efluviums of this maid’s body 
(warmer than ordinary) being ftopt in 
their career by the cold, and treajur’d 
up more than ordinary in her cloaths, 
kindle into a lambent flame, and_ pro- 
duce the wonderful effects mentioned 
before, whenever they are fo agitated 
and difturb’d as to {mite one another 
violently. For the extraordinary motion 
of her cloaths produces a more than or- 
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dinary motion of the effuviums: T'he 
effect of which is light, and real,though 
inoffenfive, fire. 

_ Sailors fay that the fea if it be ftorm 
in the dark night looks as if it were all 
amafs of fire: Which refemblance 


A mutt certainly proceed from the great 


agitation of the watery particles. 

_ Travellers report, that there is'a bird 
in America, whofe body is foluminous, 
that we may read by the light which it 
emits : Which effect alfo mutt proceed 
from the efflux of hot particles iffuing 


B out of the bird’s body, and {miting one 


another continually. And though the 
light of our maid’s body be not fo ex- 
traordinary as that of the. American 
bird, or the inflam’d waves of the fea; 
yet, I believe, the fame naturalreafons 
may ferve for the flaming effect in her, 
as of the phenomena of thefe two lait 


C mention’d wonders of nature: viz. 
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‘That the exhalations of her body (as of 
theirs) are very numerous and quick in 
their motion, which isthe occafion of 
their itriking and emitting fire. 

But I fubmit this enquiry to better 
judgments than my own; and fhould be 
glad to know yours, and other learned 
men’s opinionsabout it.

Had, for fome time, made ufe of Dr 
Hooke’s. Hygrometer, made of the 
beard of a wild oat, fet in a /mall box, 
with a «al-plate and anindex; but L 
foon found an inconvenience, without 
the remedying of which no dependence 
could be had on this machine ; viz. its 
making more than one revolution in a 
night. I endeavoured to remedy this 
by the following method. 

At the vertical point, from which 


G moiffure and dryne/s are graduated, I 


caufed a {mall circle to be deferibed ; 
the lower arch of which fhould juft in- 
terfect with that arch, round which the 
index of the oat defcribed its circuit, In 
the centre of this {mall circle [ placed a 
pin, eafily turning in the central cavity, 
and furnifh’d with a flat piece of thin 
ivory on its head. ‘This piece of izory, 
interfecting with the index of the oat, 
by it_was turned either to the moilt or 
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dry fide of its graduation, as theizdex 
made a double revolution. I flatter’d 
mytelf with fuccefs; but foon found,that 
the wild oat is nota fafe material to make 
an accurate Hygrometer of : For, 

1. In the great fogs it grew limber ; 
fo as that the weight of the index 
brought it down upon the plate, where 
its fri¢tion prevented its further motion. 

2. It foon lofes its fenfibility, grows 
harfh, and is abfolutely unfit for ufe. 
So I immediately turned my thoughts 
upon fome other.for my dary of the 
weather, and referved this for my ftudy; 
where, or in any inclofed place, it does 
well enough, and may be very ufeful 
in the following refpects ; as, 

1. ‘Io examine, in cafe of ficknefs, 
the dampne/s of rooms. 2. 'To examine 
damps in /ubterraneous cavities, being

had. confifted of a perfect:/emitircle, of 
two guadrants.

My next concern was to charge this 
balance.

As a fuccedaneum to this, I thought 


upon a f/fatica/ one; it recurring to my. 


mind, that the weight and moifture of 
the air being but two properties of one 
and the fame body, a /latical Hygreme- 
ter (ceteris paribus) promifed the beft 
aliiitance towards a more complete 
knowledge of the darometer, which aéis 
upon ftatical principles ; and. that thefe 
two machines muit have a reciprocal 
correfpondence with each other. I then 
remembered, that the great Mr Boy/e 
had mentioned fomething of this na- 
ture ; after confulting whom, I made 
the following machine, aéting upon his 
principles, but formed in a manner dif- 
fering from his. 

| caufed a balance to be made to turn 
with half a grain, ordering that the 
axis of the balance fhould, on one fide, 
be drawn out to-the length of one inch, 
and its end to be furnithed with a ma/¢ 
Jerew, to which a light index with a /¢- 
male ferew might be fixed. I had this 
balence fastened in a wainfeot box, 12 
inches inJength, niné in diameter, and 
4 in-depth at top, but gradually widen- 
ing towards the bottom, with a back 
to lide up and down in a groove. The 
axis, already mentioned, of an inch 
length, came through a o/e in the front 
of the box, and then:had the index faf- 
tened on, which defcribed the ferment 
of a circle upon a bra(s plate, filvered;

pended likewife by a’'thread, of fuch a

I find this machine extremely fenfible 
and accurate ; it will alter 10 degrees 
in anight, and as many inaday} and 
has, I think, the following advantages :

F the true flate of the air as to moifture. 3. 
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The near correfpondence between the 
degrees on the graduated p/atc, and the 
weight of the moiffure neceflary to be 
imbibed or éxhaled, to make either 
brackium of the balance preponderate 
every fuch degree, gives it the prefe- 
rence to any other.

One of thefe will coft but 25 fhillings, 
without a cafe, varnifhing or filvering ;

‘The others are from two: to 
four guineas, and eight. guineas if with 
bells to ftrike the miles and quarters on 
pulling a ftring; one of which may be 
feen at Mr Neale’s, watchmaker in 
Leadenball-ftreet, who has a patent for 
making feveral aftronomical machines, 
gc. and where propofals at length 
may be had, or at St John’s Gate.

Na Treatife, entitled, 4 mechanical prac- 

tice of phyfic, publifh’d in 1744, and in 

an Abftract thereof fince printed, I have endea- 

voured to thew the nature of electricity, which 

I propofed would be of _ufe for curing nervous, 

paralytick and other difeafes (which, if it an~ 

fwers thefe great good ends, I think I may 

juftly claim the difcovery, nothing having 

been publifhed before to that purpofe) ground- 

edon the following principles, which, as they 

thew the reafons of the eleétrical problems 

I propos’d before (See Mag. for laff March 

and April) I hope this will merit a place in the 
Magazine-alfo.

t. It is a maxim in philofophy, Entia non 
Sunt multiplicanda fine neceffitate; and as the 
operations of nature, however manifold, are all 
produced (fo they are beft underftood, when 
accounted for) by the feweft moft fimple caufes, 
accordingly I take it for granted, there is a fub- 
til, elaftic fluid (by which I underftand the 
fame thing, whether it be call’d ether, light, 
or elementary fire) expanded throughout the 
material univerfe, which fluid being keptin a 
continual, vibrating motion by the fun, that 
immenfe body of condens’d ethereal fire, and by 
the different modifications it receives from the 
mutual attraction, action and reaction between 
it and other bodies, is the fole taufe, together 
with air, by which all the phenomena of light, 
colours, heat, fire, electricity, &c. are pro- 
duced. 2. The earth attracting the fluids of 
ether and air, with which, and.its own exhala.- 
tions, it forms the general atmofphere, the 
denfity, weight, and elafticity whereof are 
greateft at its furface, and decreafe in receding 
therefrom, until they vanith into the general 
medium of ether, the terreftrial atmofphere 
being ever ftrangly faturated and agitated by 
the ethereal or folar rays, like a warm elattic 
covering, compreffing the furface of the earth, 
keeps it in a conftant vibrating motion, and 
endow’d with fuch degrees of heat, moifture, 
€¥c. as renders it a proper nurfery for the gene- 
ration of animals and vegetables. 3. Every a- 
nima! and vegetable, as well asthe earth, at- 
tracting the fluids of ether and air, thefe with 
its own exhalations, form round each body a 
particular atmofphere, of different dimenfions, 
denfities, and qualities, in proportion to the 
different attraétive powers, denfities, and qua- 
hities in each body, which like a warm elaftic 
matrix or covering, enveloping and ftrongly 
comprefling the bodies ofanimals and vegetables 
outwardly, is one principal caufe of the cir- 
culation, and keeps them in a conftant vibra- 
tive motion, and progreflive change from one 
ftate to another. 4. The atmofphere of each 
animal and.vegetable, by being in contaét with 
the body, becoming hotter and rarer than the 
remoter ether and air, mutt be continually 
changing place therewith, and carrying off with 
jt the vapours exhaling out of the body, where- 
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by a conftant fucceffion and circulation of 
frefh ether and air is produced round all bo- 
dies, without which the perfpirable matter find- 
ing no difcharge, would invincibly ftop the cir- 
culation and life of animals, vegetables, and 
fire. 5. The earth and air being ftrongly im- 
pregnated with ether, are the two general ma- 
gazines for fupplying animals and vegetables 
therewith, there appearing to be a conftant re- 
ciprocal circulation of ether, more or lefs, be- 
tween the earth and atmofphere, and alfo be~ 
tween the earth and every animal and vegeta- 
ble ; and as this circulation of the ether is ren- 
der’d ftronger or weaker, by the different ex- 
citing influence of the fun, in the feveral fea- 
fons, accordingly animals and vegetables put 
on different appearances, and manifeft greater 
or lefs degrees of life, vigour, health, ficknefs, 
&c. in thofe feafons. 6. In the treatife a- 
forefaid I affirm’d (contrary to the univerfal o- 
pinion then) that electricity, and all other 
kinds of fire, is produced by colleéting and 
giving a vibrative motion, and new direction to 
the fluids of ether and air, and not from any 
effuvia produced from the fubftance or mat- 
ter of the eleétric body, which hath no other 
effect when excited by fri€tion, than only to 
caufe a vibrating motion and rarefaétion in 
the ether, which being an elaftic fluid, be- 
comes determin’d to flow from the air, and 
all other unexcited ambient bodies, but 
chiefly from the earth, towards the excited 
electric body, to reftore the loft equilibri- 
um. 7. The earth with its atmofphere re- 
volving round its axis daily, and prefenting 
its furface fucceffively to the fun, by which 
the ethereal medium is always kept in a vi- 
brative motion, and impell’d in re€tilinear rays 
or ftreams againft the furface of the earth, 
it becomes thereby conftantly excited 
(like as anartificial glafs fphere by bring- 
ing a hot body near one fide thereof) and put in 
a ftate of communicating eleCtricity, whereby 
all animals and vegetables are always, more or 
lefs electrified, or have the ether kept circ. 
lating reciprocally between’ them and the 
earth ; and to this the origin of vapours, me- 
teors, &c. feems owing alfo, 8. No animal 
nor vegetable can be produced, live, or grow 
without air and ether, for two principal reas 
fons ;.1ft, as they both form a ftrong exter- 
nal elaftic cafe or bandage to comprefs and 
fupport the animal and vegetable folids, with- 
out which they could not refiftt the diftending 
force of the circulating rarefied fluids, neither 
could the circulation ever be begun or con- 
tinued, a2dly, Both being intimately mix'd 
and abforb’d in all the fluids, ferve as a uni. 
verfal menflruum to preferve their texture, 
heat, fluxility, &c. fo that air and ether are 
both as effentially neceffary in the compofition 
and mechanifm of animals and vegetables, as 
the blood and other fluids. 9. The air and 
ether being both elaftic fluids, fubje& to the u- 
niverfa] law of gravitation, in revolving daily 
round with the earth, mutt be affected with an 
alternate ftate of ebbing and flowing, at the 
{ame time, and by the fame caufes, as the tides 

are 
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are produced in the ocean, by which. alternate 
Aux and reflux of the air and ether, twice each 
day, and twice each month with ‘an accumu- 
lated force(at § fame time with the fpring tides) 
all animals, &c. immerg’d therein, muft be 
affected with the: like daily and menftrual 
changes alfo 3 as is evident in the cafes of lu- 
naticks, epilepticks, &c. 10. The electrical 
fire may be apply’d to animal. bodies, Ge. in 
three different ways; Firft, it may be reftrain’d 
and accumulated upon the whole body, and 
kent fo for any time ; Secondly, the ether may 
be made to flow or circulate only upon the bo- 
dy, being difcharged therefrom as faft as receiv- 
ed, like as the water is in pump-bathing 5 and 
continued fo for any time required. ‘Thirdly, 
the ethereal fire being condens’d, may have its 
force determin’d fo as to produce inftantane- 
ous concufiions and fenfations in any part of 
the body, which operation may be repeated as 
often as required. Let the eleétrical fire be 
applied which way fo ever, as it operates either 
as a general, or partial warm dry vapour- 
bath, the tremors and ftimulation produced 
thereby in the animal and vegetable folids, 
will caufe a derivation and revulfion, with a 
different circulation and fecretion of the fluids, 
and confequently, when properly applied, will 
he of fovereign efficacy for preferving the 
health, and curing the difeafes of animals and 
vegetables. 

The air and ether, as appears by the fore- 

going obfervations, are the two moft general 
caufes of a€tion in matter, and upon which 
life and health, with the production and cure 
of moft difeafes wholly depend ; yet all the 
xperiments hitherto made, and ufes derived 
from thofe two catholic remedies and inftru- 
ments, of nature, are little more than trifling 
amufements. But what great ufes may be ob- 
tained (but hitherto unattempted) from a pro- 
per application of the air and its qualities, for 
preferying health, and curing difeafes, I have 
fhewn in the forefaid Treatife, and its Ab- 
ftraét. And what probable ufes may be deriv- 
ed from the ether, I have fhewn alfo in the 
faid Treatife, with the other Queries or Pro- 
blems (See Mag. for March and April p. 
141, 133.) .to be confirm’d by proper ex- 
permments. 

But whereas it hath been inferted in fome of 
the publick news papers, that fome late expe- 
riments fhew eleétricity will not promote ve- 
getation, hatching of eggs, @c. Having en- 
quired into the manner how thefe experi 
ments were executed, and particularly as to the 
eggs, it gave occafion both to the foregoing and 
following remarks, And whereas the eggs 
were never electrified all the time of incuba- 
tion, but only, and that flightly before they 
were fet for the fowl to brood on; how js it 
poffible any fenfible effets fhould follow from 
fych a fuperficial application of eleétrical pow- 
ex? We might, with as much reafon, expect, 
that a difeafe, wherein ‘bleeding is the only 
remedy, fhould be cured. by taking away one 
drop of blood only. Whereas if the eggs were 
electrified according to the method propofed 
(Sse Mag. for March) and that not only before, 
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but at proper intervals, for fix, nine, or twelve 
hours, every day, all the time of the incuba- 
tion, until hatch’d ; it is highly probable fome 
extraordinary effeét would follow therefrom. 
But to pretend by one fuch flight experiment as 
this, to judge what effeé electricity will have 
in hatching eggs, &c. is juft the fame as if a 
phyfician, in order to difcover the effet of a~ 
ny new’ medicine ({uppofe the cortex) for the 
cure ofagues, fhould give a patient one fingle 
grain weight of the medicine in twenty four 
hours, and finding it have no effect, ihould 
publith it good for nothing ; or if he gave one 
pound weight of the medicine, in the fame 
time, to another patient, which might probably 
kill him, and from thence pronounce. it a real 
poyfon ; his judgment ought to becondemn’d as 
rafh, if not.erroneous in both cafes, by reafon 
the experiments from which he form’d the cha- 
racter of the medicine, were imperfect. And 
thus any medicine, though ever fo good, ma 
have its credit deftroy’d by unfkilful applicati- 
on, or by oyer or under dofeing it, fo that ex- 
periments; wrong made, may prove very preju- 
dicial and fatal to new difcoveries. ‘This fhews 
we onght to proceed with the utmoft caution in 
experiments of fuch confequence, that they be 
executed with the greateft accuracy in all pofi- 
ble varieties aud circumftances, otherwife the 
conclufions we draw from them, will be prema- 
ture, if not falfe, and injurious to the’ pub- 
lick, who, from’ fuch infufficient experiments, 
and wrong judgments inferr’d therefrom, may 
be depriy’d of many important difcoveries, It is 
therefore expected, that fuch gentlemen as un- 
dertake by experiments to determine the truth 
of any querics relating to the ufes of electricity, 
cither in the animal or vegetable kingdoms, @c. 
(Sce Mag. for March and April) will be to 
good as tocommunicate the whole procefs, with 
all the neceffary circumftances relating thereto, 
that the publick may be fatisfied the experiments 
have been conduéted with that judgment and 
impartiality, requifite to} difovery of truth; and 
that no material circumftance hath been omitted, 
Thisis buta reafonable requeft,for otherwife for 
any perfon to inform the publick of his having 
made fuch experiments, and to give judgment 
himfelf thereupon, without publifhing, at the 
fame time, the whole procefs, with all the pro- 
per circumftances, is the fame as if a judge in a 
cafe of law, of the utmoft importance to the 
publick, fhould give judgment himfelf, without 
examining the evidence and faéts, fairly before 
a proper jury. From which parallel cafes it is 
evident, the truth of the forefaid ele€trica} 
problems can never be determin’d by afew fu- 
perficial curfory experiments, fuch as are per- 
form’d at publick courfes and leétures, only to 
explain the phenomena of ele€tricity, but by a 
regular procefs and feries of experiments, pur- 
fued through all poffible cafes and circumftan- 
ces, ina particular courfe inftituted for that 
purpofe only. From what hath been faid it 
follows, that we ought te proceed with great 
caution in difcovering the efie&t which any new 
remedy, as electricity, will have in preferving 
health, and curing difeafes, as palfies, fevers, 
agues, {mall pox, relax’d folids, wounds, tu- 
! mours 
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miours, leers, venereal, and all other difeafes; 
in all which cafes it will be proper to try the 
effect of the electrical power, by applying it in 
all the three different methods, as mention’d 
in Number 9 foregoing, obferving to ufe that 
method moft, which fuits beft with the indica- 
tions of the difeafe. And the perfon if weak, 
may be electrify’d, either fitting in a chair, or 
lying a-bed, the chair and bed being properly 
fupported or infulated. Obferving that the: e- 
thereal power be applied for a due time, at pro-. 
per intervals, every day, and continued for 
fuch areafonable time, as will difcover its ef- 
feéts, whether good or bad ; and in order to 
render the effects of ele€tricity more efficacious 
and manifeft in the cure of difeafes, the electri- 
cal machine, or pump, fhould have a different 
compofition and apparatus from thofe ufed for 
exhibiting the phenomena only, fo as to be a- 
ble to colleét, determine and give motion to a 
much greater quantity of ether at once, when 
required, ‘The foregoing cautions are the more 
neceflary, confidering that it is a true obfervati- 
on, that the hypothefes and principles, be what 
they will, which we have long embrac’d and 
maintain’d, gain at laft fuch an afcendant and 
tyranny over us, as not to allow us to confider 
impartially any arguments or experiments tend- 
ing to overthrow them ; which wrong habit 
and turn of mind, hath ftill this worft effect up- 
onus, that even tho’ weare convinced of the 
fallacy of our old opinions and fyftems, yet 
rather than own it, we can bear to fee truth 
facrificed, and all arguments and experiments 
wrefted to fupport error and impofture. This 
was thought neceffary to be remark’d, to 
guard both againft giving or receiving wrong 
impreffions and prejudices, from any partial 
imperfect experiments, fo as to be difcouraged 
or diverted from profecuting the difcovery of 
ufeful inventions, by a feries of proper experi- 
riments, executed with due time, care, and 
judgment.

Jt was by a union of fea- 
tures in Socrates, that Zopyrus judged 
that philofopher to have vicious inclina- 
tions, and a-bad character.

I may perhaps be miftaken, but vit

imprefhons of the body: A true ma- 
chine, the nature of which is incompret 
henfible,. and which is putin motion by 
another machine,the force and properties 
of which are hardly better known.’ The 
writer plainly infinuates as much in more 
than one place. | tis, fays he, the more 
or le/s perfed organifation, and the more 
or lefs agreeable mixture of the humours 
that. makes men wits or brutes. ‘This-re+ 
flexion ought to afford fome coénifort to 
thofe who are not blefs’d with much 
wit, and humble fuch as are proud of 
their large fhare of it. Frorn whatever 
fource men of parts derive their fupe- 
riority ever others, they hare no reafon 
to be proud; it is no more in’ their 
pewer to chufea perfect organifation, 
and a happy mixture of humours, than 
to provide themielves with a more {pi- 
ritual or refined foul.

And how does the know- 
ledge of the temperament lead us to that 
of the character? Thefe are two points 
not ealy to be refolved, as the author 
himfelf acknowledges. He. extricates 
himielf however from thefe difficulties 
with honour, and, befides, anfwers the 
itrongelt objections that can be made a- 
gainit the principles which he had elfta- 
blifhed.

ced near each end of the tube, the up- 
per fide will turn toward the fire; but 
when the fupporters are placed near the 
middle of the fupported tube, and near 
together, the two parts from the fup- 
orters to the ends, thereby becoming 
Cates than that part between them, will 
be an over balance for it, and will, by 
their own gravity; caufe the tube to turn 
the contrary way; thus new curves, 
coniftantly and regularly producing new 
motions, will not fuffer the tube to reft, 
the curved part being convex towards 
the fire, which, in 4 tube four or five 
feet long, is very perceptible.

One of thefe {couts came into the fleet at 7 
@’clock in the morning (on Sunday the 3d of 
May) with a fignal to fpeak with the admiral, 
having feen and been chafed by part of the a- 
bove-mention’d 40 fhips, the evening before 5 
here our admiral made the fignal for the line, 
as ufual, 

I now come to fee the French fleet, and it 
happen’d to be the Namur’s lot ; for, as our 
line was formed on the ftarboard tack, and we 
being the oldeft captain, lead on it, fo of con- 
fequence was the headmoft thip of our fqua- 
dron ; which was now reduced to 13 fail of the 
line, 1 frigate, 1 floop, and 1 firefhip, fome of 
which are cruifing. At half an hour after $, 
we made a fignal for fecing a ftrange fleet o 
leeward ; immediately the admiral hawled 
down the fignal for the line of battle, and 
made the fignal for the whole fleet to chafe. At 
noon we came near the enemy, laying to in a 
line. of battle a-head, on the ‘ftar-board tack, 
in all 17 fail; foon after, our admiral made 
the fignal for all cruizers to come into the 
fleet, and for the line of battle a-head; at 
which time we took reefs in the topfails (as is 
ufual when going to engage) and began to form 
the line on the ftarboard tack. (Here the Na- 
mur leads\r TheFrench obferving that we were 
not to be bullied by their 17 fail, and know- 
ing, if they run, their convoy muft fall into 
our hands, dropped all but nine from the line ; 
and with their convoy crowded to leeward, At 
one in. the afternoon, our admiral made the 
fignal for thofe who lead to lead large : At two 
the French hawled down their fignal for the

to our afliftance but the Centurion and Defi- 

ance 3. the former, foon loft her main-top-maft, 
and of confequence dropt a-ftern; tho’ Capt. 
Denis behaved himfelf like a brave experienc’d 
officer, in ufing all poffible difpatch to come 
into aétion again ; and the brave Capt. Gren- 
willie, of the Defiance, obferving how defpe- 
rate the Namur. was befet, got on our ftar- 
beard bow, and took moft of the fire of one 
fhip from us. 

After about an hour’s engagement with five 
fhips, we thot the Inwincible’s main-top-maft 
away, whoof con‘equence dropt a-ftern 5 then 
we made fail a-head and engaged the French 
admiral within piftol-fhot, for about one hour 
and half ; at which time he ftruck to us; as 
did another on the larboard-bow, and one on 
the ftarboard-bow ; but I believe the latter as 
much to the Defiance as to us. 

The French being by this time pretty well 
reduced, our admiral made the Yarmouth, 
Monmouth, Nottingham, and Ambufcade, the 
fignal to chafe the convoywemm=s We had 13 
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men killed in the engagement, and 63 wound- 
ed; amongft the latter was the captaio in the 
right fhoulder. with a mufket-ball, the third 
lieutenant much wounded in the right groin, the 
mafter in the right knee, and a marine officer 
thro’ the body with a musket-ball, and died 
in half an hour after, Our main-maft has 
five fhot thro’ it, the fore-maft three, and the 
mizen-maft one ; the mizen-yatd fhot away, 
the main-yard much wounded, and the rigging 
fo much, that only two main fhrouds were 
left whole, and.four of the fore-fhrouds, and 
for the running rigging there was none left to 
hawl up or lower down a fail ; and of the fails 
that were left, I believe there is not a cloth but 
what has a fhot through it: and by what 1 
have faid here, I think you are well able to 
“judge the condition of the fhip, which is very 
bad, and makes two feet fix.inches water every 
hour.

The former is fit for Bed- 
dam, the other for Bridewell. ‘The one

Col. Forbes to acquaint his royal highnefs, that 
he imagined the enemy was ju going to attack 
us, or to endeavour to out-flank us, and cut us 
off from Maeffricht : wpon which his roy al 
highnefs went immediately to the left, and de- 
fir’d the marfhal to-put the right inftantly un- 
der arms, 

About an hour after that his royal highnefs 
was arrived there, and had made his difpofiti- 
ons, and plaeed his batteries, the enemy ap- 
pear’d form’d in a deep column, twelve batta~ 
lions a-breaft, in order to attack a {mall enclo- 
fure with about 4 or 5 {mall houfes in it,where 
we had four ‘battalions pofted ; and abont that 
village alone almoft the whole of the a€tion 
was, “which lafted about 4. hours, after it had 
been taken and retaken four tines f 3 and when 
we had made ourfelves' mafters of it by the af- 
fiftance of our own detach’d troops, which came 
to us from the right, the line of foot without 
the village began to give way a little; they 
were however again put in order. 

His royal highnefs then went to form<hat 
part of the cavalry which had been in diforder, 
but found himfelf cnt of by fome fquadrons of 
French cavalry, which had broke in, and was 


) obliged te retire to our cavalry, who, by that 


time, had charged and broke the enemy’s firft 
line, and afterwards, while his royal highnefs 
was with» thém, charged a fecond time, and 
broke the enemy again ; but purining them too 
far, received a fire from fome foot who lay be- 
hind the hedges, which gave the French cavalry 
time to form again, andthen they forced ours 
to retire. 

In the mean time our infantry retr eated to- 
wards Maeffricht, to the place where we join- 
ed. His royal highnefs marched towards Lw- 
nakin with all the cavalry, to favour the re- 
treat of the Dutch and the right wing; which 
was effected fo fuccefsfully, that they loft no- 
thing but fome few men by cannon-fhot. 

Sir John Ligonier and count Iffenbourg had 
the misfortune to be taken im the laf attack 
that our horfe made, Our lofs is but very in- 
confiderable in comparifon of that of the ene- 
my, whofe prifoners own above 8000 men. We 
have about 700 prifoners of theirs, and they 
have not fo many of ours, 

His royal highnefs gives the greateft com- 
mendations of his majefty’s Brit fp and Elec 
toral troops, of which there was not a fqua- 
dron or a battalion, wkich did not charge and 
beat the enemy more than once. 

We have lof no colours; but the Greys, 
his royal highnefs’s, and Ad/ebfen’s, have each 
loft a ftandard ; in return, we have taken four 
ftandards and four colours, The garrifon of 
Maeftricht is reinforced by two £7 giih, three 
Auftrian, and five Dutch battalions. 

It was only our left wing, and fome few 
Dutch, who were engaged with almoft the 
whole of the French army,

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Defeription of fome new Elettrical Machines. 


In the faid treatife alfo are two impor- 
tant difcoveries, of the nature and ufe 
of eleétricity,which was here firft hewn 
to confift in a new vibrative motion and 
direétion communicated to the ether 
and air by the excited electrick body 
(which is fince confrm’d by experi- 
ments) and not in any effluvia produ- 
ced from the matter or fubftance of the 
body; as wasthe univerfal opinion then. 
Tt was here alfo firft of all demonitrated 
from the oeconomy and mechanilm of 
animals and vegetables, that electricity 
will promote their health, and cure their 
difeates, which is verified in part by 
fome late experiments; fome of the ma- 
ny ules of the ether in the animal and 
vegetable provifions, | propofed as que- 
ries (See Mag. for March and April) 
to be alcertain’d by proper experiments ; 
and offer’d fome remarks and cautions as 
to the executing thofe experiments ; (See 
Mag. for May) where it was propofed 
alfo, that to render the operation and 
effects of electricity or the ether, mote 
quick, fenfible and efficacious for pro- 
moting the health and curing the difea- 
fes of animals and vegetables, it 1s ne- 
ceflary a method be found for exciting, 
colleéting and applying the ether to the 
body, or its parts, quicker and in diffe- 
rent quantities and manners, for the 
fame reafon as it is neceflary to change 
the quantity and operation of all medi- 
cines and means of health,. as they will 
fuit beft with the indication. ‘lo an- 
{wer which purpofe, the electrical ma- 
chine for performing fuch operations 
as are intended for the health of animals 
and vegetables, ought to have a differ- 
ent ftructure and apparatus, to render 
it capable of exciting and giving moti- 
on to amuch greater quantity of ether, 
in the fame time, than a machine for 
exhibiting the common experiments, 
and phenomena of elettricity only ; 
for the fame reafon that we can never 
expect equal effects from a {mall and 
great engine of the fame kind, or that 
a capillary fiphon fhould difcharge as 
much water in the fame time, as one of 
an inch bore. For though a model of 
any pump, orhydraulick engine, may 
raife and give motion to fuch a quantity 
of water, as will ferve to fhew the me- 
chanifm, operation and effects of the 
engine, yet it will not be fufiicient to fup- 
ply water for any great ufes. ‘lo 
which purpofe the following conftruc- 
tion of an eleétrical machine or pump 
is propofed, 

wg. I. is a horizontal, and Fig. II. 
a vertical plan or fection of the ma-

chine, wherein 4, is an axis of iron 
or wood, difpofed to move round hori- 
zontally, or vertically, upon which are 
fix’d feveral glafs cylinders Cit1, C 
222, €%¢c. joyn’d together endwife 
(but for better diftinétion, are here 
fhewn a {mall diftance afunder) fuppofe 
the diameter and length of the cylinder 
C1it, one foot each, and the glafs 
one or two tenths of an inch thick; 
r,7,7r, are three fri€tion cufhions or 
rubbers, about’ three or four inches 
broad, .¢ach having a {piral worm- 
{pring rs, €¥%c. by pulling which {pring 
backwards with~a itring s7, t¥c. the 
cufhions may be made prefs harder or 
lighter, or taken quite off from the fide 
of the cylinder ; ‘the rubbers being fet 
three or four inches afunder, the furface 
of the glafs cylinder will be divided 
thereby into feveral parallel concentrick 
zones or belts, exprefs’d by the fhaded 
dotted lines r g, 5c. fhewing the tracts 
or paths defcribed by the ether round 
the glais when excited; go, (ic. are 
gun-barrels or iron bars fufpended as u- 
jual, each receiving the ether from its 
refpective cufhion ;. by which method 
the cylinder C111, though only one 
foot long, will excite and give motion, 
to three times the quantity of ether, as 
a glafs {phere of one foot diameter,with 
one fuch cufhion apply’d thereto, as 
they are now ufed for electrical experi- 
ments. But if the external’ furface of 
this cylinder be conceiv’d divided into 
four equal parts, by four lines drawn 
lengthwife (Fig. IY.) and upon each 
of. thefe four lines, three cufhions 
be apply’d, making in all twelve, each 
having its proper gun-barrel or con- 
ductor, the glais cylinder thus furnith- 
ed, will ‘excite and give motion to 
twelve times more ether in the jame 
time, than a common elettrical {phere 
of the fame dimeniions, as they are 
now made. So that if the axis 4a, 
carry ten cylinders, each a foot long, or 
five cylinders, each two feet long, it 
will excite a hundred and:twenty times 
more ether, than an electrical machine 
as now conftructed. If, therefore, this 
great quantity of ether thus excited and 
put in motion, be properly colleéted, 
and have its whole’current and force de- 
termin’d and apply’d to the body, or 
its parts, it muft produce effects propor- 
tionably greater ; as water thrown by a 
large pump upon the body, will have a 
very different effect from letting it fall 
thereon, froma {mall fyringe, or ca- 
pillary fiphon. And this machine on 
occafion may be fitted for raifing or ex- 
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citing any lefs quantity, by keeping any 
number of the cufhions r, 5c. from 
touching the glafs, as is fhewn in the 
cylinder C 222, where all the rubbers 
are taken off, being confined by the 
chords 5 #, &%c. "The cylinders may be 
fixed to ‘the axis by three or four 
branches, 4¢, &¥c. (Fig. II.) and if 
both ends of the cylinders are open, 
it is propofed they will vibrate quicker 
and itronger, and excite the ether to 
motion fooner, than if the two ends 
were clofed; w, is a fmall wheel with a 
roove, fix'd upon one end of the axis, 
a giving motion thereto, by another 
large wheel, not exprefs’d in the 
draught. And the machine may be 
work’d by the force of water, wind, 
{moke, man, horfe, or by a weight like 
a jack, €5c. 

Being furnifh’d with fach a com- 
pound ethereal pump, capable to raife 
and excite.a greater or lets quantity of 
ether, in the fametime, as the feveral 
cafes and indications require, we may 
reafonably expect much greater effeds 
therefrom, in all the four different ways 
ef applying it to the body. Firft, the 
ether may be much fooner accumulated 
and condenfed upon the body, and kept 
fo for any time required, Secondly, the 
ether being properly colleéted from all 
Or any number of the cylinders, and 
having its current | determin’d upon 
any part of the body, will produce 
much ftronger concuffions, ftimulations 
end inftantaneous fenfations therein, 
with a proportionally guicker circulati. 
on, derivation, revulfion, fecretion, fc, 
of the fluids. Thirdly, the ether may 
be thrown in much greater quantities at 
once, and made to How and circulate 
ffronger upon the body, being difchar- 
ged therefrom, as faft as receiv’d, like 
the water thrown on the body in pump- 
bathing. Fourthly, the ether may al- 
fo be made to circulate or how on and 
off any particular part, asa finger, toe, 
hand, foot, arm, leg, thigh, eye, ear, 
nofe, mouth, breaft, organs of genera- 
tion, upper, middle and lower regions 
of the body, by fitting a flaxen ligature, 


ndage, or annular bolfter round the 3 


part, letting a piece of wet packthread 
or tape hang from the bandage downto 
the ground.’This being done, if the ethe- 
real fire be difcharged upon the part; as 
Joon as it comes to the non-eleétric 
bandage, it will be conduéted by the 
molften’d. packthread immediately to 
the earth or floor, without having any 
action upon the parts on the other fide 
the bandages and if two fach non-elece 
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trick ligatures are tyed either ‘round the 
trunk of the body, or any limb, the 
part between the ligatures may have the 
ethereal fire difcharg’d thereon, none of 
the parts without the ligatures being af- 
fected therewith. ‘The intended bre- 
vity of this paper will not admit giving 
a particular detail of the moft proper 
methods, whereby the ethereal power 
may be applied,and made to exert its ef- 
ficacy and virtue to the moft advantage 
upon the body, and its parts, Sc. 

To render the eleétrifying apparatus 
more compleat for anfwering particular 
cafes, it will be neceflary to have a cy- 
lindrical veffel of caft iron, or copper, 
of four or five feet diameter in the 
clear, and fix or feven feet high, that a 
perion may fit, or ftand upright there- 
in, having a fixed bottom, and cover 
at top, made to open and {hut clofe by 


» means of leathers. Inthe center of the

cover 1s a round hole, with a cork fitted 
thereto, through which there pafies a 
Wire into the veffel, for the perfon to 
take hold of on occafion; this veflel 
mult be well lined all over within (and 
witheut_ if neceflary) with a thick coat 
C It is propofed a 
vefiel thus prepared will be ufeful in 
many cafes, by reafon a perfon inclofed 
therein may have the ether accumulated 
and condens’d in a greater quantity up- 
on his body, and retain it better, 
rounded on the fame principle as e- 
ectrifying a phial of-water. Jane the 
perfon, while in the veffel, may breathe 
the external air, by holding one end of 
a pipe in his mouth, the other end 
being ingrafted. on to the fide of the 
veflel, Ee. 

It may be neceffary to obferve further, 
that the ethereal fire, fo long as it is ap- 
ply’d by a machine to any animal or ve- 
getable, communicates a vibrative tre- 
mulous motion to the body, and all its 
parts, both folids and fluids. And as all 
juch motions produce a comparative ex- 
panfion and heat in the body, it follows, 
that animals. and vegetables miay be 
much injured by being expofed to cold 
damp air, immediately after. being well 
electrified, the cafe being the fame as if 
a perfon after great motion and exercife, 
or a profule fweat, fhould expofe him- 
felf unguarded to the inclemencies of the 
air. What gave occafion to this obfer. 
vation was the following experiment, 
made joyntly with Mr Neale in Léaden- 
ball-ftreet,London.. "The 2d Fune; 17475 
an equal quantity of muftard and-creis 
feeds was put in four glazed earthen 
pots, ll’d with the fame kind’ of wh 
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and water’d equally each day. Twoof 
the pots were electrified four times a 
day, for a quarter of an hour each time. 
Fune ath in the morning, the ele¢trified 
feeds were larger and more tumid than 
the other, and while they were electrify- 
ing, the outer membrane or fecundine of 
feveral burft open, and the gem came in 
view, and continued vilibly unfolding, 
having grown -a full tenth of an inch 
during that fifteen minutes. “Sune 6th, 
which ended the experiment, upon com- 
paring the pots, the electrified feeds 
which did grow, were more in number, 
and fhew’d much greater degrees of life 
and vigour, having a more lively freth 
green colour, and more pregnant and 
. replete with vegetative juice. But as to 
the acceleration of their growth, there 
was not fo great a difference as was ex- 
pected ; but this may be plainly ac- 
counted for from the foregoing obferva- 
tion thus: the body of the feed while 
electrifying being ftrongly faturated,agi- 
tated and expanded by the ethereal fire, 
which becomes diffipated after ceafing 
to electrify, the cold damp air there- 
upon entering the body of the feed, now 
open, and deftitute of ether, checks the 
tender nafcent fibrille, and keeps them 
from developing, and thereby retards 
their growth. 

This fhews that to render the opera- 
tion and effects of the ether more ettica- 
cious upon animals and vegetables, its 
application ought to be continued for a 
confiderable time, and much longer. on 
vegetables, than animals. So that had 
the feeds been eleétrified both day and 
night without intermiffion, for the fpace 
of two or three days and nights, there 
is no doubt but they would have {urpafi- 
ed the others, as much in the acceélera- 
tion of their growth, as they have in all 
other refpects. This experiment was 
not made with all the accuracy necefla- 
ry, therefore is not propofed as an ex- 
perimentum crucis, and decifive, but is 
here inferted only to induce others whg 
have better opportunities to try it more 
perfectly, and to remind them of fuch 
circumi{tances as are mo{t material to be 
attended to in the procefs. Obferving 
that as there is a great analogy between 
the mechanifm of men and brutes, and 
alfo between animals and vegetables, fo 
there is likewife in the caufes and means 
of their life, health, difeafes, and me- 
thods of cure.

Friend of a republick, indebted to his 
crown for its eitablifhment and prefer- 


g vation, the king defigned, by this me- 


thod of proceeding, to keep it not only 
from the misfortunes of the war, but to 
caufe it to participate of the glory of re- 
eftablifhing a peace.

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country, and by juftice, they will furely 
lofe nothing of their confidence in the 
folemn aflurances fo often repeated in 
the name of the king, as well to the 
Germanic body in general, as to the an- 
terior circles in particular. 

If the memorial delivered to the e- 
leCtor of Mentz in October laft had been 
carried to the public dictature, as indeed 
his majefty had reafon to expect, he 
would now again have renewed by that 
canal the fame aflurances of the conftant 
refolution he was in of maintaining with 
the empire peace, neutrality, and good 
neighbourhood; but that way being as 
it were fhut.to him, to the great preju- 
dice of the rights of the princes and 
{tates of the Germanic body, I can no 
other way fupply it, than in addrefling 
myielf to their refpetive ambaffadors 
and minilters; in order to reprefent to 
thcin, that his majefty has not changed, 
nor wall ever change his principles ; 
and whatever advantage his arms may 
gain, he fhall only be more ftrongly 
confirmed thereby in the refolution of 
drawing clofer and clofer the bands of 
peace which fubfift between his crown 
and the empire, and to concur in’ the 
means of rendering it to all Europe. 

Guarantee of the treaties of We/pba- 
dia, the king has nothing moreat heart 
than to cternize the execution of it. 
And it is to a view fo greatly interciting 
to the Germanic nation, that his maijeity 
will. be conitantly attached; not being 
able to give more eminent marks of his 
friendfhip, and at the fame time his ear- 
neft defire to contribute to its advantage 
and happinefs, . I intreat your excellen- 
cies to acquaint your refpective courts 
with this.

2 EING a conftant reader of your in- 

} itructive, as well as diverting Ma- 
gazine, I take the liberty to prefent you 
with fome remarks on a paflage in that 
of December lait, p2 646, which gives an 
account of an Hour-glafs, found ina 
grave in Clerkenwell Church-yard; and 
that fome antiquarians fuppofed, that it 
Was an ancient cuftom to put an hour- 
glais into the coffin, as an emblem of 
the fand of life being run out; others 
conjectured that little hour-glaffes were 
anciently given at funerals, like rofe- 
mary, and by the friends of the dead 
put in the coffin or the grave. 

Bat I fear neither ef thefe cuftoms 
ean be prov’d by the works of any au- 
thentic author ; befides, had {uch been 
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the ufe or cuftom, certainly thefe slaffess 
or at leait fragments of them, would be 
more frequently difcovered. . Give me 
leaves Sir, therefore, to offer what I 
flatter myfelf will feem a more proba- 
ble reafon for the hour-gla(s’s interment: 

In this nation (as well as others) by 
the abundant zeal of our anceitors, vir- 
ginity was held in great eftimation; in- 
fomuch that thofe which died in that 
itate were rewarded, at their deaths, 
with a garland or crown on their heads, 
denoting their triumphant victory over 
the lufts of the flefh. Nay, this honour 
was extended even to a widow that had 
enjoy’d but one hufband (faith Weaver 
in his Fun. Mon. p. 12). And. in the 
year 1733, the prefent clerk of the pa- 
rifh church of Bromley in Kent, by his 
diggmg a grave in that church-yard. 
cloie to the eaft end of the chancel wall, 
dug up one of thefe crowns, or gar- 
lands, which is moit artificially wrought 
in filagree work with gold and filver 
wire, in refemblance of myrtle (with 
which plant the funebrial garlands of 
the ancients were compos’d.*) whofe 
leaves are falten’d.to hoops of larger 
Wire of iron, now. fomething corroded 
with ruft, but both the gold and filver 
remains to this time very little different 
from its original {plendor. It was alfo 
lin’d. with cloth of -filver, a piece of 
which, together with part of this curi- 
ous garland, I keep as.a choice relick 
of antiquity. 

Belides thefe crowns,the ancients had 
alfo their depofitory garlands, the ufe of 
which were continued even till of late 
years (and perhaps. are itill retain’d in 
many parts of this nation, for my own 
knowledge of thefe matters extends not 
above. 20 or 30 miles round London) 
which garlands, at the funerals of the 
deceas’d, were carried folemnly before 
the corps by two maids, and. afterward 
hung up in fome confpicuops place 
within. the church, in memorial of the 
departed perfon, and were (at leait all 
that [ have feen) made after the follow- 
ing manner, 27z. ‘The lower rim, or 
circlet, was a broad hoop of wood, 
whereunto were fix’d, at the fides there- 
of, part of two other hoops croiling each 
other-at the top, at right angles, which 
form’d the upper part, being about one 
third Jonger than the width; thefe 
hoops were wholly covered with artif- 
cial flowers of paper, dy’d horn, or 
filk, and more or leis beauteous, accord- 
ing to the {kill or ingenuity of the per- 
former. In the vacancy of the infide,

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fromthe top, hung white paper, cut in 
form of gloves, whereon was wrote the 
deceafed’s name, age, 3c. together with 
long flips of various-colour’d paper, or 
ribbons. Thefe were many times in- 
termix’d with gilded or painted empty 
fhells of blown eggs, as farther orna- 
ments; or, it may be, as emblems of 
the bubbles or bitternefs of this lifes; 
whilft other garlands had only a {olitary 
hour-glafs hanging therein, as a more 
fignificant fymbol of mortality. 
Abeut 40 years ago thefe garlands 
grew much out of repute, and were 
thought, by many, as very unbecoming 
decorations for fo facred a place as the 
church; and at the reparation, or new 
beautifying feveral churches, where I 
have been concern’d, I was oblig’d, by 
order of the minifter and church-war- 
dens, to take the garlands down, and 
the inhabitants ftri€tly forbid to hang 
up any more for the future. Yet not- 
withftanding, feveral people, unwilling 
to forfake their ancient and delightful 
cuftom, continued ftill the making of 
them, and they were carried at the fu- 
nerals, as before, to the grave, and put

therein, upon the coffin, over the face of . 


the dead; this I have feen done in ma- D 


ny places. Now I doubt not but fucha 
garland, with an hour-glafs, was thus 
placed in the grave at Clerkenwell, 
which, at the rotting and falling in of 
the lid of the coffin, muft confequently 
be found clofe to the {cull; as that was 
{aid to be, and the wooden frame of the 
glafs being but of flender {ubftance, mult 
needs have long fince decay’d f, had it 
not been in great meafure fecured from 
moifture within the hollow part of the 
garland, tho’ the thread thar held it 
might in a fhort time let it flip down to 
the coffin’s lid.

altho’ there may be feveral things found 
in graves not fo eafily accounted for: 
As in digging a grave, Anu9 1720, for 
oneMrWill. Clements, in Nockholt church- 
yard, in this county, were found deep 
in the earth feveral rolls of brimftone ; 
and laft year was dug out of a grave at 
Wilmington near Dartford, a quantity of 
Henry the IlId’s coins, the particular 
account of which, I intend ihall be the 
fubjeét of another letter, if it will be 
any ways entertaining or acceptable to 
your readers, the which will be a great

Reafons offer’d why we foould acquiefce in 
the Diflolution of the Parliament. 


Tis undoubtedly an affair of very 

great Importance to the ding, to his 
minifters, and to the watzon; it will cer- 
tainly make a very great noife abroad, as 
it creates avait variety of {entiments at 
home. Some complain, and {ome com- 
mend ; fome look aitonifhed, and others 
feem very well fatistied with it; in 
fhort, there want not thofe who cen{ure 
and carp at, while, at the fame time, 
multitudes approve, and applaud this 
mealure, asthe beit that could be taken: 

I fhall not offer any thing on either 
fide of the queition, or attempt to prove 
that maintaining the parliament for the 
ulual time, is right, or parting with ita 
year fooner, 1s Wrong; but {uppoting 
that, either at prefent, or at any other 
juncture, /uch a ftep fhould be thought 
expedient, 1 conceive there are many rea- 
ons may be offered, why the people in 
general ought not to take umbrage at 
it; but, on the contrary, fhould rather 
relt fatisfied, or be pleated,with a mea- 
{ure of this.kind, 

In the fir place, then, the calling; 
proroguing, and diffolving of - parlia- 
ments, being as ‘inherent prerogatives 
in the crowm, ‘as the fitting in the upper 
houfeis'the hereditary privilege of the 
peers, andthe choice of their reprefen- 
tatives, the birth-right of the commons ; 
it may be both juft and expedient for 
the crown to exercife thefe’ branches of 
prerogative from time to time, in order 
to preierve them, and to prevent a very 
unjuft and groundleis opinion from ta- 
king place, that parliaments are fixed to 
feven years, and therefore are to contir 
nue fo long, whatever reafons or mo- 
tives there may be for diffo/ving, and ta- 
king the fenfe of a mew repreientative 
of the people fooner. Short parlia- 
ments, and frequent feffions of parlta- 
ment, have been always efteemed, by 
fuch as are beft acquainted withour con- 
ftitution, for the mutual benefit both of 
the crown and of the /uiject ; and there- 
fore it feems to be both abfurd and dan- 
gerous, to quarrel with, or fet up a cla- 
mour againit, fuch a meafure, merely 
on the {core of its zove/ty, when in the 
light in which I have placed it, and in 
which, I think, it ought to be confider- 
ed, there cannot well be a better rea- 
fon ailigned for it, thanto prevent its 
being thought azovelty. For, fince no- 
body can deny that {uch a meafure is le- 
gal and conftitutional, or that at fome 

time 
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time or other it may be juft and necefla- 
ry ; it cannot be, independent of other 
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coniiderations, look’d upon asa grie- 


re, | c 
tive is exercifed, and the nation thereby 
made acquainted with its real conftitu- 
tion. 


in the next place, Tapprehend, that 
fuch a flep as this, if ‘taken now, or 
any other time, would be afit and rea- 
fonable precedent in favour of the peo- 
ple; becauie, if the .crown fhall fome- 
times fee an expediency for breaking\in- 
to the ufual method of holding: fepten- 
nial parliaments, it cannot be judged ei- 
ther improper or indecent in the fubject, 
upon like juftand weighty motives, to 
endeavour by legal methods -to obtain 
the alteration of the law.in this refpect, 
fo as to reduce this period to five or to 
three years, as it {tood formerly.- Ido 
not fay that this. is a proper time for 
fuch a change ; nay, I thal! not prefume 
to affert that a proper time will ever 
come for making fuch a change, but 
think, with truth and propriety, I may 
fay, that it is not impotfible fucha time 
may come, when the commons of Gr, 
Britain {hall think it requifite to apply 
to their reprefentatives for their aflift- 
ance in making fuch an alteration, or 
rather reftoration; and if ever fuch a 
time fhould come, no doubt a precedent 
of this nature would have its proper 
weight. Parliaments are for the joint 
benefit of the crown, and of the people; 
the inconveniency of keeping the fame 
parliament too long» was telt. in the 
reign of K. Charles II.. the inconveni- 
ency of being obliged to part with a 
parliament too foon, was thought appa- 
rent in the lait reign, which gave birt! 
to, the feptennial at. If, therefore, ei- 
ther now, or at any other time, the 
crown, fhall exert that right, which it 
certainly has, of diffolving a parliament 
before the expiration of the accuftomed 
period, it is impotitble for any. reafona- 
ple man to deny, that a time may come, 
when the.people may, upon good grounds, 
defire.to have elections rendered more 
frequent ; and if this fhould ever hap- 
pen, it will be a very diticult matter to 
find. any convincing argument why if 
Should not be comply’d with. The ex- 
petience of all ages fhows, that parlia- 
ments, 28 wellas the feffions of a parlia- 
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went, Rave been tubject to variations. 
Si Tae ‘ae : ; 
The initances before-mentioned prove, 
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it has been thought reafonable to 
preicribe in fome meature the mode of 
inele alterations; and the crowum may 
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and other réafons may induce’ the em- 
mons to wilh the fame for their ocx 
fakes. Of which reafons however their 
reprefentatives, and the other branches 
of the legiflature, miuft be, as indeed 
they ought to be, the only judges. 

‘There is a third reafon'that may in- 
duce a diffolution of ‘this nature, and 
that is, a defire in the crown and ‘its 
minifters,vnot only to take the fenfe of 4 
netw reprefentative, bat to provide, as far 
as is poilible, for the freedom of this 
choice, that they may be the better fa- 
tised as to the real jentiments of the wa> 
tion, to which it is ‘not eafy to divine a 

aethod that ean more effectually con+ 
tribute than this of varying the ujual pe- 
riod, which muft neceffarily hinder dri- 
bery and corruption; and, which is ano- 
ther very good confequence, very much 
limit. the extravagant expence which 
cuftom has almoft univerfally introduced 
during the lait year of afeptennial parli- 
ament, in order to /ecure in fome pla- 
ces, and in others to pave the way for a 
chauge at the enfuing election “Whoe- 
ver will attentively and candidly confi- 
der this, will fee it to be no flight; no 


D trivial, or plaufible, but a fenfible and 
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weighty reafon, tending to-_promote the 
freedom of ele€tions,and the honour and 
dignity of parliaments, and confequently 
the fafety of the nation. It has been al- 
ways looked on as a time of riot and con- 
fufion, and therefore if there be any le- 
gal method by which this feafon can be 
fhortened, it ought to be applied; nor 
is there any body hurt by “it, unlefs thofe 
can be {aid to be hurt, who, hurried by 
an impetuous fpirit of intemperance, 
would hurt themfelves, hurt the candi- 
dates, and hurt their country, ‘merely 
to gratify that {pirit which is too bafe to 
be named. 

We may take notice of a fourth Yea- 
fon, that is. moft likely to take place in 
time of war, for then the public con- 
cerns.of the nation requiring that the 
parliament fhould iit early, and obliging 
them alfo to fitlong, there feems to be 


-y juft canfe, that to balance this, the con- 


tinuance of the parliament itfelf fhould 
be fhortened, that the private affairs of 
the members might not fuffer too much 
by the neceflary attendance on the pub- 
lic. It may indeed be objeéted, that the 
diflolution of a parliament may be very 
dangerous in time of war, weaken the 


H hands of the government,, and give our 


enemies great advantages: for it is not 
impoflible that the nation may furmife, 
that'a war may be unneceflary, though 
approved by one parliament, or if ne- 

ceflary, 
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eellary, improperly carried on by fuch 
as happen to have a parliament at their 
devotion; but this can never be faid, 
where a war and the managers of it are 
approved by fucceilive parliaments, and 
therefore at the firlt appearance it is a 
prefumption in favour of any admini- 
itration that fhall take fuch a ftep in time 
of war, becaufe it is not eafy to con- 
ceive why they fhould venture upon it, 
if they were not conicious of the re¢ti- 
tude of their own conduct, and there- 
fore willing to fubmit it not only to the 


at 
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examination of a parliament, but of dif- B 


ferent parliaments, whlch I crave leave 
to fay is the firicteft of all ze//s that our 
conititution has appointed. 

There is but one reafon more that I 
fhall mention, for fear of taking up too 
much room in your paper, and it is this; 
that to adhere itri€tly to any certain pe- 
riod, may, in critical conjunctures, be 
of very dangerous confequence, by gi- 
Ving time and leifure, as well to our do- 
meitic as foreign enemies, to form 
fchemes for the influencing a general e- 
lection. 1t has been faid, and very tru- 
ly. faid, that this kingdom can only 
be undone by parliaments, tho’, blefled 
be God, fhe has hitherto been prelerved 
by them. Now undoubtedly it. would 
be very right to prevent intrigues, which 
might be of fuch dangerous confe- 
quence, by any method confiftent with 
our conftitution; nor is-it poffible to af- 
fign any at once fo confiftent and {fo ef- 
fectual, as the altering the ufual period 
of elettions; and the more iuddenly 
this is done, the greater probability 
there is of its anfwering the intention: 
the doing this is folely in the power of 
the crown, and therefore as we can only 
expect fuch a good office from minitters, 
we ought not to be too hafty in blaming 
them, whenever. they fhall think it ex- 
pedient to attempt a thing of this na- 
ture. Laftly, for it is indeed time to 
conclude, as their conduét in this, and 
in all other refpects, mutt be fubject to 
the infpection and confideration of a fu- 
ture parliament, we have no right to 
blame them before they are cenfured by 
their proper judges.

A Continuation of the Tranfaétions at 
Genoa, from p..167. 


FTER the retreat of the 4u/frians, 

one of the firft concerns of the 
Genoese was to fend fuccours to Savona. 
‘They difpatch’d on the 17th 4 galleys 
and an armed bark, to convoy to 4/-

zu#ola fometran{port fhips with troops. 
They were hardly embark’d before an 
Engiifo {qaadron appear’d, which ob- 
lig’d them to come back into the port. 

On the 18th great firing of artillery 
was heard towards Savona, which w 
a general affault on the caitle, by fea ee 
land; it was oblig’d to capitulate, and 
the next morning the governor and 
garrifon furrender’d prifoners of war. 
The principal officers, being releafed 
on their parole of honour, repair’d to 
Genoa. (SeeVol.xvi. p.670F) 

In the mean time, the guards oVetr 
the 4ufirian prifoners, which were a- 
bout 4600 men, z10 officers included, 
were Acubled, The people kept their 
general quarters at the fef{uits college in 
the ftreet Baldi, whence all orders were 
iflued. They eftablifhed 60 companies 
of so men each, for the guard of the 
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C town, and the inhabitants of the val- 
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leys of Bifapno and Polfevera held them- 
felves in readinefs to a€t_as need fhould 
require. The foreign merchants,and the 
beft citizens retired daily. 

On Dec. 25, being Chrifmas day, 
there was a general motion both in the 
city, and the neighbouring parts, occa- 
fioned by ringing the bell of the metro- 
politan church, which sommonly ferves 
as a fienal to take arms ; the other 
bells of the town rung at the fame 
time. Inlefsthan an hour, above 6000 
perfons armed were affembled at the 
general quarters in the ftreet Ba/Zi, and 
4000 on the ramparts, and hills de/ Spe- 
rone and Caftellacio. The like alarm 
being given in the valleys of Pol/evera 
and Bifagno, 8000 inhabitants of the 
former, and 4000 of the latter appear’d 
under arms, and remain’d there ’till af- 
ter four o’clock in the afternoon, when 
it was order’d that every body fhould 
return home. The caufe of this alarm 
was attributed to 300 porters, who, 
in coming back from N. D. de/ Monte, 
had feveral times fired their futees, as a 
token of joy for recovering their liberty. 
It is, however, more probable, that the 
chiefs~intended to try by this alarm, 


G how much they might rely on. their 
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people for afliftance in cafe of necellity. 
If fo, the event anfwer’d their utmoft 
hopes ; for, befides the garriion, in the 
{pace of 2 hours they faw above 90,000 
men under arms, among them:even the 
monks, and foreigners, who were com- 
pelled to ‘furnifh contributions, . on 
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Sures, to defray the current expences of 
the day. 

On the 26th the city received a ma- 
nifefto from the Marquis a? Botta, dat- 
ed the 21ft, fummoning all the officers 
and foldiers of the republick, to obey 
his orders, in the ftate of Milan, confi- 
dering them as prifoners of war, in vir- 
tue of the capitulation; and all the 
French and Spanifh officers, on their pa- 
role of honour, to repair thither, He 
declared alfo the detention of the 4z- 
firian officers and foldiers, who were 
prifoners, to be unjuft, and order’d 
that they fhould have leave to come and 
join’ his corps. The people, far from 
obeying this manifefto, publifh’d ano- 
ther, decreeing capital punifhment and 
confifcation of eftate to all perfons, that 
fhould dare to go out of the town on 
this occafion. Neverthelefs 28 officers 
run the rifque of it on the 27th,. but 
they were {topp’d, and brought back to 
Genoa. The noble Lazorence Fie/chi, 
one of the deputies, that kept a corre- 
{fpondence with the Marquis de Botta, 
when he was at St Pierre a’ Arene, re- 
ceiv'd a letter from this general, by 
which he admonifh’d him to recom- 


mend to the governor the fpeedy and D 


full execution of what was order’d by 
his manifelto. The people, to whom 
M. Fie/chi communicated _ this letter, 
took on themfelves an authority to’ re- 
turn an anfwer, making among others 
the following demands: “The people 
of Genoa require on their part, that the 
general of the du/irian troops fend back 
to the bank of St George, the fums taken 
from thence, and depofited in his 
hands: Jikewife to make fatisfaGtion 
both to the flates in general, and to 
the fubjeéts in particular, for the dama- 
ges caufed by his troops: adding, when 
thefe two conditions are fulfilled, it will 
be time enough to talk of releafing pri- 
foners.”” | 
The fame day an edi&t was ‘publifh’d 
to recall the Genoe/e, of whatever ‘rank 
er quality, who were gone into the 
country on account of the troubles. 

_ Three Engli/h men of war being ar- 
riv’d before Genoa, two deputies were 
fent to them, from the general quarters, 
ia felucca, with a large quantity of 
all forts of provifions, and with an or- 
der to declare to the commanders, that 
the Exglifb veflels would be receiv’d in- 
to the port of Genoa on the footing of 
friends, and that the Genoc/e defir’d no- 
thing more than to maintain a goud cor- 
reipondence with that nation, and to 
cultivate itscommerce. ‘I'he comman- 
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ders of thefe fhips kept the provifions, 
but would not admit the’ deputies, to 
whom they fent this anfwer ; | “* That 
“* it was not proper for them to confer 
with thofe deputies from the popu- 
lace, but if the fenate would fend de- 
puties, they would freely receive 
them.” 

The 28th the quarters of Portoria 
and the Mole fhew’d:themfelves diffa- 
tished, becaufe Bava and Aferetto the 
two chiefs of the people, had poffeffed 
themfelves of the money that was taken 
from the 4uffrians, and in which thefe 
two quarters pretended to have a fhare, 
as having moft contributed to the city’s 
deliverance. ..Thefe chiefs promiied 
them a fhare accordingly ; yet that very 
night fent the whole booty on board 
two feluccas, in which they intended to 
efcape, but the people ftopp’d them, 
and led them prifoners to Palazzetto, 
with 20 of their adherents, and the trea- 
fure was retaken, and put ina place of 
fecurity. 

This incident might have caufed 
great diforder, but, inftead of it, put 
things to,rights. For all the quarters 
of the town, concern’d in the conferva- 
tion of the booty, had, ‘by common 
confent, recourfe to the government, 
whom they fupplicated to eftablifh a de- 
putation of fix of the moft wife and 
equitable noblemen of the fenate. 
What they requefted was granted, and 
they chofe for new chiefs the following 
noblemen, viz. 1. Pierre Marie Ce- 
mavaro. 2. ‘Jerome Serra. 3. “Fobn 
Baptift. Grimaldi. 4. Charles de Ferra- 
ri. s. Ferome Lomellino, and 6: Fobn 
Marie Scaglia. On this regulation, the 
quarters, which are 12 in number, 
fortn’d each a regiment, commanded 
by two chiefs, to whom the nominati- 
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_ on of captains, lieutenants, and other 


officers was given. A hundred and 
twenty free companies, of 60 men each, 
were likewife rais’d by the quarters. 

On ‘Fan. 3, two.officers arriv’d from 
the French and Spanifb army inProvexce, 
with advice, that it receiv’d daily new 
reinforcements, that the Marthal ae Bell- 
ifle and the Marquis de /a Minas, hoped

© foon to fend affiftance to the republick. 


On this advice, they prepared with 
great alacrity to raife new outworks, 
and planted 100.pieces of great cannon 
onthem. ‘They reckon’d in the ci- 
ty, with the new regiments, 32,000 
armed men, befides the armed peatants. 

‘The important pafs of Bochetta was 
guarded by the inhabitants of the*val- 
ley of Pol/evera,and by a body of regu- 
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jar troops... The ways leading to it, on 
the fide of Arenzano, were broken by 
the inhabitants. ‘he Marquis de Borta 
caus’d the fame thing to be done at Vo/- 
taggio, and the King of Sardinia at 
Albizuola. 

The 4th, abody of 80 Croats, that 
were advanc’d towards Bochetta, near 
Cravafco, was attacked, by the armed 
peafants, and oblig’d to retire underVol- 
taggio. Five hundred Aujirians came 
back to the charge, the following night, 
from the quarter of Fiacone; but they 
could not force a pafiage. Inthe night 
of the sth and 6th, a more numerous 
detachment of 4u/irians endeavoured to 
force the Bochetta, in which a very 
brifk fkirmith enfued between them and 
a great body of the peafants and mili- 
tia of the ak bt oe which being fupe- 
rior in number, maintain’d themfelves 
in their polts, and made 80 prifoners. 

From the sth to the 13th happen’d 
feveral other vigorous fkirmifhes. ‘The 
four galleys of the republick having put 
to fea; took fome fhips laden with pro- 
vifions for the 4u/iriaw army in Provence. 

In the mean time, the Marquis de 
Pallavicini, the emprefs’s: commifiary 
general in Lombardy, by her orders fe- 
quefter’d all the eitates and effects of 
the Genoefe nobility and others, in the 
Milanese, Mantuan, and elfewhere in 
the 4ufrian diftritts, and alfo ftrittly 
confined the four nobles, whom the re- 
publick had fent to Mian as hoftages 
for their obfervation of the ‘articles of 
capitulation. 

The Aufrians having fore’d the pafs 
of the Bochetta (See p.106) intrenched 
ehem(elves at Pietro Lavexzaro, and re- 
pulfed the country people, who on the 
17th attempted to diflogethem. ‘They 
{et fire to fome villages and houfes, and 
yefufed quarter . to fome 8 a who 
were fhut up in, and obitinately de- 
fended a houfe near Voltri, which ra- 
ther exafperated the country people than 
intimidated them, for in revenge they 
cut to pieces fome prifoners, which 
they had taken in fome fkirmithes, and 
it was with difficulty that the govern- 
ment prevented the rabble in the city 
from maflacring about 5000 4ufirian 
prifoners, over whom a guard of monks 
and friars was appointed for their fu- 
ture fecurity. [he peafants of the ea- 
fern Riviera unanimoufly refolved to 
hazard all for the defence of the itate, 
and each.community drafted a number 
of men, who.as faft as drafted marched 
to the capital. Perfons of the firft dif- 
tinétion were difpatched to Naples, Pa- 
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fome of the young nobility put them- 
felves at the head of the armed inhabi- 
tants, and many others fent in {uch vaft 
fums of money to the military cheft, as 
plainly demonftrated . that it. would 
have been no fuch hard matter to, have 
difcharged the fums due to: her impe- 
rial majeity, by the capitulation, had 
they been jerioufly inclined to it. » Ma- 
ny, however, of the beft circumitances, 
both in the city and country, got off 
with their mott valuable effects to Leg- 
horn, Pifa, Florence and Lucea. (The 
marquis. de Pallavicini having fignify’d 
to the fenate, that the emprefs queen 
would: grant a general amneity, provi- 
ded all things were put on the fame 
footing as before the infurrection, the 
people, on notice of it, turned’ their 
fury on'fuch of the nobility as favour~ 
ed the Aufrian party, and_xuintd fe- 
veral palaces, but feveral nobles uniting 
themi{elves with the order of. merchants, 
means were found to appeafe the —popu- 
lace ;.a plot was difcovered on the 28th 
to receive the 4u/iricns mto the city ; 
many of the clergy, both décular and 
regular, who, with a good intention to: 
preferve the place from deftruction, 
were. concern’d in it,’ were apprehend- 
ed among other confpirators. Several 
of the richeft families continu’d: to em - 
bark for Leghorn, and it was computed 
that by Fes. 18, above 13,000: people 
had left the city. On Fed. 16, the Ge- 
nocje attack’d ‘a body of Germans en- 
trench’d at Powte Decimo, and oblig’d 
them to retire with the lofs of ‘ome 
hundreds kill’d and wounded, almoft 
to the Bochetta. 'They alfo, with the. 
help. of the peafants of .Pol/evera, re- 
puls’d the Aufirians in their attacks on 


_ Langajco and Pedemonte, and .a famous 


partifan, call’d Barbarofia, furpriz’d 
and cut in pieces 200 Germans near 
Voltri. "ence to the end of the month 
nothing was done by land on account of 
the bad weather, but the Genoc/e_re- 
ceiv'd 100 officers, and a commiflary 
with two millions of livres ready mo- 
ney, and fome fupplies of ammunition 
from marfhal Belleifte. In the begin- 
ing of March, an_ edict was publilhed 
declaring the capitulation of Sept. 6: 
void, as being made without con{ent of 
all the claffes of the people (See p. 249) 
and the revolters call’d themfelves im 
this, and all other public papers, the 


Chiefs and Confervators of the Republic of 


Genoa. The approach of Gen. Schuy- 
lemberg (See p. 201.) the beginning of 
April casted a great confternation, all 
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the fhops were fhut, and general pro- 
ceffions made, every perfon capable of 
carrying arms was forced to ferve, and 
march out to the defence of the fuburbs 
and advanced pofts, while the priefts 
and friars mounted guard at the gates 
within. An 4a/frian detachment pre- 
fenting itfelf before Veltri, the heads of 
the community fubmitted, and promifed 
for themfelves and the inhabitants to 
remain quiet, upon which 80 men were 
left to quarter there. Some days after, 
under pretence of exactions committed 
by this detachment, the inhabitants 
joined by 800 peafants, fell upon and 
maflacred thefe 80 men; in revenge a 
large body of Croats forced the town, 
after fome refiftance, plunder’d it of all 
that was portable, and deftroy’d the 
reft. Sefiri di Ponente and Monte Chio 
underwent the fame treatment for the 
fame reafon, with this aggravation, that 
in the former of thefe towns the Au/fri- 
ans were treated in a very barbarous 
manner, and fome of them bury’d a- 
live. In fhort, both fides are ‘fo ex- 
afperated, that no quarter is given, and 
that part of the Riviera is nothing but a 
fcene of defolation and barbarities.

IV, Soldiers may, inftead of parith certifi- 
Cates, bring a certificate from their command- 
ing wfficers, fignifying to what corps they be- 
Jong, and that they fhall be received into the 
faine corps, when difcharged from the bofpi- 
tal, in whatever condition they are. .

vere malady, efpecially as this’cafe re- 
quires a more {peedy affiftance than moft 
other difeafes, which may admit. of 
fome delay, without the hazard of life, 
but this admits of none, and is. fo ex- 
tenfively fatal, that within the bills of 
mortality only, in the lait eight years, 
have died no lefs than 15925, of which 
3236 laft year; and of thefe, a large 
part, in all probability, unhappily pe- 
rifhed for want of proper advice and 
affiftance. 

As the fmall-pox is likewife infectious, 
and occafions great uneafinefs, the re- 
ceiving fuch from a neighbourhood into 
an hofpital, is removing mifery and 
deftruction from it. How. often. are 
the poor, tho’ ufeful members of {o- 
ciety, with their languifhing families, 
reduced to the utmoft difficulty and di- 
{trefs ! Seiz’d with this diftemper, they 
are frequently obliged, fome to quit 
their fervice and. their maintenance, o- 
thers miferably confin’d to a flender ha- 
bitation, communicate the diitemper to 
their helplefs children: For whither 
can thele poor wretches go? Thedoors 
of public hofpitals are fhut againft them, 
and what private family will receive 
them? How often is a whole family 
involved in mifery and diftrefs, when 
this fad diftemper attacks the head of it, 
white his illnefs deprives them of the

‘The care 
and attention you have fhewn to extinguifh any 
remains of the late rebellion, and to ftrengthen 
the foundations of our future tranquillity by

in Italy. The invafion made by France upon 
the territories of the States General of the U- 
nited Provinces, has had a different effect from 
what our enemies promifed themfelves from it, 
The voluntary and fpeedy fuccour which I 
fent on that occafion was received with the ut- 

« moft joy, and has been of great ufe; and the 
States have thereupon not only refolved on a 
great augmentation of their forces, which is 
actually making, but have taken fach fteps as 
muft convince our enemies, how determined 
they are vigoroufly to fupport their own inde- 
pendency, and the interefts of the common 
caufe. Ihave the peculiar fatisfaction to ac- 
quaint you, that the union between Great 3ri- 
tain and the republic,: fo neceffary for both 
nations, was never more cordial, or 
eftablithed, than it is at prefent. 

The fignal fuccefs which, by the bleffing of 
God, has already attended my fleet, has hap- 
pily difappointed fome very pernicious pro- 
jects of our enemies 3 and given a confiderable 
blow to their naval ftrength, as well as to 
their commerce 3 which will be the moft pro- 
bable means of reducing them to reafon. ‘This 
is the great objet which I have at heart; the 
fole view of all my meafures being to put an 
end to the calamities of war, by a fafe and ho- 
hourable peace. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

I muft acknowledge in a particular manner 
the zeal and a application, ¥3 whi ch you have raifed 
the neceflary fupplies for the fervice of the cur- 
rent year ; and your readinefs in making good 
the deficiency of the civil lift funds, ‘arifing 
from the unavoidable confequences of war, is a 
frefh inftance of that regard and affection,

force us ftri€tly to conclude that MZi/ton 
has taken trom them: but then it is to 
be remembred that when they are con- 
fidered altogether, they make a ttrong 
proof that he has at lealt een them, and 
that they gave birth to many of his-:de- 
feriptions : for in any cafe, 
prejumptions colle€ted in one view, tho’ 


each confidered fingly by it felf is flight ~ 


and inconclufive, there will at length a- 
‘rife ia. the whole fufficient evidence for 
the fact. If itbeconfefied, from plain 
proof, thatM@i/ton has taken many things 
from the antients, why fhould not as 
good evidence make.us equally conclude 
that he has likewife borrowed from the 
moderns ? To be partial with regard to 
thefe is unreafonable, and it favours of 
caprice.and fuperitition. I could ven- 
ture the iffue of the whole ‘canfe upon 
the lait {pecimen 7. L. produced to us, 
in the fimile of a fhip working into port 
againft wind, to illuftrate Satan’s ad- 
drefling Eve. lor it feems to me to be 
next to impoflible that two authors could 
have fallen on fo remarkable a deicrip- 
tion, that has no -neceflary connection 
with the fubjeét. I will not helivate to 
fay, that Iam fure 14:/fow has taken this 
from Ram/ay ; and if he has ventured to 
‘take fo remarkable a figure, it is natural 
to think that he would deal more freely 
with thofe that were not {fo Jiable to. be 
traced. ‘I‘his.brings to. my mindjya plea- 
fant itory of two famous mathemati- 
cians, told by Dr Wallis, and with 
which I hall conclude my letter. Mr 
Harriot was author of a great diicovery 
in Algebra, which he printed at London 
and atterwards M. des Cartes publifhed 
his geometry, in which he inierted the 
fame invention, without taking any no- 
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tice from whom ‘he had it, “and ‘for 
which he ‘was admired by all the fo- 
reigners who had not feen the other. 
Some time’ after Sir Charles Cavendifr, 
brother'to the firft duke of Newcustle; 
who was well {killed in Mathematicks, 
wvas at Paris, And he dilcourfing there 
with Mr Roberval, a famous geometer, 
concerning that piece of Des Cartes then 
lately publifhed, ‘‘ 1 admire, faith Xo- 
“© derval, that notion of Des Cartes, of 
putting over the whole-equation to 
one fide, making it equal'to nothing; 
and how-he lighted’ upon it.”” ** The 
reafon why you admire ‘it, faith Sir 
Charles, is becaute you are a Prench- 
man, for if you were an. Englifoman, 
you would not admire it.” “* Why 
fo? reply’d Roberval.” ‘ Becaute, 
faith Sir’ Charles, we in England 
know whence he had ‘it, namely trom 
Harriot’s Algebra.” ** What book 
is that? faith Roberva/,-1 never law 
it.’ » ** Next ‘time you come to my 
chamber, faith Sir Charles, I will 
fhew it you.””

The author having thus fhewn, that 
this great event and its. coniequences 
could not be. the ‘effect of impoiture, 
enthufiafm, er the fraud and artifice of 
others, even with the concurrence of 
extraordinary natural caufes, the truth 
of his fourth propofition mui refult as 
ah, undeniable confequence, wiz. that 
what is related by St Pau/ to have been 
the caufe of his converfion, and to have 
happened in confequence of it, did real- 
ty happen.

“Fhould ‘have atted, as-we know ‘that they 
did, upon aay other foundations than 
certain knowledge b¥ Obri/’s being rifen 
“tvom the dead’; or fhould ‘have {ucceed- 
ed in the work:they undertook, without 
the aid of miraculous powers. To'the

Numser I. If, defcribed. 


\WHEN a town is befieged, and the enengy 
has rendered. himfelf mafter of the cover’d 
way, and all the outworks, and the flanks and 
parapets are ruined by his cannon, the works 
which he carries on for paffing the ditch cannot 
be difcovered without the utmoft peril to the 
perfon appointed to reconnoitre; and yet as

At eight-in fummer, and nine.in winter,they 
are to breaksfaft\;, the, elder boys, inthe .opea 
air, Jf the weather. permit, and to have.an hour 
allow’d them. for that purpofe ; the younger 
may breakfaft in the eating-room, in the pre- 
fence of the nurfes of their wards. .The teft 
of ‘the morning, till ‘twelve, ‘is to be {pent in 
their labour. -From twélye to two is allowed 
for dinner and reft-; ‘at two, they are to return 
to their work, ‘and to work till fix in fummer, 
and till it is dark) in| winter, From that. time 
till fupper, part of. the timesis to be employed

play in yhe open air, or {chool-rooms, ,

Gn Sundays, and other days appointed for 
public worthip, they are to be inftructed in the 
principles of religion and morality, to attend at 
chapel, to be taught the catechifm ufed by the 
church of England, or heard to read {uch 
parts of the holy {cripture, as are moft {uitable 
to their underftanding. 

On Saturdays in the afternoon, and on the 
afternoons of fome public holidays, they may 
be allowed to divert themfelves with fuch ex- 
ercifes as will increafe their ftrength, activity, 
and hardinefs ; are never to play at games of 
chance, but are to be taught that it is bafe and 
effeminaie; and fome punifhment of infamy 
is to be affixed to this offence, 

The girls are to be kept in wards, entirely 
feparate from the boys, to be drefied plain and 
neat, with numbers vifible in fome part of their 
cloathing, to rife at the fame hours with the 
boys, to clean the houfe, make the beds, and 
do the houfhold bufinefs till the hour of break - 
faft ; after that to be employ’d in making li- 
nen or cloaths, or fuch other labour as is {uit - 
able to their age and ftrength, or in fome ufeful 
manufactory. 

The diet of the children of the hofpital is to 
be plain and good of the fort, and to confit 
fome days of meat, and others of roots or 
herbs, raifed by the children’s labour ; their 
drink to be water, their bread coarfe, and made 
of a different fort of corn, as wheat, rye, bar- 
ley, peafe, oats, &c, 

Strong drink, tea, coffee, and tobacco are 
never to be permitted to be ufed by any child 
in the hofpital, nor any butter allowed them, 

For the eafier difpofal of the boys, an order 
may be obtained from the lords of the admiral- 
ty, to the captains of his majetty’s fhips, to 
take a certain number of boys, from time to 
time, according to the rate of the fhips, and 


their proportion of men ; and if the captain of ai 


every merchant fhip, of a hundred tons, or up- 
wards, was obliged (if required) to take one or 
more, it would greatly increafe the number of 
feamen; and, the hofpital keeping an account 
of them, the government, on any emergency, 
would be directed where to find them, 

The governors will, by enquiry, find in 
what inland places boys are wanting for huf- 
bandry, and inform the committce thereof ; 
and the girls are to be placed out, as houfhold 
fervants, or put out for a term of years, to be 
employ’d in the linen or other manufactory, as 
foon as poffible, but not without due enguiry 
after the character of the perfons who take ’em,

committee fhall report the fame to the next gen 
neral committee, with their opinion thereupon. 
If the report is fatisfactory to the genera! 
committee, they fhall then, and not before, 
order the billet, or mark which was affixed 


‘to the child, to be opened, and the regifler 


fearched, and if they find the child is living, 
may make an order to deliver the child to its 
parents or relations, which order is to be deli- 
vered, when they have complied wirh the terms 
required by the committee, but not previous 
thereto. Every perfon to whom a child is {9 
deliver’d, is to provide cloathing for their 
child, in which it is to be dreffed 3 and the 
cloathing of the hofpital is to be left. 

When any perfons are difcharged for haying 
attained their age appointed for that purpofe 
(7. e, 24 for males, and 21 for females, . or 
when any of the girls fhall be married, with 
the confent of the committee) the general 
committee, at their difcretion, may give them 
cloaths, money, or neceflaries, not exceeding 
the value of ten pounds. But as it is to be 
hoped, that the males and females wil! be able, 
at thofe years, to get an hornet livelibood by 
their indufiry, this charity mui be cautioufly 
practifed, except_on marriage of the girls. 

It feerns reafonable to apply to the Jegifla- 
ture, for an aét to veft in the hofpital the 
eftate and effects of every perfon who has been 
brought up in the hofpital, and not claimed, 
who {hall die inteftate, and without iilue, and 
leaving no hufbind, or wife, them furwiving ; 
and that, in {uch cafes, the ordinary be obliged 
to grant adminiftration to fuch perfon as the

The town of Ca//ao, a fea-port 
within two leagues of that city was 
fwallow’d up by the fea, and the hurri- 
cane was fo violent, that feveral veflels 
which rode at anchor were afterwards 
found on dry land feveral leagues up the 
country. The fea has filled up the place 
where the town ftood, which was the 
beft port in Perz, and all the inhabitants, 
between 6 and 7000, perifhed, except 
about 200 failors and fifhermen, who 
were thrown upon land with their vef- 
fels. The lofs of the king of Spaim is 
irreparable, both in regard to the fettle- 
ment, and the vaft treafure laid up there 
during the war, which was not to be 
brought. to Ewrope till after a peace. 
—-Lima had been twite before almoft 
deftroyed by earthquakes, firlt in 1 586, 
and laft in Ofoler 1687. ‘The latter of 
thefe fhocks was fo dreadful, that Wafer, 
who felt it 150 leagues at fea, affirms, 
that it frightened the whole fhip’s com- 
pany, who thought they had {truck up- 
onarock, and were convinced of the 
contrary only by founding. ‘The water 
was mixed with fand, tho’ no bottom 
could be found; and the fhips on the 
coaft were driven fome leagues over the 
land, as in this laft earthquake.

commiflion have found him guilty of 
high treafon in plotting to overturn the 
conftitution- of the kingdom, and re- 
verfe the order of fucceffion, and fen- 
tenced him to be broke alive on the 
wheel, his heart and bowels to be pull- 
ed out ‘and burnt, his body quartered, 
and his head fix’d upon a pole.—By the 
fubfidy treaty of 1738, France was to

The military operations.in this coun- 
try are pufh’'d with much vigour on 
both fides ; the 4u/rians have redoubled 
their efforts for the redu€tion of Genoa, 
and: the French have made all poilible 
advances for the relief of that important 
place. On May 20, N.S. the Aufrians, 
after three hours refiftance took the im- 
portant poft of the Capucins near Bo/- 
cbetto. The next day the D. de Boufflers 
at the head of all the regular troops, 
peafants, burghers and domeftics, made 
a general fally, and attacking the be- 
fiegers with the utmoft fury, drove 
them from the poft, and all the redoubts 
belonging to it; but the Aufrians rally-

gen. Schulemberg who vilited every poft 
in perfon, bravely recover’d all they had 
jJoft, and after an obftinate fight of 4 
hours, pufhed them into the town with 
the lofs of 600 men killed, among them 
the marquis du Fay, a French colonel, 
and the marquis Grimaldi, a noble Ge- 
noefe, taken prifoner. On the 28th the 
Genoese garrilon of the caftle of Ma/fone, 
confiting of 173 men, and 14, officers,

among them: marquis Doria, and M. 
Sau, furrender’d at difcretion. This 
good fuccefs led the way to’ the taking 
of Bifagne, the ealtern fuburb of Gezoa 
on the 13th inftant, in which the gene- 
ral, who has given the higheft proofs of 
his courage and conduét in this expedi- 
tion, making a feint to attack St Peter 
d’ Arena, ae fo drawing the troops and. 
attention of the enemy that way, at- 
tacked ae with 15,000 men in 3 
columns; the firft pofts occupy’d by the 
Genocfe were carry’d without noife of 
blood, but 1500 regular troops under 
the Spanifb major gen. Tobin made a gal- 
lant refittance, but moft of them were 
killed or taken. By this advantage way 
was made for the Exgli/h fquadron to 
come clofe to the fhore, and all fuccours 
by fea effectually prevented. . And let- 
ters from Francfort advile, that on the 
17th the 4ujfrians carry’d St Peter a’ Are- 
wa, and took in it 40 cannon and zo 
mortars, with which having begun to 
bombard the city, a capitulation was de- 
manded, and hottages exchanged for 
that purpofe. Gen. Wentworth, it is 
faid, had put adm. Med/ey under arreft 
for milconduét. 

On the other fide, marfhal Be//ecifie af- 
ter retaking the ifles of St Margaret and 
St Honorat, the garrifon of about 500 
men furrendering prifoners of war, paff- 
ed the Var, and took poffeffion of Nice 
without refiftance. Montalban held out 
but a day, Villafranca not a week, the 
garrifon of about 500 men, béing made 
prifoners of war. The French then ad- 
vanced to, Ventimiglia, where the Ax- 
Jirians {feem’d refolved to make a ftand, 
‘but they abandon’d that place alfo, leav- 
ing a {mall garrifon in the caftle, and 
retired towards Final and Savona, where 
it is probable the marfhal will find fuf- 
ficient obftructions, to prevent his re- 
lieving Genoa.

A’ things are now come to that if- 
fue,’ that we enjoy. fome foretaftes 
of that precious liberty, whereof we 
have long had but the empty name, and 
men may freely {peak thofe fentiments, 
which but very lately would have been 
penal even in our fecret thoughts, could. 
the rigour of laws and the terrors of 
power have reached them there; you'll 
allow the few following lines a place in 

your paper. 

I have been a fpectator of what has 
happened here of late, tho” I could not 
be an unconcerned one, .as I love my 
country ; but as I have no party rage, 
and have taken no fide, I can lefs be 
falpected of partiality or. prejudice. 
Tho’ J am as remote from enthutiafim as 
any man, yet I am not void of, religion,

But finding a confiderable quantity of 
the {maller hulls, chaff acd huzzes, 
that is, grains of corn in their hulls, paf- 
fed thro’ this wide wire grate; two 
years fince I placed under that iron grate 
X'X, ID another fine fieve, which had 
§ {quare mafhes’ in the fpace of an inch: 
the wire being about one thirty fixth 
part of, an inch in diameter. This fieve 
inches and half broad in the 
clear ; “it‘was fixed ina frame F H HI. 
under L its hinder rail, and upon its fore 
rail HH. Thefe rails were 3 inches 
broad, and near an inch thick.'This fieve 
was ftrengthened and f{upported by 
two ftrong iron wires, placed length- 
1¢ like wires, 
placed_at equal diftances acrofs thein. 
his fieve with its frame was hook’d to 
the back-heaver, by two flat iron hooks 
at each end, which were nailed tothe 
fide boards HF} HD. And thefe 
hooksare prevented from flipping down, 
by two {mall hooks drove into the edg- 


; es of the fide boards of the back-hea- 


ver. This under fieve is not fixed ina 
parallel pofition’ to the upper fieve, but 
inclining, fo as to have its hinder rail 
five inches below the back-heaver, and 
its fore part only two inches below the 
fore. rail of the back-heaver, By this 
means the under fieve is not inclined 
floping to fo great a degree, as the up- 
per iron grate of the back-heaver, nei-

This under fieve, when thus fixed in its 
place, reaches toH. H, about fix inch- 
es forwarder than the back-heaver. 
The great breadth of this under fieve, 
for the corn to pafs over, gives thereby 
fo much the greater chance for the more 
corn to drop thro’, and to leave the 
chaff to be carried on farther beyond 
the corn, and, confequently,-to be 
‘blown as they fall, fo much the farther 
from the heap of corn. 

The advantages of having the corn 
pafs thro’ both thefe fieves at once, are 
very great; for itis found upon tryal 


that corn may be cleaned thus, much , 


fooner, and better, than by the ufual 
ways of cleanfing corn. . For, much 
the ereateft part of the corn, which falls 
thro’ this riddle five, is at once clear 
from chaff and huzzes, which huzzes 
with fome ears are carried forward on 
the furface of the corn onthe five, and 
fall off, with fome of the corn, over the 
fore rail H H, which corn, being tail- 
ed of with huzzes and ears, after it is 
cleared from them, by. the common 
hand ruddle fieve, is to be thrown up, 
with fome of the next lefs foul tail’d, 
to pafs thro’ the fame back-heaver again, 
and is then to be mixed with the other 
fore part of the corn, inorder to under- 
go another winnowing with a finer fieve, 
next to be defcribed. 

Mr Woods, of Chilgrove in Weft-Dean 
parifh near Chichefter, being preient 
when we were cleaning wheat with 
this inftrument, the following very in- 
genious and ufeful improvement of it 
occurr’d to his thoughts, vz. When 
wheat has paffed thro’ the above-men- 
tioned winnowings, then to take away 
the under fieve, and place there another 
like, but much finer fieve in its room ; 
and to have a piece of fack cloath fixed 
fpread near under the fieve, to receive 
the feeds, very {mall corn, duit, We. as 
it falls thro’ the fieve. ‘This I immedi- 
ately put in execution. ‘The malhes of 
the iron wire fieve were fo {mail, as to 
have 8 of them in the length of an 
inch, the fize, or diameter of the wire, 
being about the one 48th part of an 
inch, wiz. a fimall fize lefs than the 
wire of the firft made under fieve. 

As this under fieve ought to bein a 
fomething more inclining pofture than

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the other under fieve, fo it is fufpended 
more nearly parallel to the upper back- 
heaver, the hinder part of it being on- 
ly one inch lower from the back-heaver 
than the fore part. 

A piece of fack-cloth was nailed both 
to the hinder rail, and -alfo tothe fore- 
moft edge of -the fore rail, that the 
feeds, duit, &%¢. which fall thro’ the 
fieve might lie under this fore rail; this 
{fackcloth was alfo nailed at one end to 
the frame, but at the other end it was 
buttoned over the wooden molds of 8 
buttons, which were nailed for that pur- 
pofe at r, that~ by unbuttoning of 
this, the duit, feeds, &c. might be 
poured out ; the fack cloth was'loole to 
{uch a degree as to bag down only about 
4. inches below the fieve, fo as very lit- 
tle to hinder the free paflage of the 
wind, from the circulating fan. ‘This 
fackcloth was lined with brown paper, 
paited to it with ftiff pafle, which had 
rofin mixed with it, to prevent rats and 
mice eating it. 

Finding upon tryal, that the corn 
which was thrown on the board % Z, 
X-X, flid down from it too unéqually, 
and {ometimes in too thick a quantity, 


D this inconvenience was effectually re- 


medied, by placing at X X edgwife a 
long piece of board, which was two 
inches and half broad 5. which made 
the corn run in a thin even ipread un- 
der it ;, whence pafling over the fieve in 
the fame manner, the very {mall corn, 
blacks, feeds, moufe turds, @c. drop- 
ped through the fieve on the fackcloth. 
And what could not drop thro’ the fieve, 
fach as {mut balls, @*c. being, in falling 
ina thin fheet , expofed to the force of 
the. fan’s wind, was-blown beyond the 
good corn. ! 

Thestailing corn may foon be cleaned 
by pafling thus feveral times over this 
fine fieve, and the beft of the very fmall 
corn, which paffed thro’ the fieve with 
the feeds and blacks, @’c. may. in the 
fame manner be feparated from them, 
and then be mixed with other tailing 
corn. 

This method not only makes much 
greater difpatch, but is alio better than 
4 wire hand fieve of the fame fiz’d mafh- 
es, becaufe by this means the corn 
continually pafling in a thin fheet ov 
this wire fieve, which gives liberty {c 
the feeds, blacks, qc. to drop tir 
the fack cloth ; whereas in a hand ‘1:

The fine fieve with the fack-cloth un- 
der it, may alfo be ufeful without a fan, 
in large graineries, to clear corn’ when 
it is to be moved or turned, from {éeds, 
duit, &c, which dutft is obferved to con- 
tribute not only to the fpoiling’ corn 
in graineries but the méal alfo of foul 
corn will not keep fo well as that of 
clean corn. 

In order. to preferve thefe inftru- 
ments from being {poiled, I have fixed 
fhelves at the upper end of the. barn 
floor, to fet them on, and alfo covered 
the fieves with bags of fack cloth. ‘The 
wires X X, ID are covered with a 
fliding board. 

As this is a great improvement in the 
method of cleaning corn, both for dif- 
patch, and thorough ‘cleaning it from 
feeds, blacks, moufe turds, @*c. fo as 
rightly to prepare it either for the mill, 
or for feed corn, a thing much wanted 


among farmers, and of great impor- 
tance to them (for by‘ the help of this

Relation of the Aétion at the Village of 
Val, Jeteween the left Wing of the Al- 
lied Army, and the French, the 2d of 
July. N.S. 


HE 3oth ult, the army march’d by the 
left in 3 columns towards Lonaken, and 


‘encamp’d that night between that place and 


Ghenck ; at the fame time the different de- 
tachments under Count Daun, and the Prince 
of Wolfenbuttle, with Gen. Baroniai’s corps, 
paffed Bi/fen, and encamp’d at the GrandeCom- 
maniderie 5 the corps of the Comte de C'ermont, 
not having retired behind Zongres, but occupy- 
ing ftill the high ground from Tongres to Ton- 
grebergh, notwithftanding the approach of our 
army, made it evident that they defign’d to 
fuftain that corps with their whole force, and, 
if poffible, to gain the camp of Bilfen. 

This pofition of the French army made the 
intercepting the corps of Clermont imapractica- 
ble ; it was refolved therefore by his R. H. the 
Duke, in concert with Marfhal Bathrani and 
Pr, Waldeck (after having reconnoitred the 
country towards the Yaar that morning) th 
take poffeffion of the camp of Bilfen, extend 
ing the left to Mfillen ; for that purpofe the 
whole army had orders to march by break of 
day the rit of “Fuly, N.S. His R. H, andP. 
Waldeck remained all that night at the.Com- 
manderie, and the Marfhal at Brl/er, in order 
to lofe no time the next morning in making 
the neeeflary difpofitions for the arrival of the 
army. 

On the 1ft of Fuly his R. H. was on horfe- 
back by break of day, in order to reconnoitre 5 
about 4 o’clock he perceived the enemy’s 
eavalry in motion in two columns, ftretching 
towards their right, which we immediately 
concluded was with a defign to gain the heights 
of Millen and Herdeeren, and if they found it 
poffible, to fall on the head of our columns, 
which were ‘then in march from their camp, 
inclining that way: Before fix their irregulars, 
who flanked the march of their columns, 
were fkirmifhing with our advanced Huflars 
and Lycanians. 

The inftant that the columns of the enemy 
appeared, his R. H. fent orders to Sir Fobn 
Ligonier to advance with the left wing of ca- 
valry as faft as poffible, and tothe foot to prefs 
their march ; at the fame time he order’d the 
P. of Woilfenbuttle to occupy the villages of

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Grote and Klein Spaqwe, with the infantry of G 


the corps de referve, and to form his cavalry on 
the plain between thofe villages and theGrande 
Commanderie. ‘Thefe precautions being taken 
for maintaining our poft at Bilfen, his R. H. 
was defirous of forming our cavalry time enough 
on the heights of Herdeeren for the reception of 
the enemy ; but beforeour cavalry could arrive, 
the enemy had already occupied thofe heights, 
and prefented 3 lines of cavalry on the detcent 
of the hill, with their irregulars both horfe 
and foot, before them; this made it immediately 
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neceffary to alter the defign’d pofition of the 
left, fince we were no longer mafters of thofe 
heights ; accordingly it was unanimoufly agreed 
to extend the left to Wirle, the right fill oce 
cupying Bilfen, asin the former pofition, 

As foon as the left wing of cavalry came up, 
it was formed in the plain below Herdceren, in 
order to check the enemy’s advancing, and 
give our infantry time to come who were be~ 
hind them. ‘This motion was executed with 
great {pirit by our cavalry under Sir F. Ligo- 
nier, who, on the arrival of the infantry 
countermarch’d by his left, on the right flank 
of the infantry, thro’ the plain, in order to 
take up his ground in order of battle, near the 
village of Wirle, covering the flank of his 
march with 8 fquadrons, who made always a 
front to the hill of Herdeeren. 

This whole day was fpent in forming the ar- 
my, and it was determined to receive the ene- 
my’s attack if they thought fit to bring ona 
general action, as by advancing they. would in 
fome degree give up the advantage of their 
ground above us. In confequence of this refo- 
lution, the villages of the Grande Commande- 
rie, and the two Spaces, were filled with the 
infantry of the corps de referve, and a part of 
Count Daun’s detachment, whilft the reit 
made a flank towards Bilfen, where there was 
a ftrong poft with cannon, in order to prevent 
the enemy’s coming round us. ‘The eft. wing 
took poft in the village of Viitingbem, (where 
his R. H. pofted the brigade of Britifh foow. 
guards,) and the hamlet of Va/: The lines of 
infantry extended behind the villages, having 
the left wing of cavalry in a line with the in- 
fantry, and the imperial cavalry formed in twa 
lines before the Klein Spawe.  Whilft we were 
employ’d in forming the army, which  veas 
compleated between 4 and 5 in the afternoon, 
the esemy kept conftantly fkirmifhing with the 
irregulars in the plain, and advancing more ca- 
valry on the fide of the hill of Herdeeren = 
This was done to mafk the march of their in- 
fantry, which kept moving on to our left, un- 
der cover of the hill on the other fide, 

The corps of irsegulars, under the command 
of Gen. Tripps, which had cover’d the march 
of the army from Lier, was now join’d, and 
order’d to the left, in order to cover that flank, 
and watch the motions of the enemy that way = 
The Dutch cavalry was order’d to be form’d im 
the rear of the left of their own infantry, and 
the right of the Heffian, as that was judg’d the 
weakeft part of the line of battle. 

This evening we cannonaded the enemy very 
{martly from a hill in the front of the village 
of Val, and fome thots were exchanged likewife 
on the right; but it grew folate, that it was 
plain the enemy did not mean to bring on a ge- 
neral aétion at that time. His R. H. the 
Duke, accompanied by the other generals, af- 
tgg having rode feveral times trom right to left, 
and taken all the, meafures that could be 
thought of for the fecurity of the fituation 
order’d the army to remaia under arms. al 
night. 

At day-break on thead, his R. H, with the 
Marthal and P. Waldeck, vifited the lines, and 
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nade fome alteration in the former difpofitions, 
by advancing the’ front line of the left, ina 
line with the village of Wa/) and bringing up 
the fecond nearer to fuftain it; the village 
was occupied by the regiments of late Cray- 
furd’s, Pulteney’s, Dejean’s, and Freudeman’s 
Hanoverians (with artillery.) The foot-gaards 
were likewife retired from thé village of V//- 
tiagbem, and made a flank from the right of 
the Heffian grenadiers, towards the Bavarian 
of the center, fronting the village of Viting . 
bem, which we burnt, in order ‘to prevent the 
enemy’s making wie of if to annoy us. 

The enemy, during the night, had brought 
more fquadrons wpon the hill of Herdeeren, and 
we could ‘perceive they\had thrown up fome 
works upon the brow of the hill; but the 
greateft part of their infantry, which filed off 
@owards our left, kept matching on the right 
flank of their cavalry. Several batteries: of 
the Exglifh artillery were placed along oar 
front,in order to rake theenemiy as they fhould 
come down the hills. 

At 3 &clock we could nét perceive that they 
made any motion towards ou¥ front, which 
made us fufpect that they were concealing the 
motion of their infantry, and amufing us with 
thefe corps of cavalry, in hopes to cut us off 
from Maefricht, by pouring down a large co- 
Jomn of infantry upon the left; orders were 
therefore given to the irregulars to watch,’ with 
the utmoft attention, the enemy’s motions to- 
wards the Mew/e. 

His R. H. with the generals, being return’d 
to the Commandeéfie, in order to concert what 

eafures fhould be taken in cafe the enemy 
fhould not chufe to advance upor us, Sir F. Li- 
Lonter tent Lieut. Col, $ juai 
Duke, that by the motions ¢ 
appear’d te be forming to attack 
and that he had order’d all to arms. His 
H. immediately wentthither, the Marfhal and 
P. Waldeck going at the fame time to prepare 
their refpective corps. No fooner were the bat- 
teries of the left wing all: fix’d for the receptiu 
on of the enemy, than their infantry ‘appeared 
coming down into the plains thro’ a valley be- 
tween the hills which leads from’ Remp/t, form - 
ed in a vaft column of g or Tobattalions in 
front, and as many deep, of their beft corps, 
bearitig dire€tly at the village. of Ya/, in and a- 
bout which, alraoft the whole of the ation 
was, which lafted near 5 hours. Our batteries 
continued fring the whole time the enemy was 
advancing, as well upon their foot as the fqua- 
drons of horfe that fupported the right and left 

flanks of their columns. 

At ro°o’clock the ‘cannonading of the ene- 
my’s fide began againit’ ‘the village, with the 
held-pieces that they ‘brought with their in- 
fantry, (the fecond thot of which Ria his R! 
H.’s German aid de cemp the Baron Zigge/ger) 
which wasimmediately followed by the attadk 
of their firft brigades, : 
pers’d, with prodigious lofs, as.were the fecond 
third, and fourth divifions, 

Overpower’d by this conftant pply 
frefh troops, the regiments m Va/ were obliged 
to give way 5 but being fuftain’d by the regi> 
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ments of Wolfe, Charles Howard, Conwayand 
Hau/fs, return’d to their charge, and recover’d 
their poft. ' The brigades of Wavarre, La 
Adargue, Irtfo,; Monaco, Royal des Vaiffeaus, 
and feveral others, were entirely ruin’d. The 
enemy kept ftill pouring on. frefh lines of foot, 
fo. that the village was loft and regained. of 
both fides feveral times, The battalions of the 
Britifp and Hanoverian infantry enter’d the 
village four or five different times each, though 
the French but once, as they never could be 
rallied, and were always fupplied with frefh 
brigades. 

The inftant that the enemy made the firft ge- 
neral difcharge of {mall arms at the village, his 
R, H. order’d one of his aides de camp to go 
itnmmediately to Marfhal Bathianz, to inform 
him that the left was-attack’d, that the enemy 
appear’d determin’d to make his whole effort 
upon Ya/, and therefore defired he would be 
attentive to fupport him fpeedily and effectnual- 
ly, ‘The marfhal returned for anfwer that he 
was deing his utmoft for that purpofe, and-had 
order’d away direétly from the right, the g 
battalions of the left wing which had been de- 
tached with Count Daun, and the 5 that were 
with the corps de referve ; and would likewife 
fupport him as much further as was. poffible, 
Befides this infantry, part of the fquadrons of 
Count Daun’s corps were ordered to join the 
left 3 the part of Daun’s detachment arrived 
time epngh to go into the village and do great 
execution, but the 5 of the corps de referve did 
not arrive till after, as they were pofted further 
on the right. 

About 12 o'clock affairs went on fo well, 
that his R. H. ordered the whole left wing ta 
advance upon the enemy, whofe infantry gave 
way fo faft, that they were obliged ts :put .ca- 
valry behind them, and on their flanks, to drive 
them on with their fwords.. The center began 
likewife to advance under P. Waldeck (who 
was at the head of his'corps the whole. day) 
and his R. H. defired the Marthal to advance as 
his ground would allow him, towards Herdee- 
ren, and to annoy the enemy’s flank 3 which 
he did, driving the enemy, out of the village’ of 
Elcht, which was in the front of the hill of 
Herdeeren, where they had taken poft the night 
before. The right wing could not however 
advance fo faft as the left, becaufe, had they 
inclined towards the front of the village of /7Zj. 
tinghem, they would have expofed their flank 
to that corps which the enemy had on Herdee. 
rem, which ‘was very confiderable, joined to a 
large battery of 18 pounders; and it was ne- 
ceffary to be very attentive to Bilfen, left the, 
enemy fhould come round our might flank ; 
however they kept moving on, and prevented 
the enemy from detaching any more troops from 
their left to the right. 

The enemy began now to advance more in- 
fantry of their referve from Remp/f, all inclin- 
ing to Val, and part of their cavalry of the 
right inclined to the center, in order to keep 
up the foot; when by the mifcondu& of fome 
{quadrons * in the center, who ,perceived the 
foot before them prett. hard- upon and, giving 
way, inftead of remedying which by fuftaining 

* Dutch. them, 
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them, they went to the right about, and o- 
erthrew ‘the five battalions~ ofthe corps de re- 
ferve which were coming from the right. to- 
wards Val. His R. H. rode immediately to the 
head of the cavalry, and endeavour’d, with the 
affiftance of the Dutch Major Gen; Cannenderg 
(who did all that man could do’ to rally them; 
but in vain, the enemy’s fquadrons had alrea- 
dy enter’d with them,compleaied the confufion 
there, and divided the army: His R. H. with 
difficulty rejoin’d the left«wing, whofe right 
flank, and the right flank of the village they 
fuftained, was now expofed to two fires: 

Though -his R. H. had defired more infantry 
from the right wing before this, and 6 mcre 
battalions were in march to join him, yet this 
unexpected break fo difconcerted all precautions 
that could be taken, that it was time to think 
of making good the retreat. to Maeftricht ; 
however the cavalry of the left, and fome fqua- 
drons of the Imperialifts, under the command 
of Major Gen. Bournonville, (who diftinguifh- 
ed themfelves extreamly) which had begun to 
advance before, led on by Sir FY. Ligonier, 
were already advanced fo far as to beon the 
point of charging the Freach cavalry, which 
they did with fo much fuccefs, that they over- 
threw all before them, but too eager in the 
purfuit of the enemy, receiv’d a a tharp fire from 
the foot which they had pofted ina hollow way 
and fome hedges ‘to favour the fight of their 
horfe, by which they fuffered a good deal ; they 
difperfed however that foot, and fome freth 
fyuadrons whioh the enemy ent down upon 
them ; but it was ‘all in vain whilf the army 
was tut intwo: His R.H. therefore called 
them off, and fent word to the Marthal that he 
fhould retire towards Maeffricht, and would 
move towards Velt Wefel, and Lonaken, to fa- 
vour his retreat. This done,‘he retired the 
left wing flowly and in good order, bringing off 
all the held field artillery, tho’ they were ad- 
vanced before the village of Val. ‘The {mall 
cannon that we loft, it was impoffible to bring 
off, as many of them had the wheels broke, 
and others were too far advanced at the time we 
began to retire, The enemy cannonaded us in 
the retreat, but attempted. nothing further, 
feeing the good order we retir’d in, anid know- 
ing how greatly they. had already fuffered.  .

V. That he mifbekaved in refpect to. the 
fuccours that were brought from the country 
near Edinburgh, of numbers of well-affected 
{ubdjects, under gentlemen of well known loy- 
alty, who offered their fervice to defend the cir 
ty, without reward, upon that dangerous cc- 
cafion 5. but thefe offers were ill treated and 
coldly received by him; | For inftance, he pro- 
pos’d to Sir Robert Dickfon of Inverefe, who 
came to Edinburgh on Sept. 15, 1745, from 
Muflebureb, with 150 volunteers to offer their 
fervice, that thefe men fhould enlift themfelves 
for 3 months as foldiers in the Edinburgh regi- 
ment ; which could be no otherwife received 
by thefe volunteers than as an infult and> dif- 
couragement to their zeal ; who, béemg tradef- 
men or hufbandmen, did not. defign to leave 
their occupations, and enlift as foldiers for hire. 

VI. That on Sept. 16, 1745, he receiv’d a 
meffage from the camp of the rebels, by 4z- 
drew Alves, writer to, the fignet, itnporting, 
that Edinburgh would be ill-treated, if not 
fpeedily furrender’d 5 being a meffage to the 
fame effet with a letter that day from the pre- 
tender’s fon, addrefs’d to the lord provoft, ma- 
giftrates, and town-council of Edinburgh ; and 
yet he'did: not immediately commit Mr 4/ves 
to prifon, nor communicate the receipt of that 
letter to any other of our officers. 

VII. That the fame day he received a petiti- 
en from fome inhabitants who oppofed the de- 
fence of the city, infifting to have’ a general 
meeting call’d of the principal inhabitants to 
confult what was proper to be done; and he 
accordingly held and prefided in a meeting in 
the New Church ifle that day, upon the ring- 
ing of the fire bell ; which was the appointed 
figna} for the volunteers to repair to their alarn 
pofts: In confequence of which, few or none 
of thefe volunteers were or could be present at 
that meeting, in which there were numbers of 
perfons of known difafieCtion to the govern- 
ment: And thus the general cry was given 
for furrendering the city, notwithftanding it 
was well known the rebels were ill-armed, and 
he had been offered, inaid of the other farces 


of 
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of the city, to fend in 1co dragoons, or as ma- 
ny as he fhould defire ; but he refufed to admit 
any of them, tho’ he had requefted fuch a par- 
ty by a writing under his hand, to Gen. Gue/ff, 
but two hours before. 

VIII. At this meeting the above letter from 
the pretender’s fon was deliver’d to him 5 and 
after difmiffing the meeting, he, with others of 
the magiftrates, @c. went to the council 
chamber, where he caus’d or fuffer?d the faid 


' letter to be publickly read, and moved or agreed 


that an an{wer fhould be given to it 3 which in- 
tercourfe was the more criminal in him, that 
any danger or neceflity that might be alledged, 
to ayoid its being punifhable as high-treafon, 
was owing to his backwardnefs to difcharge 
his duty. 

IX. That all this while he refufed or neg- 
leéted, tho’ -freqvently applied to, to give or- 
ders to the volunteers, who had been long 
ftanding in the ftreets, how to difpofe of them- 
felves or their arms ; upon which they took 
and executed the refolution of carrying their 
arms to the caftle, to prevent their falling into 
the hands of the rebels. 

X. That evening he refus’d or declin’d to 
give his licence or authority for a party fent by 
Gen. Gueff, or Gen, -Preffon, to remove or 
fpike up the cannon planted on the city walls. 
About the fame time he gave orders to Capt. 
Dalziel, of the city-guard, to keep guard that 
night with the ufual complement in peaceable 
times ; and about the fame time he gave or- 
ders to the parties of the train’d bands, who 
had been upon guard at the feveral gates of the 
city; to quit their pofts, and difpofe of their 
arms in places where they muft fall into the 
hands of the rebels as foon as they entered the 
city. 

XI. The fame evening it was propofed in 
council, where he prefided, that the city’s 


_ arms, in number 1200 firelocks and bayonets, 


fhould be lodg’d in the caftle, to prevent their 
falling into the hands of the rebels ; but he 
refus'd or declin’d giving any order for that 
purpofe, and the arms were feiz’d by the rebels 
the day following ; who came to Edinburgh fo 
imperfectly arm’d, that this fupply appears to 
have been one principal caufe of the difafter 
that befel our forces near Prefton Pans, on 
September 21. 

XU. By thefe means it was violently fuf- 
pected and believ’d, that he was fecretly in the 
intereft of the pretender 3 and the city fell in- 
to the hands of the rebels entering the Nether- 
Low-Port, early on Sept. 17, when it was 
guardei with nothing more than a Serjeant’s

As they were entering the town, 
one of ’em was feiz’d with convulfions.

to {top the air going down the pit, and 
to refiit a fmaller explofion ; fince that 
day fuch methods have been taken, that

| Its way to vent itfelf at the pit’s mouth. 
— Where the foul air is very ftrong, 
as itis often at the finking of new pits, 


it is brought up in pipes along the fides B 


_ of the pit into the open air, and a can- 
» dle, or lighted paper, being put to the 
)) end of the pipe, it will break out into.a 
flame, one or two feet in breadth, and 
feveral feet in height, more or lefs, ac- 
cording to the quantity of foul air that 


is vented, and will burn dayand night C 


for months and years. ‘The flame of it 
may be ealily feen at the [fle of Man, 
which is ten leagues off, and affords a 
better light to fhipping than the light- 
houfe; and yet may be generally extin- 

uifhed by laying a wet fail over it.— 
Sir Fames Lowther, to whom this colli- 
ery belongs, had thoughts of making a 
fire-engine with it, had there been oc- 
cafion for one where it arifes: it there- 
fore may be efteemed one of the great- 
eft natural curiofities which is any 
where to be met with.t 


This colliery is the moft curious and E 


extenfive in its kind; it hath been 
wrought above 100, years, and above a 
million fterling hath been expended in 
carrying it on; fome parts of the works 
are carried under the fea, and are 200 
yards deeper than the furface of the fea, 
which is probably nearer to the earth’s 
center than any miners have penetrate 
in any other place. 


On the 6th of 4pri/ laft, by means of 


fome defeét in the partitions, or pipes to 
carry off the foul air, there happened a 
very great explofion, which beat down 
a good deal of the partitions,and fome of 


the ftops under ground, and a part of 


the coal took fire by the damp, which 
kept burning as it iffed out of the cre- 
vices, and {everal other blafts or explo- 
fions happened for a day or two, but 
not fo violent. For feveral days after- 
Wards there was no explofion, nor any 
thing to be obferved, but’a little {moak 
and a fulphureous fmell at one or two 
of the pits, till the zoth of /pri/, when 
there were two more explofions, and 
two more on the 22d, fome of which 
were {o violent, the blaft carried all that 
was loofe before it, and threw up to 


thing to be obferved at the top of the 
pit but a little fmoak, and a fulphureous 
{mell, fo that there can be at worit but 
a {mall fire, if any, which there is little 
doubt. will foon be extinguifhed. It 
has pleafed God, this whole affair, 
which was {et forth in fo terrible a man- 
ner (/eep.246E) has not coft the life 
or limb of any one perfon. 


+ This fire-damp, or thick mine air, may 
be contained in bladders, and has been fent in 
that manner to London, &c. It is a true kind 
of air, tho’ inflammable, being a fubtile and 
permanently elaftic fluid, which is eafily rare- 
fied by heat, and condenfed by cold, as may be 
proved by holding a bladder not quite fill’d with 
it to the fire. By its elaftic fpring it alfo ex- 
pands itfelf as foon as the preffure of the in- 
cumbent atmofphere is taken off; thus the 
bladders, wl=ch were not quite fill’d with it at 
the bottom of a deep pit, are violently diftend- 
ed when brought to the top into a lighter air. 
The fame may be demonftrated by putting 
fome of it in a bladder clofe tied, under the re 
ceiver of an air-pump, and exhaufting fome of 
the. air contained in the receiver. 

In regard to its inammability, contrary to 
gun-powder, it will not take fire at a red-hot 
iron, or at the fparks made-by the collifion of 
a flint and fteel, but is readily kindled by a 
lighted candle, or any other flame; and if 
prefled out of a bladder thro’ a pipe ftopple, 
and fo fet ondfire, it continues burning at the 
end of the ftopple as long as it is preffed out. 
But if the flame of a candle be fuddenly intro- 
duced into a bladder fill’d with it, fo as to fire 
it allat once, it goes off with a confiderable 
explofion like gun-powder ; and thus refembles 
what the miners call a bla%t; which fome- 
times proves deftructive to them, when a jarge 
quantity of this indammable air i# collected to» 
gether in the mines, and there, by icme acci- 
dent, fet on fire.

Account of a fignal Vittory obtain’d July 19, 
N. S. dy the Piedmontefe. and Impertal 
Troops over the French near Exilles iz Pigd- 
mont. 


Whiteball, Fuly 22. 
Cy the 19th inftant, at two in the Morn- 


ing, the count de Brigueras, having had 
advice that the enemies were approaching the 
heights of Affiete, caufed his battalions to en- 
ter the intrenchments, where they remain’d 
till feven in the morning ; but as they fuffer’d 
very much by the cold, and the enemy made 
no motion towards attacking us, they were 
brought back into the camp. Some hours af- 
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ter theenemy began to move, which. oblig’d 
our battalions to return into the entrenchments, 


which were immediately attacked by theFrench, 
to the number of forty battalions, in three ¢n- 
lumns, with nine pieces of cannon, 4 pound- 
ers, fupported by a referve of eight other bat- 
talions. Our entrenchments were not yet fur- 
nifhed with cannon, becaufe it. was neceflary, 
in order to bring it up, to cut a way out thro” 
He rocks, and there had not been ti 

nifh it ; whereas, on the other hand, the ene 
my could bring up theirs, without difficulty, 
by the way which they came. The attack was 
very brifk, and the French advanced, by fap, 
quite up to the foot of our entrenchment, to 
beat it down, returning to the charge four 
times, but were conftantly repulfed with lofs. 
The fire lafted from eleven in the morning. till 
the evening, when the enemy retreated towards 
Seffrieres, parfued by fome companies of gre- 
nadiers, who charged them fword in hand upon 
the defcent of the mountain. 

Of fourteen battalions which we had with 
us, wiz. ten Predmontefe and four Auffrians, 
there were but eight of the former and two of 
the latter who could, by their fituation, have 
any fhare im the action. 

Thofe who were engag’d diftinguifhed them- 
felves with extraordinary valour, and the count 
de Brigueras commends particularly the gene- 
rals Alciat and Colloredo, and the brigadier 
count Martineago. Our lofs amounts in all 
to 120 men, amongft which there are two 
¢aptains of the regimen: of guards, one captain 
of the Swfs regiment Meyer, two lieutenants, 
one Imperial, and the other Predmontefe, of the 
regiment of Cafa/, wounded; and a Swi/s 
captain kill’d, 

The enemy’s lofs amounts to at leaft 5000 
qmen, amongit which the Lieut. Gen. chevalier 
de Belleifle kill’d, as likewife the majors ge- 
neraldrnaud and de Larnage. M. de Bergard, 
brigadier, wounded and prifoner. 

It’s reckon’d that they have loft above 300 
officers, and we have taken fix of their co- 
Jours. They left at Sceax 600 wounded, who 
Were not in a condition to be carried off. 

By an Auffrian officer, who was prefent at 
the ation, and makes the lofs of the enemy 
ftill greater, we have the following circum- 
ftance relating to the chevalier de Be/leifle} 
wiz. that finding his principal attack did not 
fucceed, he put himfelf at the head’ of the 
troops, and having taken a pair of cclours 
from one of their officers, went forward -him - 
felf to place it upon the intrenchment, where 
he was wounded in the arm by the thruft of a 
bayonet from one of our grenadiers, and at 
the fame time received two mufket fhots, one 
in the head, and the other -in the body, which 
determined the enemy to retreat. 

The enemy decamp’d the fame night, and 
mov’d off in two columns, one towards Oulz, 
and the other behind the Co/ de Sefricres, and 
the b:ttalions which were left at Saliberftrand, 
retin’? likewife to Ow/z.

S the fiege of this place is reckon’d 
f \ the boldeit enterprize the French 
have undertaken fince the war, not only 
by reafon of its f{trength both by nature 
and art, but of the numbers of troops 
potted about it, in order to render the 
approaches of an enemy {till more dif- 
ficult, the reader will not be difpleafed: 
with an account of it. 

Bergen-op-zoom literally fignifies the 
bill upon the zoom. The Dutch word 
zoom fignifies a hem or fean, and me- 
taphorically a border or boundary ; this 
place being on a Jake fo called, which 
divides Zealand and Brabant. 

The marguifate of Bergen-op-Zoom 
(which had anciently only the title of 
lordfhip, taken out of that of Breda in 
1287) was erected by the emperor Ch. 
V. in 1533, in favour of Antonia de 
Gimes his tavourite ; fince which it has 
defcended by heirs female to the prefent 
elector Palatine, who is in fome fort fo- 
vereign of it, but holds it as a moving 
hef of the duchy of Brabant, and does 
homage for it to the fupreme council of 
Brabant held at the Hague, and the 
States General havea right to keep gar- 
rifon there for the fecurity of their fron- 
tiers; the territory in length is about 
30 miles from north to fouth, and its 

readth from eaft to weft about 18, and 
its revenue to the elector is between 
80 and go.ooo florins per Ann. but the 
interefts of the mortgages made by his 
predeceflors, with the falaries of officers, 
amount to two thirds of it. 

The town is not large, nor near {fo 
confiderable as formerly, when it had a 
very great trade, a hall or ftaple for 
cloth, a quarter for the Engii/> mer- 
chants, which is ftill called the Engh 
fereet, and another public building for 
the Hanfe merchants. ~ Its church (now 
deftroy’d by theFrench bombs) dedicated 
to St Gertrude, was built of hewn ftone, 
and very large, and efteemed a very 
beautiful and magnificent ftructure. The 
town contains 20 good ftreets, about 
1100 houfes, and 5 iquares ; the number 
of inhabitants is about 7000, out of 
which are raifed 4 companies of burgh- 
ers, commanded by a captain and pro- 
per ofhcers. It was befieged in vain by 
the prince of Parma in 1558 ; and again 
in 1622 by the marquis Spizeia, who 
was obliged to quit it with the lofs of 
above 10,0co0 men. The States Gene- 
ral, confidering the importance of the 
place, got it fortified in 1700 by the fa- 
mous Coeborn, their engineer Beery

it has been thought impregnable. On 
the fide of Avziwerp is a large half-moon, 
joining a fortify’d line, called kys en de 
pot, ftrengthened by 4 good redoubts, 
furnifhed with cannon. On the fide of 
the Scheld are two canals, called o/d and 
new harbour, by which, at every tide, 
provifions and fupplies may be carried 
into the town, in {pite of the befiegers. 
At the entrance of the Old Harbour was 
a fort called Noord/chants, now ruin’d. 
The entrance of the New Harbour is 
cover’d by a regular fort of 5 baitions, 
called Zuyd Schants, {0 fituated as to de- 
fend both entrances. On the fide of 
Steenbergen are the forts of Mcermont, 
Pinjen, and Rover, with a well fortified 
line, extended to the lait mention’d fort, 
beyond which is an inundation reaching 
to Steenbergen ; befides, by means of 
fluices, a great part of the country round 
the town may be laid under water. On 
the eaft is another inundation formed by 
the waters of the Sche/d and the Zoom, 
which renders the country on that fide 
marfhy and inacceflible. ‘The body of 
the place is defended by a rampart, a- 
bout a league in circumference, tanked 
by 10 baitions, which aré cover’d by 5 
hornworks.

For the Scotch royal burghs, 
which before the unian fent one com- 
miflioner.each to parliament, now fend 
only fifteen'to reprefent them all: and 
thefe are chofe without taking away the 
antient right of election from any one 
of the burghs: for Edinburgh, the ca- 
pital, which ufed to fend two; now has 
the fame privileges in eleéting one; and 
the other fixty-five burghs chufe each a 
commiffioner, tho’ not immediately to 


parliament : for being ranged into four- D 


teen clafles, the commiflioners of each 
clafs elect one, after their own {eparate 
elections for the burghs, who reprefents 
them all. 

Might not the fame thing be done 
with the little Cornifb, Wiltfbire, and 
other boroughs? Suppofe in Cornwall, 
for initance, the twenty-one boroughs 
were in feven claffes, who fhould each 
fend two members in this manner,would 
not all the prefent electors, by that 
means, preferve their antient rights, and 
yet the county be more reputably re- 
prefented than it is at prefent? 

Might not many large towns, in o- 
ther parts of the kingdom, which are 
not now reprefented at all, have then a 
liberty of choice, without increafing the 
number of citizens and burgeffes in the 
houfe of commons? 

Such an alteration in the form of our 
conititution, can be made only by the 
three eftates of the legiflature. It may 
be wonder’d, therefore, that I propole 
it at a time when it cannot pofhbly be 
made, becaufe two of thofe eftates do 
not exit in a parliamentary fenfe. But 
What-time fo proper to’ redrefs a grie- 
vance as when it mott plainly appears ? 


‘Tho’ that remedy cannot be inftant, I 


it may be foon, if properly fought for.

AST Sunday 7-Night, the 2d N.S. 


we had an engagement with thec 


French, ‘The armies were drawn up 
within fight of each other at about 

miles diftance. On Saturday, they form- 
ed a kind of grand amphitheatre, and 
the Huffars began their ridiculous {kir- 
mifhes in the interval between them a- 
bout 7 inthe morning. ‘That day was 


employed in gaining advantageous fitua- D 


tions. ‘The armies lay on their arms that 
night, and every thing was ready for the 
engagement which began on Su#day 
morning about nine. ‘lhe point aim’d 
at, and at which the Freasch made their 
whole pufh, was the poffeffion of a very 


inconfiderable village, called La Va/t, or E 


fome fuch name, about a league diftant 
from Maeffricht alittle to the fouth of 
the road from that place to Tongres.

1’]] tell 
you: ‘This attack was made upon the 
infantry of our left wing ; part of this 
Wing was compofed of {tome Dutch 
horfe ; thefe (according to cuftom) gal- 
loped away full {peed two hundred yards 
before they came to their enemy; in 
their headlong flight they fell upon a

| ‘Take it for granted, that fome refor- 
mation is wanting in the manner of 
chufing the reprefentatives of the people 
of this kingdom, in order to. take more 
fully and perfedtly the fenfe of the na- 
tion, and guard againft any undue influ- 
ence on the cletted in parliament. 

By a ftatute of the oth of Q. Aune, 
Ch. 5, it is enaéted, ‘That no perfon 
fhall be capable to fit or vote as a 
member of the houfe of commons, for 
England, &¥%c. who has not an eftate, 
freehold or copyhold, for his own 
life, in lands, tenements or heredita- 
ments, above what will {fatisfy. and 
clear all incumbrances,. of: the annu- 
al value of fix hundred pounds, above: 
reprizes, for every knight of’ a fhire, 
and of three hundred pounds for e- 
very citizen, burgefs, &5c. 

* But the eldeit fon or heir apparent 
of any peer or lord in parliament, and 
of any other perfon qualified by this 
act to ferve as knight of a thire,. alfo 
reprefentatives for the juniverfities in 
England are excepted.’ 
This law, was to prevent perfons of 
mean fortune, whofe neceflities would 
make them liable to a corrupt depen- 
dence, from obtaining feats in'the houfe 
of commons. But if we confider how 
{mall the qualifying eftates are in com- 
parifon with many thoufand eflates in 
south Britain, and how at large the qua- 
lification is left, by. allowing. a copy- 
hold, fubjeé& to fervice under a fuperior 
lord, or -an eftate for life only, (which 
may tempt a: man to think of making 
future provifion for his family at the 
expence of his country) will not fome 
amendment appear to be neceflary to 
this law ? If the qualification for citi- 
zens and burgefles was made, at Jeaft, e- 
qual to that required for knights, and that 
for knights double ; if no eftate could 
qualify but a free inheritance, of which 
the pofleffor or his family had been {fei- 
zed for acertain number of years be- 
fore his offering himfelf to be 2 can 
didate: 
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@ate, and which would legally defcend. 
to his immediate heirs, would not the 
original intent of this. act be better an- 
{wered, and the houfe of commons 
more effectually fecured againit corrupt 
dependence ? 

Tf we confider the low value of land 
im the reign of Heury V1. when the 
jaw was made’ that electors of knights 
of a thire. fhould have each an eftate of 

6 fhillings'a year above all charges, this 
um. will:appear to have been then a 
confiderable eftate, perhaps equal to ncar 
40 pounds at this time. Will it, not of 
confequence be expedient, to preferve 
the fpirit and meaning of this. law, 
that the qualification of Taanelaing e- 
Jeéiors Should be enlarged in proportion 
to the greater value of land at this 
time, and the leffer value of money ?

commiffioner, fecretary or receiver of 


prizes, commifiioner of the army’s 
accounts, commiuffioner of the lick 
and wounded,agent for any regiment, 
commillioner for wine licences, go- 
yernor or deputy-governor of any of 
the plantations, comiilfioner m_any 
gut-port, or having a penfion from 
the crown during pleafure, fhall be 
capable of being elected, or fitting 
asamember. By anact 1 George 1. 
Ch, 56, ‘ Penfioners for. any term of 
‘ number of years are alfo excluded, 
‘ under the penalty of 201. a day for 
‘ fitting and voting.’ And laftly, by 
an act the 15th of his prefent majeity, 
Chap. 22, * No perfon, who fhall be 
< commiffioner of the revenue in /re- 
land, ox commiffioner of the navy 
or vigtualling office, no deputy or 
clerk in any of the faid offices, or in 
the office of thetreafury, auditor of 
the exchequer, tellers or chancellor of 
the exchequer, the admiralty, to the 
paymafter of the army, or mavy, to 
the fecretaries of ftate, commiffioners 
of the falt, ftamps, wine-licences, 
hackney coaches, hawkers and ped~ 
lars, no civil or militar officer in Mir 
zorca or Gibraltar (with fome excep- 
tions) is to be capable of fitting or 
voting as a member of the houle of 
commons, under the penalty allo of 
20}. per diem for fo doing.’ 

Thefe exceptions, I confefs, are more 
extenfive than I fhould have apprehend- 
ed without enquiry : Bur ftill the num- 
ber of placemen is too great for the en= 
tire freedom. and independency of a 
Britifo houfe of commons. Why then 
cannot the defire of the people be com- 
plied with, anda law made, abfolutely 
excluding all officers, civil and milita- 
ry, except a few only of the privy 
council, who fhould be thought necefla- 
ry fortranfacting the bufinefs of the na- 
tion between the crown and the people? 

The officers of the fleet and army, 
im time of war, muft be very great: 
‘And yet, tho” molt of them are neceffa- 
rily employed in the duty of their com- 
miffions, and cannot attend the fervice 
of parliament, the number of members 
among them is confiderable in the re- 
tums now making, as you may fee by 
infpeciing the lifts. ow happens it 
that in‘all the excluding clauies, not one 
has extended to the military. gentlemen? 
Is it becaufe the bufinefs of the fenate 
and the field are nearly related, and have 
a connexion with each other ? Is it not 
rather dangerous, that too great a num- 
ber of military gentlemen in the houfe, 
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of commons, may, at fome time or o- 
ther, render armies erpetual ? The 
bulwark of our freedom is the power 
of continuing the army from year to 
year only, and granting the fupplies ne- 
ceflary for both that and the fleet : 
Ought we not to be jealous of haying 
this bulwark removed? Allow what 
degree of honour we pleafe to the mi- 
litary gentlemen (and doubtlefs no gen- 
tlemen have more) yet {till we are to e- 
{teem them as men, fubject to be biafs’d 
by their own intereft. And does not 
their interefts lie “in the continuance of 
numerous..armies, and fleets of parade 
in time of peace? , 

So very favourable has the law been 
to thefe very gentlemen, that the ac- 
ceptance of a higher commiffion does 
not'vacate their feat, and give theircon- 
dtituents'a right of expreiling their {fen-

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‘nfery and captious, and fign’d a pro- 
teft againit it, which was notify’d to 
the diet. From hence the Lutherans 
_firft had the name of PRoTESTANTS, 
which has fince been the general deno- 
ynination of all the feéts who have op- 
pofed the church of Rome. 

The emperor after this maintained a 
bloody war with the Protefants, but 
without fuccefs, being obliged in the 
end to grant them a peace, and the free 
exercife of their religion. His fuccef- 
fors vainly try’d to {upprefs them. ferai- 
nand U1. endeavoured their exterminati- 
on, but the Kings of * France and Sweden 
came to their afliftance, and that empe- 
ror narrowly efcaped being dethroned. 
This war lafted thirty years, and was 
carried on with uncommon animofity 
and cruelty. By the treaty of We/ipha- 
fia, the proteftant intereft in Germany 
was fixed on a lafting bafis, that party 
not only obtained the free and undil- 
turb’d exercife of their religion, but al- 
fo many additional privileges, which 
put them ona level with the catholics, 
whom they now furpafs in power and 
riches, for the King of Pruffia fT alone 
is ablé to cope with all the popifh elec- 
tors, the houfe of Au/fria excepted. 

"The catholics however are very care- 
ful to preferve a majority in the electo- 
ral college, that they may always be a- 
ble tochufe an emperor of their own re- 
jigion. 

While Lather thus made war on the 
Roman pontif’ in Germany, Calcin op- 
poled him in France, and Zwinglius in 
Switzerland: Even Henry Vili.

|. If you were to compare their worfhip 
| with ours, the difference is aftonifhing. 
| What irreverence in their churches! 
| What modefty and veneration in our 
/mofques! Our devotion is fober and 
decent, theirs mad and ridiculous. You 
/ would take them for fo many mounte- 
banks or puppets. How fervent and 
attentive are our prayers! Theirs how 
negligent andcold! With usthe gran- 
dees are diftinguifh’d by their piety and 
virtue. Amongft them the people are 
ignorant and fuperftitious, while the 
great regard religion only, as a political 
inftitution, to keep the vulgar in fubjecti- 
on and good order. Even their cardi- 
nals laugh at the faith they profefs; wit- 
ne{s ee nephew to Pav/ IV. who 
 entring Paris, and {eeing the crowd on 
| their knees to receive his benediction, 
| was heard to mutter to himfelf, Jf the 
| fools will be deceiv'd, let them be deceiv’d. 
| “Witnefs the impious expreflion of Leo 
| X. who feeing, the vaft fums brought in- 
_ tohis coffers by indulgences, cried out 
| What a fine thing is this ftory of Chrift! 
| J may add the reply of another Pope to 
his phyfician, who had forbid hmm a 
certain difh he was fond of, bring me my

trom Venus, {wore he would be reveng- 
ed, in fpite of the fellow who bung on the 
crofs. Ailes by this how the Naza- 
renes, who treat us as infidels, think of 
their own religion, and their conduct 
vifibly fhews, they regard it asa yoke 
made for the people, and not for men 
of fenfe. , 
They object to us, that the faith we 
profefs was eftablifh’d by the fword. 
What a great miftake ! What force. had 
the Apo/i/e of Gop * to fupport his mif- 
fion? born of mean parents, and bred to

of neefteem. If he accompanied fome 
of the Arabian chiefs in their military

The Mu/fjul- 
men were never known to perfecute the 
‘Jews, much lets the Chriffians: Wher 
did we ever publith a crufade, or force 
men to abandon their families, the cul- 
ture of their lands, and the defence of 
their country, to lavifh their blood for 
the conqueft of a province more barren 
g than the Ukraine ? Did we ever fill Ex- 
rope with devaftations for the interpreta- 
tion of a paflage im the Alcoran? Can 
they accuie us of murdering the Arians, 
maflacring the Waldenfes, inventing an 
inguifition, and burning Proteffants ? 
We never took arms about the explana- 
tion of a fingle word, nor treated as 
C {chifmatics all who would not receive it 
{according to our fenfe. All thefe vio- 
lences which the Nazarenes exercife a- 
gainft cach other,. are a proof that they 
only regard religion asa ftate machine ; 
for otherwife they would hearken to the 
voice of reafon, which whifpers, ‘ Ne- 
‘ver force a man to believe as you do; 
for faith is the gift of God, and can 
never be produced by conftraint ||; 
or if you have a mind to gain your 
neighbours’ over, we fee the natural 
means, fuch as mildnefs, patience, and 
a difregard to this world and its pomp. 
In a word, fhew him you are yourfelf 
the man you would perfuade him to 
be, and beg of God to illuminate his 
‘ underitanding.’ But this is far 
from being the method of the Naza- 
renes. As they only feek followers cr 
flaves, they are little coneern’d about 
gaining fouls to God. Provided you 
blindly fubfcribe to their opinions, they

they are naturally turbulent and reftlefs, 
fo for the {pace.of 1700 years’ they have 
been the incendiaries of the world.) In 
the very infancy of their religion, they 
began to difpute and quarrel, and the 
emperors who embraced their faith, had 
always their hands full to compoile their 
differences: ‘they were hourly teaz’d 
with complaints of herefies, and in- 
treated to ufe their power to authorife 
perfecution in matters of mere {pecula- 
tion. Councils were aflembled every 
year, and bifhops convened from all 
parts of the world, to the great impo- 
verilhment of their people. A new o- 
pinion was no fooner fuppreffed or con- 
demn’d, than another ftarted up; and 
yet this phrenfy ftill fubfifts amongit 
them, and an/eni/m is now what Ari- 


anijm Was in the days of Con/lantine. C 


Every intermediate age has produced 
its herefies, and thefe have always end- 
ed in- blood. Let them read our hifto- 
ry as long as they will, they will never 
be able to fhew iuch infatuation, or to 
point out fuch evils arifing from fuch 
flender {prings. 

The Nazarene divines object to us, 
that Mahomet, willing to pleafe the Ara- 
tiaus, made his advantage of their foi- 
ble, by. promifing them all manner of 
fenfual delights; a Paradife interfpers’d 
with fhady groves, and filled with vir- 
gins in an eternal bloom of youth. No- 
thing, fay they, could better fuit the

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humour of this people, whom the heat * 


of their climate renders naturally la{ci- 
vious, and the barrennefs of whole {oil 


induces te confider woods and {prings - 


ef water, .as the fupremeft bleflings of 
life. 
But thefe doctors never reflect that 


the Arabians mult be ideots, 1f they had . 


taken thefe. words in a literal fenfe. 
‘There were among them men of too 
much difcernment not to perceive the 
abfurdity.of {uch an interpretation. But 
were It Otherwife, the Chriftians would 
with an ill grace accufe us on this fub- 
ject, fince the antient fathers of their 
church have believed, and taught, that 
Gbrift fhould reign 1000 years on earth, 
and during that time, his followers 
fhould:§ enjoy all kind of carnal pleafure. 

Indeed the Chriftian theologians. ex- 
cel in raillery, and are never ito, bright 
as when they ridicule or accufe one ano-

fran could be rightly informed ina Roman-ca- 
tholic country. 
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ther: ‘They have been very witty o® 
that narrow. bridge fpoken, of by the 
prophet in his 4/coran, over. which the 
juft and wicked are obliged to pafs; 
with this difference; that the good go 
over it chearfully and with joy, while 
the wicked tremble, and fall thro’ it 
into the abyfs. How might theMu/ul- 
men retort again{t them many paflages 
of their {eripture, which {peak of guafb- 
ing of teeth, a jire that never goes out, 
and a Worm that never dies! The 
painters and priefts have made the moft 
ridiculous commentaries on thefe paf- 
fages: ‘The former have reprefented in 
their churches, the damn’d, with great 
ferpents round their bodies, hifling at 


their ears. The others reprefent hell- 


fire fo exactly, as if they had defcended 


into the gulph, and made a weather- 
glafs for the climate. 

Laftly, they reproach us with the li- 
berty our prophet has given us of con- 
cubinage, without in the leaft reflecting 
that this indulgence was to prevent the 
evils which adultery introduces into fo- 
ciety; an evil feverely felt by them ; 
witnefs the frequent murders, lawfuits, 
and other excefles occafioned by this 


vice in Europe, where it is as common 


as theft is faid to be amongft the Mix- 
grelians *, © In truth, /ays one of their 
“ own writers, our manners, with regard 
to adultery, are arrived at fuch a height 
of diffolutenefs, that the proftitution of 
one fex by thofe whofe honour de- 
pends on their chaftity; is amazing, 
and would furpafs all belief, if not 
confirm’d by daily experience.’ 
Thefe are, moft excellent, Mehter, 
the objections. of the Nazarenes to 
our religion, while the greateft argu- 
ment they allege in favour of their own, 
is, that it was firft: propagated by. illi- 
terate men. If this argument prove 
any thing, it makes for us, fince Maho- 
met knew not either to read or write F. 
When I confider certain dodtrines of 
the Chriftians, I tremble at their confe- 
quences. For inftance, they affirm that 
children who die before the age of feven 
years are all faved, provided a little wa- 
ter be {prinkled on their head: Some 
think even this ceremony needlefs. 
Now, if the falvation of men is fo uns 
certain at a certain age, why do they 
treat this as a matter of indifference ? 
In 


* A nation that teach their children to fteal, 

+ This is allow’d by all writers, and on 
this accourit, in his Alcoran, Mahomet calls 
binelf the foolish and ignorant prophet, 
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tn conféquence of this maxim, would it 
not be fafer to {mother infants in the 
cradle? But this is not the only cale in 
which their doétrines differ from their 
practice ; a large volume would {carce 
contain all thefe contrarieties. 

They alfo accule Mahomet of contra- 
diétions in his A/coran, and varying his 
Opinion as circumitances changed. but 
this objection feems only itarted to pre- 
vent our reproaching them with an in- 
finite variety of fects, wlio all pretend 
to found their do¢trines on the authori- 
ty of the fame fcriptures. 

Never fince the rife of /famifa J has 
our worfhip once varied: it 1s not fo 
with theirs ; for every age has produced 
fome new alteration in their religion and 
principles. Formerly they were accu- 
fed of worfhipping the crofs ||, which 
they denied, as a calumny of their ene- 
mies. Now this adoration forms the 
principal and mot efiential part of their 
taith and devotion.: ‘They place it eve- 
ry where, on their habits, in their houfes, 
in their churches, and even along the 
highways; they have it in fuch venera- 
tion, that they think making but the 
fign of it futhcient to drive away the 
devil, and preferve them from lighten- 
ing. If'theyopen their mouth 'to beg, 


‘they crofs their breaft ; they ufe the 


fame motions at rifing and lying down : 
their colours and ftandards are full of 
crofies. -In fhort, they have it every 
where but in their hearts. ‘The Pagans 
reproached the antient Chriitians, that 
they had’no altars'or temples ; an accu- 


t Sothe Mabomecans call their own religion. 

|| Tertullian, in.his apology, makes the ado- 
ration of the crofs one of the calumnies the 
Pagan writers alledged againft chriftianity ; and 
Minutius Falix, in an{wer to this aceufation, 
fays pofitively in behalf of them, that they nez- 
ther worfhipped nor adored’ the crofs. 

Cecilius, one of the moft zealous advocates 
of Paganifm, objects to the Chriftians, that 
they had no altars nor temples ; Celfus, as.ap- 
pears from the 8th bookof Origen, had ftarted 
the fame accufation. “O'Kercos Onow 7 phees 
Bwes, wyaruurd, Kar vel SOpugas Mev- 

uy. <Arnobius, in’ his 6th book, obferves, 
that-this was a cuftomary reproach of the Pa- 
gans againft the Chriftiams + Confuéfiis nobis cri- 
men maximym, impietatts affingeres quod neque 
ades facras weneratioms ad officia conftruamus. 
Ofavius,in his anfwer to Cecilius, owns the 
charge, and apfwers, that it was becaufe the 
Chriftians thought no temple worthy the di- 
vine majefty but that of the heart and mind. 
Templum quod ei extruam, cum totus bic 


wiundus, cujus opere fabricatus eff, eum capere 


non poffit?  Melius in noftra dedicandus eff 
wiente, in aoftro confecrandus peciore ! 
(Gent. Mag. Aue. 1747-) 
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themfelves with great force of argu- 
ment. At prefent it would be certainly 
unjuit to accufe them in this refpeé; 
they not only have temples and altars, 
but facrifices beyond thofe of Fudea, 
Rome or Greece: Unblosdy facrifices ! 
as they call them, where their priefts, 
by muttering two or three words, make 
of abit of paite a god, whom they de- 
vour; acupof wine placed at the fide, 
becomes the blood of this divinity ; but 
a blood that would intoxicate as well as 
the beft wine of Chiras 4, if taken in 
{fufficient quantity ; yet the people are 
bound to believe thefe elements to be 
flefh and blood on pain of damnation. 
This is the ftrongeit abiurdity of the Na- 
arene religion ; for if you urge the na- 
ture of God, which 1s inviltble, and 
therefore incapable ef manducation, 
they agree with you, yet aflert the con- 
trary ; fo that he is at once eatable and 
uneatable: in fhort, if you prefs them 
as to the impoflibility of this doétrine,

‘and its being inconfiftent with reafon 


and fenfe, they fly to myftery and faith, 
and take fhelter in an argument which 
would confute a Demoffhenes or an Avi- 
tem; they threaten to burn you, if you 
difbelieve what they fay.—Who can op- 
pole fuch an inftance of demontftration ! 
As to their temples, they far exceed, 
both in number and magnificence, thole 
of antiquity; fo that the Pagans of old, 
if alive, would Have no reafon to bl 
them on this head: for the ‘moft part, 
they are large and beautiful, wealth and 
luxury appear on all hands; the orna- 
ments of architecture, efpecially in fiz- 
ly, are. noble and majeftic ; ;vafes and 
hithe of ‘gold and filver glitter around ; 
painting and fculpture vie together in 
reprefenting a croud of he and the faints, 
who, with God and his angels, ate de. 


pictured in various attitudes ; fo that 
were the Greeks or Romans to returt 
from the dead, they would be aftoni! 
ed to fee themfelves excell’d b 
whom they regarded as the greate{ 
mies of their ceremonies and wo 

I fhould never end, were I 
thee a detail of the fucceflive ges 
that have happened in the Nazareve

Hing *Tis not mixtures, but danger- 
ous or improper mixtures, which ought 
to be avoided. 

Secondly, This, in truth, is not any 
mixture at all, fince only the better part 
of the‘fame thing or kind is added to it; 
and when all is done, it is but Cyder 
or wine refined and made better, with- 
out any compofition, but what comes 
from the apple, unlefs you will (which 
is left to your own free choice) to gra- 
tify your own palate, add a little fugar, 
which all men know to be wholefome 
and nourifhing, efpecially when it is fo 

urged as herein after is fet forth. 

The beft known fruit that is only for 
Cyder, is the red-ftreak, which is a kind 
of wilding ; but for both ufes, viz. for 
the table and Cyder, the beft are golden 
pippins, becaufe they are quick grow- 
ers, and. great bearers, yield the great- 
eft quantity of liquors, and the bett in 
quality ; and their very hutks, after the 
Cyder is preffed out, efpecially the gol- 
den pippin, will yield more ipirit than 
any 1 have yet found out: nor 1s it hard- 
er to raife the beft fort than the wortt. 

Some other wildings I have found that 
are as good as thofe, but they are as yet 
unknown. by name ; but this is moft cer- 


‘tain, good wildings and good crabs are 


better for Cyder than the mot deliciotss 
fummer or winter table-fruit or tweet 
apples (golden pippins excepted) ; yea, 


‘the bitter fharp crab is much better than 


a bitter-{weet apple, becaufe the juice

_ To cure Cyder that is fubje& to fret 
is fomewhat dificult, but.the beft way 
is to draw it off into another vefiel, and 
do. fovonce in fix or ten days, as you fee 
oceafion, always taking the lee trom it 
as oft as.’tisrack’d; . Let not your veffel 
be full by a gallon, nor yet topped clofe, 
until, by drawing it otf, it be made to 
leave huazing and fputtering ; for the 
fuller and clofer it it, the more it frets. 
When your Cyder is thus qniet, then 
have a care to keep the veffel full and 
clofe flopped ; yer left you fhould flap ir 
too foon, open it once in two, three, or 
four days, and if you find itis not yet 
quiet, let the veffel lie open an hour, or 
half an hour at a time. 

Omit not to burn a mateh of brim- 
fione, dipp’d in coriander feed, in your 
empty caik, jult before you put your 
eyder, and this as oft as your cyder is 
rack’d, and it is an excellent expedient 
to prevent ill taftes and fermentation.

it HE following account of Gro/s-fei/, 
A willenteértain fuch ‘of your readers 
whofe genius» inclines them to the de- 
{eription of romantic {cenes. ' 

A mountain that is generally .ten 
months -bury’d“in fnow; and eleven in 
clouds, cannot failoof exciting the at- 
tention and curiofity of a traveller. 

That immente ridge of mountains, 
which are reputed ithe: . Briti/h dps,» 
make ‘their firft appéarance in Deriy= 
Joire, and are thence continu’d in one 
chain of different elevations to the river 
Tweed..'The Lancafbire: and> Copland 
heights, with thole inYoré(bire and Duro 
ham, bemg-only detach’d parts of this 
great body, fuch ‘as are remarkably “ex 
minent: have particular names aflign’d 
them, whilft: the generdl ridge bears 
one appellation for feveral miles together. 

Cro/s-fell,tho” diftinguithed in none of 
our county maps, is: moft fingularly e- 
minent, whether you regard its height, 
or the immente bale it flands on, bemg 
above 20 miles ‘in ‘circumference ;\ in 
iome parts’ the rife is very leilurely and 
gradual, in others mare rugeed and 
perpendicular, . emitting confiderable 
itreams to both feas. » ‘Phis inleiifible'a- 
icent removes its top to’'a very great di- 
itance from the inhabited plains, and 
being. in a manner encompafled | with 
other defolate and barren mountains, it 
etains the fhow much longer tad any 
other we can fee in Britain, thete being 
iome who affirm that it has continu:

perfectly rotten. Ata place call’d 
Buinans tleugh there have been former- 
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afcended gradually about 3 miles, thro” 
very broken ‘morafly waftes, when the 
mountain began to rife in three very 
formidable atcents,very {teep,in the man- 
ner of mount Lebanon, pild one above 
another, with large and extenfive plains 
to each of them, and Joofe fhivery ftones 
on* brows,very troublefome to the horfeg 
which we now were obliged fometimes 
to quit. This continu’d for near 2 miles 
more, when we got onthe edge of the 
higheft, which forms a capacious plain. 
of feveral hundred acres, if you reckon 
from the Eait afcent; but of fuch a bar+ 
ren foil, that there was not fo much asa 
fingle leaf of grafs, herb or plant to be 
found in fo large a plain, exclufive of a 
few of thafe rings attributed to fairies, 
fome of which are perfect eircles of the 
Gramen gluiis variis, in botany, afcrib’d 
by Linngus iv his delcription of ihe Bal 
tic ifles to a particular quality of its af- 
feGting the dirtieft foil, where no othet 
grafscan thrive. This immenfe plain 
has’ no'verdure, therefore, but a vene~ 
rably'! grey’ afpeét ‘from the mofs of 
down, and even this can ‘hardly draw a 
fubfiftence .to fupport itfelf'; -fo incon- 
céivably barrén is this dritinguith’d e- 
minence. The Weit fide towards the 
‘Cumberland plains is more rocky and 
{teep than the way we aicended. Great 
part of fix counties were to be feen, and 
notwithitanding our height, there feem- 
ed to be 4 ors mountains that difputed 
reheminence, the reft look’d all far be- 
owus. Thefe were Stiddew in the 
Welt of Cumberland, Criffield in Scatland, 
Pennygeat and Ingleborough in York fire,

and ‘the higheft Cheriot in Nortbumbér- 
land. Y computed the diameter of oar 
vifible horizon to exceed ‘120 miles, 60 
each way from thecenter. ‘The moun- 
tains in Cleveland by the eafitea were 
very fair, and the Weft fea fuficiently 
difcoverable. As to the perpendicular 
height of the mountain, t could not fo 
well judge, having no barometer, and the 
top fufférs too much by refraction to be 
a{certain’d on geometrical principles. 
from its tranfverfe fituation to the com- 
mon run of that ridge, or from 2 pa- 
piftical conjuring crofs to diflodge the 
aerial demons, which that veligion has 
afcribed to this defolate mountain, I take 
not upon me to determine. 


P.S. Being the 13th of Augen, and a 
long drought, and hot feafon, we were 
not able to find any the leat telicks of 
{now, in places moft likely for it; which

An Account of the HYDRASPIS; 
or, Water-Shield: «a Machine, by the 
help of which a Perfon may walk on 
the Water without fear of finking.— 
(From a Latin 4t0 i 12 fbeets.] 


HE inventor of this machine, Zohn 

. Chriffopher Wagenjfeil, a German of 
confiderable rank and erudition, owns 
himfelf indebted, for the firtt hints of 
his contrivance, to his obfervations on 
the fwiraming of geefe and. ducks, 
whence he began to confider whether it 
might not be poflible for men to imitate 
them. He {oon recollected the artifice 
mention’d in Schwenter’s Delicie phy/t- 
co-mathematice, Part xi Prob..15, 16 
and 17, which teaches how a man,. by 
filling a pair of trowzers, budget, wrap- 
per, or the like, with wind, might be 
enabled to walk upon the waters with- 
out-danger of fubmerfion. But, on ma- 
king the experiment carefully, he found 
the apparatus fo complicated as to ren- 
der it very cumberfome, and not entire- 
ly fecure, efpecially as leaden butkins 
were to be ufed, almoft as heavy as the 
wearer, and highly uneafy tohim. He 
therefore conceiv’dthata machine might 
be contrived of wood, fitter for keeping 
a.perfon.above water, and befides fur- 
nifh him with the fame requilites for 
{wimming.as are obferv’d in water- 
fowl.—After feveral tryals, he brought 


to perfection a machine (See Fic. 1.) 


which he values the more on account of 
its fimplicity, as it 1s exactly con- 
formable to nature, and comprehended 
at firft fight, fo that he admires how it 
came to be fo long a fecret. ‘This ma- 
chine (See Fig. I.) ABC, which comes 
about the breaft, does the office of the 
cheit in water-fowl, and is of jo fimple 
a {tru€ture you may employ for it any 
carpenter or {mith. It has the further 
convenience of two apertures at K and

Fig,V. Is avery chimerical-ftructure, 
which was engraved ona cornelian ; the 
atithor imagines it to involve ‘a fymboli- 
cal adumbration of. the* city of Rome 
and its founders. - For by the ferpent at 
the top. isdenoted the coming of A¢zeas 
into /ta/y, after he had feen a great fnake 
near his father’s tomb in Sizi/y ; the fow,

circumftance, to be charged as a crime, 
that he chofe to have it {aid that he ae- 
guiefeed in that meafure, rather than 
that he heartily approv’d it; or that he 
fhould be charged witha defect of good 
manners towards thefe volunteers. 

As to the third, concerning the re- 
pairs of the city walls, it was obferved, 


anfwerabie for any flownels or dete& of 
care and diligence in this refpeét: tho’ 
he had been made the fole object of this 
profecution. He was but one of many 
who behoved to act by the authority of 
his council, and of the committee ap- 
pointed to take the {pecial direction of 
what coneern’d the defence of the city; 
and that all his conduct was agreeable 
to the fenfe of thefe two bodies, and 
approv’d by them, and without them 
he could do nothing ; for that the king’s 
warrant concerning the regiment being 
acddrefs’d to the lord provoli, magiftrates 
and council, and having ordered the 
regiment to be under the direction of 
them all; and the council having ap- 
pointed a committee for that purpoie, 
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and to.confider what further fhould be 
done for the fafety of the city, the pro- 
voit was thus limited in the legal exer- 
cife of the known duty of his office. 
That, however, the committee, where- 
of he was one, had given the necefia- 
ry orders for the repairs, and warrants 
for impreiling workmen for that pur- 
pofe; that the cannon upon the walls 
were actually loaded on Sunday the 
16th, and application made to procure 
gunners for managing them. __ 

To the fourth article it was faid, that 
no propofition could be accepted or re- 
jected by the provoft alone, but by the 
whole council; that as to the propofi- 
tion of purging the train’d bands of dif- 
affected or iulpected perfons; it was 
true that the proyoft was ayerfe to it; 
and chole rather to undergo the hazard, 
than take upon. him to fix fuch marks of 
infamy upon a number of his fellow 
citizens, without any certain ground of 
charge again{t them. 

To the fifth article, where Mr Stuart 
was again charged with a defect of good 
manners (a very unuiual point of dit- 
tay) fuppofing the fact true of the con- 
verfation with Sir Robert Dick/on, it 
Was not ynreafonable for the provoft te 
propofe fuch method for finding fubfitt- 
ance to the ordinary men, as enliftin 
them in theEainburgh regiment ; which 
would be a means to infure their fer- 
vice for a limited time, fo as, they might 
not be at liberty to withdraw at plea- 
fure, perhaps when the city fhould-be 
under the moit prefling exigency. ~ 

To the fixth, that the only thing here 
imputed to Mr Stuart as an offence, was

Among the inguities to which this ardour of 
criticifm has naturally given oceafion, none is 
more obfeure in itfelf, or more worthy of ra- 
tional curofity, than a retrofpeciion of the 
progrefs of ‘this mighty genius in the con- 
ftruction of his work, a view of the fzbric 
gradually rifing, perhaps from {mall beginnings, 
till its-foundation refts in “the centre, and its 
turrets fparile in the fkies; to trace back the 
fira€ture thro’ all: its yarlations to the fimpli- 
city of its firf plan, to find what was fit ptc- 
jefted, whence the fchemé was taken, how it 
was improved, by what affiftance it: was execu- 
ted, and from what flores the. materials were 
collected ; whether its founder dig them from 
the quarries of nature, or demolifhed other 
buildings to embellith his own, 

This inquiry has been indeed not wholly rie- 
giected, nor perhaps profecuted with the care 
and diligence that it deferves, Several critics 
have offered their conjectures, but none have 
much endeavoured to enforce or afcertain- 
them. Mr Volraire tells us, ‘without proof, 
that the firf hint of Paradife Loft was taken 
from a farce called Adamo, written by a players 
Dr Pearce, that it was derived from an Ita- 
dian tragedy called I] paradifo perfo; and Mr 
Peck, that it_ was. borrowed froma wild Ro- 
mance, Any of thefeconjeétutes may pofibly 
be true, but as they’ ftand without fufficient 
proof, it mut be granted likewife, that they 
may all poffibly be faife, at leat they cannot 
preclude “any other epinion, which, without 
argument, has the fame claim to credit, and 
may perhaps be thewn, by refiftlefs evidence, 
to be better founded. 

It is related, by fteady and uncontroverted 
tradition, that the Paradife Loft was at firtt a 
tragedy, and therefore amongf tragedies the 
firft hint is properly to be fought. In .a.ma- 
nufcript publifhed from DMilton’s own hand, 
among a great number of {nlyjeéts for tragedy, 
is Adam unparadifed, or Adam in exile 3 and 
this therefore may be juftly fuppofed the em- 
bryo of this great poem.* As it is obfervable 
that ail thefe fubje@&s had been treated by o- 
thers, the manufcript can be fuppofed nothing 
more than a memorial, or catalogue of plays, 
which, for fome reafon, the writer thought 
worthy of his attention. When therefore ¥ 
had obfetved that Adam ia exile was named a- 
mongi them, I doubted not but, in finding 
the original of that ‘tragedy, I thould difclofe 
the genuine fource of Paradife Loft. Wer was 
ny expectation-lifappointed ; for, having pro- 
cured the Adamus Exjul of Grotius, Y found, 
imagined myfelf to find, the firft draught, 
the priviz famina of this wonderful poem. 
And, as I cannot doubt but the difcovery will 
ive the fame pleafuse to others as to me, I 

pe the public will favour this attempt, finee 
is fo fearce, that Gronovtus, with 
ll the influence that his learning gives him,

Did not 
the army in the lines, initead of com- 
ing to the fuccour and defence of the 
city, fly nobody knows where, and 
leave their baggage behind them ? How 
can : be excufed for leaving the 
unfortunate inhabitants expofed to the 
fury of the foldiery? Ifhe would not 
er could not have fuftained an affaulr, 
he fhould, before abandoning them to 
fave himfelf, have ordered the white 
flag to have been hung out. Ah! but 
it’s faid, be was furpriz’d. Are not peo- 
ple inexcufeable to fuffer themfelves to 

e furpriz’d at fuch a juncture, when 
there were three breaches which were 
far from being invifible? In fhort, 
Count Lowendabl’s fuccefs did not pro- 
ceed fo much from his dexterity, as 
from the negligence of the heads of the 
garrifon. his but too manifeftly ap- 
peared in their having neither reinfor- 
ced the garrifon, which was no more 
than 3000 men, nor caufed troops to 
advance and be ready to enter the city 
in cafe of need, feeing a general affault 
could not but be apprehended, when an 
enemy battered in breach in three feve- 
ral places. There were coupures in- 
dae made in the baftions and ravelin, 
but without pallifadoes. ‘There was 
nothing prepared near the breaches to 
repair in the night the mifchief done in 
the day. ‘There were neither turnpikes 
nor chevaux de frife, nor hurdles, nor 
fand bags, nor gabions, nor fafcines, 
nor any combuftible matter to annoy 
the enemy upon entering the breach. 
I would not even affirm, that the mines, 
under the ravelin and the two battions, 
were charged. The batteries of the

A Series 6f Proors that Bergen-op- 
Zoom was’ furprized; publifbed iz 
Holland, and by jome couftrued as a 
bald and inflaming Libel. 

INCE the French accounts of taking 
w Bergen-op-Zoom have’ been feen,ma- 
ny people are very much. offended with 
thoie, who fay ut was /urprized; and 
pretend that it is impoflible to be a good 
Dutchman, without believing that the 
place was taken by /form. ‘his, they 
think, was inconteftably proved by. the 
very firt article of the French account, 
which fays, that count Lowendabl ap- 
pointed '14 companies of grenadiers, as 
many battalions, roo volunteers, anid. 
goo pioneers, to hold themfelves ready 
for that’ purpofe. Such a preparation 
for a furprize, fay they,was never heard 
ef: that may be true. But was the 
town attacked by thefe troops? No, 
certainly ; there were no more than 5co 
fent to attack the ravelin of Dedem, and 
thefe troops were held iv readine/s to 
fupport them, in cafe they fucceeded. 
The French relation then 1s out of the 
cafe, and we may {till prefume to fay 
with a loud voice, and in the hearing 
of our fuperiors, that Bergex-op-Zoom, 
for which Ho//and was fo follicitous, and 
for which our ancient and good allies 
fhewed fo much tendernefs and con- 
cern, was taken by /urprize; amongit o- 
thers, for the following reafons: 

I. There was no breach praéticable, 
the mafonry was fcarcely touched, and 
where the parapet was faid to be ruin+ 
ed, it was impoilible for two men'to 
march abreaft, fo that no body thoughe 
it poflible that it fhould be taket by 
jtorm. There is the more force and 
weight in this reafon, becaufe the | 
ral great officers and experience 


rals, to whofe proved valour, 
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delity, and indifputed {kill in military 
difairs, theirHigh Mightinefles had con- 
jaded the prelervation of this moft im- 
portant place, fo little, apprehended a 
fiorm, that they had not taken fo much 
“asa jingle precaution againit an attempt 

f that. nature. ‘Chey. had but three 
thoufand men in.the place, when they 
might have had tew ; they had made no 
preparation, had given no orders for let- 
ting the water into the ditch, tho’ they 
very well knew, that the cuvette, or 
‘drain in the middle of the ditch, was 
Quite choaked by the rubbifh of the 
works. Ifinfuch circumftances as thefe, 
anjattempt was made upon the place, 
we muit allow that, thefe great. officers 
were j/urprized. ‘This is a misfortune 
incident to all:men; ~Horacé fays that e- 
ven the wifeft are not always awake ; 
and without doubt, if, according to the- 
rules of war) the befiegers. were in a 
condition to make a general aflault, thefe 
vigilant and -experienced perfons mutt 
have known it, and would have. previ- 
ded for it accordingly. It is allowed 
they did not /ore/ee it, it is evident they 
did not provide for it, therefore it is in- 
conteftable that they were furprized. 

Ii. In refpeét to the garrifon again, 


it is moft evident, from their conduét, 


that they had not the lealt apprehenfi- 
ons. Common foldiers have not indeed 
great pofis to lole, or much reputation to 
forfeit, but they may be allowed to have 
fome little concern for their lives, of 
which however, in the prefent cafe, no- 
thing at all appears ;- for as foon as the 
ordinary guards were fet, the reft of the 
garrifon were repofing, after having plen- 
tifully regaled upon thofe flores that had 
been fo liberally fupplied to them, and 
this without imparting any fhare to their 
fellow foldiers in the 4zes, then at. fhort 
‘allowance, which they would moft cer- 
tainly have done, if they, had imagined 
that their affi/ffance would fo. foon have 
become fo neceffary. » Befides, they had 
their wits fo little about them,that when 
the ravelin of Dedem, was loft, ‘they ne+ 
ver thought of difcharging the batteries 
upon the lower flanks, or the-mafked 
pieces of cannon that. were difpofed on 
purpofe to clear the ditch, which they 
might have done, and which it was na- 
tural for them-to do; nor did they touch 
the fuice, tho’ it was all the while in 
their power, and which would have let.

LET TER Xvi. 
Pagi-Neflir-Bek to Abdalem Hiffa the 
King’s Chamberlain. , 


HOLLAND, where I am at prefent, 
4 is the largeit provirice of {even call- 
éd the United Provinces, which make one, 
republic, the rife and progrefs of which 
dre wefl worthy the curiofity of thy {ub- 
Jime excellency. 
Thefe /even provinces formerly were 
@ part of the Low Countries, which con- 
tain’d /eventeen, of which the princes of 
the houfe of Burgundy, defcended from 
the’antient kings of France, were here- 
ditary fovereigns. Charles the Bold, the 
Jaft duke of Burgundy, left only a daugh- 
ter call’d Mary, who married Maximi- 
ian atcthduke of Avfiria, fon to the em- 
peror Frederick TIT. Maximilian fuc- 
ceeded to the imiperial crown, and had 
a fon called Philip, who married Foan 
Hieirefs of Coffile. By this means the 
houfe of Awjfria becamé matters of the 
Low Countries. The Walloons, or Flem- 
ings.(for fo the natives were called) had 
privileges of their own, of which they 
were {fo jealous, that the leaft attempt to 
invade them, as expefience had fhewn; 
indanger’d a panerar revolt They were 
arich and powerful people, whom the 
extent of their commerce, and the know- 
ledge of their ftrength, reridered as un- 
governable as their love of liberty. 
Charles V. who knew their humour, 
treated them mildly. His popular air, 
and the maxim he obferved of never 
punifhing them but in cafes of the latt 
neceflity, render’d him fo beloved, that 
they even ftil]l idolize hismemory.. In- 
ftead of diminifhing their antient rights, 


he granted them new immunities; and: 


feveral cities of thefe provinces yet pride 
themfelves in the charters granted them 
by this monarch. 

Charles left to his eldeft fon, Philp YI. 
at, the Low Countries, and the Mi- 
anefe. But this prince neither inherited 
his temper nor his policy. Pip was 
_ morofe, fevere, inflexible and felf con- 
ceited to excels. In his very counte- 
Hance appeared an air of feverity and 
terror, and his policy was fitter for ex- 
citing and fomenting diffention amongtt 
his neighbours, ‘than fupprefiing infur- 
rections or tumults athome. fle want- 
ed to govern the Wa//oons as he did the 


Spaniards, without’ confidering the dif-" 


ferent tempers of thetwo nations. Un- 

der pretence of flopping -the progrefs of 

the Latheran and Calvinifi hereites, he 
(Gen. Mag. SEPT. 1747.) — 
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attempted to fet up in the Loew Countries 
the inguifition, the moft terrible tribu 
nal ever imagined ; a tribunal which, I 
mutt obferve to thee, the Nazarenes have 
invented to their own fhame; and the 


A Slory of the Mafu/men, who thould al- 
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ways be confirmed in their faith; when 
they behold the deteftable methods the 
Chriftians ufe to eftablith theit own. I 
{hall perhaps one day give thee 4 hiftory 
of this hellifh court; of which I every 
day hear the ftrangelt ftories. 

The Watlons were far from yielding 
to the views of Phifp IL. they took arms; 
and made war, tho’ with no great fuc- 
cefs. After many battles and iieges, the 
pare a recovered that part now called 
the Netherlands; but they could not hin- 
der the remaining feven provinces from 
uniting in defénce of their réligion and 
liberties. ‘This union was figned Faz. 
29, 1979, in the city of Utrecht, and 
gave name to the United Provinces, now 
the moft powerful Republic of Europe: 
Thefe are the names,in the fame order ag 
fubferib’d to this confederacy: 1. Guef- 
derland and Zutphen: 2: Holland. 3. 
Zealand: 4: Utrecht. 5: Friexland and 
the: Ommelands between the rivers Evts 
and Lauwer: 6. Overvffel. 7. Groningen. 
‘That you may the better judge of the 
extent of thefe, I fend yow particular 
maps. I have alfo fent the general map 
of Europe to. the Athbemadoulet *, firit 
minifter of the king of the world, and 
chief column of the Perfian empire. 

One thing is very.remarkable in this 
union ; each province is an independent 
{late; and enjoys an abfolute fovereign- 
ty, having a power to make new laws 
for themielves feparately, and enforce 
thelr execution by: capital punifhments. 
As to the right of making war or peace; 
it lies in the aflembly of the States Ge- 
neral, \in which all the provinces aré re- 
preiented by their own deputies; This 
auguit fenate meets at the Hagu¢; and 
coniifts of members fent by every pro- 
vince; each of which fends as many as 
they think proper, and defrays their ex- 
pences. ‘l’hele deputies have no vote 
of their own, but the votes are collected 
by the number of provinces, fo that they 
never exceed feven, tho’ there may be 
near go members, the provinee of Gwel- 
derland alone fending 17 or 18. It may 
be faid in one ienfe that each province 
has the power of fnaktng war and peace, 
fince their deputies in the States General 
are governed by the tnitructions they re- 
ceive from the States of their own pro- 
vince. ‘This is a wile regulation, fince 
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it Is heceflaty there fhould be a perfect 
unanimity, with regard to tz points of 
fuch great importance. 

The States of each province are com- 
poled of deputies chofen by the nobility 
and people, and from this affembly are 
elected the reprefentatives they fend to 
the States General. The Provincial 
States take the title of Nod/e and Mighty 
Lords, or Noble and Mighty Powers; the 
States General are cdled High and Migh- 
#y Loras, or their High Mightineffes, 
All the powers of Europe addrefs them 
in this ftyle, except the kings of Spaix 
and France: ‘The former of thefe princes 
ealls them, ‘‘ Your Excellencies, my 
Lords, the States General; ”’ by the Jat- 
ter they are intitled, ‘* Moft dear and 
mighty Friends, faithful Allies and Con 
federates.”’ 

In the afflembly of the States General, 
always one deputy prefides, by the 
name of the Prefident of the week, be- 
caufe his office lafts from Sunday at 12 
a’clock to the fame hour of the following 
Sunday. Each province prefides in its 
turn, and.this honour is always eon- 
fer’d on the firft perfon of its deputation. 
‘The prefident receives all’ memorials 
and petitions, prefents them to the af- 
fembly, caufes them to be read and exa- 
muned, propofes all matters’ to be de- 
bated, collects the votes, and declares 
the refolutions of the aflembly.- If that 
be contrary to the opmion of his own 
province, he has the liberty of yielding 
up his place to the prefident of the pre- 
ceding week, who forms the order, and 
cauies it to be regifter’d.” Each deputy 
fits. according to the rank of his province, 


round a long table, in the midit of which’ 


is placed,an arm’d chair for the prefident. 
. INO military othcer can fit in this af- 
fembly, being excluded by an exprefs 
refolution pais’d in the year 1624. Peace 
being the greateit blefling a ftate can en- 
soy, and perhaps more neceflary to this 
republic, than to ‘any other conftitution 
in the world; the Ditch were juflly ap- 
prehentive left the admiffion of generals 
into their councils might’engage them in 
quarrels with their neighbours, and fo the 
publick good might be facrificed to par- 
ticular intereits. Flowever the captain 
gengral of their forces (when there is 
one) has a right to enter this aflembly, 
and make {uch propofals as ‘he judges 
proper,| but he mutft retire the moment 
ihele propofals come under deliberation, 
If the deputies from any province fail 
m their duty, they are only accountable 
to their conitituents, the States General 
having. no fort of jurifditien-over them. 
sLowever nunicrous thefe deputies be, 
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rj public can neither 


5 Clared to him by the prefident. 
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there are never but fix chairs in the room 
where they aflemble, exclufive of the 
armed chair of the prefident ; {o that all 
the {upernumerary members above feven 
are obliged to ftand. They are ufually 
chofen for three years, or for fix at moft, 
unlefs when their commiffion is renew- 
ed. ‘The province of Holland has, not- 
withftanding, one deputy for the nobles, 
who fits for life, as does the deputy for 
the clergy of the province of Utrecht, 
and the four deputies from Zealand. 

Amongft the deputies from Holand, 
there is one called the Penfionary, who 
conftantly affifts in the aflembly of the 
States General, and is the only one whe 
enjoys that privilege, which the reft can- 
not have without a particular commiffion. 

The fecretary of the States General 
(whom they call ‘the Greffer) reads the 
prayer before the opening of the af- 
fembly. He fits at one exid of the table 
cover'd, while the debates laft, but 
when he reads any papers, he rifes up, 
uncover’d, and ftands at the back of the 
prefident’s chair. - It is his office to take 
down in writing the refolutions and or- 
ders of the aflembly, as they are Se 

is 
poft is one of the moft honourable as 
Well as lucrative employments of the 
Republic, but atthe fame time it is one 
of the moft fatiguing and troublefome. 

Out of the great number of deputies 
who compofe the States General, are 
form’d particular committees, who have’ 
each their feparate departments; one 
for foreign affairs, another for the finan- 
ces, athird forthe marine, anda fourth 
for the war-office. Each of thefe con- 
fifts of eight deputies, to wit; one from 
each province, and the penfionary of 
Efolland, who always makes the eighth. 
He affifts in all thefe committees, in 
which the deputy for Guelderlaxd con- 
ftantly prefides: 

When any one of thefe committees 
comes to.any refolution, they make a re- 
port of it to the affembly of the States 
General, who form aconelufion upon it, 
beginning with thefe words: Having 
confider’a thé report of the lords ***** 
committees for fuch an affair, &c. In 
time ‘of war, the States General fend. 
their deputies to the army, of whom one 
mutt be of the council of tate. Their 
falary is 70 florins a day: Without the 
advice of thefe, the general of the re- 
fight, nor take any 
itep of confequence*, ‘Thefe deputies 

have 

* The D. of Marlboroagh often complain’d 
of this in the ig war, 


Of the Polity of the Sratzs Gentrat: 


Pave each, by turns, a guard of horfa 
and foot mounted at their:quarters, and 
whieh they appear abroad, the drums 
beat, and the officers pay them the ufual 
military honours. 
_ Tho’ it is in the affembly of the States 
General that peace and war are deter- 
mined, yet it is as true that their High 
Mightineffes can form no refolutions of 
this kind, nor even conclude any treaty 
with a foreign power, without the una- 
nimous confent of all the provinces. 
And their confent is not only ey, 
in the aflembly of the States General, 
but in the particular aflembly of the 
States of each province, where nothing 
can be concluded without the unani- 
mous confent of all the deputies. For 
example, when the States General are 
follicited by fuch or fuch a prince to en- 
tet into atiy meafure, it is requifite the 
deputies for each province in the States 
eneral communicate the propofal to 
their conftituents. The Provincial States 
allemble to deliberate’ on the fubjeét, 
and if but a fingle town in it oppofes 
the affair, it mutt reft till that obitacle 
be removed. Hence arifes delay and 
irrefolution*, fo that matters are often 
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offers or propofals they have to make, 
They difpofe of all military offices, evem 
to that of fie/d-mar/bal, or general. They 
place governors in all the fortrefles dem 
pendent of the republic, and nominate 
magiftrates in all the towns which be- 
long to theUnited Provinces incommon §5 
but are not {ubject to any one-of them in 
particular: they alfo give audiencé ¢ 
admiffion and leave to foreign minifters. 
At the latter thefe gentlemen ufually 
make a {peech, relating to the fubje& off 
their negociation : after this, their High 
Mightineffes fend them, by their fecre- 
tary, a letter exprefling their fatisfaction 
with their miflion, and ther concern to 
part with them. This compliment is 
ufually attended with a gold medal and 
chain, of about soo value. The States 
General alfo nominate the admirals of 
their fleet, and all their flag officers. 


C The United Provinces are of no large 


extent, as thou wilt perceive from the 
chart I fend thee.. The country is in- 
terfected every where with canals, and 
the land fo low, that it is fubjeét to fre- 
quent and deftructive inundations, T'o 
remedy this inconvenience, and keep out 
the fea, they have, with great labour, 


years under deliberation before any thing D made dykes, or ramparts, which are fup- 


is concluded, as it is in the power of a 


fingle city to put a negative on the quef- 


tion. It has happen’d indeed once, 
that, on avery prefling emergence,which 
required as {peedy a determination, the 
States General concluded three treaties 
with Charles II. of England, but it is 
certain that, if reafons of ftate had not 
excufed the deputies concern’d in it, or 
af but one of them had difagreed from 
the reft, they might have been called to 
a fevere account. 

It muft be own’d, notwithftanding, 
that if the States General have not an ab- 
folute power in thefe cafes, they have 
feveral marks of prerogative, which to 
ftrangers, at leaft, give them an air of 
fovereignty, who commonly imagine 
they govern the Unzted Provinces ; where- 
as, in reality, each province forms an in- 
dependent republic, provided it enacts 
nothing contrary to the general union ; 
fo that their High Mightineffes, ftri@ly 
confider’d, are not the rds, but the 
Servants of the people. 

It isto them, however, that all fo- 
reign princes and ftates addre{s them- 
felves: it is to them that all embafladors 
are accredited, amd deliver whatever 


* Thus we often read in the news-papers : 
Their High Migkhtineffes kave adjourn’d ome: 
sime, or Lhe States General hawe refumed their 
deliberations, 
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ported at a vaft expence. The {oil is 
naturally barren, and incapable of fur- 
nifhing grain fufficient for. the inhabi- 
tants, who are forced to import it from 
other countries ; but by means of their 
extenfive commerce, they are abundant- 
ly fupplied with corn, wine, and all o- 
ther neceffaries, As they. have. but 
arable tillage, they breed vaft numbers*® 
of cattle in their meadows, fo that no 
country produces more butter and 
cheefe. Tho’ the extent be fmall, it 1s 
extremely rich and populous. Their 
ftanding forces in time of peace ate ge- 
nerally 50,000 men, and in war near 
double that number ; they are alfo able 
to fit out formidable armaments by fea. 
In fhort, this republic makes a figure a- 
mong the firft powers in Exrope, and, has 
a great influence in affairs. “Their tra- 
ding companies are very powerful, and 
potiefs vait tracts of land in Aha, Afti« 
éa, and America. 

Their herring and whale-fifheries, 
their woollen and filk manufactures, 
form very great branches of their com. 
merce : yet thefe are nothing in compa- 
rifon of the trade carried on by their 
Eaft India company, who furnifh almof 
all Europe with {pices. Their originay 
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fund was 6,440,200 florins: their char- 
ter is for a limited time, but the States 
General renew it always whem It -ex- 
ives: their Jaft was granted 4ae. 11, 
$598, and-ended in r740. Ther We? 
India fociety is not near fo powerful, 
being much decay’d in their trade; but 
ihey aré of late attempting to revive It. 
The ftanding forces of the republic 
confit of 16 fegiments of Horfe, towards 
the fupport-of which, every province 
éontributes in proportion. Hod/amd, as 
the largeft as wel! as richeft, maintains 
ten of thefe, viz. the blue guards, con- 
fifting of 6 troops; fix other regi- 
ments of horfe, of «6 troops each; 
one of catabineersy of 7 troops; .and 
two more of % troops each; Zealand 
has two regiments’ Gf 3 troops each 3 
Jtreght one of “4 troops; Friefland 
ne of 6 troops, befides a ‘troop of 
& ovards’ belonging to’the prince of 
ne; Overyfel maintains one re- 
éiment of 8 ‘troops; and Groningen 
one of 4: befides Drenthe one troop

As to the natural.caufes of volcanos, 

end their dreadful effects, our virtuofi 
of Naples obferve that their country a- 
bounds with fulphur, bitumen, nitre, 
alum, vitriol and falts of every kind, be- 
fides more exalted minerals, ds is’ évi- 
dent from its frequent hot {prings, and 
innumerable places where thofe minerals 
appear on the earth’s furface. And 
that thefe fubftances are eafily accenfible, 
is well known to the leaft vers’d im che- 
miftry, and further demonftrable by the 
heat of our-mineral baths, and thé fames 
that frequently iffue from the earth near 
their {prings.’ It is not to be queftioned 
then, that the Neapolitan foil is full of 
the feeds, or firft principles of fire,which 
having increafed,and amafled themfelves 
in fome particular place, have, by the 
means of fome internal motion, taken 
fire, and fplit the upper {tratum that con> 
fined it; to give vent to its rage, with all 
the violent phenomena 6f volcanos. 
_ In imitation of this operation of na- 
ture, the chemifts have contrived their 
Aurum fulminans ; and the celebrated 
Lemery made an artificial volcano, by a 
pafte, comipofed of equal quantities of 
fulphur and fteel-duft, mixt up witha 
little water. This he bury’d in the 
éarth at a proper depth, and in about g 
hours the ground began to{well, and‘o- 
pen’d in feveral places, from which if- 
{a’d a hot and fulphureous fmoke, fuc- 
ceeded in a few minutes by flames. But 
however fabject the foil of Naples be to 
heat and inflammation, our authors po- 
litically remark, that this. fhould not 
caufe an averfion to the climate, fince it 
is to that fiery nature of the earth, that 
the Neapolitans are indebted for the 
fertility of their lands, the purity and 
wholelomeniefs of their air and water, 
the virtue and efficacy of their {prings 
and baths, and for all thofe advantages 
which render Naples the nioft agreeable 
ard healthy country in Ezrope*. 

* If we would know the character of the 
ithabitants as well as of the country, the Jfa- 
Jians have a proverb that NAPLES is a4 para- 
dife inbabited by devils.

But the area belonging to the houfe being al- 
mof fill’d with cinders and afhes, they awaked 
him, left by longer ftay the avenues thould be 
block’d up. He arofe and went to Pompont- 
anus and his friends, who had no thoughts of 
fleep ; and confulted with them whether they 
fhould truft to the hou es,’ which were fhaken 
to and fro, or go into the open fields, where 
the éinders and burnt ftones, tho’ not heavy, 
fell in great abundance. They refolved tor the 
fields, one fear overcoming another, but my 
uncle, as yielding only to the ftronger rea- 
fon. They went out, after tying upon their 
heads pillows for a defence againift the fall 
of ftones and cinders. It was now day. every 
where elfe, but there as dark as the darkeft 
night, fo that they were obliged to proceed by 
the help of torches and various lights [ faces 
& lumina, not the fire and flames, as Mr M4, 
tranflates]. They thought proper to go down 
to the fhore, to fee if they might fafely get on 
board the gallies, but found the fea very boi- 
fterous, and the wind {till contrary. Here my 
uncle repofed himfelf on a quilt, and defired, 
and drank more than once, fome cold water. 
Immediately the flames and a ftrong {mell of 
fulphur difperfed the reft, and obliged him to 
arife, by the help of his two fervants ; but he 
foon fell down dead, fuffueated by the thick and 
noxious vapour; and being deferted at that 
time, was not found till the light of day ap- 
pear’d, which was the third from the begin - 
ning of this black fcene. He was entire and 
untouch’d, and appeared rather afleep thandead.

URING all this time my mother and I 
remained at Mifenum. I purfued my 
fhudies till it was bathing time, after which I 
fupped and went to bed, but my fleep was fhort 
and interrupted. There had been for many days 
a fhaking of the earth, which was lefs territy- 
ing, as it is a common thing in Campania ; but 
that night it was fo violent, as not only to 
move houfes and caftles, but to threaten total 
ruin. My mother burft into my chamber, I 
was drefling to go and wake her, We went into 
-the area, which parted the houfe from the fea. 
As I was but 18, I know not whether I thould 
cal] my behaviour, fortitude or imprudence . 
but I took up Livy, perufed him at leifure, even 
making extracts from him, when a friend of 
my uncle’s, lately come from Sparn to pay him 
a vifit, joined us; and obferving me fitting by

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my mother reading, greatly coridemned her pa: 
tience, and reproved me for my carelefs fecurity; 
neverthelefs L went on with my author. It 
was now morn, but the light was faint and lan- 
guid; the buildings around us tottered, and 
tho” we ftood upon open ground, yet as the 
place was narrow, it was not without certain 
and great danger ; we therefore refolved to quit 
the town. The people followed us in the ut- 
moft confternation, and (as to a mind diftraéted 
with terror, every fuggeflion feems more pru- 
dent thanits own) prefled in great crowds after 
us. Being at a diftance from, the houfes, we 
flood ftill; in the midft of a moft fhocking and 
dreadful fcene. For the charjots, which we had 
ordered to be drawn out, were fo agitated back- 
wards and forwards, tho” upon the moft level 
ground [ planiffimo campo ,not open fields,as M4. ] 
that we could not keep them fteady, even by 
fupporting them with great ftones. On one 
fide the fea feemed to roll back upon itfelf, or 
was repelled by the convulfive motion of 
the earth ; it is certain the fhore was enlarged, 
and feveral fea-animals were left upon it. On 
the other fide, a black and dreadful cloud burft- 
ing with an igneous ferpentine vapour, darted 
out a long train of fire, refembling flafhes of 
lightening, but much larger. Upon this our 
Spanifb friend, addreffing himfelf to my mo-~ 
ther and me with great warmth and earneftnefs : 
Lf your brother and your uncle, {aid he, be fafe, 
be certainly hopes you. are {0 too; if be be dead, 
he i that you. might furvtte : Why there- 
fore do you delay your efcape ? We could never 
think of our own fafety, ‘we faid, while we 
were uncertain of his. 

He ftaid not a moment, but withdrew from 
the danger with the utmoft precipitation. Now 
the cloud feemed to defcend and cover the whole 
ocean ; it entirely hid the ifland of Caprea, and 
the promontory of M/1fenum. My mother en- 
treated, advifed, and even commanded me to 
make my efcape at any rate, which, being 
young, I might eafily do; as for herfelf, the 
faid, her age and corpulency rendered all at- 
tempts of that fort impoffible; but fhe fhovld 
willingly meet death, if the could have the faq 
tisfaction of feeing, that fhe was not the occa- 
fion of mine. Jabfolutely refufed to leave her, 
and taking her by the hand, drew her forward ; 
fhe complied with great relu€tance, and not 
without reproaching herfelf for retarding my 
efcape. 

The afhes now began to fall upon usin a lefs 
quantity. I turned my head, and obferved a 
thick fmoke, which came rolling after us like a 
torrent. Let us, faid I, chile we have light, 
turn out of the bigh road, left we fhould be preff= 
ed to death in the dark by the crowds that fol- 
foww us, We had fearce turned afide, when a 
darknefs overfpread us, not like that of a cloudy 
or moonlefs night, but of a room clofe fhut, 
and all the lights extinét.

All propofitions are only brief arguments of the 
whole defign:—-And how could any two poets 
tell us they intended to fing of the forbidden 
fruit, of the /o/s of paradife, and-the coming 
of death and mifery into the world, in terms 
more different? The rnvoration likewife is 
made by both to the Holy Spirit, and not to 
Apollo, the Mufes, &c. after the manner of the 
antients; which would have been abfurd in a 
divine poem: but, I think, there is as little 
Irkenefs alfo in their manner of addreffing him, 
as could well be expected in fo fimilar a matter, 
We have then given us Mafenjus’s defcription 
of Paradife, which, it is infinuated, Milton has 
copied in more places than one: As if it could 
be imagined any perfon would write a poem on

We returned to Mifenum, where we refreth-

Tf one of 
either of thofe people, jealous for the reputa- 
tion of his own countrymen, had made this 
pretended difcovery, we fhould not have been 
much offended; but for an Engli/bman fo fond- 
ly to bufy himfelf out of feafon in fo ungrate- 
ful an othice, muft rajfe the indignation of e- 
yery lover of our author, For my own part, 
I cap eafily perfuade myfelf, notwithftanding 
what is advanced, that A@iJron never faw Mafe- 
aiusy They both happened to write on the 
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defcribing Pavadife, the principal fcene of his 
whole ftory:—or, as if he would not adorn 
his poetical garden with perpetual [pring, mild 
ferene funs, balmy xephyrs,- fruits, flowers, 
groves, fbady bowers, and purkng. fireams ; 
tho’ no body had wrote before him? ‘There are 
numoberlefs defcriptions of gardens, both in the 
antient and modern poets and romances, which, 
Ithink, M/j/ton may as well be faid to haveco- 
pied as this of Mafenius ; fince there is not one 
whole verfe in it any thing like any one of M//- 
ton’s. Tcan fay but little to the marginal 
beads, >till W. L. can give us the remainder of 
this work. ‘The matter of feveral of them is 
indeed to be met with in Paradife Lof# ; and I 
will take upon me to affirm, that no good poet, 
converfant with the antients, would or could 
haye wrote an epic poem on this fub ect, with- 
out introducing the greater part of them, I 
was a little furprized to find the word pande- 
monium among them (which I thought to have 
been of Mi/ton’s making) sand. the profanatio 
vetiti pomr per ferpentem; which 1 likewife 
imagined to have been firft fuggefied by our au- 
thor : but perhaps this Jatter thought might be 
grounded on fome well-known tradition ; and 
the word pandemonium may be of much older 
date than either of thefe poems. ———TIf any 
learned perfon could fatisfy us in thefe particu- 
lars, *twould be extremely acceptable. In 
your Magazine for February we ate prefented 
with the firft account of a tragedy, entitled 
Adamus Exul, {aid to be written by<'rotius, 
and to which we aré told Ad:/ton was very much 
obliged, 1 cannot fay he had never feen it, be- 
caufe there are two or three verfes in it, which 
are remarkably like two jor three in the firft 
book of Paradife Loft; tho’ the greater part 
of the references are very little, and fome of 
them nothing at all to the purpofe. I hope 
Milton might have called Satan (whofe name 
fignifies an adverfary) ‘ Antagonift of heaven's 
almighty king,’ and ‘ the adverfary of God 
and man,’ without copying Grotrus’s jacri to- 
nantis boflis ; and have made hell tremble at the 
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ftrides of the’monfter Death (when *tis fo, fre» 
quent in the antient poets to make the beavens, 
earth, olympus, ida, to tremble under the foot- 
fteps of their gods and goddeffes), tho’ Grotius 
had never wrote of Satax, ‘ Gravior orcus {ub 
pedibus tremit.’ ’ Much. the fame might be faid 
of the reference © NoGtis aterne,’” and 
fome athers. Thofe which are made to ‘ Ifa 
gua@ lucet dies, &c.—Sequitur magor, cura bea- 
tos, &c,—nee bene firmus fubfitit axis (which 
by the way'is almoft nonfenfe after geminigue 
poli, &c5 for if both the pales fhake, .the axes 
cannot well be at reft) and to Poffit. ut iflo 
fata progenies, Sc. teem to be Jo very far- 
fetch’d,. that I believe none but himfelf could 
ever poflibly have thought of them. 
whether Mi/ton ever {aw this,performance or 
not, it is certain he has made but very, little 
ufe of it 3 and if he had made more, as Mzlto- 
nicus Lays (See p. 67+) his poem had been fo 
much the worfe for it,

‘There have been, given. us only. 2. few lines 


of Mafenius (from, which Mr R. R. has excel- 
lently well proved.that J4i/toz has not borrow~- 
ed) ; and. the |marginal heads of fome other 
parts of his poem ;. of which we, have heard 
nothing more fince.—— Is it not moft quonder~ 
ful, that, as Milton has always had fo many 


enemies both at home and abroad on atcount’ 


of his politica] writings ; as his poem has. been 
fo much read and commented among ws, and 1s 
{fo well known all over Europe by tranilations 
in feveral languages; Is it not mol firanges 
I fay, that, for fo. long a period of time, not 
one of all his enemies ot emulators, (no Fefurt, 
no Dutchman, in honour of his order, or of his 
country ) thould have reproached him with the 
obligations. which we aré told he has fo indu- 
frrioujly concealed ? But what can W. L. mean 
by his concealing them indujfirioujly ? Mt thefe 
pieces were-ever, printed and publifhed, how 
was it poffible Milton thould know but they 
might be in five hundred hands in England ?— 
And he was..a man too prudent, as well as of 
too much honour, to fay that his mufe was 
purfuing ‘ Ibings,unattempted yet iu profe.or 
rhyme,’ when it was fo probable he. might be 
upbraided with advancing an untruth, ’Tis 
idle to fay that Miltoz, by being Latin. fecre- 
tary was more likely to hear of thefe poems 
than any other man, I don’t fee why his be- 
ing employ’d to write in the, name of the go- 
vernment to foreign princes’ and ftates, fhould 
give him a greater correfpondence with men of 
letters abroad, than if he had been but’ a_pri- 
vate perfon ; neither can any reafon be given 
why thefe performances fhould be {ent to dim 
fooner than to any one elfe ; unlefs we fuppofe, 
what there is no’occafion to fuppofe, that, it 
was known in Holland that he was engaged in 
Writing on the fame argument. His employ- 
ment likewife may be thought not to allow him 
the deifure (and i think befides his tafie was too 
good) to be very inquifitive after the producti- 
ons of the modern poets in Latin, For, from 
the genius which appears in all his other works, 
hoth profe and verfe, it may lafely be affirmed, 
that WMiiton was capable of writing Paradife 
L af and 


ef, without thele fuppoled aiitances + 
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tho’ it .fhould be allow’d that he borrowed 
fome parts of his plan from thefe authors, f 
am perfuaded he would have given us as good a 
one, had he formed it entirely from his own 
fertile invention. Tf there are not fo many 
fhining paffages in his Paradife Regain’d asia 
Paradife Lofft, *tis becaufe the nature of the 
fcheme he wrote upoa would not admit of 
them; and not becaufe he was obliged to re/y 
upon bis own genius, without any foreign helps: 
as the great critic who has lately appeared in 
your Magazine, feems willing to perfuade hime 
felf. Heis in that poem every where equal to 
the, fubjeét, and, the occafion ; and there are 
many lines in it not inferior in beauty to the 
finett in Paradife Loft. 

What has been faid above may be apply’d 
likewife to W.L,’s lit of tragedtes, written, 
as he fays, by men of the higheft rank and ge~ 
ius in the common-wealth of learning: {ach 
as Horatins Turfellinus, Rochus, Honerdus, Ca- 
rolus Malapertius, Caufinus, Quintianus, Z1- 
eglerus, Frifeblinus; names, I dare prefiime, 
that moft of your learned readers nevér once 
heard of,

HERE is a natural curiofity in man, to 
enquire concerning the birth and educa- 

tion of men, Who have mét with unfortunate 
ends. And as Dr Alexander Blackwell, fo of- 
ten mentioned in the news-papets, is one of the 
number, it induces mé to fend you the inclofed. 

This unhappy man was the fon of Dr Black~’ 
well, a yery eminent and learned divine in 
North-Britain, and fo greatly did he valve his 
fon’s genius, that he undertook, at firft, the 
care of his education ; who fo far anfwered the 
hopes and expeétations of his father, that, be~ 
fore he was fifteen, he had acquired an extra~- 
ordinary knowledge of the Latin and Greek 
languages : at fixteen, his father fent him to a, 
univerfity, where, in a very fhort time, he was 
greatly diftinguifhed, for his underftanding the 
claffics, and other*ufeful learning: and tho” 
the French was no part of the learning there 
required, he negle€ted not to make hinifelf 
matter of that tongue. 

Notwithftanding the credit he had gained in 
the univerfity, he could not be prevailed upon 
to continue there, after he thought” himfelf- 
fufficient for bufineis. His mind ran upon fee- 
ing the world; and fo ftxong was his Gefire, 


that, 
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that, whatever his friends could fay to the 
contrary, he left the univerfity before he had 
taken any degree 5 and went away fo privately, 
that they knew not what was become of 
him, °till after his arrival in London He 


attended to. nothing more at firft than that of 


feeing the different curiofiries there ‘to be met ™ 


with: but as he brought from Scotland very 
Jittle money, he was foon made fenfible, that, 
if he negleéted to get into bufinefs, he might 
pe expofed to great difficulties ; this. confidera- 
tion put him upon enquiry, and Mr Wilkins, 
an eminent printer in London, having occafion 
for a manof letters to correct the preis, took 
him intohis fervice. This truft he executed 
with the utmoft care and fidelity; and his 
manner of correéting the proofs highly pleafed 
Mr Wilkins, and his authors: mean time, he 
made it part of his ftudy-to get an infight into 
the noble art and myftery of printing, and to 
gain the friendthip of feveral gentlemen who 
weré great encouragets of learning.——Next, 
he had the good fortune to marry a virtuous 
gentleworhin, the daughter of a worthy mer- 
chant, with whom he received a handfome 
ortion, which; induced him to quit Mr #77/- 
Ra: and they, parted very, friendly, 
The fortune Mr Blackwell received with his 
wife, not being fufficient to maintain his farmi- 
ly, he hired a houfe in the Strand, and fet up 
as a ptinter :—-But he did not long follow the 
bufinels, before an action ws brought againft 
him, becaufe he had norferved an, apprentice- 
fhipto it, Mr Blackewell defended the tuit, 
and the ¢aule was brought to trialin We 
minftér-hall, and the jury found a verdidt as 
gaint him. Soon after a commiflion of bank- 
rupt iffwed againit him ; and, to. compleat.his 
ruin, One of his creditors arrefted and tent him 
to. prifon, where he témained, for near two 
years, ina very helplefs condition. 
“Dhele misfortunes, inftéad of cafting Mrs 
Blackwell into defpair, ‘had’ quite a contrary 
effect ;. for fhe infantly ufed her utmoft‘en- 
deavours, by her labour and induftry, to extri- 
cateherfelf and her hufband out of thefe diffi- 
culties... She had, by natures, a fine genius for 
drawing and painting ; and being informed. ar 
Herbal was much wanted; fhe drew from the 
life feveral of the phyfical plants, @¢. Thefe 
were fhewn to Sir Hans Shane, Dr Mead, Dt 
Wichols, and other eminent phyficians, who 
being pleafed with them, fhe proceeded in the 
undertaking, and fome' time after procured her 
hufband’s liberty. 

Mr Rand, a very eminent and learned apo- 
thecary, and one of the heads of that compa- 
ny, who had the care of ‘their phyfick-garden, 
alfo greatly promoted the work. It was thro’ 
his advice, that Mrs Blackwell took a houfe 
over: again(t the company’s garden at Chel/ea 5 
whereby fhe had an opportunity of receiving 
the plants, flowers, &c. ‘freth out of the-gar- 
den, as fhe wanted 'therh’: and fhe not only 
made the drawings with her own-hands, but 
engraved them on copper plates, and, colour*d 
them. Her hafband explained their ufes in fe- 
veral different languages, in order to make 
them acceptable abroad ; and, from the pra-

duce, they maintain’d their family very. well. |} 

Mrs Blackwell was fo much regarded during 
her refidence at Che/fea, that fhe was often vi- 
fited by perfons of the higheft quality, who ex- 
preffed their admiration at her performances ¢, 
and it muft be acknowledged, to the honour 
of the moft eminent phyficians, furgeons, and 
apothecaries in London, that, whilft the was 
engaged in the work, they fhewed her many 
marks of their favour and encouragement ; and 
ypon publithing the firft volume, the was per- 
mitted in perfon to prefent one to the college 
of phyficians, of which that learned body fo 
greatly approved, that they not only fnade her 
a handfome prefént, but gave her an ample 
teftimonial, in writing, of their appfobation 
of her work, 

Mr Blackwell having met with fach ill fuc- 
cefs in the bufineds of a printer, gave over all 
thoughts of enteting uponit again ; but, as he 
was dn enemy to idlenefs, fome part of his 
leifure hours he {pent in the ftudy of phyfick 5 
other part in that of further informing hitm- 
felf th the moft ufeful arts and fciences 5; and 
in his {peculations he formed different {chemes 
for the better.improving barren lands, which 
Jed him to write a treatife upon, Agriculture, 
&c. The Treatife he did not compleat before 
he left Chelfea 5 yet his abilities began to be fo 
well known, that he was, confulted upon fe- 
veral. dificult points, and received . handfome 
prefents for his advice. Happy had it. beer 
for. Mr Blackwell, could he ‘have been con- 
tented, and ftaid at Chelfea, where he had 
great refpect, thewed him. But after Mrs 
Blackwell had compleated her worl, he retired 
to a place where he was unknown,’and would 
inevitably, have been out of bufinefs again, had 
not a friend recommended him to the late duke 
of Chandos, (a nobleman! renowned for en» 
couraging all fchemes that. appeared to be cals 
culated for the public good [.) His grace, upon 
converfing with Mr Blackweli, fo much appro- 
ved of what he propofed, that he. took him 
into his fervice, and conftituted him fuperin- 
tendant of his works at Cannons. It was 
whilft he wasin the dule’s fervice, that he fi+ 
nifhed and publifh’d the Treatife before-men« 
tioned, which: was received with great ap> 
plaufe ; tho’, in the end, it proved very un+ 
fortunate to him. 

The Swedijb embaffador had ‘one of the 
books put into his hands, which he fent over to 
his court ; where it was fo much liked, that 
the embaffador had directions.to engage Mr 
Blackwell in the Sqwedifh fervice; and the 
terms offer’d, were accepted by him; which 
caufed him to quit the *duke’s fervice, aad 
repair to Steckbolm,

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He left his wife and one child in England, 
under a promife that he would, if he fucceeded, 
fend for her, In the mean time, Mr Blacke 
well was, as fame fays, extremely well received 
by the Swedi/b prime minifter ; and he was fo 
greatly pleafed with him, that he entertained 
him in his houfe, and procured hima hand- 
fome penfion from the crown: and the king of 
Sweden being taken very ill, and in danger of 
fofing his life, Mr Blacxzvedl was permitted to 
prefcribe for his majefty, who recovering, was 
pleafed to make him one of his phyficians in 
ordinary 3 and from thence he was ftiled Dr. 

Mrs Blackwell continued in England, and, 
at times, received fome rémittances from her 
hufband ; and fhe intended, very foon, to have 
followed him to. Sweden, had he not fuffered

Reverend Brethren, 


| is neither a matter of much impor- 
tance, nor am I as yet able to give 
you a particular and fatisfying account 
of the reafon of my abfence from your 
meeting, which I truft, with the help 
of a little time, will clear itelf 3 but 
I can affure you, I am prefent with you 
in my moft affectionate withes for the 
gracious prefence of that holy {pirit a- 
mong you, and'within you all, who a- 
Jone can make this and all your meet- 
ings, and the whole work of your mini- 
ftry, happy and fuccefsful to the good, 
of fouls, and to his glory that bought 
them with his own blood: andI doubt 
not but your own great defire each for 
yourfelves, and all for one another, is 
the fame ; and that-your daily and great 
employment is, by inceflant and fervent 
prayer, to draw down from above largé 
fupplies and increafes of that blefled 
{pirit, which our lord and mafter has 
affured us that our heavenly father 
will not fail to give to them that afk it. 
And how extream negligence and folly 
were it to want fuch a gift for want of 
afking, efpecially in thole devoted to fo 
high and holy a fervice, that requires as 
great degrees of that. {pirit of holinefs 
and divine love to purify their minds; 
and to raiie them above their fenfes and 
this prefent world! O my dear bre- 
thren! what are we doing that fuffer 
ourfelves to creep and grovel upon this 
earth, and do fo little afpire to the hea-

For it is fcarce to be fufpefted that any 
of us will fuffer any of thefe ftrange, yea 
infernal fires of ambition, or-avarice, or 
malice, or impure lufts and fenfualities 
to burn within us, which would render 
us priefts of idols, of airy nothings, and 
of dunghill gods; yea of the very gods 
of this world, the prince of darknefs. 
Let men judge us, and revile us as they 
Hees as that imports nothing at all ; 
but God forbid that any thing fhould 
poffefs our hearts, but he that loved us, 
and gave himfelf forus; for we know 
we cannot be veffels of honour meet for 
the matter’s ufe, unlefs we purge our- 
felves from all filthinefs of the flefh and 
ipirit, and empty our hearts of all things 


buthim, and even of ourfelves, and of 


our own will; and have no more any 
defires or delights, but his will alone, 
and his glory, who.is our peace, and 
our life, and our all: and, truly, | think 
it were our beft and our wifeft reflection 
upon the main difficulties and difcou- 
ragements without us, to be driven by 
them to live more within; as they ob- 
ferve of the bees, that when it is foul 
weather they are bufy in their hives. If 
the power of external difcipline be ener- 
vated in our hands, yet whocan hinder 
us from trying, and judging, and cen- 
{uring ourfelves, and purging the in- 
ner temples, our own hearts, with the 
more feverity and exactnefs? If we be 
dafh’d and {pattered with reproaches a- 
broad, it may furely teach us to itudy 
to be the cleaner at home ; and the leds 
we find of meeknefs and charity in the 
world about us, to preferve fo much the 
more of that {weet temper within our 
own hearts ; blefling them that curfe us, 
and praying for them that perfecute us ; 
fo fhall we moft effectually prove our- 
felves to be the children of our hea- 
venly father, even to their conyiétion, 
who will fcarce allow us, in any fenfs, 
to be called his fervants. 

As for the contentions and confufions 
that {till abound and increafe in this 
church, and threaten to undo us, I think 
our wifdom will be to ceafe from, and 
look for no help till we look more up- 
wards, and difpute arid difcourfe lets, 
and faft.and pray more, and fo draw 
down our relief from the god of order 
and peace, who made the heavens and 
the earth. 

Concerning myfelf, I have nothing 
+ po re 
to fay, but humbly to intreat you to pais 
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by the many failings and weaknefles 
you may have perceived in me, during 
my abode,amongit you; and if in any 
thing I have injured or offended you, or 
any one of you, either in the manage- 
ment of my public charge, or in pri- 
vate converle, I do fincerely beg your 
pardon ; tho’ I confefs I can’t make you 
any requital in that kind; for I do not 
know any thing towards me from any 
of you that needs a pardon in the leait ; 
(you) having generally paid me more 
kindnefs and reipect than a much better 
and wifer man could either have expect- 
ed or deferved; nor am [ only a fuitor 


for your pardon, but for the addition of 


a farther charity, and that fo great a one, 

that I have nothing by which to plead 

for it, but that I need it much—your 

prayers. And I am hopeful, as to that, 

to make you fome little, tho” very di{- 

proportionate return; for whatever be- 

comes of me (thro’ the help of God) 

while I live, you fhall be no one day 

of my life forgotten by 

Your mot unworthy, tha

‘of his Difertation on the uncertainty of * {oon as the body is cold. Another a- 


the figns of death, he had given 36 cir- 
cumftantial relations of petfons either 
bury’d alive, or taken out of their graves 
living ; and to thefe he adds fifty others, 
all within a century, and fo well atteit- 
ed, that, whoever doubts, may fatisty 
himfelf of the facts. 

From the 13th and 28th of thefe re- 
Jations, hé proves that a petfon may ré- 
main alive 8 whole days, without the 
Jeaft fign of life; from the 8th, 11th, 
and 23d, that even the plague is no in- 
fallible minifter of death, tho’ no tokens 
of life appear, fince in the 8thinftance 
particularly the patient lay 52 hours 
without the leaift fign of life. He infers, 
from the 37th and 48th cafes, that the 
fmall-pox, as well as the plague, .octa- 
fions fuch fyncopes, or iufpenfions of 
the vital functions, as expofe the pati- 
ents to the danger of being bury’d alive, 
tho’ the reflux, or ftriking in of the 
puiltules; is ufually follow’d by deadly 
iymptoms. He mentions inftances of 
perifons returning to life after 24 hours 
apparent death; and of feveral others 
in Exgland, and even in Frazce, who 
have reviv’d after 3 whole days, fome 
while they have been carrying to the 
grave, others after they had lain therein 
jome timé; and in both thefe cafes, 
fome have tecover’d their perfect health; 
of others found alive in their iepul- 

ehtes, by fome happy accident which 
~ has canfed them to be opened. He 
adds, laftly, there are ‘inftances of per- 
fons interr’d alive in a precipitate man- 


ner, Which is condemn’d by our Ritual, ¢ 


or fuffotated in their coffin, by being 
placed in it too foon. Upon the whole, 
there Is all the reafoh in the world, from 
the credit of thefe hiftories; to: believe, 
with M. Brubier, according to his pro- 
pofition, that the number of perfons in- 
terr’d alive is much greater than 15 con- 
thonly imagined. .

H E. foundation of Goon, faith St 
Paul, ffandeth: Bat how weak is 
that of man, we have an inftance in 
Weftminfier Bridge, which. particularly 
affects me as Author of the We/fminjter 
Journal. "That magnificent fabrick, the 
work of many years, (See our laff Sup- 
plement ) the admiration of all beholders, 
is inking under its own weight ; fuking 
when compleated, and tho’ the fxking 
pier has had feveral years to {ettle. 
Wefiminfier Bridge being a national 
work, we mutft look upon the accident 
as a public misfortune, though fome 
private perfons expected. a benefit from 
w. The diverfions atVaux Hall I-have 
not {een becaule Weffminfler Bridge was 
not finifhed, As many more people are 
of my mind, Mr 7yers will bea fuf- 
feret fora year or two before we can vi- 
fit his gardens without going by water. 
Mr Lee, at the Bridge foot on the Sur- 
ry fide, will Jofe- the benefit alfo of let- 
ting his cuilomers walk over the dridge, 
while.their dinners were pteparing, and 
their horfes regaling in his itables. 
Bat thefe are private misfortunes, and 
{mall, when compared withthat, every 
man muit feel, when he reflects on the 
failure of a foundation laid by, the public. 
I muft confeis, that fince Lhave lived 
at Wefiminjier, 1 am grown-very much 
out of love with this word /zking. It 
was in Weftminfier, that the. church of 
St IQEN yA very vifibly, to the fur- 
rize and terror of all thé pious people 
in the parifh :.

{eems,; is not an operation to be depend- 
ed on. It is like the poring of 'a fecret 
committee, which feldom looks far e- 
nough into the affairs it meets upon. 

B Weare never fure, itfeems, of our dot- 
tom, and therefore muft always build on 
precarious foundations. ‘Phe whole 
earth, in the opinion of fome philofo- 
phers, is but a kind of bridge, or crnft 
to the great body of waters included ‘a 
it: And while we lay aweight on the

C vein, we are never fure that we thall 
not break a way into the center. 

Can we drawa more natural inference 
from all this, than ‘ That every thing 
‘about Weftminfter is very fubject to 
© fnking, and that we fhould not have 
‘too much dependance on the moft 

p . fhowy fabsick, there conftructed i° 
fr Walpole, whom, with all his faults, 
we muit allow to have been a manof 
fenfe and penetration, was undoubtedly 
con{cious of this, when he choie the e- 
pithet to his new fuzd. He told us, in- 
deed; that the ufe of it was to./zwe the 
national debt :. But fo little the etfect of 
& it has been, that many apprehend, it 
will at lafthelp to fuk the mation. 

We may look upon this fun/ to be a 
bridge of more importance. than tha 
which has been thefe nine years carry- 
ing on with ftone at Wefiminjler..

{f abundance of people were to walk 
over Wefiminfier Bridge, and therefore 
many lives might be at once in danger ;

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fhould: be but odd materials to form @ 
pur in. this ftruéture: They are very

A muft be fo while cleanlinefs and light 


therefore to the piers of it, by way. of‘ 


caution, till it {hall be thought proper to 
examine them ftrictly by authority. 
The moit antient of thefe piers were 
erected fince the happy revolution upon 
the expulfion of King James; and a- 
bout the beginning of his Jate majefty’s 
feign, three, great arches were com- 
pleated ppon the piers that.were then 
itanding, under the names of the degre- 
gate fund, the South Sea fund, and the 
General fund. By uniting thefe under. 
ene common covering, (whereas they 
were before over different channels) 
the aforeiaid great man,. formed his 
puking fund bridge : For its arches, like 
‘thole of Wefminfier Bridge, were ori- 
ginally intended to ftand by themfelves, 
uf there fhould be cccafton: But by 
making them all. one itruétare, they 
hhave a mutual dependence on each o- 
ther. Thus in Wefininffer Bridge, the 
finking of one pier will ruin teeo arches.

Mott of thefe piers, with many others, 
are of old ftanding: But I muft menti- 
ontwo or three of new conftruction be- 
Glafs 1s doubtlefs a material of great 
beauty, but at the fame time exceeding 
brittle In its nature. However, the 
prefent architect of the bridge took it in 
his head, about two years ago, to erect 
amafly pier-all of that compofition, and 
to lay on it anew arch of enormous 
weight. It has not yet had half fo long 
trial as the inking pier at Wefiminfter 
bridge, and therefore we cannot pro- 
nounce abfolutely concerning its fuffi- 
ciency.. But many people, who have 
jurveyed it, and pretend to have {kill in 
architecture, declare thatif it. does not 
fink, it will certainly fly in pieces. 
- ‘Another odd conceit hath fince come 
into the fame projector’s head, and 
that was, to erect a new pier upon coach 
wheels, the whole ftructure confifting of 
the fame materials. As he is very ob- 
ftinate mm all his own opinions, he im- 
mediately carried his project into execu- 
tion: But this part of the bridge is 
thought to be in great danger of having 
the {upport flip from under it. 
But the Zghtef of all his f{chemes, on 
which he hath notwithftanding laid the 
ereatelt weight, is a pier built with’a 
compofition of air and /un beams, tran{- 
ported through mediums of glafs, pro- 
perly confin’d within frames of wood, 
‘This invention, which yet ftands, plea- 
fes him {o well, that lam told he in- 
tends to erect another pier of the fame 
materials in the approaching winter. 
The only obftruction he meets with is 
from a fort of /eli/b people, who tteal a- 
way his glafs mediums, and place 
boards or mafons work in the room of 
them; which prevents his extracting a 
fufficient quantity of the two volatile 
ingredients. 
As I have fome hopes that the proper 
Jurveyors will examine the whole /adrick 
thoroughly at their next meeting, which

The miner works upon his knees, he begins 
by making an hole big enough to held. himiclf, 
another miner is. placed behind him, who ¢4- 
thers up, ina little wheel-barrow, earth 
which the firft digs out. Miners relieve cach 
other every two hours, 
advances, the carpenters < 
appointed to fhore’ it at prover diffances witl 
to fuftain the earth above the gallery 


nt its falling in, 
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The miner carrieS on his work tll “hres oftites 
to the place where the chamber which contains 
the train is to.be made, and when he has gwen 
this its proper. dimenfions, the carpenters thore 
and plank it, and the powder is laid on the 
planking upom a’ béd of ftraw, the end of the 
iaufage (which is a long leathern pipe) is placed 
in the middle of the powder, thac it may dll 
take fire at once. 

The top ofithe chamber is lin’d with ftrong 
planks, upon thefe props are paced, whichfupport 
other planks, that prevent the earth of the 
gallery over the chamber from falling in, The 
void {paces. are then filled with ftones, and 
other things. of the like kind ;. a great part of 
the gallery is alfo filled with thefe materials, to 
prevent the powder from evacuating that way, 

That the gallery may oppofe a refiftance ef- 
fectual to prevent the power from evacuating by 
it, it ought to be longer! than the line of 
leat * refiftance : For if b, Fig. 1. is fuppofed to 
be the chamber conftruéted in the contrefort 5 
a and, the entrance of the gallery over againft 
the chamber 45. as.itslength, 4c, is much lefs 
than the height of the ground and the mafon 
above the chamber, however carefully and ex- 18} 
actly this gallery may be filled, its refiftance 74 
will not be equal to that of this earth and ma- 
fonry ; and therefore the mine will take effet) 
principally by the way of the gallery, or, as 
miners’ generally term it, the mine will blow 
in the gallery. 

But if, to blow up part of the rampart over= 
againft. and above. the point /, Fig. 2. the 
mouth of.the mine be made in d, at a proper 
diftance from this part, and the gallery be con- 
ducted by returns, from d to e, from e¢ to fF 
from f to g, ‘and laftly, from ¢ to @ ; it is evi-m 
dent that a part of the gallery may be filled, 
fufficient to oppofe a ftronger refiftance to’ the 
powder in the chamber, than will be made by 
the line of leaft refiftance, and thatan this fate 
the mine may be made to produce al! the effeét 
thatjis defired, 

From hence it follows, that to blow up part} 
of a rampart, @&ec. the gallery ought to be 
opened at fome diftance, and cundudted to it by 
returns, 'Thefe returns, are of confiderable 
ufe in facilitating the efteCtual {topping up the 
gallery ; but as they prolong the the work, no 
more of them are made than ofe thought né- 
cefiary to make the gallery refift the powder 
more forcibly than the line of leaft refiftance. 


To explain the mapner in. which a gallery 


is filled..at-each return, let.a.b.c d, Fig. 3. beat 
one of thefe returns; to fill this up, pianks™ 
are firft placed vertically along cd, and a b,@ 
and then covéred with others laid horizontally, 
thofe marked ¢ d terminating towards c and d, 
and thofe marked ad towards a and db. Om 
the back of thefe planks to fupport andy 
ftrengthen them, pieces of wood, called pies) 
droits, ave fet wp vertically, and made to bind 
tight on both fides of the planks doand aby 
by ftrong pieces. of wocd laid tranfverfed, call’ 
bumrefics. And that thefe pieces of wood may 
are 
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prefs as forcibly as poffible on the planks which 
are back’d or fupported by the piedroits, they 
are driven in with great force, and ftrong wedges 
are placed between thé extremities of the but- 
trefles and the piédroits on which they reft ; 
after this the void fpace of the angle is filled up 
with ftones, &c. 

It muft be noted, that the length of all the 
returns of the gallery together, does not meafuré 
the refiftance which it makes to.the effort of 
the mine ; for: the powder expanding circularly, 
a gallery of many returns refifts this effort only, 
in proportion to the length of the fuppofed right 
line, reaching from the mouth of the chamber, 
which line is confidered as the length of the 
gallery, wiz. ' 

Fic. 4. Let 4 be the chamber of a miné, of 
which the line of leaft refiftance isa 63 if the 
fides of the gallery Sc anid cd, taken together, 
are equal to the line 2 3, and if the gallery is 
fuppofed to be filled with materials capable of 
the fame degree of refiftance a3 the. ground or 
materials of the line of leaft refiftance, the mine 
will {pring by its gallery 5 for the powder will 
expand towards the opening of the gallery d; 
as we obferved above, ih the direction of the 
line 6 d, which is lefs than the ‘lines 4c and 
¢ d taken together, and confequently lefs than 
the line of leaft refiftance. 

The matérials with which a gallery is filled 
cannot be cemented or bound together, fo as 
to give them a folidity equal.to the parts of a 
fortification, But when works of this nature 
are to be blown up, the gallery is to be fo 
filled, that the right line, by which the length 
of the part filled up is éexprefled, may be longer 
than the line of leaft refiftance; in common 
éarth about 5 or 6 feet, and in mafonry one 
third or one Ralf, 

Fic. 5, 6.3, é, reprefent mines of two and 
three chambers, called double and treble miner ; 
there are alfo quadruple mines. 

Fro. 7. Is.a reprefentation, from behind, 
of what 1s call’d the fap, exhibiting the man-

The firft fapper, ¢, pufhes before him the F 


mantelet, d, fixes a gabion, as 4, on a line 
Marked out for that purpofe, and at thedi- 
ftance of about 6 inches finks.a little ditch, e, f, 
t foot and a I wide, and about the fame depth, 
putting the earth which he diggs up into the 
gabion ; this done, he proceeds to puth for- 
ward the mantelet, and places a fecond gabion 
by the fide of the firft, putting the loofe earth 
into it, as he carries on the ditch. 

The fecorid fapper, g, immediately fucceeds 
the firft, and incréafes the depth of the “ditch, 
and alfo its width, on the fide oppofite to the 
gabions, 6 inches, putting thé earth which he 
throws up into the gabions, as before. 

The third, i, alfo in the fame manner en- 
jarges the ditch 6 inches in width and depth ; 
and the fame thing being done alfo by the 4th, at 
J, the fap is compleated, being 3 feet wide, and 
as many deép. Its excavation affords a quan- 
tity of earth, not only fufficient to fill the gas

bions, but alfo to form a parapet proof againft 
all but cannon, 

The third and fourth fappers, 7 and /, alfo

As thefe fappers are divided into brigades, 
each confifting of 8 men, while the four fir 
are carrying on the work, the othér four fur-

When the gabions are firft placed, having 
lefs folidity where they touch each other than 
in other parts, their joinings muft be hid and 
ftrengthened with the earth facks, 2, which 
are taken away wheri the gabions have received 
the neceffary folidity by being filled with earth ; 
J 6 k m thow the feveral depths of the ditch, 
as it is left by each fapper 3 and wz w, its whole 
depth as compleated. 

That part of ¥ work called the fap being thus 
finifhed, the pioneers give it the fame width 
as the other part of the trenches, the work 
then changing the name of fap for that of 
trenches, if it approaches to the town, and for 
place of arms, if it is parallel to it, and intend- 
ed to be poffeffed by the troops.

At this time Mr Flam/reed, firft aftro- 
nomer to his Britannic majefty, and 
maiter of the obfervatory at Greenzvich, 
enlarged the field of cceleftial obfervati- 
ons, and applied himfelf with indefati- 
gable diligence to correct and augment 
the catalogue of fixed ftars. Hevelius, 
like another Tycho Brabe, {pared neither 
affiduity nor expence to revive altrono- 


and having made confiderable attain- p my in the North, having fixed its feat 


ments, not only in the Latin, Greek, and 
Hebrew languages, but alfo in geometry 
and aftronomy, at the age of 17 he was 
admitted a itudent in Qucen’s College, 
Oxford. An active curiolity, and pe- 
netrating genius, divided his attention 
at firft almoft equally among all the 
{ciences; but it was not long before he 
determined in favour of aftronomy. At 
the age of 19 he publifhed his direct and 
geometrical method of finding the aphe- 
lia and excentricity of plancts: a work 
which might juftly excite the envy of 
the moft fkilful aftronomers of that time 


at Dantzic, an Hans town of which he 
was chief magiltrate. Jta/y yet rung 
with the fame of the difcoveries made 
by the celebrated Dominic Caffini, whom. 
France had newly taken from her. Ho/- 
land gloried in having produced M. 
Huygens, whofe prefence the fhared al- 
ternately with this rifing academy, and 
who, after he had brought the telefcope 
to its prefent perfection and magnitude, 
firft difcovered the {atellites of Saturn, 
and that-furprizing Ring, the phates of 
which had till then appeared to aftrono- 
maers like two handles faftened to that 


and which put an end to a celebrated D Planet, or two other planets which ca- 


difpute that had long fubfifted among 
them upon that fubjeét. Des Cartes be- 
gan his geometry with a problem which 
had ftopp’d the progrefs of the antients, 
and the firft path ftruck out by Mr Halley 
conducted him at once to the moft re- 
mote and abitrufe parts of aftronemy. 


But, in order. to feta juft valueon Mr # 


Halley's improvements of this fcienee, 
and thofe which are dependant upon it, 
the then flourifhing eftate of aftronomy 
in Europe, and Mr Halley's competitors 
nruft be confidered-; for if to fketch out 
the firft rudiments of a f{cience be a glo- 


rious attempt, to gain a diftinguilhed p 


place-among thofe who feem to have 
given it the lait degree of perfection, is 


pricioufly appeared and difappeared at 
its fides. aftly, France, opulent in 
her own riches and thofe of her neigh- 
bours, brought together her Bouil/auds, 
and her Ca/finis, Picard, Auxout, Roemer, 
de la Hire, Richer, all eminent for the 
difcoveries they had already made, the 
invention of {ome initrument to make 
new, or fome acourate and ingenious 
method of improving er applying them. 
Many of thete celebrated perfons, not 
content to make their obfervations from 
that edifice which the munificence of 
Louis the Great, andthe care of the 11- 
luftrious Co/éert had raifed to altronomy, 
difperfed themielves, fome as far fouth 
as the Line, to adjuft and fettle the prin 
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ciples of that fetence, others as far north 
as the Pole, to continue the feries of 
Tycho Brabe’s obfervations, on the ruins 
of the caftle that bears hisname. Learn- 
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the conftellation of the Oak, famous for 
having concealed king Car/es the fecond 
when perfued by Cromwell after the bat- 
tle of Worceffer, with this dedication : 


ed expeditions! renewed in our days, A Robur Carolinum,in perpetuam, fub illius 


under a reign not lefs aufpicious to the 
{ciences and, polite literature, than that 
of Louis the Great. 

Such were Mr Halley's competitors, 
and fuch was ‘the ftate of altronomy, 
when he diltinguifhed- himfelf by his 
improvements in that fcience,

Mr Haley thus recorded his gratitude 
in thofe very fkies, which the patronage 
and liberality of that prince enabled him 
to difcover.

other ufes, ferve as fo many points a 
comparifon of which with the apparent 
places of the planets in the vilible ccele- 
itial concave, under which they revolve, 
is the method by which aftronomers dif- 
coyer their courfe.; to determine the 
number and pofition of the fixed ftars 


obfervations*at St Heleva, particularly 
that of the tranfit of Mercury over the 
Sun’s difk, which he knew would hap- 
pen on the 3d of November 1677.

nomerin Ezrope. Mr Halley therefore 
fet out for Dantzic, where he arrived 
the 26th:of May 1679, and; without 
any of the ceremonious. preliminaries

intimate» with each other, and! with 
that: common ‘country which was the 
object of their mutual attention; nor did 
the difference of their opinions, on fome 
points of! practical aftronomy, ‘prevent 
their contracting a {tridt friend{hip for 
each other, of which M. Hevelius has 
left feveral teftimonies in his Aynus chi- 
maclericus. 
The like motives prompting Mr Ha/- 
fey tq vifit the. learned of France and 
Italy, he was half way between Calais 
and Paris when: he firft perceived the 
comet of 1680, fo remarkable- for its 
magnitude, and fo dreadful-in its ap- 
pearance to the ignorant, who were ftill 
very numerous; but with refpect to Mr 
Halley tw was only-a fubject of new in- 
‘ quiries, and a prefage of new fucceis; 
for one of his moit valuable pieces is’his 
abridgment of cometic-aftronomy. In 
this treatife, upon the prénciples: of Sir 
djaao Newton, he reduces the path .or 
orbit of this {pecies of planets toa fimple 
Parabola, having the Sun for one focus 
In common with the Ellipfes deferibed 
by the motion of the ordinary planets ;

Rowtiers 
compared them wich each other, exa- 
mined and re-examined’ every circum 
{tance, and at length difcovered that on 
the. terreftrial globe, in the great fea 
which divides Evrope and. Africa. fromm 
Ameri¢a, there were.many points,.thro” 
which curves might be defcribed, 


whereon the compa{s had no variation ;, 
he perceived alfo that thefe curves had a” 


lateral, regular, and’ periodic motion 


round an axis, and upon poles different 
from thofe of the earth; that this moti- 


on, this axis, and‘thefe: poles _ being, 


known, every mariner, on any, given 
point of the terreftial globe, would be 
able to afcertain the diflances of that 


place from thefe lines, and the variation. 


of the magnetic needle ; and, vice ver/a, 
to difcover his fituation by obferving the 
degrees of the eafterm and weftern devi- 
ation of his. compa{s; from whencerit 
is evident, that if this knowledge could 
be carried to a certain degree of exaét- 
nefs, it would effeét nothing lefs than 
the difcovery of the longitude. This 
indeed is mere faét refulting from -im- 
mediate obfervations ; and the fa& alone 
is all that is effentially neceflary to geo- 
graphy and navigation. 


he phyfical caufe of this faét Mr. 


Halley judges to be a great loadftone ir 
form of afecond globe contained in that 
of the earth (fuppofed to be hollow to- 
wards the centre) which attracts what- 
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ever js endow’d with a magnetic vir- 
tue, and by its rotation on its. proper 
axis keeps the declination of the com- 
pats in perpetual variation. 

The public is indebted to Mr Halley 
for the celebrated work intitled Mathe- 
snaticat principles of natural philosophy, at 
leaft for its being publifhed much fooner 
than it otherwife would have been. In 
x684 he contracted an intimacy with 
Sir aac Newton: ¥t is well known that 
the mind of this great, man then con- 
tained all the conitituent parts of thofe 
amazing fyitems of geometry and ccele- 
itial phyfics, which were not till atter- 
wards united, harmonized, and_pro- 
duced to a more uniform and laiting {tate 
of exiftence. Bufied only to. difcover, 
and avaritious of the time thus ém- 
ployed, he was not in hafte to digeft, 
much lefs to publifh his difcoveries. Mr 
Haley, thoroughly fenfible of their ex- 
tent and utility, firft prevailed upon him 
to communicate to the Royal Society 
thofe relating to the orbits of planets, and 
afterwards digefted them into the order 
ri which they ftand in the Prizcitia. 
Efe then offered to prepare that work 
for the prefs, and having obtained the 
atithor’sconient, accordingly publifhed 
itin 1686. This zeal for the advance- 
ment of {cience, and the glory of philo- 
fophy, which fo greatly enlarged the 
limits of both, laid the firft foundation 
of that inviolable attachment to each 
other, which thefe illuitrious friends 
preferved to the end of life.

In April following this diforder was 
complicated with another, -no lefs ex- 
traordinary, refembling that of perfons 
who. walk in [their fleep, which inter- 
mitting for fome months, returned eve- 
ry Winter from 1737 to1745. 

The phyfician, who conftantly at- 
tended, when her fits’ were longeit and 
moft frequent, obferved her pulfe to be 
naturally. very weak, and fo flow that 
it did net beat more than 50 times a mi- 
nute; her blood was fo vifcid,that upon 
opening a vein it.¢ame away by drops ; 
the ftrongeft purgative medicines had 
little or no effect ; fhe appeared con- 
ftantly dejected, and her periodical e- 
vacuations were regular, but deficient 
in quantity.. The fit was immediately 
preceded by an heat and flufhing in her 
face, and a heavy pain in her head, 
from both which fhe found herfelf re- 
lieved after her cataleptic fleep. 

Thefe fits feized her fuddenly, fome- 
times in bed, when it was fcarce per- 
ceived, except by her not anfwering, 
her ref{piration being. to appearance to- 
tally fupprefled, and her pulfe more Jan- 
guid than before ; fometimes in a pof- 
ture as fhe was doing her work, or go- 
ing up flairs, and fhe always. continued 
in the fame, during the whole fit (e- 
ven one leg raifed to mount the next 
{tép); her arms, limbs or head being put 
into any pofture, fhe continued it, pro- 
vided the equilibrium of the body was 
maintained. She had no fentible moti-+ 
on, either voluntary or natural, except 
that of the heart and arteries, which 
was {carce to be difcerned. 

From thele fits fhe always recovered 
by the mere efforts of nature ; no ap- 
plication to the fenfes producing any 
tokens of fenfibility, or in the leaft 
fhortening the fit... The firft {ymptoms 
of her revival were gaping and ftretch- 
ing, and fhe had no idea of any cir-~ 
cumftance that happened during:her fit, 
except from the pain of an uneafy pof- 
ture, or fome flight wound, given in or- 


Thus far the catalepfy : The com- 
plicated diforder into: which it degene- 
rated, in April 1737, may be divided 
into three. ftages. ‘The firft and laft 
were’ a true catalepfys as before defcri- 
bed, the interval between them, which 
{ometimes lafted a whole day, was call- 
ed by the perfons who attended her, the 
line fit (accident vive) as the others were 
diltinguifhed by.the name of dead fits, 

On the sth of April 1737 the phyfir 
cian found her confined to her bed by a 
great weaknels, and the pain in her sa 
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fhe was foon after feized with the cata- 
leptic fit, which went off in about*fix 
minutes, as appeared by her gaping, 
itretching,; and raifing herfelf into a 
fitting pofture ; fhe then began to {peak 
With a vivacity unufual at other times. 
Her difcourfe feémed to have fome con- 
nexion with what fhe had faid ina like 
fit, on the preceding day, when fhe re- 
- peated a kind of catechifm fhe had learn- 
ed, making moral and abufive applica- 
tions of it to the perfons inthe houfe, 
whom fhe charatterized by fidtitious 
names. Her eyes were open,and fhe u- 
fed proper looks and geftures, and every 
_ other fign of being awake, although fhe 
-Was in’ the deepett fleep, as appears by 
the following experiments. 
A blow was given her onthe face 
» with the palm of the hand, a finger was 
fuddenly pufhed fo near her eye as to 
touch the corner, and a wax candle al- 
fo held fo near it as to finge the lathes; 
a perfon fuddenly farting into the room, 
{creamed as loud as he could in her 
ear; brandy and fal armoniac were put 
into her eyes and mouth, Spani/b {nuff 
Was put up her noftrils, fhe was pricked 
with a needle in feveral places, and the 
joints of her fingers were diftorted, 
without producing the leaft fign of {en- 
fibility, or interrupting her difcourfe. 
Soon after fhe {poke with greater Buency 
and chearfulnefs ; fhe fung, and’ bur 
out into frequent fits of laughter, mak- 
ing efforts to get out of bed, which at 
length fhe effected, dancing and fhew- 
ing other demonitrations of joy. She 
walked nimbly round the room, avoid- 
ing all other beds, chairs, €c. and re- 
turned to bed, covered herfelf up, and 
foon after was cataleptic. In le{s than 
a quarter of an hour the fit went off, 
and fhe awoke as out of a profound 
fleep, not knowing what had pafled ; 
but obferving by the looks of fo many 
about her, that fhe had been in a fit, the 
was greatly confuled,,and wept the reft 
of the day. 
Narcotics were ufed, and her difor- 
der,tho’ it return’d every winter feemed 


to abate; in 1745 the cataleptic fit did G 


not precede the other, nor were her fenfes 

fo totally fufpended,which fhe attributed

Forgot to tell you in my laft, of the grubds 
_ that are in many parts of ‘this country. 
They attack the corn fields fometimes, and 
fpoil all the crops, biit hant chiefly the richeft 
mieadows, where they work between the titf 
and foil, eating the roots of the grafs to that de- 
gree, that the turf rifes and ros up; with al- 
moft as much eafe asif it was eut with a turf- 
ing fpade ; and underneath, the foil is turn’d 
toa foft mould, like a bed in a garden, for 
about an inch deep, in which lie the grubbs, 
ina curv’d pofture, upon their backs, all and 
every one of them with only the tips of their 
two ends in fight, the reft of their bodies buri- 
ed in the mould. They are in general about 
aninch and an half long, and as big as the 
ftemn of a tobacco-pipe mear the bow] ; they 
white fhining bodies, a tittle 
hairy on the back, and the rumpend is ready 
to burft with a dirty-looking ftuff, eafily feen 
thro’ the tranfparent fkin, They have fix 
hairy legs, three on each fide, all near the head, 
two forceps, or jaws, like a hornet, with which 
they cut afunder the roots of the grafs, and de- 
ftroy whole meadows, without any remedy yét 
found out to deftroy them ; they have no eyes, 
that can be feen.

# ~=meleon, which has fo often fur- 
nifhed: matter for fimilies and allufions, 
confifts in a gradual mutation of only a 
green, being a fky-colour and yellow 
blended together, and fhaded with a 
rufty black..The parts of this ani- 


mal appear’d, on its diffeCtion, as fol-- 


lows : ‘Ivhe fkin refembles a fort of net- 
work, confilting of lines running length- 
wife with the body, and croffed by o- 
thers from the middle and fides, with 
which they form {quares, fome of a good 
breadth, and {mooth, others irregular, 
and rough, and even fquamous, like tu- 
bercles, convexo-concave, and capable 
of inflation by the air. The belly o- 
Peds difcover’d, befides a multitude of 

lood-veflels every where, a remarkable 
fhining or clearnefs of all the inward 
parts, from adewy kind of matter on 
the fuperficies. Letter I fhews the white 
fuperficies of the ftomach, interwoven 
with multitudes of {mali veins. ‘The 
inteftines K K K, onaccount of the thin, 
pellucid Membrana araneofa,. or cobweb 
membrane (fo called for its fnenets) 
look’d black, and, together with the fto- 
mach, had'‘their infides lined with viicid 
phlegm, and partly tincétur’d with bile. 
M._ reprefents the gall-bladder, nearly 
round, and full of bile not extremely 
bitter. Jt was in the left fide; to which 
alfo one of the lobes of the liver, LL, 
extended itfelf; it had no fpleen, unlets 
you give thatname to a thapelefs,blocdy 
flap, flightly join’d to the convex of the 
flomach. Upon the removal of the in- 
teftines, the Ovarium batryoides, or cluf- 
terlike ovary, F F, with its numberle(s 
variety of little eggs, of differing fizes, 
affords a very pleating fight. ‘“Powards 
the back-bone, near the loins, the ufual 
feat of the P/oz, or lumbar mutcles, ap- 
pear’d the kidneys (whole exiftence /.- 
narollus, thro’ overfight or miftake, de- 
nies) with their ureters proceeding trom 
them, and ending about HH, onthe 
Jower chine-bone. When the inteftines 
were taken out, it was wonderful to be- 
hold the orderly and mechanic difpofi- 
tion of the ribs, which had their white- 
nefs beautifully diftinguifh’d by a fall 
vein, that ran winding thro’ the mid- 
dle, accompany’d with little nerves. 
The lungs, NN, as in lizards, of which 
it isa {pecies, were made up of little 
bladders, diftinét from one-another, and 
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every one furnifh’d with blood-veffels. 
The Ajpera Arteria, or windpipe, con- 
fifted of tender and moveable rings, and 
had its infide and outfide cover’d with a 
membrane. ‘The heart, O, with its 
auricles, was a little inclined. Mott fin- 
gular and admirable of all, was the 
contexture of its miffile tongue; which 
was compounded of a bony tendon, a 
tubulated, or hollow, nervo-ligamentous 
fheath, and a thick pulpous fubftance. 
OF thefe, the bony tendon has its rife 
from two hooked and reflex apophyfes, 
DD, which are cover’d with much 
flefh, is jointed to the Os Hyoides E, 
that is very well cover’d allo with flefh, 
and ends in the length of the tongue, as 
atC. “che tubulated fheath C, though 
equal in length, when extended, 'to the 
body itfelf, is yet contratted by annu- 
lar foldings within the bony tendon a- 
bout 3 inches long, and has its fides in- 
terwoven throughout withnervous curls, 
and little arteries. In the laft place, the 
pulpous fubitance of the tongue, B, had 
a peculiar cavity, A, whofe infide was 
porous, and upon {queezing, tho” 3 days 
afterwards, yielded plenty of a flimy 
matter, and being macerated in water, 
impregnated the whole with the fame. 
This tongue the Chameleon in fummer 
time, when it comes forth to bafk inthe 
fun, nimbly fhoots out to lay hold on 
infects, which ftick, and are held faft b 
the vifcid matter, but would otherwife 
eafily avoid the flow motion of the bo- 
dy. But in winter, the Chamzleon 
feeks fome hole for his recefs, and then 
he has no ufe of his tongue, nor fcarce 
of his other parts, except that the copi- 
ous afflux of the juice to the fpongy 
part of the tongue, the mouth at that 
feafon being clofed, muft neceflarily re- 
gurgitate to the ftomach, and feems te 
iuftain the animal. If this be not the 
cafe, it has no other way to live but by 
the air alone, which muft alfo be tem- 
perate, fince in our air [of Germany] and 
above ground, no Chameleon ever fur- 
viv'd a winter, and infects intruded in- 
to his mouth have, after three weeks, 
been found in his ftomach without the 
leaft alteration, $¢ far Pechlin. 

Other authors relate, that itis of the 
lizard kind, but longer, being 12 inches 
long, including the tail, which being 
flat, it hangs by it to branches of trees 3 
that it has no ears, nor makes nor re- 
ceives found ; its eyes large and rolling, 
one often the contrary Way to the o- 
ther.

"Phe changing of its colour is accounted 
for, by its frequently changing the pofi- 
tion of its fkin, by a-power of ‘contraét- 
ing it, fo as toappear quite lean (the fa- 
dians call it the /kinny animal) or fwel- 
ling out quite to plumpnefs, when the 
little veflels of its fkin take different co- 
fours, like bubbles of foap-water.

If we would comprehend, in the mat- 
“ter of fact before us, whence it happens 
“that no ruft is formed, it is beeauie ruft 
“confifts indeed ina feparation of the 
“parts of the metal,‘ but the parts which 
coagulate cannot hang together, nor fix 
‘ themfelves to the body of the metal, be- 
caufe the too great quantity of lguid 
carries them off, and fo prevents’ their 
appearance in form of ru; but if the 
quantity of the liquid be diminifhed, it 
would be otherwife, and the coagu/um 
would form and fhew itlelf. 
It may ftill be objeéted that iron or 
copper take ruft fooneft, when fcoured, 
tho’ it feems likely that when the ruft 
has begun to loofen a number of _parti- 
¢les, the pores of the metal are more 
open, and confequently the ruft mutt 
the more readily form and increafe,when 
thefe metals are foul, and in a difpofi- 
tion to ruft, which however is contrary 
to experience.—~—To this objection the 
author aniwers, Metals well {cour- 
ed have their pores more open, and con- 
feguently the liquid has the mere room 
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to infinuate, and make itfelf.a free pats 
{age ; whereas metals which are foul, 
or only begin to ruft, muft be the flow« 
er in rufting, from:a kind-of coat which 
is found about the metal, and bars the 
paflage to the liquid which tends to pe- 
netrate it.——-But is not this explication 
contrary to the preceding, in which he 
told us that a piece of metal well fcour- 
ed contracts not the leatt ruft, if it were 
not difpofed to it beforehand ? Howa- 
greés this firft anfwer with what is ad- 
mitted, that metal well clean’d and 
brighten’d, will fooner grow rufty than 
when it is otherwife? We muift fup- 
pole, it feents, according to the princi- 
ples of our author, that the quantity of 
the liquid in which the metal ‘is plung’d 
is tod great in the firft hypothefis, and 
too {mall in the fecond. 

The laft difficulty which this learned 
writer propofes to anfwer is, the rufting 
of metals without any apparent humi- 
dity on its furface.—He relates a num- 
ber of experiments, which prove that 
the water diffus’d thro’ all parts of the 
atmof{phere, contains multitudes of n}- 
trous and acid particles, that fix on the 


D fubftance of the metal, and act on its 


F 


parts after an infenfible manner. 

Having thus eftablifh’d his hypothe- 
fis, and remov’d thofe difficulties with 
which it was encumber’d, he next en- 
tertains us with the opinions of fevera} 
writers on the caufe of ruft, and with 
this he clofes the firft part of his differ- 
tation. 

The fecond treats of the means tobe 
ufed for preferving iron and copper free 
from ruft. Here firft he examines the 
common methods ufed for this purpofe, 
and how far they wil} anfwer their end. 
Every one knows that copper is tinned 
over only to prevent verdigreafe, which 
is nothing but the ruft of that metal. 
And as for iron, there are feveral things 
in ufe for clofing its pores againft the 
entrance of foreign bodies, fuch as 
paintings with oil, and varnifhes of fe- 
veral forts. “Ihe way which our author 
prefers as the beft for preferving iron 
trom ruft, 7s timning it over; for which 
procefs he. gives directions ; and. men= 
tions feveral other means ufed to 
keep fron from ruiting ; as gilding, po- 
lifhing, (3c. but thele laft only for a 
time, and are far from enduring fo long 
as the metal. Painting, varnifh, Oils, 
tinning, all wear off, and are fpent with 
time. The queftion, in fhort, is, not 
to find out a receipt that fhall keep off 
rult for a certain time, but, if poilible, 
to invent or difceyer a method, wall 
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fhall not only fecure, but laft as long as 
the metal itfelf. 

‘Before the author gives his fentiments 
on this fubjeét, he makes fome reflexi- 
ons, It is poflible to keep free from 
ruft, fuch metals, as are not of them- 


felves fubjet to it, but become rufty by A 


an incorporation with other fubftances. 
Gold may be purify’d feveral ways; he 
fhould prefer antimony, he fays, were It 
not that it carry’d off too many parti- 
cles of the gold. ‘To prevent this lofs, 
he advifes purifying by the coppel, or 

old{mith’s refining pot; and the rather 

ecaufe this operation carries off all the 
parts of the copper which are mixed 
with the gold. Silver and tin, he thinks, 
fhould be purify’d after the fame man- 
ner; and as for lead, it is needlefs to 
commit it to the coppel, becaufe the 
parts with which it is incorporated can- 
not make it ruft. . 

Hence it appears eafy to keep off ruft 
from fuch metals as are not fubject to it 
but from extrinfic caufes; but copper 
and iron grow rufty of themfelves. We 
are theretore to find out fome effectual 
means for their prefervation from this 
great inconvenience of ruft. For this 
purpofe the author lays down fome pro- 
pofitions ; the firft is, that zron zs prefer- 
ved from ruf? by deftroying part of itt al- 
éaline quality; which he proves thus: 

* 'The fermentation, excited in the 
body to which the ruft adheres, being 
caufed by foreign or adventitious a- 
cids, and it being impofiible always 
to avoid thofe acids, much more to 
deftroy them ; forexample, nitre be- 
ing mix’d with the humidity of the 
air, itis not for us to pretend.to de- 
ftroy, or render ineffectual the ex- 
trinfic caufes of ruft in iron. But if 
this metal were not endu’d with an 
alkaline quality to excefs, it would not 
fo eafily terment with all forts of a- 
cids, and if it did not ferment with 
thofe weak acids that attack it, no ruft 
could affect it. By deftroying there- 
fore part of this alkaline quality of 
iron, we may fecure it from ruft.’ 
His fecond propofition is, that ¢4e ex- 
ceffively alkaline property of iron proceeds 
not from principles Juppojed to enter its 
campofition, but may be explained by the 
reatne/s of its pores. ‘This propofition 
e proves at large, and by the {everal 
matters of fact which he relates, it ap- 
pears, that we muft not have recourle to 
this or that {pecies of earth, or what- 
ever other elements enter into the com- 
polition of iron, in order to explain the 
dithiculty of fubjeéting that metal to fu- 
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fion. ‘The author thinks that the large- 
nef{s. of its pores is a great, obftacle to 
that operation. 

The inference from all thefe propo- 
fitions is, that we may hope to preferve 
iron from rufting, by deftroying the 
principles or elements of which it is 
compofed. We muit, as it has been 
obferved, diminifh its alkaline property, 
which, according to our author’s fenti- 
ment, is not inherent in the component 
parts of iron. Hence the only metliod 
to fecure that’ metal from ruft is-to 
{traiten its pores ;, and. the means to ac- 
complifh this intention, are briefly hint- 
ed in the following obfervations. 

1, If we heat a thin bar of iron red- 
hot, and after hammering part of it, 
dip the whole in water, the hammer’d 
part will take lefs ruft than the other. 

2. A bar of common iron being heat- 
ed red-hot, and part of it, while red, 
dipt in cold water, it you afterwards 
plunge the whole bar in water, the 
part which was: firit dipt will contract 
much lefs ruft than the other. 

It appears that fteel will ruft much 
lefs than quench’d iron, becaufe itecl is 
iron refined, that is, has received feve- 
tal fufions, after which itis worked up 
into bars of different fizes, which are 
again fufed. in order to be dipt red-hot. 
From this experiment we may conclude 
that the more we ftraiten the pores of a 
metal, the more we fecure it from ruft, 
It is true however, that, notwithftand- 
ing this preparation, a little common 
water laid horizontally on a piece of 
fteel well harden’d will make it ruft ; 
much more will fuch an effect be pro- 
duced by the more violent acid of the 
air; the very beft harden’d fteel thenis 
far from being exempted from a pollir 
bility of rufting. 

The fame difficulties fubfift with re- 
gard to copper. Experience has taught 
us that red or molten copper rutts lefs 
than the common fort, and reafon a- 
grees with this obfervation, becaufe red 
copper has undergone feveral fufions, 


by which its parts are broken, and its” 


G pores more clofely contracted ; this is 


no more than a confequence of the e- 
ftablifhed principle. 

The refult of the whole, and the o- 
pinion of the author himielf, is, that 
there are no efhicacious and durable 
means for keeping off ruft from iron 


Hand copper. 


‘ But, adds be, it was far from the in- 

* tention of the gentlemen of the aca- 
« demy to exact pofitive expedients, or 
« remedies. On the contrary, I per- 
* ceived 
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ceived that they doubted, . not with- 
out good grounds, of the poflibility of 
obtaining fuch ; thatthey regarded it 
as a queltion to be decided one way 
Or other; and, in fhort,. that they 


infallible method of preferving me- 
tals from rufl, or undoubted proofs of 
the impoflibility of fucceeding in it. 
If I found myfelf incapable of an- 
{wering the firft article, 1 have at leaft 
done my beft to arrive at fatisfaction 
in the laft.’ 
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Such is the curious Differtation which B 


was lately crown’d (as they exprefs it) 
by the ‘academy of Bourdeaux, tho’ it 
fail’d to furnifh the remedy defired. But 
the honour of the difcovery is due to 
the fociety for improving knowledge at 
Edinburg, who long fince publifhed an 
infallible receipt.for keeptng iron from 
ruft : which /ee, with one for curing 
the bite of a mad dog, in our Magazine 
for Auguj? 1735, p. 499, 500.

dity, that they enter’d {word in hand;

I can ablolve them of any ftain of that 
nature ; it would have faved the braveft 
army “in the univerfe, two months un- 
heard of fatigues and dangers; it was 
wholly owing to the brave grenadiers of 
France, headed by the gallanteit officers, 
an engineer general, in whofe praife no 
pen or tongue can {peak enough it was 
owing to the wife principles of mathe- 
maticks, deduced into practice ; and I 
had the pleafure of feeing all the theory 
of Vauban and Cohorn refolved into co- 
rollary and demonitration. 

I have fent you a return of the parti- 
cular officers who diftinguifhed them- 
{elves in the executive, part, as well of 
the army as of the artillery; though I 
have the honourto aflure you, I could 
have had ten thoufand men to have 
mounted the forlorn hope, fuch was the 
ardour of his majefty’s troops for his 
honour; the army feem’d a man ready 
to die for his majefty’s honour, and the 
enfigns of France. 

I cannot conclude, without removing 
any prejudice which may have been in- 
fuied into the minds of the public, of 
cruelty committed by his» majeity’s 
troops, when matters of the place. 
have the honour to tell you, that when 
the tremendous artillery of his majefty 
had render’d it impoillible for one to 
live within 1000 paces of the Chemin 
Couvert, and the place was fill’d with 
10,000.men, our troops could have cut 
off the whole garrifon if they pleafed; 
but our officers, with a generofity pecu- 
liar to the French nobility, reftrained the 
heated foldiers, by crying No bad blood, 
no cruelty! and let them generoufly e- 
{cape, tho’ they could have put them all 
to the fword. 

As to the booty, they had it accord- 
ing to the law of arms; and I with it 
had been much greater, for never army 
deferved it better.

OF courfe, the long.and conitant ufe of 
{uch provifions mutt by degrees taint the 
juices. of the body, produce great acri+ 
mony in the blood, and difpote it daily 
more and more to a ftate of : putrefacti+ 
on. ‘Thefeeffects will be :confiderably 
augmented by living continually in a 
moift, falt atmofphere, and breathing 
the foul, polluted air between decks 
Conttant experience fhews this to be 
the cafe. .J have -known:more than a 
thoufand men put a-fhore fick out of one 
fingle dquadron, after a three months 
cruize, molt of them highly {corbutic; 
befides many that died in the voyage: 
The fleet«returns to ‘its port; frefk air, 
wholefome liquor, frefh -proviftons, \¢- 
fpecially proper fruits and herbage, toon 
purify the blood and juices of ‘the fick, 
and reftore their health. ‘The freth air; 
provilions, fruits and garden+ituff, the 
LEnglifh and Dutch meet with at St He- 
dena,.and, the Cape of Good Hope, are of 
the higheft advantage to'them in their 
aj? Indie voyages ; .without which 
they always become extreamly fickly. 
Phyficians well know that the moft 


D effectual method of correcting an alca~ 


Jefcent acrimeny of the blood, and of 
preventing the further advances of pu- 
trefaction.in the humours, is by vegeta- 
ble and mineral acids ; the tormer of 
which are much the fafeft, and may be 
given in draughts, the others only by 
drops. 

Vhat the ftate of the blood, in the 
common fea-icurvy, is of this nature, 
appears from the dtinking breathot the 
fick, their rotten corroded gums, high- 
colour’d \feetid urine, fordid : ulcers, 
black, blue, and brown fpots, and erup- 
tions on the fkin, frequent feverifh heats, 
foul tongues, bilious and bloody dyien- 
teries, which more or leis always attend 
it. Now it is alfo well known,, that.2 
vegetable acefcent diet and regimen, 
freth air, frefh provifions, fabacid and 
vinous drinks, are its certain and fpeedy 
cure, when not very far advanced. Ap-~ 
ples, oranges, and lemons, alone, have 
been often known to do {furprizing 
things in the cure of very deplorable 
{corbutic cates, that arofe from bad pro- 
vifions, bad water, Cc. in long voyages. 

But what will cure will prevent. .If, 
therefore, fuch a diet and. regimen can 
be ufed at fea, it will prove akind of a 
continual antidote ‘to the rank putref- 
cent qualities of the common {hips pro- 
vifion, and correét, at lealt very much. 
leflen, the ill effeéts. Aad itis even- 
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tually found, that the officers who carry 
wine, cyder, lemons, frefh provifions, 
€¥c. are infinitely lefs affected with the 
{curvy than the poor common {failors, 
who are not {fo provided. 


Is it.practicable then to introduce fuch A 


a. general:regimen into the navy? I 
think it is; and from reafon and expe- 
rience; I recommend the following me- 
thods:: 

Let all fhips, that are to proceed 'on a 
long cruize or voyage, be fupplied: with 


a fufficient quantity of found, generous B 


cyder ; the rougher, provided it is per- 
feétly found, the better. If applesare 
found of fuch vaft fervice in the {curvy, 
furely the juice of them, when become 
a vinous liquor, cannot but be very fa- 
lutary, and feems exceedingly well a- 
dapted, as a common drink, to correét 


by its acidity the alcalefcent putrefying C 


quality of bad, corrupt provifions. ‘Chis 
cyder fhould be at leait three months 
old before it is ferved in, and quite fine. 
If it be too new, and foul, it is apt to 
give fevere colics: it fhould be rack’d 
off once at leaft from its grofs lee into 
good and {weet veflels, which will con- 
tribute to its becoming fine, and pre- 
vent it from’ growing roapy, in which 
ftate it is good for nothing. But if fome 
of it fhould turn to vinegar, which may 
frequently happen, it will ftill be very 
ferviceable ; but it is found, when well 
managed, to keep good and found even 
to the Jndies. 

Every failor fhould have at leaft.a pint 
of cydera day, befides beer and water. 
And I would advile alfo a frequent and 
free ufe of vinegar in the feamen’s diet; 
efpecially when the provifions begin to 
grow rancid. Befides this, the decks, 


3c. fhould be frequently wafhed, or F 


fprinkled with vinegar; after having 
x sor the grofs and foul air out of the 
fhip by Dr Ha/es’s ventilators. (See Voi. 
xv. p. 494B.) or Mr Sxéton’s contri- 
vance, (/ee p 245 E) which fhould be 
done once at leait every day. 

In autumnal cruizes a quantity of ap- 


ples might be alfo carried, which, when G 


well chofen and well put up in dry tight 
cafks, will keep very good for 2 or 3 
months. Even lemons and oranges 
wrapt in flannel (or fomething that will 
imbibe their exhaling moifture) kept in 
clofe dry veflels, and pretty cool, may 
be: preferved a long while alfo. Jf 
this is not fo feafible, a mixture of le- i 
mon: juice and rum (fhrub as they call 
it) may be carried in any quantity, as it 
will keep along time, and would prove 
infinitely meore wholefome thar the nalty

pote 


fiery poifonous fpirits, which are dealt 
about {fo largely in the navy and elfe- 
where. By the bye, nothing would 
more effectually correct the pernicious 
qualities of thefe {pirits than lemon juice. 

In the cafe. of itinking water, juice 
of lemon, elixir of vitriol, or vinegar,. 
fhould be always mix’d with it, which: 
will render it much lefs unwholefome : 
‘The Roman foldiers drank »pofca (viz. 
water and‘ Vinegar) for their’ common’ 
drink, and found it very healthy and’ 
ufeful. 

Elixir of vitriol and vinegar are al- 
ready allowed to the navy in large quani- 
tities, and have. been found.greatly fer- 
viceable.. .And there was lately an or- 
der iffued for fupplying the fhips of war 
with cyder alfo, which I am morally 
certain will be of the higheft advantage, 
if properly and honeftly managed. In- 
deed it hath already been actually found 
fo in fome few men of war, and other 
fhips, where’ it hath been. tried, even 
tho’ in {mall quantities. Let meé.add, 
that the prize. wines, which are com- 
monly Jow and,thin, and very. frequent- 
ly {fpoil by keeping, might be diftributed 
amongft the failors (efpecially in want 
of cyder) to very good purpofe. 

This indeed may be deemed’a very 
expenfive project; but, where the lives 
of fo many brave and ufeful people are 
in the cafe, I think the coft. fhould by 
no mé€ans come. into competition with 
the advantage that may .be -received 
from it. ‘Che Romans conftantly car- 
ried with them vinegar and wine in 
their fleets and armies, and the common 
foldier and failor daily partook of both: 
Nay, they were at many other confider- 
able expences to preferve the health of 
their armies, &¥¢: Now, if that glori- 
ous prudent people thought the life of a 
Roman {oldier fo valuable, and were at 
fuch expence to preferve it, why fhould 
not we have as much regard to that of a 
Britifb failor, who is altogether as braye 
and as ufeful to the commonwealth? 

I cannot conclude without taking no- 
tice, that the ufual method.of impreiling 
feamen on their return from long and 
tedious voyages, void of necefiaries, 
chagrined at notdeeing their friends and 
families, and moit commonly in a bad 
{tate of health, and not allowed time 
and opportunity to recover it, hath been 
the bane of .thonfands: and I could 
wifh, for the honour of the nation, a 
method of manning our fleet could be 
found out more coniiftent with common 
humanity and Briti/p liberty.

A brief Acconnt of the Advantages which 
the Iffes of Scotland afford by Sea and 
Land, and particularl for a Fifbing- 
Trade, (From Maxtin’s Defcription 
of the weftern Iffands of Scotland). 


HE north-weft ifles of Scotland are, 
of all other; the motft capable of 
improvement by feaand land. ‘The ge- 
neral opinion of the advantages that 
night be reap’d from the improvement 
of the fifh-trade in thefe ifles, prevail’d 
arnong confidering people in former 
times to attempt it; The firit attempt 
was made by K. Char/es 1. in conjuncti- 
on with a company of merchants ; but 
it mifcarried becaufe of the civil wars. 
The next was by Charles II. who alfo 
join’d with fome merchants, and it fuc- 
ceeded well for a time; but the king 
having occafien for money, was advifled 
to withdraw what he had employ’d in 
the fifhery, which effectually ruin’d the 
defign: and thé attempt has not been 
tenew'd fince thattime. _ 

The promoting a fithery in thofe parts 
would prove of great advantage to the 
government, as an effectual means of 
increafing the revenue, by the cuftgmts 
on export and import; Ge. It would 
alfo furnifh a fapply of itout and able 
feamen upon all occafions. | 2 

The inhabitants of thefe ifles may be 
€omputed at 40,000; and, if a fifhing- 
trdde was once eftablifhed among them, 
the people that _miight be expected, on 
that account, from the oppofite conti- 
Rent of the Highlands and North (where 
they exceed § iflariders above ten to one) 
would foon make them very numerous: 
And ’tis notorious, that, in both parts, 
there are thoufands that wart employ. 

The commodioufnefs and fafety of 
the numerous bays and harbours in thefé 
ifles, {eem as if nature had defign’d them 
for promoting trade. ‘They are like- 
wife furnifhed with plenty of good wa- 

(Gent; Mag. OcToRsEr 17479) 
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ter, and ftones for building. The op- 
polite main land affords wood of divers 
forts for that ufe. They have abund- 
ance of tutf and peat for fuel; and ot 
this latter there is fuch plenty in many 
parts, as might furnith /a/t-pans with fire 
al] the year round. 

The generality of the bays afford all 
forts of fhell-fith 5 as oy/ters, clams, muy- 
cles, lobfters, cockles, &c. which might 
be pickled and exported in gteat quan- 
tities. ‘There are great and {mall whalp: 
round the ifles; arid on the oppofite con- 
tinent: they are alfo frequently feen ii 
narrow bays, where they are eafily 
caught. ‘lhe great number of rivers; 
both in the ifles and oppofite main land; 
afford abundance of /a/mon, which, if 
rightly managed, might turn to good 
account. 

The moft centrical and convenient 
places for keeping miagazines of cajfk, 
dalt, (Pe: are; one at Loch-vtuddy illes; 
in the iflé of North-vif? ; a2 fecond in the 
ifle Hermetia, on the coaft of the iffe 
Harries ; a third in ifland G/a/s, on the 
fame coat; and a fourth in Stornvay, in 
the ifle of Lezvts. 

But for fettling a magaziné or colony 
for trade in general, and fithing in par- 
ticular, the ifle of Skie is abfolutely the 
mott centrica/, both with regard to the 
ifles and oppofite miain Jand; and the 
moft proper places in this ifle; are ifland 
Ya in Lochfallart; and Lochuge, both on 
the weft fide of Skie; Loch-portrie and 
Scowfar on the eaft fide ; and ifland Di-

erman on the fouth fide. Thefe places

abound with all forts of ff 


that are 
caught in thefe {eas ; and they are pro- 
per places fora confiderable number of 
men to dwell in, and convenient for e- 
ftablifhing magazines. 

There are many bays and harbour? 
that are convenient for building towns 
in feveral of the other ifles, if trade were 
fettled among them: and cod and dig, 
as Wellas fifh of leffer fize, are to be 
had generally onthe coatts of the leffi 
as well as of the larger itles, 

A few Dutch families fettled in Stern- 
@ay, ih the ifle of Lewés, after K: Charles 
the fecond’s reftoration ; but fome mer- 
chants, by means of the f€cretaries, pre- 
vailed with the king to fend them away

tho’ they brought the iflanders 2 great 


wlio & 
deal of ready money for their fea and 
land-fowl, and taught them fomething 
of the art of fifhing. Had they ftay’d, 


1 the iflanders mutt certainly have madeé a 


confiderablé progrefs in trade by this 
time: for the fmall¥idea of fithing they 
acquired from the Dutch has had fo 
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Much effect, that the little village of 
Stornvay has excell’dall the neighbour- 
ing ifles and continent in the fifhing- 
trade ever fince that time. 

For the better government of thefe 
ifles, in cafe a fifhing-trade takes place 
among them, it may be found neceflary 
to erect the ifles of Ske, Lewis, Harries, 
fouth and north /z/7, &c. into a /heri- 
valty ; and to build a royal borough in 
Skie as the center ; becaufe of the great 
diftance, in remote ifles, from the head 
borough ‘of the fhire of Jeverne/s. It 
may likewife deferve the confideration 
of the government, whether they fhould 
not make the ifle of Ske a free port ; be- 
caufe of the great encouragement fuch 
immunities give to trade, which always 
iffues in the welfare of the public, and 
add ftrength and reputation to the go- 
wernment. 

Since thefe ifles are capable of the im- 
provements abovemention’d, it is a great 
fofs tothe nation they fhould be thus 
neglected. ‘This is the general opinion 
of foreigners, as well as of our own 
countrymen, who know them. Scctland 
has men and money enough to fet up-a 
fifhery ; fo that there feems nothing 
Wanting towards it, but the encourage- 
ment of thofein power, to excite the in- 
élination and induftry of the people. 
We have multitudes of hands to beem- 
ploy’d at a very eafy rate; we havea 
Fealthfal climate, and our fifh, efpeci- 
ally the herring, come to our coait in 
April or May, and into the bays, in pro- 
digious fhoals, im ‘J#ly or Auguf?. I 

ave feen complaints from Loch E/ort in 
S#ie, that all the fhips there were load- 
ed, and that the barrel of herring might 
have been had for four-pence, but there 
were no buyers. ‘The herring-fifhing 
continues in fome bays from 0 a 
till the end of Fanuary; and wherever 
they are, all other fifh follow them, and 
whales and feals in particular: for the 
larger fith of all kinds feed upon herring. 

By reafon of the diftance of thefe ifles 
from trading towns, and becaufe of the 
language, which is /ri/b, the natives 
have never had an opportunity to trade 
at home or abroad, or to acquire me- 
chanical arts or other fciences; tho’ they 
ieem as capable of fuch improvements as 
any people in Evrope. 
a compleat fkill in agricu/ture is much to 
be regretted, as by, that means large 
tratts of ground (naturally richer in {e- 
veral refpeéts than many parts of the 
continent) lie wholly neglected, or at 
feaft but meanly improv’d in proportion 
towhat th ey might be: Ef two or mor

‘Their want of 
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perfons, well kill’d in agriculture, were 
jent from the low lands to each parifhin 
the ifles, they would foon enable the in- 
habitants to furnifh them{elves with fuch 
plenty of corn, as would maintain all 
their poor and idle people; many of 
which, for want of fubfiftence at home, 
are forced to feek their livelihood in fo- 
Bey countries, to the great lofs as well 
as difhonour of the nation. This would 
enable them to furnifh the oppofite bar- 
ren ‘parts of the continent with bread : 
and io much the more, that in plentiful 


g years they afford them good quantities 


of corn, even in this infant ftate of their 
agriculture. 

In many places the {oil is proper for 
wheat ; and, that their grafs is good, i8 
evident from the great produét of their 
cattle; fo that if the natives were taught 

rand encouraged to take pains to 1m- 


¢ Prove their corn and hay, to plant, in- 


clofe, and manure\their ground, drain 
lakes, fow wheat and peafe, and plant 
orchards, kitchen-gardens, &¥c. they 
might have as great plenty of all things 
for the fuitenance of mankind, as any 
other people in Exrope. 

It is wot quite plain, that there are any 


D mines of gold or filver in thefe ifles ; 


but there is a lead-mine, having a mix- 
ture of filver in it, on the weit end of 
the ifle of Z/a, near port E/cock ; and 
Buchanan and others fay, that the ifle 
Li/more affords lead : and S/ait and 
Strath, on the fouth-weft of Skie, are ir 


p ftone, ground, grafs, &%c. exactly the 


fame with that part of Ma, where there 
is a lead-mine. 

The coaft of each ifle affords many 
thoufand loads of fea-ware, which, if 
ereferv’d, might be fuccefsfully ufed 
ior making glafs, and likewife felp fox 
foap. Strathin Skie abounds with good 


F marble, which may be had at an eafy 


rate near thefea. ‘Ihe ifles afford like- 
wife great quantities of d/ack cattle,which 
might ferve the traders both for con- 
{umption and export. There is good 
wool in moft of them, and very cheap. 
There are feveral of them alfo that af- 
ford a great quantity of very jive clay, 


“ which, if improw’d, might turn to a 


good account for making earthen-ware 
of all forts.

will not be difpleafed at the liberty I 
take, to fhew you how grofly you have 
failed in clearing up the difficulties, if 
they may be called fuch,. with relation 
to the account of the creation of man, 
contained in the facred writings, both 
of the Old and New Teftament. 

I mention both the Old and New 
Teftament, becaufe if each of them 
gives us an account of the creation, both 
acceunts ought to be taken in and com- 
pared together; as itis reafonable to be- 
lieve they explain each other ; and as 
itis certain, the one account cannot be 
contradictory to the other. 

But, for what reafons I pretend not

Bat, who the perlon or perfons are, 


an account of the creation in general,— 
““ That ali things were made by the 
word, or fon of Gon, and without him 
was not any thing made that was made.”’ 
—Agreeably to the doftrine of St Pau/, 
~-** ‘That Gop created al things by “7- 
Jus Chrift !=-—Here is no mention made 
of the Holy Spirit of Gop, nor is there 
the leaft infinuation given, throughout 
the New Teftament, —That the Holy 
Spirit was at all concerned, or acted, or 
(as you chufe to fpeak) cou/ulted in the 
creation of all things. 

Tf then the New ‘Teftament exprefsly 
declares, —‘* ThatGop created all things 
by his fon alone ;°’-— muit it not be the 
greateit prefumption in you to afirm,— 
© That Gop the father {pake to his Holy 
Spirit, when he faid, —“‘ Let us make 
man in our image,”—or, which is the 
fame,— That Gop created all things by 
his fon, and by his Holy Spirit ?—And, 
when it is faid,—‘S ‘That Gop created 
all things by his fon,’’—does it not ne- 
ceflarily follow, that he {pake to his fon 
alone, when he faid,— ‘‘ Let us make 
man in our image ?’’—Or would it be 
lefs prefumption in any other man to af- 
firm, that Gop fpake to the angels,-- 
than it is in you to aflert.— ‘ That Gop 


& fpake to his Holy Spirit,’ when he faid, 
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‘* Tet us make man in our image?” 
- Pardon me to tell you, Sir, that the 
great occafion and encouragement which 
is given to the enemies of revealed reli- 
gion, to revile the facred books in which 
it is contained, is this; that they ice 
thofe who pretend to be, and probably 
are real friends to revealed religion, g1- 
ving fuch an account of it, as either 
renders it inconfiftent with natural reli- 
gion, or that makes the two revelations 
contained in the Old and New Telta- 
ment, inconfiftent with, and contradic- 
tory to each other.

civil fociety, and the bridle of law : 
As another proof of this propofition, 
he inftances the wild girl, yet living, 
who was found by accident about 15 
years ago near Chalons in Champague.

and tournaments, <J¢. fo common a- 
mong ourariceftors; barbarous cuftoms ! 
which religion itfelf could not aboliih, 
but after long time and with ‘great diff- 
culty. Tothefe, he adds the cuftom, 
at prefent almoft univerfal, ‘of ‘men 
wearing a {word as a part of their drefs, 
Steel ever follows us ftom earlieft youth, 
Worn to adorn, tho’-infrument of rage, 
Tyail’d with grave folly after weak old age, 


by the fuffering of the beails: he can- 
not impute guilt to thefe, and yet they 
cannot be denied to fuffer pain: to ob- 
viate this difficulty, he has wrote twa 
other epifties, of which I thall give you 
fome account for your next.

Having been fometine favour’d with the 
follcwing different Account of Ori- 
‘ginal Sim, it may not improperly fel- 
ww the foregoing of M. “eens to 
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zuhom it may ferve as an Anfwer till 
Mr H.H. fhall fend his Remarks on 
that Poet's Notions. 


SaloR, 
Ve Tayler’s beok concerning Ori- 
ginal Sin, is generally thought to 
be written with great judgment, as well 
as candour and modefty.. He has con- 
fider’d all the paflages of {cripture re- 
lating to that important doétrine, and 
has, [ think, fufficiently evinced, that 
the confequences of the firft tranfgreffion 
were no other than temporal death and 
afflictions ; and that to inflict eternal 
death on our firlt parents, or their pofte- 
rity at leatt, who had done nothing to 
deterve fuch feverity, is neither agree- 
able to {cripture, nor to the juftice and 
goodnefs ot our molt merciful creator. 
—Some little account of what Mr Tay- 
for has doneto fupport his opinion, in 
oppofition to that which now generally 
revails in the chriftian world, will not, 
f am confident, be unacceptable to the 
readers of your Magazine. 

He finds no more than five places in 
all the bible, where the confequences of 
the firft fin are certainly {poken of.—— 

The firft is, Genii. 17. But of the 
tree of knowledce of good and evil, thou 
foalt not eat of it; for in the day that 
chou eatef? thereof, theu fhalt furely die. 
Death.is oppofed to life; and mutt be 
pinderitood according to the nature. of 
that life to which it is oppofed, 7. ¢. to 
che hfe Gop gave Azam when he cre- 
ated him; nor could Aday underftand 
it of the lois of any other, no other 
life being {fpoken of, to which death can 
be oppoied. 

In this fentence there is no notice ta- 
ken ef Adam’s potterity, tho’ it is cer- 
tain that if Adam had died immediately 
after his tranfgreffion, all his pofterity 
mui{t have been extinét with him. 

The next place, where the confe- 
quences Of Adam’s fin are {poken of, is 
Gen. Ni. 7 to.24.-—Their phame is de 
jcribed ver. 7. And the eyes of them both 
were opened, and they knew that they were 
waked ; and they fewed fiz-leaves together 
and made themfelves aprons. In the laft 
ver, of the foregoing chap. it is faid, 
And they were both naked, the man and bis 
wife, and they were not afoamed: asthey 
were not afhamed before their tranfgref- 
fion, their fhame now: could proceed 
from no other. caufe befides a fenfe of 
guilt; and a ftate of guilt is exprefed 
an {cripture by being naked. Exod. xxxii. 
24... Ha. x\vi.

delertbed, ver. &. 
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they beard the voice of fhe Lord God walk- 
ing——=And Adam and his wife hid them- 
felves from the prefence of the Lord God 
amougf the trees of the garden. ‘They 
converfed with God, and were not a- 
fraid while they were innocent; but 
now they had finned, they were afraid 
to ftand before their God and judge, 
whofe laws they had tranfgreffed. 

It is obferved from this paflage, that 
as the finful aétion committed was per- 
fonal, done only by Adam and Eve, and 
no other, the real guilt muft be fo too, 
and belong only to themielves ; and as 
no other man or woman in the world 
had any fhare in the evil action, no o- 
ther than themfelves could be, with ju- 
{tice, blameable or punifhable for it.— 
No other but they two who were guilty 
of the firft fin, could have a confciou{- 
nefs of it as their fin. This muft be 
true, otherwife one man’s confcioufnefs, 
and confcience of guilt, muft be tranf- 
ferr’d to another man, and be made his 
con{cioufnefs and guilt ; that is to fay, 
one man muft be fuppofed to think and 
believe-himfelf to be another man, and 
that the author of his being torments his 


D creatures with guilt, fhame and fear,

which do not in juftice belong to them, 
‘but are purely imaginary. 

Sentence is pafled upon the woman, 
ver. 16. that fhe fhould bring forth chil- 
dren with more pain and hazard than o- 
therwife fhe would have done ; and 
moreover be in greater {ubjection to the 
will of her hufband. 

The fentence upon the man, ver. 17, 
18, 19. affects the ground, which fhould ~ 
be eurfed for his fake, and the tillage of 
it more toilfome than before, and would 
continue fo till he fhould die, and drop 
into the ground from whence he was 
taken; and, that he might be mortal 
and die, he is excluded ‘from the tree 
of life. | 

We find in this Chapter a curfe pro- 
nounced upon the ferpent, and upon the 
ground; but no curfe upon the woman 
and man ; they are fubjected to forrow, 
labour, and death, yet thele are not in- 
flicted under the notion of a curfe, there 
isnot one word of any curfe upon their 
fouls, or about darkening ‘their rational 
powers: not a word of any other death 
but that diffolution, which all mankind 
undergo, when they ceafe to live in this 
world. He waste return again into the 
ground from whence he was taken, and 
to be deprived of that life which God 
had breathed intohim. We, the pofte- 
rity of Adam, fuffer afflictions and death, 
as the confequence of his fin ; so 

thete 
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refe are not inflicted upon us as punifh- 
ments for his fin (becaufe punifhment 
includes guilt) but are rather intended 
as a benefit to us, as a means of fitting 
us for a better world, thro’ the media- 
tion of the fuffering of the Mefitah,who 
fhould quite crufh the head, 7.¢. the 
power and fovereignty of the devil, de- 
noted by bruifing his head ; but not 
_ without fome flight hurt received by 
aay fignified by bruifing or biting his 
eel. 

Nothing more than this can be found 
in the Old Teftament, certainly relating 
to the confequences of Adam’s frit tran{- 
greflion. ‘The places in the NewTeita- 
ment which remain to be examined are 
two; the one not without difficulties, 
the other eafy and obvious. ‘T‘he eafy 
place is, 1 Cor. xv. For fince by man came 
death, by man came alfo the refurrection 
of the dead; tor asin Adam all died, even 
fo in Chrift [ball all be made alive. ‘The 
death here {poken of, and which came 
upon mankind in confequence of Adam’s 
firft tranfgreflion, is no other than tem- 

oral death, from which we are refcued 
& our redeemer, who hath provided a 
refurrection for us, and hath exprefsly 
affured us, That as by man came death ; 
by man came |alfo the refurrgction of the 
dead; for asin Adam all die, i.é. all re- 
turn to their native duft, even fo in 
Chrif? fhall all be raifed ont of that duit, 
and be made to live again. 

The molt difficult place of {cripture 
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which fpeaks of this pointis, Rom. v. g 


12to1g. Read carefully the whole 
paflage, and you will find that the apoitle 
all along fpeaks of that death only 
which entered into the world by Adam’s 
fin; ver. 12. *That death which reigned 
from Adam to Mofes, even over them that 
had not finned after the fimilituade of A- 
dams tranfgrefion; wer. 14. OF that 
death, and of no other he fpeaks in the 
13th verfe, For if by the eld of 
one, many; 1. e. all mankind, be dead ; 
And in ver. 17. For if by one man’s of- 
fence death reigned by one——He is ftill 
difcourfing upon the fame fubject, and 
therefore muft mean the fame death. in 
all thefe places. And ver. 18. By the 
offence af one, judgment came upon all men 
to condemnation; he means, that one 
judgment to condemnation, that came 
upon all men, mentioned Gevz. lil, 17, 
18, 19. le forrow fbalt thou eat of it all 
the days of thy life—till thou return unto 
the ground ; for out of it waft thou taken: 
for duft thou art, and unto duft halt thou 
return. ' Befades this we find no other 
judgment to condemnation, which came

i net of the fame extent with the offence 


upon all men, in the whole Bible. He 
concludes the argument in the rgth ver. 
with thefe words: .ds by ome.man’s difo- 
bedience, many were made inners: 


which words are of the fame fignifica-' 


tion with thofe in the foregoing verfe : 
As by the offence of one, judgment came 
upon all men to condemnation ; the apoftle 
ufing a variety of phrafes in exprefling 
what he had more plainly faid in 1 Cor. 
XV. 21, 22. For fince by man came death, 
by man, (Fe.——As for the foregoing 
words, many were made finners, which 
feem to extend the confequences of _4- 
dams fin much further than our author 
allows, they are {poke in a way pecu- 
liar to the Hebrew language, in which, 
to make a finner, and to condemn to 
fufferings, fignify the fame thing. When 
we are faid to be made finners by 4- 
dams tranfgreflion, it cannot be fuppo- 
fed that we are thereby become guilty 
of his crime, which was committed 
without our knowledge and confent, but 
only that we are become fharers in the 
calamities he brought upon himfelf by 
his fin; this may be done, without any 
wrong to us, by the juit appointment 
of God, not as a punifhment, but.for 
other good reafons. So Lot would have 
been made a finner with the Sadomites, 
Gen. xix. 15, had he not efcaped out of 
the city. ‘Thus Chri? was made fin, 
who never was guilty of any fin at all. 
He fuffered on account of the fins of 
men, and fo he was made fin: and men 
fuffer on account of Adam’s fin, and {o 
they are made finners. 

From the portion of fcripture now 
under confideration, the apoitle draws a 
comparifon between ddam and Chri/f ; 
fomething that Adam did, and the con- 
fequences of that; and fomething that 
Chriff did, and the confequences of that. 
Adam is there faid to be atypeof him 
that was to come, 7. ¢. of Chri/?; and as 
by one man fin entered into the world, and 

cath by fin, and in that manner death 
paffed upon all men; fo by another man, 
i.e. by Chriff, fomething asa counter- 
art came to pafs in. relation to the af- 
air. But after having told us, atthe 
end of the 14th verfe, that 4dam is the 
type, the pattern of him that was ta 
come, 3 new thought then ftarts in his 
mind concerning the free gift in Chri/’, 
fomething in which an{wereth to fome- 
thing in the offence of Adam, tho’ not 
in all refpects parallel: the free-gift is 


and its confequences ; for the grace of 
God founded upon, or communicated 
1 7 «Qy 3: : 
through Chrz7’s obedience, extends, a 
bounds 
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bounds, and overflows far beyond the 
eonfequences of Adam’s fin, or what 
- God thought fit to adjudge mankind 
unto, upon occafion of his fin; which 
appears to be no other than that tempo- 
ral death, which comes upon all men, 
and from which al! men will be deliver- 
ed at the refurrection. So that the fum 
of all that we have found is this, that 
upon the fin of Adam, Gop fubjetted 
him and his pofterity to forrow, labour, 
and death; from which death we are 
deliver’d, and are reftored to life at the 
tefurrection by the grace of Gop, ha- 
ving refpect t@ the righteoufnefs and o- 
bedience of Chri. And furthermore, 
that ‘Gop in Chri? hath beftowed upon 
us mercy‘ and gifts, privileges and ad- 
vantages, both in this and a fitture 
world, abundantly beyond the rever- 
fing of any evils we are fubjeci to, in 
confequencée of Adam’s fin. 

There are many texts of {cripture 
made ufe of by the aflembly of divines 
in their larger catechifm, to prove that 
Wwe are born with fuch an evil nature as 
makes us liable to Gon’s eternal wrath 
and vengeance, without any regard to 
éur voluntary choice or actions. ‘Uhefe 
our author has with great judgment 
fhewn to be very improperly applied by 
them, and that, initead of real evil, we 
receive, by the fall of Adam, fuch ad- 
vantages from the hands of our merciful 
creator, as may render him a fit objeét 
of our loveand adoration. 

This is a fhort account of only fome 
partof Mr Taylor’s book. If he or any 
other gentleman would reduce what re- 
mains into the fame narrow compats, it 
will, I am perfuaded, be very accepta- 
ble to moft of your readers.

TICLES. 


8 pati preliminaries laid before the 
public,"I prefumé, to take the fenfe 
of the nation on them, have led me to 
thefe reflections. 

Atticle 1. § The crown of, France, 
&c——T his article feems intended to 
affront all the great powers in alliance 
againtt France. ‘The whole object of 
the war is reprefented to lie between the 
fepublics of the Umted Provinces and 
Genoa, who are neither at war with each 
‘ other, nor is either of them a principal 
in the war between the houfe of Bowr- 
bon and the allies. We have entirely 
loft fight of the original quarrels, which 
are various, and, except the Engli/b dif- 
pute with Spaiz, pretty much compli- 
cated. As this matter is ftated, an ab- 
folute ftranger to the affairs of Europe 
would’ think thefe republics the two 
mighty powers, like Rome and Carthage 
of old, who drew into their quarrel, as 
allies and auxiliaries, all the other princes 
and ftates that border’d onthem! For 
how fhould he conceive that the Dutch 
were unwillingly brought in at firft as 
anuxiharies only ; and that the Genoe/e, 

(Gent. Mag. Octover 1747.) 
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merely by the accident of their coun- 
try’s becoming a pafiage to armies at 
war with each other. 

Articles 2, 3, 4, and g, almoft wholly 
rélate to thefe republics, with a mighty 


‘a fuperiority.of parade on the fide of Ge- 


moa. Does not this magnify the affront 
offered by the French? But let us exa= 
mine the 5th and 6th articles, which 
regard ourfelves. 

5. * Every thirig fhall be re-eftablifh- 
‘ed between the Exgi/b, French, and 
‘Spaniards in the FE. and W. Indies, up- 
*“on the fame footing that they were be- 
‘ for the prefent war.’ 

Here is our darling Cape Breton given 
back with a fingle dafh of the pen; for 
I fuppofe all America to be included in 
the W. Indies. ‘The ifland of Rattan, 
(fee Vol. xitt. p. 105, 272.) which. co 
vers our trade with New Spaiz, mutt be 


© delivered up alfo, to the great detri- 


ment both of us and the Mexicans.— 
For tho’ the Spaniards in Europe would 
preclude us from all trade with their do- 
minions in America, and by perfifting 
obftinately in this preclufion, gave rife 
to the war betwixt~them and us, their 
American fabjects are quite otherwife in- 
clined, and know that without us they 
could not be half {upplied with Ezro- 
pean commodities. Now this ifland (ta- 
ken at the beginning of the war by Mr 
Hodg fon, under the direCtion of governor 
Trelawney) by lyirig very nigh the coaft 
of the main land, might be of fingular 


ed 


¢ ufe fo us hereafier, whether this trade 


fhould or fhould ndt be laid open to us 
by treaty. 

Thefe two conquefts of Cape Breton 
and Rattan, are, 1 think, all that we 
have made in eight years, with our nu- 
merous fleets and thoufands of marines. 

Porto Bello and Fort Ghagre are not 


F put in this account, becaufe, tho’ they 


were indeed fubdued by Mr Veruon, 
our abandoning them immediately loft 
us there all the benefit and title of con- 
queft. ‘Nay, fo far from being bettered 
by thefe captures, we, fhall, according 
to the sth article, Which reftores all 
things on the footing of the treaty. of 


G ‘Utrecht, be obliged to repair both thefe 


fortreffes, and allo the forts at the mouth 
of Carthagena harbour, deftroy’d by me 
fame over+bufy admiral. 
But.the 6th article (See p. 476 E) con- 
cerning the indemnification in Europe, 
,, &c. is_the moft excellent contrivarice of 
all. What have we to give Spain in£Lz- 
rope, except it be Gibraltar and Minor- 
ca? For { do not imagine that K. Fer- 
dinand willinfilt upon /re/and, notwifh- 
Oaae ftanding 
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fianding his pretended title to that king- 
dom. Might not the preliminary-draw- 
er as well have f{poken out then, and 
faid to us, * Gentlemen, if you will 
but give up Gibraltar and Minorca, 
which we can never take, and expofe 
your Mediterranean trade to our guar~ 
da cofias, as your American trade was 
expoled before, we will make youa 
fine promife or two, which will be 
every day in our power to break,with- 
out remedy on your fide?’—Or, in o- 
ther words, might he not have {aid more 
briefly, ‘* Give us. back the little 
* have got in this war, and all you got 
by the laft fuccefsful war, and you 
ihall have fuch a peace as we think 
proper?’ Very obliging indeed. 
What a glorious ufe has been made 
of the Briti/> fleet, that Spain, or any 
agent for her, fhall dare to offer us fuch 
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conditions as thefe, after we have been ¢ 


eight years profeffedly contending for 
the freedom and fecurity of our trade! 
But if we have gained few advantages, 
where is the fingle advantage gain’d by 
Spain, that fhe fhall prefume to open in 
this ftile? 

* Aye, but France takes her into. pro- 
* mon caufe. Now France hath taken 
* Fort St George.’ —Very well, and we 
have taken Cate Breton, which is a na- 
tional acquifition that has been fuffici- 
ently explained. But what, as I have 
faid on former occafions. is Fort St 
George to the nation, tho’ it is fome- 
thing confiderable to the Jvdia compa- 
ny? If an equivalent muit be given for 
it, let them wait till admiral Bo/cawen 
finds one ; butnever let Case Breton and 
Fort St George come together inthe fame 
article, 

As to the 2d, 3d, and 4th articles, if 
we look upon the Dutch and Genoese 
with the little duke of Modena, as the 
principal parties in this general War, 
nobody can charge any great improprie- 
ty in thefe articles. As the cafe is other- 
wife, they appear to be defigned, not to 
promote a general peace, but to caufe 
divifion among the allies, to draw the 


Dutch, by this feeming care of their in- G 


tereft, into a neutrality: and to keep the 
Genoefe from making’ their peace with 
the houfe of Au/ria. 

However, the French pretend, that 
thefe articles, being calculated {6 much 
for the advantage and fecurity of the re- 
public of the United Provinces, cannot 


be refuted by it, without requiring the H 


crowns of France and Spain to abandon 
their allies to the mercy of their ene- 


* tection, and makes with her one com- D

mies, whilft the allies of their enemies 
are to be re-eftablifhed in the prelimi- 
nary poileffion of their domains : pre- 
tenfions (add they) too daring and inju- 
rious to make to crowned heads, and 
which no body can fatter themielves 
will have any regard paid them.’ 

How cautioutly all mention is avoid- 
ed of any reftitution from France to her 
declared enemies! With regard to ar- 
ticle 7 and 8, we find that all indemni- 
fications, to whomfoever made, are to 
be made from the dominions of the em- 


you. B prefs-queen: and by. what appears, ac- 


cording to this French plan, the receiv- 
ers are to be left topick and chufe. If 
the French king fhould fucceed in this, 
he gains the utmoft view he {at out with 
at the beginning of the war. It was to 
weaken the houfe of 4u/fria, and for no 
other purpofe, that France aflifted the 
lait emperor in Germany, and continues 
to affift don Philip in italy: For this fhe 
has over-run Flanders and Brabant, and 
for this fhe would now treat —But let us 
remember, that it was with views di- 
rectly oppofite that we engaged in the 
land war :—— 

By the laft transfer of property, the 
houfe of 4u/fria lof Naples and Sicily, 
which were got by the houfe of Bourbons 
and tho’ the duke of Lorrain got Tu/cany 
for his paternal duchy, nothing was loit 
by the houfe of Bourbon in return for the 
acquifition of Lorrain.

E nary-drawer, we want now another 


transfer, and thus it fhallbe. We have 
a hopeful young gentleman to provide 
for, and muft have Tu/cany back again 
from this grand duke emperor, who 
muft afk his wife to make him amends.’ 
Was more candid dealing ever known! 
* And then the crown of Spain fhall 
ive up all pretenfions,’ which it bas 
een] years firuggling in vain te make good. 

France has not told us what fhe in- 
tends to retain for herfelf on the fide 
of the Netherlands: For tho’ the Low 
Countries be in general mentioned, as 
fomething fuggeiled to be given back, 
we are ata lois to know what is for the 
future to go by that name. 

His Sardinian majefty, by the 8th ar- 
ticle, isto be indemnified, out of fuch 
diftriéts of the duchy of Mi/az as will 
beft fuit him, for the inexecution of the 
treaty of Worms, that is, for the not 
having Fima/ and its territory delivered 
up to him. Poor 1s eka eagle! how 
art thou again to be pluck’d! Our good 
ally, doubtlefs, deferves reward; but 
why mult all come from the Wie 
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Auftria ? Why may not the ifland of 
Corfica be as well added to Sardinia in 
his favour, and a better port than even 
Final be given him inthe Weffern Rivi- 
era? France, we fee, is for enlarging 
the territories of this monarch, but not 
for enlarging his power or wealth, by 
giving him a maritime frontier.

a French army. ‘As they are now in 
French poffeflion, the king of Sardinia 
would have no port, except the incon- 
fiderable one of Oxeglia, furrounded by 
the Gevoe/é territory, if $ fortune of arms 
had not put him in poffeffion of Savona 
and Fina/. But of this a word more in

Article 9. ‘The republic of Genoa 
fhall be indemnified, 8c.” (See P- 476 H.)

G morality we may juftly afcribe, without

Remarks on the talk of a Peace. 


x aioen may be deemed the greateft 
blefing human nature can enjoy, 
and is’ what we may be allowed to 
wifh for ardently: But I will venture to 
give the public fome reafons why they 
ought not,to with for it in our prefent 
circumtftances. 

Neceffity may, indeed, be pleaded, 
for clofing with fuch terms as we may 
be able to get from the enemy: thole 
who are for peace will fay, that we muit 


give way to the untoward fituation of G 


affairs, patch up matters as well as we 
- can, and fit down in expectation of a 
more favourable conjuncture: that by 
continuing the war we fhall only fool a- 
way more money, encreafe the loffes of 
our allies, and fight ourfelves, and them 
too, into worfe terins every future cam- 
paign. But I would afk thofe feekers 
(1 had like to fay beggers) of peace, 
whether it is impoffible to hit upon a 
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even grant, out of complaifance to the 
prophaneneifs of fome, and the fhameful 
ignorance of others, that there is no in- 
vifible fupreme ruler of the univerfe, or 
that he does not concern himfelf with the 
affairs of this world; it would yet be 
demonttrable, from our own experience 
of /econd caujes, that it is our intere(t, 
without any regard to a future ftate, to 
make religion and morality our guides 
in this life; and that men of rank and 
fortune are more efpecially bound to do 
{o, as precepts, without examples, have 
but very little weight with the genera- 
lity of mankind. 

‘Though numbers of fubjects are the 
ftrength of the nation, yet the nobility 
and gentry, magiftrates, and men of 
fortune, are more particularly $ilrength 
and {upport of a tate. When thefe ad- 
here ftrictly to virtue and religion, the 
commonalty will always be found fober 
and pious, honeft and induftrious; fuch 
a nation Is invincible: but if the gene- 
rality follow other courfes, if thofe who 
fhould be examples to the reft of their 
fellow {ubjeéts fet nothing but vice be- 
fore them, and betray a venal {pirit in 
all their actions, the confequence, with 
refpect to the whole community, is fo 
obvious, that I'need not dwell upon it. 


Sometimes nations will decline fo low 
From virtue (which is reafon) that no wrong, 
But juftice, and fome fatal curfe annex’d, 
Deorives them of their outward liberty : 
Their inward lofs; 


The brazen throat of war has ceas’d to roar ; 
\]1 now was turn’d to jollity, and game, 
Te luxury, and riot, feait, and dance,

that temporal peace and profperity which 
reafon aione (not to infift on revelation) 
afiures us fhall be the portion of every 
nation that adheres to virtue.

qT Flave long been of opinion, that the 

q plague itfelf is caufed by the air’s be- 
ing full of invifible animalcula, to 
which it owes its infection, from the 
following confiderations. 

1. [t is very poffible there may be,and 
highly probable that there are, various 
{pecies, and almoft infinite multitudes, 
of animals, fo {mall as to be abfolute] 


the beft glaffes ; and that of thefe fome 
may be more prolificand voracious than 
others: Smallnefs makes no obje@tion. 
tt is faid there are animalcules to be 
feen in Spermate mafculo Pumand, 
3,000,000,000 of which are not equal 
to one grain of fand, whofe diameter is 
but the rooth of aninch. What mul- 
titudes of little living creatures of dif. 
ferent kinds, together with their egos

imperceptible to the naked eye, are dif- 
covered by the miicrofeope !| What an 
infinite number more may there not ftill 
remain undifcovered,. thro’ the difficul- 
ty. of improving our glafs-affiftants much 
farther!.. Four of the plagues of LA gypt 
were occafioned . (at the divine com- 
mand) manifeftly by prodigious num- 
bers of little animals : Perhaps all the 
reft, except thofe of Aai/ and darknefs, 
were alfo caufed by thofe of the invifibly 
{mall {pecies.

been ufhered in, and, ina manner, fore- 
told, by incredible numbers of infeéts 
of all forts. The difpofition of the air, 
(zz. its heat and. ftagnation) being fo 
friendly to the production of the latter 
and vilible f{pecies, way may it not be 

e produétion of 
the {maller and invifible ? 

3. Worms of various kinds are bred 
in animal bodies, quadrupedal as well 
as humay, which mutt grow from {mall 
and imperceptible beginnings. 

4. In many malignant and gangrenous 
cafes, the blood (by the help of glaffes) 
has been difcovered to be full of {mall 
worms. 

5. It is the opinion of feveral, that 
the itch is caufed by animalcules, who, 
as they cannot fubfift in the bodys, neftle 
and make their burrows in the fkin, and 
gencrate as fait as lice, and fo fpread the 
contagion. 

6. In fome late vifitations it is faid 
the houfes of tobacconifts were free, the 
efluvia of the tobacco, no doubt, be- 
ing fatal to the little vermin, As alfo 
that thofe, who were troubled with the 
itch, or Lues Venerea, were lefs fufcepti- 
ble of the infection than others. And 
here I cannot help mentioning an obfer- 
vation I made lately, how ridiculous 
foever it may appear. In the late hot 
weather, wafps {warmed every where; 
going, one day, by a butcher’s fhop, 
and iceing numbers of them about his 
meat, I afked why he did not drive 


of ar cg them away. He reply’d, By no means; 
invilfible to our eyes, though aflifted Dy a 


they faved it from being fly-blown; for 
that no fmaller flies durit approach it 
while they werethere: ‘The applicati- 
On is natural and eafy. 

7. Sweet things are difapproved of in 
the plague: How fond are all infeéts 
of {weet things! 

8. Several authors affirm the fever at- 
tending the plague not to be the plague 
itfelf, but only a fymptom of it, accom- 
panied with, or, rather, arliing from, a 


dif- 
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diffolved texture of the blood, and pu- 
trefaction ; the firft of which, according 
to the prefent hypothefis, may be ac- 
counted for from the little animals tear- 
ing and feeding upon the globules, and 
the laft from their excrementitious filth 
mixed with the fragments of the blood 
- fo broken. 

g. If it is urged that the diftemper is 
caufed by fome miafmata, or pettilenti- 
al efHuvia in the air; I then afk to what 
kingdom, (mineral, animal, or vegeta- 
ble) do they belong? If tothe mineral 
they muft foon of courfe, by their natu- 
ral gravity, fubfide to the earth; if to 
the vegetable, one windy day would 
clear the courtry of them ; it remains 
they muft belong to the animal king- 
dom, that, by their being propagated 
by generation, the air becomes conta- 
gious, and then every appearance is a¢- 
counted for. 

10. HippocraTEs puta ftop to the 
plague of Athens by ordering large ful- 


phureous fires to be made ;_ the fumes of 


which I cannot fee what effect or influ- 
ence they could have upon the peftilen- 
tial atoms, if they were of the vegeta- 
ble or foflil kind. 

For thefe reafons I am inclin’d to 
think that not only the plague, in all 
its various forts and fhapes, but the di- 
ftemper among the horned cattle, is 
caus’ d by fmalllive creatures, which the 
air, in infected places, abounds with, 
and are taken in, by men and beaits, by 
their breath and otherwife: the blood 
and humours of thele laft affording them 
a proper neft and nourtfhment, whereby 
they multiply prodigiouily, Now, 
quickfilver, and the {moak of brimftone, 
are known to be certain deltroyers of all 
infects and little vermin: ~Wherefore, 
in all infected places, both within doors 


and without, ‘ let brimftone and gun- F 


powder be burnt plentifully ; let 
quickfilver be laid fora few minutes 
in all the water the beaft drinks, (a 
pound to four gallons, in a brafs or 
copper veflel, the fame quickfilver will 
ferve many times) and let the mine- 
ral zthiops [an ounce at a time, or 
once a day) be mixed with its food. 
—In cafe of inflammation, or 
heat, after the creature is taken ill, let 
a double quantity of faltpetre, pound- 
ed,. be mix’d with it. 

To thefe confiderations many more 
might be added; but not having room, 
they muit be referved for a future eflay, 
in which an explanation will be at- 
tempted, from the fame principles, why 
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fome among the human and other {pe- 
cies are, more or lets, difpofed to re- 
ceive the infection than others ; and all 
the fymptoms accounted for. In the 
mean time, if there is any truth in the 
hypothefis here laiddown, the reafon- 
ing upon it mutt be equally juft; and 
the cure founded upon both, effectual. 

11. As fire is the grand purifier or 
corrector of the air, other things, be- 
fide fulphur or gunpowder, may be ufed 
for that purpole ; as, fires made with 
green juniper-wood, or afh; amber, 
frankincenfe, pitch, @c. burnt; vine- 
gar pour’d upon red hot bricks; as alfo 
the {moak of tobacco. 

12. The quick-filver water may be 
dafh’d with a little good vinegar, and 
impregnated with the fumes of brim- 
{tone ; thecloaths alfo that are us’d upon 
the horfes may be fmoak’d, or {meared 
with brimitone itfelf. 

13. To the faltpetre, a quarter of an 
ounce of camphire, with an ounce of 
Venice treacle, may be added, efpecial- 
ly ifthe dittemper is tended to its height; 
and if the creature feems to be languid 


and weak, cordials ought to be admini- 


ftered ; (an infufion of wormwood and 
rue in fack isa very good one.) 

As for forms, I fhall give none but the 

following prophyladtic or. prefervative 
balls. ‘* Take of the powder of elecam- 
‘ pane four ounces ; turpentine, zthi- 
ops mineral, and faltpetre, of each 
two ounces; camphire and afla feetida, 
each half an ounce ; vinegar, witha 
little fine flour, enough to make the 
whole of a proper confiftency, to be 
made into nine balls, which mutt be 
given one every morning, wafhing it 
down with fome of the quick filver 
water. 
14. I fay nothing of d/eeding, as the 
fuccefs is, at the beft, doubtful ; but, 
at this time, muft poltpone my reafons, 
for one very obvious. 

1c. Cauteries, iflues or rowels, muft 
be beneficial, as they anticipate and ‘fa- 
cilitate the defigns of nature in expel- 
ling the enemy atfuch pafles, which fhe 
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G feldom executes herfelf without labour

and difficulty. But all thefe,. (purging, 
Exc. in the declination of the dilftemper’ 
muft be left to the management of the 
prudent and fagacious who are upon the 
{pot ; for (God be praifed!) the fatal 
wide-fpreading peft has not yet reach’d 
our parts.

‘Tho’ the capture of this 
fhip confirms in fome meafure the re- 
port that was fpread, that the fquadron 
under the command of this vice-adm. 
had been armed, and was ftationed in 
the Bay of Bifcay, with no other defign 
than to cruize upon the French veflels, 
his majeity is yet willing to fufpend his 
judgment on this head: but he tormally 
demands the immediate and actual re- 
ftitution of the Free-Ma/fon, with what- 
ever indemnification the proprietors of 
this fhip may juitly claim; referving to 
demand hereafter fuch other fatisfaétion 
as may be proper,. when your High 
Mightineffes {hall have more clearly ex- 
plained the pretexts that could move the 
vice-admiral totake a French fhip, laden 
with the‘ products of the French colo- 
nies, and bound directly from. one of 
thofe colonies to a port of France. 

The king has always taken particular 
care to hinder the circumitances of the 
prefent war from obftructing the lawful 
navigation of the fubjeéts of the United 
Provinces, notwithitanding the violences 
committed by the Exgi/b, and not- 
withftanding the indifference your High 
Mightinelfics: fhewed about. an objeét, 
wherein the jubjects of his majefty, and 
even thofe of the republic, are fo deep- 
ly concerned. His majefty has not 
ceafed to grant the moit effectual pro- 
tection to the Dutch veffels that did not 
deviate from the rules eftablifhed for na- 
vigation; thole veflels have found the 
fame freedom, the fame fafety for their 
commerce, whether in the ports of France, 
or atfea, from the French men of war 
and privateers. 

Tho’ your High Michtineffes feem to 
have acted upon quite contrary princi- 
ples, and views diametrically oppofite, 
his majefty cannot perfuade himielf that 
you have authorifed the attempt of your 
vice-admiral.

The difpofitions of that placart fuffi-.- 
ciently fhewed the objeét of the prohi- + 
bition containéd therein ; but your High 
Mightinefles have fince’ that left no am- 
biguity concerning it. 

In the beginning of September you if- 
{ued another placart,. whereby, making 
fome little modifications in trifling arti- 
cles in the firft placart, you ftretch the 
other articles with the utmoit rigour, 
and exprefsly level them againft France. 

‘Things have been carried yet farther’ 
in this refpeét. Several Dutch vefiels 
had been freighted for the account of 
French merchants, with goods which 
were to have been tran{ported direétly 
from the Baltic and the Mediterranean 
to the ports of France: but inftead of 
doing fo, the captains of thofe veflels;”

The lords cominiffioners of the admiralty having 

received information, that a very large fleet 
of merchant fbips, bound from the ports of 
France to the W. Indies, were colleéted to- 
gether at the ile d’Aix, and that a ftrong 
[guadron of fhips of war had fail’d from 
Brett to efcort them, they fent to fea rear- 
adm. Hawke, with a [quadron of bis maje- 
fiy’s fhips, to endeavour to intercept them. 
The French feet put to fea from the ifle 
d’ Aix on the 7th inftant, O.S, and came to 
an anchor that day in Rochelle road, and the 
next day they faild from thence on their 
woyage. On the 14th rear-adm. Hawke fell 
in with them, and writes the following ac- 
count. 
OCT. 14, at7 in theM, being in lat.47° 49/N. 
and Long. from C, Fraifferre 1° 2/W. the 
Edinburgh made the fignal for 7 fail in the 
S.E. quarter. I immediately made the fignal 
for all the fleet to chafe. About 8 we faw a 
great number of fhips, but fo crowded that we 
could not-count them. At 40 made the fignal 
for the line of battle a head. The Louifa, be- 
ing the headmoft and weathermoft fhip, made 
the fignal for difcovering 11 fail of the enemy’s 
L. of RB. fhips; Half an hour after, capt. Fox 
in the Kent hailed us, and faid, they counted 
12 very large fhips. Soon after I perceived the 
enemy’s * convoy to crowd away with all] the 
fail they could fet, while their fhips of war 
were endeavouring to form in a line a-ftern of 
them, and haul’d near the wind under their 
topfails and forefails, and fome with top gal- 
Jant fails fet. Finding we /of time in forming 
our line, while the enemy was ftanding away 
from us, at 11 made the fignal for the whole 
fquadron to chafe +. Half an hour after, ob- 
ferving our head moft fhips to be within a pro- 
per diftance, I made the fignal to engage, which 
was immediately obey’d. The Lyon and prin- 
cefs Louifa began the engagement, and were 
follow’d by the reft of the fquadron as they 
could come up, and went from rear to van, 
The enemy having the weather gage of us, 
and afmart and conftant fire being kept on both 
fides, the {moke prevented my feeing the num- 
ber of the enemy, or what happened on either 
fide for fome time. In paffing on to the firft 
{hip we could get near, we received many fires 
at a diftance, till we came clofe to the Severne 
of so G. whom we foon filenc’d, and left to be 
taken up by the frigates a-ftern. Then per 
ceiving the Hag/e and Edinburgh, who had loft 
her foretop- maft, engaged, we kept our wind 
as clofe as poffible, in order to affift them, 
This attempt of ours was froftrated by the 
Eagle's falling twice on board us, having had 
her wheel fhot to pieces, and all the men at it

Anfon’s (fee p. 228.) feems to juftify that of

This drove us to leeward, and ptevented ou? 
attacking Le Monargue of 74, and the Ton- 
nant of $0 G. within any diftance to do execu - 
tion.

Seeing fome of our fhips 
at that time not fo clofely engaged as I could 
have withed, and not being well able to diftin- 
guiflh who they were, I flung out the fignal for 
coming to a clofer engagement, Soon after F 
got along fide within mufquet-fhot of the Ter- 
rible, of 74 guns, and 700 men; Near 7 at 
night fhe called out for quarters. 

Thus far I have been particular with regard 
to the fhare the Devonfhire bore in the aétion 
of that day. As to the other fhips, as far as 
fell within my notice, their commanders, offis 
cers and companies behaved with the greatef 
pa and refolution, in every refpeét like Eng- 
ifhmen. Only I am forry to acquaint their 
lordthips, that I muft except capt. Fox, whofe 


E conduét on that day I beg they would give di- 
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rectioris for enquiring into at a court martial, 

Having obferved that 6 of the enemy’s fhips 
had ftruck, and it being very dark, and our 
own fhips difperfed, I thought it bef&-to being 
to for that night, and feeing a great firing a 
long way a-ftern of me, Fwas in hopes to have 
feen more of the enemy’s fhips taken in the 
morning ; but inftead of that I receiv’d the 
melancholy accounts of capt. Saumarez’s be 
ing killed, and that the Tonnant had efcaped in 
the night, by the affiftance of the Intrepide, 
who by having the wind of our fhips, had re- 
ceived no damage that I could perceive. Im- 
mediately I call’d a council of war. 

As to the French convoy’s efcaping, it was 


G not poffible for me to detach any fhips after 


them at firft, or during the ation, except the 
frigates ; and that I thought would have been 


imprudent, as I obferved feveral large thips of 


war among them ; and to confirm me in this 
opinion, T have fince learned that they had the 
Content, of 64 guns, and many frigates from 36 
guns downwards ; however, I took a ftep which 
icemed to me the moft probable to intercept

but, whatever be the fate of that dif- 
tracted empire, the Porte is too much 
intereited in it to give the chriftian pow- 
ers any apprehenfions.

‘They continue to talk of the fpeedy 
march of a powerful body of troops to 
the afiiltance of the allies, in purfuance 
of a fubfidy-treaty, which has been ac- 
tually fign’d by the Englifb ambaflador 
at Peterfourg ; but whether thefe forces 
are to take their route through Poland, 
or to be tranfported by fea to Ludeck, or 
fome other northern port of Germany, 
to avoid hisPru/fiau-majetty’s territories, 
feems not yet determined. Itis affirm-

SWEDEN, DENMARK.

cafion for fuch fufpicion, nor taken an 
ftep but what was altogether juftifiable, 
in conliftence with the tranquillity of the 
empire, which he is determined to 
maintain.

caltle of Zabatarello. 


SPAIN andPORTUGAL. 
The court of Spain alarm’d at receiv- 
Hing advice that fome veflels from Fava 
had put on fhore,.on the South coaft of 
Neso Spain, a number of Englifh and 
Dutch to carry on an illicit trade, has 
ordered a. reprefentation to be made at

‘The French 
army, after being twice alarm’d to no 
purpofe, by the motions of the allies, 
are feparated, and quarter'd in fuch a 
manner that 100,000 men may bedrawn 
together at 4 days notice.—The allies 
alfo are gone into quarters, the Engli/b in 
and about Breda (See the Map)—Marhhal 
Saxe prefides at Bruffels as governor of 
the Low Countries, with great flate, He 
has f{ummon’d the province of Zealand 
to fend contributions, and upon their 
anfwer that they had paid them already 


- to thofe who had right to demand them, 


he threaten’d to make them feel the 
weight of his refentment; but, far from 
regarding his threats, they are fitting 
out privateers to crulfe on the French 
coaft, on fuppofition that war will be 
foon declared. 

TheDutch feoretary having complain- 
edat the court of France, of two Dutch 
fhips being taken by French privateers, 
and defired their reftoration, was told 
that the laterelolutions in Ho//and tend- 
ing to interrupt the trade of the king’s 
fubjects, his majefty had given orders to 
his fhips to feize all theDutch they fhould 
meet. Upon this their high mightinef- 
fes proceeded to reprifals, which pro- 
duced the fine memorial p. 481, which 
muft furely provoke the Dated to it 
out privateers, and fhips of war, not 
only to interrupt, but to deftroy utterly 
the French trade.

Aftronomy. from: that ‘time refumed 
an abfolute poflefion of Mr Halley; he 
prepared. new initruments. more perfect 
or better adapted to. his purpoie, and 
_ continued his celeftial oblervations at 
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arid admit us to fhare of this new aftre~ 
nomical treafure. 

“Mr Halley was received into theAca- 
demy of Sciences of Paris, as atoreign 
member, in the month of dug? 1720,

A vigorous conitirution, and confirm- 
ed ftate of health,* happily coincided 
with. the ardent activity of his mind, 
and fuftained him-to the end of life.

{nm profecution of a fcheme which he 
had long formed, he collected a. com- 
pleat feries of obfervations on the places 
ofthe Moon, in order to compare them 
with his own calculations, and reduce, 
tofome ftated laws, the capricious wan- 
derings of that planet, which he fome- 
where calls Sidus contumax.* He de- 
termined thefe places, not only with re- 
{pect to the vifible and known ftars of 
the Zodiac, but to an infinite number 
of others, which were not perceptible 


but with glaffes, the pofition of which £ 


he had afcertain’d, in a very exact 
and particular celeitial chart, which he 
publifhed on this fubject.. “And as the 
eclipfes of the zodiacal ftars, by the 
moon, are of great: ufe in refpect to 
geographical longitudes, he publi(hed, 
in. 1731, 4 Method for difcovering the 
longitude at fea, by thefe ecliptes, fo 
nearly as to one degree, or 20 mariners 
leagues, and on fhore with abfolute 
certainty. 

From this’ long feries of obfervations 
he drew up lunar tables, which have 
not yet been» publifhed, although 
part of them» have been printed above 
twenty years, But this delay ought not 
to\.be attributed {o’ much to his negli- 
gence, ‘or ‘the flowne{s of old age, as 
to the difficulty of arriving at fatisfacti- 
on, which increafes with years, or rather 
with knowledge.’ It is hoped, ‘that Mr 
BraWey, his triend, and fucceflor at 
Greenwich, already famous for his ob- 
fervations on the aberrations of the fix- 
ed ftars, willput the lafthand to'ther, 

* And Jometinies his Mikes, 
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the gentle courfe of uninterrupted na- 
ture he ceafed to live, on the 25th of 
‘Fanuary +742 in the 86th year of his 
ape. 
He always’ held’ the geometry of 
the ancients, the ftrictnefs of their 
demonftrations, and the. elegance of 
their conflructions in great eitimation ; 
in this, as well as in every other 
inftance, a worthy advocate for the 
fentiments of Sr //aac Newton. With this 
turn of mind, in 1707, he tranflated 
the 8 books of Apolfonius’s Conic Setti- 
ons, and two books of Serexus on the 
Section of the Cylinder and Cone, into 
Latin, from an Arabic manufcript. He 
had alfo an equal efteem for ancient A- 
ftronomy. He revived the Cu/dean Sa- 
ros, a period containing 223 lunar fyno- 
dical months, or months of 29 days arid 
an half each, by which the revolutions 
and eclipfes of the fun and moon may 
be calculated to half an hour with 
eafe. . 
He applied calculation’ with ote 
dexterity to phyfico-mathematical pro- 
blems.

catching cold, it was his cuftom to takeat on 
dofe, halfan-ounce of fefuits bark inv 

gruel, which he called'his choccdate, aia . b 
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the earth and the magnitude of her 
vifible part, Vewus can never appear fo 
bright to us, as when her luminous 
cre{cent occupies but the fourth part of 
her difk. 

He has alfo given us fome ‘excellent 
tracts on the barometer and its ufe, on 
tides, fome extraordinary meteors, and 
on the art of living under water, or 
conveying air for re{piration to the bot- 
tom of the fea, of which he made an 
experiment himfelf. The particulars 
of what he {aw and felt during the ex- 

erlment, the different colours and re- 
ideale of light, filtered,as it were,thro’ 
fuch an immenfe quantity of. water, 
were worthy objects of .a learned curio- 
fity, and afforded great afhiftance to. Sir 
Baac Newton in his Optics. 

His genius led him to adopt very bold 
fyftems. ‘That globe of loadftone,or leffer 
earth, which he conceived to be placed 
in the hollow center of the greater, in 
order to account for magnetic variations, 
ferved him alio to account for the 4uro- 
ra Borealis; for he fuppoled that the 
ipace between the concave furface of 
the one, and the convex furface of the 
other, was filled with a fubtle luminous 
vapour, which fometimes iffuing at the 
poles of the terreftrial globe, produced 
all the appearances of this phenomenon. 

The explanation of the phyfical 
caufe of the univerfal deluge by the 
approach of a comet, which involved 
the earth in its watry atmofphere, fo 
‘well apply’d by Mr Whiffen in his new 
Theory of the Earth, belongs original- 
ly to Mr Halley, as appears by fome pie- 
ces on this fubject, fent by him to the 
Royal Society in 1694, and which were 
publifhed by order of that body’ in 
1724. He admitted real and infinite 
fpace, the mutual attraction of all bo- 
dies, and confequently fuppofed the 
number of ftarsto be infinite; becaufe,if 
they were not balanced every where, 
and to infinitude by reciprocal attrac- 
<ions,they muit immediately unite round 
ene commoncenter. He propofes, in a- 
mother Memoir, a method of tracing 
the world’s age backwards to the crea- 
tion, by» the-repeated obfervations of 
dmany years on the faltnefs of the fea, 
which, according to him, is perpetually 
imcreafing by the acquifition of new 
falts, which the rivers extract from the 


eaath, and inceffantly convey to the fea. 


In a word Mr Haley was not afraid to 
ppofe popular opinions, and without 
the leaft {cruple conceived and propofed 
hypothefes, and formed | conjectures 
from. his own obfervations, and particu 
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lar apprehenfion. To this boldnefs, fré4 
quently fortunate, becaulealways diretted 
by knowledge, we are indebted for the 
admirable 7 beory of the variations of thé 
compa/s, and the greater part of the other 
difcoveries, which have fo much con- 
tributed to the advancement of learning, 
and the benefit of fociety. 

With an active and penetrating geni- 
us he had alfo a fertile and luxuriant 
fancy; or, to unite them in one word), 
he was a poet. While he was employed 
in preparing Sir J/aac Newton’ s Principia 
for the preis, he found it impoffible to 
be the inftfument of exhibiting fo ma-= 
ny objects of aftonifhment and admira- 
tion, and tofee them’conftantly paffing 
in review before him, without catching 
the fire of fublime enthufiafm, which 
broke out in soLatin verfes, ina defcrip- 
tion of the wonders which he faw. Ty- 
cho Brahe was infpired with a like poe» 
tical impulfe at the fight of the inftru- 
ment, with which Copernicus made his 
obfervations, and changed the face of 
the heavens. Tycho’s verfes. were en-* 
graven orrthe initrument which infpired 
them; thofe of Mr Hailey, prefixed. to 
that immortal work which was their 
fubjeét, being themfelves worthy to 
{hare its immortality. 

He poffeffed all-the qualifications ne- 
ceflary to pleafe princes, who were defi- 
rous of inftruction, great extent ’ of 
knowledge, and conitant prefence of 
mind ; his anfwers were ready, and at.’ 
the fame time pertinent, . judicious, po- 
lite and fincere. » WhenPeter the Gieat 
came into Exg/and, he fent for Mr Ha/- 
fey, and found. him equal. to: the great 
character he had ‘heard of shim. He afk- 
ed him many queftions concerning. the: 
feet which he intended. to. build, the 
{ciences and arts which he with’d to in« 
troduce into his dominions, and a thow- 
fand other fubjeéts which his unbounded; 
curiofity fuggefted.. He was fo well fa-' 
tished with Mr Hadley’s anfwers, and fo 
pleafed with his converfation,that he ad- 
mitted him familiarly to his.table, and 
ranked him among the number of his 
friends; a term which-we may venture 
to ufe with refpeét to'a prince of his 
charagter, a prince truly great in diftin« 
guifhing no man but by his merit.

Inthe -firft 
place he loved them; naturally of an ar» 
dent and glowing temper,he appeared a- 
nimated in their prefence with a generous 
warmth, which the pleafiire alone of 
{ceing them feemed to infpire; he was

open and pun€tual in his dealings, can- 
did in his judgment, uniform and 


blamelefs in his manners, {weet and af-’ 


fable, always ready to communicate, 
and difinterefted. He opened. the way 
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taken from Viete al) that was valuable 
in whatever they had publifhed on that 
fubject. } 

_'» To- conclude, thefe uncommon and 
valuable qualifications were tempered in 


to wealth, by all that. he had effected 4 Mr Halley:with a vein of gaiety and 


for the improvement of navigation: T’o 
the glory of which he has added that of 
having done nothing to enrich himfelf; 
he lived and died in that mediocrity fo 
extoll’d by philofophers, the free choice 
of which implies a great degree both of 
virtue and wifdom. ' 
When King Wiliam the IlId made 
the great alterations in the Briti/b mo- 
ney In 1696, and ordered five mints to 
be erected, befides that in the ‘Tower 


~of London, Mr Halley was appointed 


comptroller of that at Che/fer, either to 
do him honour, or becaufe he was judg- 
ed to be eminently fit to difcharge that 
truft. “And this 1s the only employ- 
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ment of the kind which he ever had or | 


defired to have, and he kept this no Jon- 
ger than the two years in whichthe mo- 
ney was re-coined. 

He was generous, and his generofity 
exerted itfelf even at the expence of’ a 
vanity, from which the learned are no 
more exempted than other men, and 
which perhaps they more’ frequently 
betray. I am furnifhed with’ an in- 
ftance of this, by a letter which’ acci- 
dentally came into my hands about fix 
years ago, written by him to an author 
whom he knew only by reputation. Mr 
Halfey in this letter, with equal fagacity 


. and politenefs, points out anerror.in a 


very critical calculation which> that au- 
thor’had fallen into, in treating on the 
turning point of a queftion in aftrono- 
my and phyfics.” It muft not, however, 
be conceal’d, that Mr Ha//ey never pub- 


lifhed that Jetter, although it would p ftern. 


certainly have done him honour; but 
we mult not ¢es particularly reveal a fe- 
cret, from concealing of ,which he de- 
rives {till more. The reputation of others 
gave him no uneafine(s, a rettlefs jealou- 
fy and anxious emulation were’ftrangers 
to his breaft; he was equally ignorant of 


good humour, which neither his ab- 
{tracted {peculations, the infirmities of 
old age, nor the palfy itfelf, which {ei- 
zed him fome years before his death, 
could impair ; and this happy difpofiti- 
on, the gift of nature, was the more 
perfect, as it was ftill, attendant upon 
that peace of mind, which is the nobler 
endowment of virtue. 

He had iffue one fon and two daugh- 
ters; the fon died long ‘before him, the 
daughters are, yet living, one unmar- 
ried, the.other married to her fecond 
hufband, and both much efteemed,

rage did not cool here, he could not 
with patience fee the French admiral, 
andthe /ntrepide a_74 gun fhip getting 
away, and none of our fhips after them, 
nor could he think of preferring his own 
fecurity, to the glory and intereft of his 
country, but ardently with’d to go after 
them,, and propofed it to capt. Seumerex 
in the Nottingham, and capt. Rodney in 
the Eagle, who were within hale of us, 
but capt. Savmerez being unfortunately 
kill’d by the firft fire of the enemy, the 
Nottingham haul’d their wind@and did 
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no more fervice, and the Eag/z came not 
nigh enough to do any ; fo that the Yar- 
mouth had to deal with both of the ene- 
my’s fhips for foe time, ‘till at length 
rhey got out of the reach of our guns. 
XJ think fo much bravery and noble 
fpirit ought not to lie in oblivion. 
fhall only obferve, from the:two late bat- 
tles which we have had with the French, 
that fighting them clofe we fhall con- 
Rantly get the better of them; which 
is confirm’d in the: behaviour ofthe 
Neptune’s men, who all quitted the up- 
per deck and run below, when the Yar- 
youth came near her, and thatat a di- 
ftance by the fuperior {kill of their gun- 
ners, and the length of their guns, they 
will always get fromus,° Yours, (Fe, 
The Neptune had every maft and bowiprit 
entirely carried away, and both fides filled with 
cannon fhot.

the fignal to chafe. Being both but indifferent 
failors, tho” they gained upon thechace, would 
probably have loft her in the night, if it had 
not been for Capt. Covolly, who being in a {mall 
veffel in the ordnance fervice, and a prime 
failor, kept her in fight all night, and by fi- 
ring guns, and fhewing falfe fires, directed us 
how to purfue. Next morning we got ‘fight 
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and clapp’d. ‘about. again, and ftood--within 
piftol fhot, and again difcharg*d. his ftarboard 
broadfide into him, with a yolley:of {mall arms 
as we pafs’d ; all which the enemy {martly re- 
turn’d, and ftood on; and during the whole 
action, feemed to ‘be upon the defenfive, and 
to want rather to get away than fight.

HEIR High Mightineffes have 

not hitherto aniwered the firft me- 
morial, and its annexed declaration, be- 
caufe a piece, whofe chief and only 
tendency is, to lay before them fo un- 
friendly a denunciation as, That bis 
Majefly. the King of France would no 
longer * manage [roped the territory of 
the Republick, and tbat their High Migh- 
timeffes were to expect hoftilities from his 
majefty upon their territory, when ana. 
wherefeever circumftances foould render 
them necefary, or the fecurity of bis ma- 
jefty s Conguefis againft the Defigns of his 
enemies, who might attempt to difturb bim 
in them, foould require, did not feem to 
want any other anfwer, but the actual 
exertionof thofe means which the laws 
of God and nature prefcribe ; And 
pecaule their High Mightinefles do not 
fee what good could be expected from 
any other anfwer, feeing his majefty 
had thought fit to put the projected ho- 
ftilities, with which he threatned the 
republick, actually in execution, that 
very day on which the {aid firft memo- 
rial and its annexed declaration were 
delivered to their High Mightineffes ; 
and thus warned them, if a proverbial 
expreflion may be ufed, with a word 
and a blow. 

But what has fince happened, differ- 
ing widely from the tenour of the faid 
declaration, has more fully difcovered 
his majefty’s true defign ; and fhews 
plainly, that amidft fo many protetta-

republick, and under colour of defiring 


‘ to promote a general peace, his maje- 


fty’s fole and real intention is, to make 
himfelf abfolute matter of this ftate, to 
crafh it with the weight of his arms, 
and to reduce it to his obedience.

A jefty, and at the fame ume to the whole 
impartial world, the lawful reafons 
that move them to it, the injuftice of 
the proceedings which force them there- 
to, and the candour and_ fincerity 
which have been at all times, aud 
upon all occafions, the rule of their 

B conduct. 

All the world knows that their High 
Mightinefles, confining their defires to 
the prefervation of the republick, and 
of her lawful poffeffions, without any 
ambition of enlarging them at the ex- 

ence of their neighbours, have ever 
placed their fafety in defenfive alliances 

C with thofe powers who are the fitteit to 
proteé them, and whofe interefts coin- 
cide the moft with theirs. 

In this view, their High Mightinef- 
fes have had, many years before the 
prefent troubles were railed, defenfive 
alliances with the houle of Avfria, and 
with the kingdom of Great Britain, in 
whofe fafety and_ prefervation they 
were, even abitractedly from thefe al- 
liances, as nearly and eflentially con- 
cerned, as in their own 3. and, by thefe 
alliances, they were obliged to furnifh 
not only a limited fuccour, but alfo 
their whole force, in cafe of neceflity s 

F.and even to declare war with the ag- 

grefior. 

When, after the death of the late 
emperor Charles the VIth, his moit 
Chriftian majefty, under colour of fup- 
porting the pretenfions of the houfe of 
Bavaria, tho’ at the fame time under as 
{trong obligations as their High Mighti- 
nefles to maintain the pragmatick fancti- 
on, was pleafed to form, and execute 
by an open and effective attack, the de= 
fign of annihilating the houfe of Ag- 
frria, or at leaft of reducing it fo low, 
as never to be of any farther weight id 
the affairs of Ewrope, nor able to main- 
G tain, with any vigour, the pdfleflions 

that fhould be left to it; her preient 

imperial mzjety, queen of -Huygary and 

Bobemia, called upon their High Migh- 

tinefies, in the moft earneft and ferious 

manner, to fulfil the engagements they 
had contracted by the above-mentioned 
defenfive alliances. 

H Athing fo juft and equitable in itlelf, 
and fo allowable and void of reproach 
among civilized nations, as the fulfilling 
of engagements equally agreeable to the 
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good faith, upon which they were con- 
tracted, and to the interefts of the re- 
public, was neverthelefs found to be fo 
difagreeable to his moft chriftian maje- 
ity, that when the republick was ob- 


ferved to have any difpofitions thereto, A 


all imaginable engines were put in mo- 
tion, as well within the republick as 
without, in order to hinder Fie accom- 

lifhment of them, and, on the contrary, 
4, keep the republick nor only in a total 
inaction, but even to engage herina 
neutrality, and thus to feparate her en- 
tirely from her allies. 

To this end it was, that not only.all 
forts of under-hand infinuations, and 
other methods were made ufe of ; but 
alfo, that in the year 1741, when his 
majeity began toattack the houfe of Au- 
firia with open force, he fent a formi- 


dable army. to the very frontiers of the C 


republic, which for a long time kept her 
almoit furrounded and block’d up, in 
order. to intimidate their High Mighti- 
nefles, and to put it out of their power 
to ftir. 

It was in no other view, but to hin- 
der or divert their High Mightineftes 
from fulfilling their engagements, that 
his majelty made to one of the repub- 
lick’s minifters, in 1742, fome overture 
of his ideas about a peace ; for 
thefe ideas were fo full of. difficulties, 
that it was judged they could neither be 
made ufe of, nor any good ‘be expected 


from. them. Befides, his majefty’s.mi- E 


nifters cannot but have known, that their 
High Mightinefles never received, ei- 
ther Hired or formally, any overture 
about thefe ideas; in as much as it had 
been agreed, that, if no ufe could be 
made of the faid overtures, they fhould 
be buried in oblivion, as if they had 
never been made at all: 
his majefty’s faid minifters have fince 
{poken of them feveral times, publick- 
ly, and with the greateft affectation, as 
a canal whereby his majefty’s pacifick 
difpofitions had been made manifeft to 
their High Mightineffes. 

In this fame view of witholding 
their High Mightineffes from the exe- 
Cution of their folemn engagements, 
did his moft chriftian majetty,in the {aid 
year 1742, offer to give up the town of 
Dunkirk to be garrifoned. by their High 
Mightineffes troops; with refpeét to 


And yet F 
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being well affured, that if their High 
Mightineffes liftened to fuch an offer, 
they would have expoled themfelves to 
be lead imperceptibly into that inaction, 
wherein it had been the chief endeavour 
to keep. them. 

All this-however could not influence 
their High Mightineffes. conftancy and 
good faith in fulfilling their engage- 
ments, which they have ever confidered 
as facred ; and they at laft determined 
in 1743, to furnifh, for the firft time, a 
fuccour of troops to her imperial maje- 
{ty the Queen of Hungary and Bohemia ; 
and at atime, when the houfe of 4y- 


Jtria, which had been reduced by his 


moft chriftian majeity’s violent and ho- 
itile attacks tothe very. brink of ruin, 


‘was miraculoufly delivered by the vifi- 


ble hand of providence, and juft begin- 
ning to take breath again —-—This 
gave fuch offence to his moft chriftian 
majelty, that, in the following year 
1744, their High Mightineffes had the 
mortification to fee the Auffrian Nether- 
lands, which according to treaties were 
to ferve fer their barrier, and the for- 
trefles, of thofe countries, which were 
allotted them for that purpofe, and’ gar- 
rifoned with their own troo s, attacked 
in the fame hoftile manner by the arms 
of his moft chriftian majelty ; notwith- 
ftanding that this very barrier was com-= 
prehended in the rights and pofleffions, 
which he had guarantied to them bya 
folemn treaty in 1717: Infomuch, that 
from thenceforth open violence took the 
place of all the other ways and methods 
which had till then. been made ufe of 
towards the republick, 

Their High Mightineffes did not fail 
to make the moft rious remonttrances 
again{t this treatment, and to declare, 
that they confidered the Au/frian Nether- 
lands as a part of their own frontier, as 
they in reality aré; and that thus, by-at= 
tacking them, the republic herfelf was 
attacked in her barrier. Moreover, they 
fent exprefly an extraordinary deputati- 
on to his majefty, as well with a view

before matters fheuld come to greater 
extremities, and to beg that his majeity 
would make to them fome confidential 
overtures of the. conditions which. he 
might think proper towards attaining it:

Whilt all this was doing, his moft 


ferences at Bredz, it foon appeared 
there, that his majefty had no {erious 
intention that way; for at that very 
fame time, and even before the confe- 
rences were begun, endeavours had 
been ufed on his part at the court of Por- 
fugai, without the privity either of his 
Britannick majelty, or of their High 
Mightineffes, towards the opening of 
another congrefs under the mediation of 
his Portugucfe majelty ; with _ this 
pretext, Ae their High Mightinef- 
jes were not neutral, but ought 
to be confidered as a_belligerant 
power. And when a difference arofe 
about admitting to the conferences the 
minifters of the courts of Vienna and 
Turin, whofe interefts were chiefly to 
be difcufled there, their admiffion was 
contefted on the part of his majefty 5 
although his own ally, the king of 
Spain, afterwards found it fo reafonable, 


that he moft earneftly infifted upon it, as” 


well for thofe courts, as| for himfelf ; 
and, foon after that this difficulty was 
ati re- 
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Semoved, his majefty was pleafed ab- 
uptly to break off the conferences. 
This being the true flate of things to 
the very moment of the republick’s be- 
ing holtilely attacked in her own terri- 


tory, their High Michtinefles could not 
y> : 2 


tong 


but be attonifhed to fee, that they could » 


think proper to affert, with fo much af- 
fectation, in the declaration abovemen- 
tioned, his majefty’s particular regard 
for their High Mightineffes, his mode- 
ration towards them, the fincere defire 
he has always exprefled of a reconcilia- 
ation, in {0 far, that his maje/ty could not 
polffibly give them ftronger proofs than he 
aid, of his affection and confidence, nor 
£0 greater lengths in his* managements for 
them ; whilft with all this it is certain, 
that whoever will compare the {aid alle- 
gations with what has pafs’d, and judge 
impartially of both, mutt be ftrack with 
furprize, and conclude, on the contrary, 
that no free and independent {tate can 
be worle treated, than their High 
Mightineffes have been by his moft 
chriftian majefty ; and that without any 
other reafon whatfoever, but becaufe 
they would not renounce their engage- 
ments, becanfe they would not feparate 
from their allies, and in a word, be- 
caufe they would not fubmit themfelves 
to his will and defires, to their own pre- 
judice. 

But,as if all this had not been enough, 
the hoftile invafion has been continued a- 
gainft the republick’s own immediate 
territory and ancient poffeffions, which, 
as well as their barrier, were guarantied 
to their High Michtineffes on the part 
of his moft chriftian majefty by the trea- 
ty of 17173 which, for this reafon, can- 
not be confidered inany other light, but 
as a breach of alliance, the {aid treaty 
being fill in force, fince their High 
Mightineffes are not at a declared war 
with his Majefty. 

In order to give a colour to this inva- 
fion, they have in the faid declaration 
alledged two principal reafons ; but rea- 
fons, which can as little ftand the tet 
ef juftice, as they are irreconcileable 
with the thing itfelf, and with the hof- 
tilities that have en{ued. 

As to the firft, namely, That the rea- 
jon of war, and the Jecurity of the King’s 
conquests againft the defigns of his enemies, 
rendered this invafion néceffary -+—W hat 
does it mean; but this, that it is lawful 
to invade and poflefs one’s felf of a 
neighbour’s country, whenever it is a- 
greeable to one’s interett fo to do; and, 
that in order to cover one’s own pofief-

fions, he may lawfully make himfelf 
matter of thofe of his neighbour ?— 
A_maxim hitherto unknown in the law 
of nations, and in all countries in the 
world ; and which, if it were to take 
place, would put an end to all publick 
fafety. Ambition knows no bounds :-—~ 
No fooner fhall an invader have got 
footing in his neighbour’s country, but 
he may, with the fame right, or rather 
with equal injuftice, attack his next 
neighbour.—Thefe are the true fteps to 
a univerfal monarchy ; and this a leffon 
for all the powers of the earth, who 
are effentially concerned in oppofing 
fo pernicious an enterprife, founded 
upon {fo pernicious a maxim. Befides, 
if this reafon could ever have any force, 
in order to make it applicable to the 
prefent cafe, that neceffity of covering 
the king’s conquefts againft the defigns 


¢ of his enemies, ought aétually to have 


exifted ; and yet Dutch Flanders was at- 
tacked and reduced by his majeity’s 
arms, when there was not a jingle man 
of his enemies in that country ; and 
confequently, without any imaginable 
neceflity of attacking it. 

The fecond reafon is, That their High 


D Mightineffes allowed bis Majefty’s Ene- 


mes, a vetreat upon their territory, 
and that they furnifbed them’ with 
abundant Succours of all Kinds——It is 
certain, that, when their Hig Migh- 
tinefles furnifhed fuccours to their al: 
ies, by virtue of defenfive alliances 


y Which fubfifted long before that thofe 


allies were his majelty’s enemies, they 
did nothing but what is authorifed by 
the Jaw of nations, and what juitice it- 
felf required of them; neither does 
fuch their condué furnith a lawfal 
reafon for attacking them in a hoftile 
manner upon that account.—It is no lefs 


F certain, that, when their High Migh- 


tineffes doubled this fuccour, upon the 
occafion of their own barrier’s being 
attacked, this meafure was the more in- 
conteftably awful, as it was ta- 
ken, merely in. the defence of their 
own rights and poffeffions; and fo 
much the lefs can it be alledged as a 


G reaton for treating the republick like an 


enemy. And laftly, though ‘their 
High Mightinefles, after that their bar- 
rier was utterly loft, received the troops 
of their allies into their territory, part- 
ly for their own defence, and partly 
with a view to recover with united 


, force, what had been taken from the 


allies in common; even this could net 
furnifh a lawful reafon for comunitting 
hoitilities againft the republick herlelf; 
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unlefs people will fuppofe, that their 
High Mightineffes are not allowed to 
make ufe of the forces of their allies 
to cover the republick’s dominions and 
territory againit an invafion ; or that it 
was not lawful for them to put them- 
felves in a condition, and take arrange- 
ments with their allies, in order to re- 
cover what had been taken from them ; 
but that they ought to have difmiffed 
their allies troops, and left themfelves 
to the difcretion of thofe, who had al- 
ready deprived them of their barrier; 
which is a meer abfurdity. Moreover, 
what has been faid above, may be ap- 
plied here, namely, that the invafion 
was made in a place, where not one 
of his majefty’s enemies had retreated : 
all which the more ftrongly{evinces«the 
groundlefinefs of the reafon abovemen- 
tioned. 

As tothe reft, the ftate of the cafe 
cannot be altered by what is inferted in 
the declaration ; namely,* That his mo/t 
chriftian majefiy bas given expres orders 
to the commanders of his army, to take 
care that the French troops, which ball 
enter the territory of the United Provinces, 
obferve the moj? rigorous difcipline; that 
bis majesty was far from aepring to difturb 
the religion, the government, or the com- 
merce of the Republick, but would, on the 


contrary, grant ber fubjects all manner of 


protection ; and that his majefty would 
confider the towns, which he fbould take, 
only as a pledge, whico he promifed to 
rejtore. ‘The point in gueltion here, 
is, the hoftile invafion, which his ma- 
jefty has undertaken again{t the terrt- 
tory of the republick, and the violent 
reduction, (which is ftill continuing) of 
fo many of the republick’s places ; with 
refpect to which, they may do what- 
ever they pleafe when once they are in 
poffefiion of them; for neither their 
High Mightineffes, nor their fubjects, 
can by any means truft to the fair pro- 
mifes,, with which thefe. hoftilities are 
accompanied, and which have no o- 
ther tendency,.but to palliate, if pofh- 
ble, the injuitice of the proceeding. 
The republick’s fubjeéts want no other 
protection but that of their lawful fo- 
vereign ; and their High Mightinefles 
themielves can place no confidence in 
thofe who feize their po/efions, and pro- 
teft at the fame time, that it is not these 
poffeffrons, but their confidence, which they 
are defirous of acquiring. Befides, their 
High Mightinefies fubjeéts have already 
experienced, to their {orrow, how little 
fuch promiles are to be depended upon, 
See p. 178 E, 
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by the numberlefs oppreffions arid ex- 
actions which they fuffer from his ma~ 
jefty’s troops ;——~And_ the promife of 
reftitution of the towns and countries 
that have been invaded, is as little to be 
relyed on as the reft; fince, according 
to his majefty’s own declaration, it is 
reftrained to this exprefs period and con- 
dition, that the faid reftitution fhall on- 
ly be made, as foon as the United Pro- 
vinces foall have given clear proofs of their 
no longer furnifbing fuccours of all kinds 
to the enemies of his majefty’s crown ; and 
confequently, this reftitution is not to 
be expected, unlefs their High Mighti- 
nefles renounce the engagements which 
they have contracted with their allies; 
which would be injuftice itfelf, and is 
the very thing to which it has been their 
principal ftudy to bring the republick 
from the beginning. Infomuch that 
they end in the very fame manner as 
they began ; only with this difference, 
that in cafe their High Mightinefles do 
not fubmit themfelves in this to his ma- 
jefty’s will, it isnow refolved to fubdue 
the republick. 

Their High Mightineffes had thus far 
prepared their anfwer to M. De /a Ville’s

tion, when they very unexpectedly re- 
ceived that minifter’s fecond memorial, 
with a farther declaration of his moft 
chriitian majefty. But they have found 
nothing in it, that requires any new 
anfwer ; this fecond declaration being 
entirely of a piece with the firft, and 
tending only, on the one hand, to in- 
culcate afrefh his majefty’s inclination to 
a general pacification, whilft, on the a- 
ther, it again lays before their High 
Mightinefies, a Denunciation no leis 
difagreeable than the firlt, wiz. That 


they defign to go on with the committing of 


hoftilities and violences againft the repua- 
lick’s territory; upon the fame foot as 
before. (Seep. 451.) 

Their High Mightineffes defire no- 
thing more ardently, than to receive 
proofs of the fincerity of his majetty’s 
intentions in favour of a general peace, 
and to be convinced by effects, that his 
majefty is, in. good eatneft, more affett- 
ed with the publick calamities, under 
which fo many nations groan, than in- 
tent upon his own aggrandifement. 
——Their High Mightinefles are per- 
fuaded, that their allies have thefe fame 
fentiments ; and that they are very far 
from being inflexible on this head, as y¢ 
is advanced in the laft declaration. But 
it 1s not enough to make proteitations in 
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general terms. Nothing but actions 
and efects, conducted by a jaft mode- 
ration, can enable to form a judgment 
of inward fincerity ; and of thefe their 
High Mightinefles and their allies have 
hitherto had but little experience. Nei- 
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blifhment of the publick tranquillity, 
and of a general peace, as what they 
have at all times fincerely wifhed for 
upon juft and reafonable conditions. 
And it is farther refolved, that a copy 
of this anfwer fhall be fent to all the 


ther is fo falutary an end to be attained A minifters of the republick at foreign 


by prefcribing the ingredients of a ge- 
neral pacification according to private 
defires and caprice ; much lefs by me- 
thods of violence ; efpecially when they 
are employed againft an innocent repub- 
tick, who from the beginning of the 
troubles to this day, has defired nothing 
but a juft and reafonable peace, and who 
has not given fo much as the fhadow of 
a lawful reafon for being treated in fuch 
a manner. Violence can naturally 
produce nothing but violence; and en- 
mity muft certainly raife enmity; fo 
that as long as their High Mightineffles 
are treated as they have been hitherto, 
shey mutt of neceflity follow thele 
rules. 

In fuch a junéture then, their High 
Mightineffles, forced by neceflity on the 
one fide, and on the other, by the in- 
difpenfable duty of employing thofe 
means which God and nature have put 
jnto their hands, in the defence of their 
fabjeéts, and for the prefervation of 
‘ their liberty and religion, and every 
thing elfe that is dear to them; and 
putting their truft in the juftice of their 
caufe, and in the fuccour and afliftance 
of almighty God, who has fo often mi- 
yaculoufly delivered them out of the 
hands of their enemies, are firmly re- 
folved to venture their fortunes, their 
lives, and every thing without excep- 
tion, to the very laft extremity, in their 
lawtul defence ; and to make ufe of the 
right which his majefty’s own conduét 
sives them, of acting by way of repri- 
fa}, as he atts towards them, and con- 
fequently of cutting off, diflipating, 
and obftruéting, where-ever it thall be 
in their power, all the * refourees which 
may furnifh his majefty the means of 
continuing his imvafion of the repub- 
lick, with fuperior forces.—As to the

A? our firft quarrel was with Spain

refolutions of the years 1738 and 1739 
fhould here be particularly attended to, 
as alfo the evidence by which they were 
fupported. If any.thing be omitted on 
this head, we lofe fo much of the grand 
object that has drawn us into an expence 
of fo many additional millions. 
Our quarrel with France is two-fold ; 
. firft, as guarantees of the pragmatic 
fanétion, and allies of the Dutch; {e- 
condly, as a naval power, affronted in 
‘our flag by the imielent 
the Spanifb fleet by. that of France. In 
the difcuffion of the firft, our interett, 
which is but fmall and remote, muft be 
taken in conjunction with that of our 
allies: But in the latter queftion we are 
fole, and: ought not to fink a tittle of cur 
own inters/~ to fupport that of any ally 
whatfoever. We have never been af- 
fitted ; we have afliltted every other 
power ; who then fhall interfere with 
what we have aright to claim by our 
fuperiority ? To deltroy the naval pow- 
er of France fhould be our darling pro- 
ject: We promife fair towards the do- 
ing of it, and peace fhould not be made 
till it is done, or till the enemy will con- 
fent to acertain limitation both for their 
trade and royal navy.

| mufing-us with ga/conades of the ftrength 
1of H—/?,.and his own military fkill, 
) connived at the approach of the enemy,

and their feizing an advantageous * 
pott, fo as to give him acolour for bes 
traying the town, with a great number 
of Britifd troops then in fight of it, 
who, after a painful march to his afift- 
ance, received | no other notice of the 
enemy’s fuccels than*by a furious firing 
made upon them frony the ‘ramparts. 
The havoc, made on this furprize, a- 
mong our deceived countrymen, thus 
led into the flaughter, is not fo publick- 
hy known among us as it could be with- 
ed ; nor yet the danger, which the gal- 
lant ever-active leader of our armies 
providentially efcaped at the fame time, 
after having travelled night and day, to 
make the, proper difpofitions in aid of the 
perfidious Bataviaz; on whom every 
man of honour, in every country, 
cries aloud for juftice ; and yet the 
t—t—r lives. 

There is an analogous femblance be- 
tween the conduct of this man, and 
that of a late naval officer ; one facrifi- 
ced a fleet, and the other ftrong towns! 
and both very tranquilly juftify them 
felves. under infinuations of private or- 
ders. 

_Had the governor of H——/? imme- 
diately received: the reward of his de- 
merits, Bergen had. never been taken. 
The Zxrks knew no other way of put- 
ting a ftop to treachery, than to reward 
and punifh according to fuccefs ; It 
was theirrule to ftrangle a chief under 
whom any enterprize mifcarried, with- 
out any regard to cafualties, or even im- 
poffibilities. ‘To this maxim they ow- 
ed all their great conquelts ; for as their 
generals fought with the bowftring a- 
bout their necks, they fought defperate- 
Jy ! chufing, rather than fuffer by that 
with mfamy after the battle, to fall in 
it with honour, and according to their 


* notion into the embraces of Makomeg 
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and the joys of paradife. 

Every circumitance that occurr’d in 
the Jaft nine days of the fiege of Ber- 
éf#, point out to every thinking perfo 
That dhe French had chal ettaets ie 
tered the Aeart of the governor, than 
the fortifications of the place; fo that 
having gained the capital eminence, 
which overlooked the town, it was no 
great difficulty to find a way into it—— 
while the good governor was fleeping. 
——What I lament equal to the lofs of 
the town, is the facrifice of our brave 
northern countrymen, who, overpower'd 
reatly fell! dealing de- 
ftruction round, and breathing their 
laft upon heaps of the flaughter’d foe ; 
while the national troops, whofe bufi- 
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nefs it more immediately was, had, after 
the examples of Fontenoy and Lafeldt, 
timely taken care of themfelves, and 
were run away from the defence of 
their own country, their eftates, and 
families, even while defence was not 
impracticable ; (O fhame!) and among 
the firft the good governor himielf! who 
never looked behind ‘till he had got 
fafe to Oudenbofch, nor reflected ’till he 
fiad dined ; and then vouchfafed, 
in virtue of his w/efu/ feniority, to put 
himfelf at the head of the troops there, 
perhaps to compleat the iniquitous bar- 
gain by delivering up them alio ! 

That the Durch traders have frequent- 
ly fold arms to fight againft themlelves, 
is notorious : But no man of honour, 
who had ferved fo long in war, would 
have accepted of acommand to act un- 
der private orders which he knew were 
derogatory of his country’s good. 

After all, as the fault lies altogether 
among the great and wealthy in the 
Dutch commonwealth, the bulk: of the 
people are exceedingly to be pitied, but 
fenfible of the approaching ruin, have 
boldly beftirr’d themfelves, tho’ late, to 
wreft the power out of their corrupt 
hands, in the fudden election of a 
fadtholder: A motion wholly their own 


“without the participation or afliitance of 


any power whatever ! and they no foon- 
er found that their /fadtholder, as he 
ftood, was very unlikely to an{wer their 
purpofe, than they refolved to invelt 
him with power as well as dignity ; 
even to make that high office hereditary, 
foas they may never return again under 
an iniquitous felf-interefted adminiftra- 
tion compofed out of a French faction. 

wever, it is tobe hoped, that cane 
may betaken, in the approaching con- 
grefs fo to fettle the durrier, that we 
may have no further occafion of lavifh- 
ing our blood and treafure again for the 
defence of others ; tho’ it is likewile, 
in a fecondary manner, for our own de- 
fence; for, if we fuffer the Frezch to 
enlarge their dominions in the Nether- 
ands, we fhall be hardly able to defend 
our fea-coatts.againft them; at leaft they 
will become greatly formidable to our 
trade and navigation ; and yet we have 
reafon to dread the confequence ofa 
congrefs ; fince we are not like to find 
one fingle friend among all the minifters 
that may compofle it: for our very allies 
will be interefted againft us, and will 
oppofe ftrengthening the 
defended them: Strange paradox 
and yet true.

His MAJESTY’s moft gracious Speech 
to both Houfes of Parhament, Nov. 
2, 1747+ 
My Lords and Gentlemen, 


4 S one of my principal views, in calling 
/~\ this parliament, was, that I might re- 
ceive the moft clear and certain information of 
the fenfe of my people, on the prefent pofture 
of affairs ; I was defirous to meet you as early 
as your ewn convenience, as well as that of 
the publick, would admit. 

By the advice of my parliarnent,I entered in— 
to the war againft Spain, in order to vindicate 
and fecure the trade and commerce of my fub- 
jects. By their advice alfo, and in conformity 
to my engagements, I undertook the fupport 
of the emprefs Queen of Hungary, and of the 
juft rights of the houfe of Auftria. In refent- 
ment of this conduét, fo neceffary for the in- 
terefts of my own kingdonss and of the ancient 
allies of my crown, France not: only declared 
war againft me, but fomented and fupported at 
unnatural rebellion within thie kingdom. In 
carrying on this juft and neceflary war, I have 
found the mot} chearful and vigorous fupport 
from my parliament: and though the fuccefs 
has not been anfwerable to our withes, and juft 
expectations, inthe Low Cowntries 5 yet it 
mutt be allowed, to the honour of this nation, 
that no part of the misfortunes can be imputed 
to us, 


D. “The fignal fucceffes, which it has pleafed 


g-d to grant us at fea, have made the enemy 
feelthe weight’of our naval ftrength, to their 
great lofs, andthe real and folid advantage of 
this nation, This has appeared mof remarkably 
in the operations of. my fleet this Taft year 5 
which have tended xo /e/s to the honour of the 
Britith flag, than to the reduétion of the ma- 
ritime force and commerce of France. The go- 
vernment of the united ‘provinces has, once 
more, refumed that confiftency, which will 
give great {trength to the common caufe ; ce- 
ment more firmly the friendfhip between this 
kingdom and that republick ; and bea lafting 
fecurity to our infeparable Interefts. One 
gveat effect of this happy alteration in Holland 
has already appeared, in the vigorous * declara- 
toa lately made by the States General to the 
court of irance 3 and the orders given by them, 
for committing hoftilities every where againft 
the French king and his fubje€ts. 

Some overtures for a general pacification have 
lately been made to me, on the part of Fiance 5 
and though fome of the terms  propofed 
were fuch as could not be approved, yet asl 
have had no other aim, but to bring abouta 
{aie ahd honourable peace, I have fhewn the 
utmoft inclination to facilitate it, in con- 
junétion with my allies; and a congrefg 
is a€tually agreed to be held at Aix la Cha- 
pelle, whither the feveral minifters will foom 
repair. I hope all the powers concerned will 
bring with them the fame di'pofitions to efa 


' fetuate this great work, on juft and reafonable 
conditions, which I fincerely have,

Sree in opinion with me, that it is neceflary to 
be vigilant and attentive to every event ; and 
that there can be no reafon to expeét a good 
peace, but by being timely prepared to carry 
on a vigorous and effectual war.

Let us be in 
readinefs, in ¢afe the negociations fhould fail of 
the defired effet, to cohvince our enemies, 
how much they are miftaken, if they vainly 
imagine that Great Britain, and her allies, 
will fubmit to receive the law from ahy power 
whatfoever ; and demonftrate to the world, 
that we will decline no difficulty or hazard for 
the prefervation of the common liberty, and 
Our own independency, and effential interefts, 


Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

The neceffity of adequate fupplies appears 
from what has been already mentioned. The 
proper eftimates for the fervices of the enfuing 
year fhall be laid before you ; and I defite you 
to grant me fuch fupplies, as your own feciiri- 
ty and lafting welfare, and the prefent critical 
and important fituation of affairs, require. 
You may depend on their being applied only to 
the purpofes for which they thall be given ;

(7% failed together from the ifle of 

Aix, on Tuefday OF. 17, (6th) 
with an E. N.E. wind, which ceafing 
we were obliged to anchor in the road 
of Rochelle, from whence we: failed 
next Morn. with 252 merchant fhips. 
As all the motions of a large fleet are 
flow, we did not get out till 5 in the 
iv. M.cde.;Letenduere. directed his 
courle off Rochebone, to get into the Lat. 
of Belleifle. “The wind favouring. we 
were on the 21{t W. of that ifle 24,L. 
That day we faw two fhips, one large, 
which, after reconnoitring us at 2 L. 
Dit. fail’d towards the S, 

On the 2th (14th) we faw in the 
horizon 20 fail making {wiftly after us, 
and took them for fome of our own 
fleet ; it happening daily, that in fpite 
of all our vigilance, many fhips of our 
cOnvoy in the night lofé company to fail

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more at liberty. We examined thefe 
fhips, but they being juft in our track, 
ane prefenting only their heads, we 
could form no judgment of their force. 
We were not fure they were enemies, 
till one of them came along fide of us, 
and fired’ a gun under Ezgii/h colours. 
That inftant M. de Letenduere ordered 
the fignal for the trade to make the beft 
of their way, and that for the order of 
battle to the king’s fhips, who formed, 
betwixt the merchantmen and the ene- 
mies, in the following line, the firft 3 
making the van guard.

The cannonading laftedzhours before a- 
ny thing remarkable happened ; but 
then we faw the Fouguvexx without her 
foretopmaft, this fhip and the Neptune 
having been attack’d by 5, the Severz 
by 2, of which the Exg/i/b admiral was 
one; the Monarque by 2; the Yonant 
by 3. Thofe of the vanguard having 
yet only 4 upon 3, . de Letenduere 
had made the fignal for the faid van- 
guard to flacken fail. We beat down 
the foretopmatft of the fhip that attack’d 
us firft, [the Edinburgh| and the fore- 
topfail of one of thofe [the Eag/e] on 
the ftarboard fide was fallen upon her 
foremaft. °’Tis true by this time we 
were very ill treated ; our foremaft was 
down, and by its fall prevented fome of 
our guns from firing,which we remedied 
as {oon as poflible, by cutting away all 
that encumbered it. We had already 
2eo fhot in our mainfail, and mizen ; 
a our mafts and yards were fhot thro’ 
in feveral places, and we could no lon- 
ger work the fhip. : 

At 4o’clock we faw the Nepfune as 
{mooth as an open boat, nota mait ttand- 
ing, obliged to ttrike, and foon after 
the Monarque alfo, without main or 


i mizzen. ‘The Fougueux, and the Severn 


furrendered alfo at the fame time, “The 
lit- 


+ Half.an hour after eleven. 
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little fquadron that fired alternately up- 
on us in the Zowant, mone of which 
ftaid afide us above 15 minutes at a 
time, was augmented to the number of 
g- Lhe commandant at laft honour’d 
us with his company ; but his vifit was 
fhort: Hereceived two of our broad- 
fides, and then went to the fuccour of 
7 of his own fhips,which were engaged 
With our 3 of the vanguard. 

M. de Vaudreuil then tack’d about in 
the Jntrepide towards us, and pafled 
thro’ the midit of all thefe fhips, fring 
on both fides. The Trident and Terri- 
ble attempted to follow his example, by 
tacking allo: but they were fo difabled 
that it was impollible for them to exe- 
cute their defign. We faw, at funfet, 
the Yrident, having been engaged for 
fome time againft c, make up to the 
commandant, and, after giving hima 
broadfide, furrender. Then fix of the 
enemy fell upon the Terrié/e,, who at 
half after7continued to make a brifk fire, 
Night prevented our feeing what fol- 
lowed ; but her filence afterwards 
makes us judge, that fhe alfo was over- 
power’d. In the rit hour of the engage- 
ment, feeing ourfelves furrounded, M, de 
Letenduere made a Signal for the Caffor 
frigate to make off; the failed after the 
fleet, the rearmolt fhip of which was 
at clofe of day, 5 L. dift. and not pur- 
jued. As the Exgli/h have fuffered very 
much, and it would require a good 
while to put their own fhips and ours in 
a failing condition, the fleet will have 
or 4 days to getaway, the wind being 
all the time favourable ; and if, as we 
hope, they have the good luck to efcape, 
we thali be partly comforted for the lofs 
of our fhips of war, which devoted 
thenfelves to the facrifice for the fupport 
of commerce. A little more equality 
had put us out of danger of infult: But 
that we cannot think of having, till the 
king {hall pleafe to furnifh the Count d 
Maurepas with the means of re-eftablifh- 
ing the marine upon the footing we 
know he defires to have it, and till we 
are a little better perfuaded in France, 
of the neceflity of having a naval

‘To return to what concerns ourfelves

Letenduere’s defign being to refit at fea, 
100 L. W. off Ufpaut, a part: little fre- 
quented, we labour’d to get thither, ftill 
towed by the Jztrepide, who kept us 
company till the z2gth. During that 
time we repaired ourfhip in the beft man- 
ner we could, but the mafts and yards 
are unfit for fervice. 

‘This battle was fought 88 L, N. of 
Cape Fini/lerre,where the enemy certainly 
would have found us, if the z fhips we 
faw onthe 21ft had not informed them, 
for fuch large fleets,if once feen, are cer- 
tainly come up with. We fired [in the 
Tenant) 1842 cannon fhot, and 10,000 
charges of {mallarms. The diftance at 
which many of thefe fhips engaged us, 
in order to avoid being hurt, did not al- 
ways permit us to ufe our mufkets. We 
{tood 4000 of the enemy’s cannon fhot; 
but the fea,which was very rough, cau- 
fed a great part of them to mifs us, 
Notwithflanding, we received 800 in 
our mafts, fails and rigging ; 134 fhot 
of lower-tier guns were told in our 
fides, of which only one came thro’, 
It was owing to our having a fhip ex- 
tremely well timber’d and put together, 
that our lofs was fo {mall for fo long and 
fharp anengagement: It confifted of 
only 100 men killed and wounded, 
The cafks of provifions on the ‘econg 
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deck faved us abundance of people. We 
rather wifh than hope, that there is not 
more blood fpilt on board the other 
fhips, which were not {fo well difpofed 
for an engagement. M. de Letenducre 
has a bad contufion in the right fhoul- 
der, anotherin the leg. M. Dachafaut, 
our fecond captain, wounded {lightly in 
the face; Delatouche, major, {lightly in 
the head ; the Chevalier Da/foryd Au- 
bary, acontufion in the fhoulder blade ; 
de Valmenier, a cannon-fhot on the left 
arm, which took the bone, and laid it 
bare ; De Kermadec, in the fhoulder, 
de Vialis, both his wrifts fhattered ; du 
Verger de Karneloy, a muafket fhot in the 
body, which alfo broke his arm; De 
Reymondis, three fingers fhatter’d, anda 
contufion in the body.. M. a Barras 
is among the flain, who amount to 2g, 


and a third part of the wounded oro 


maimed will {carce recover. 

Sixteen different fhips engaged us al- 
ternately; the commandant, from whom 
we expected the worft treatment, ftaid 
by us the { leaft of any one. Five or fix 
Englifo captains diitinguifhed them- 
felves, chiefly he who commanded the 
headmoft fhip || of the vanguard. ‘The 
officers and men, in all our fhips fought 
with a courage and valour worthy of a 
more happy fuccefs, which alone is 
crown’d: But we have room to hope, 
that notwithftanding our difafter, which 
might have been greater, juftice will be 
rendered us on this Occalion.

Extract of a Letter from the Princefe 
Louila at fea, Of. 16, 1747. 


UR admiral and moft of our lar- 

gelt fhips being greatly to leeward, 
and aftern of us, except the Defiance, 
Monmouth, Lian, and Tilbury, he firft 
made a fignal to form a line a-head, but 
in lefs than a quarter of an hour, being 
about 11 o'clock, altered it to chace, and 
engage ; tho’ I am pretty certain we, 
with fome of the fhips abovementioned, 
could have weathered theenemy. Du- 
ring this interval, the Liov, bearing more 
away than us, began the fight, tho’ the 
Frenco fired firft; this was a quarter be- 
fore twelve. It.was our turn next, 
and we fairly run the gauntlet; for 
coming up with. the enemy’s fternmoft 
{hip of 74 guns, and within piftol fhot, 
gave her, and received, three broad- 
fides ; then ftood on for the enemy’s 
headmoft fhips, engaging as we pafled 
by them. As we got a-head, the wind 
thifted 3 or 4 points, which obliged us 
to tack, and make more fail, by hauling 
our main tack on board. At the fame 
time the French headmoft fhips clung 
their wind, which was a circumitance 
in our favour; for they had it in their 
power to come down upon us, being 
then partly alone ; however, in order 
to double their van, our fire ceafed a- 
bout an hour ; in which time we fhot fo 
fara head, that we tacked and gained 
the wind of theenemy. We then went 


~ down and engaged the YZerrid/e very 


clofe, till our adm. in the Devon/fbire, 
came up, at which time we were fi- 
tuated on her weather bow very near ; 
but as our adm. was very clofe to her on 
her lee quarter, we were afraid to make 
ufe of that advantage; half an hour 
after he engaged her, fhe itruck to him, 
and fo did fome others before, as he 
pailed by them; and indeed it was high 
time, for it was now near fix o’clock, 
and fo dark, we could not do much 
more. 

No fhips behaved better than the e- 
nemy’s, or fold their liberties dearer. 

The admiral after the Zerrzb/e ftruck, 
brought to. 

At about 8 o’clock we heard and fav 
the flafhes of guns on our Ice quarter, 
which appeared, the next morning, to 
be the Yarmouth, Eagle, and Notting- 
ham, engaging the Torant and Intrepiae, 
which, by the favour of the night, and 
the fhattered condition our three fhips 
were in, capt. Saumaries in the Notting- 
bam being killed, got off. a 
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The frigate, after giving us a broad- 
beginning of the fight, fol- 
lowed the convoy ; we could have ta- 
ken her in half an hour, but our captain

had glory too much at heart to follow A 4 Lif of the Killed and Wounded. 


her; and indeed, to do him fultice, 
tho’ I am but a late acquaintance, no 
rnortal could be more cool and intrepid, 
than he was during the whole affair. 

At break of day, we found fix of the 
line in our pofieflon; the fight was 
pleafing, tho’ horrid; for never were 


fhips in fuch a condition ; our own were B 


all very bad, but the enemy’s were ab- 
folutely wrecks, three of them: not hav- 
jing any thing ftanding, even fo big as 
my cane; the others little better: one 
of them is faid to have loft 200 men, 
and I believe it; for we, having the 
Severz in towe, which is their {malleft 
fhip, find they have loft upwards of 60, 
beiides 70 wounded. 

You will be able, Sir, to eftimate our 
lofs in general, by my particularizing 
the prefent circumftances of our own 
fhip. We have 12 men killed, and a- 
bout 7 we expect to die this night; we 
have 62 wounded, and about 20 of that 


number dangeroufly; we have all our D 


fianding matfts fhot, and almoftall the 
yards and booms in the fhip wounded. 
We are ltkewife hulled in a great num- 
ber of places; I had the curiofity to 
count the fhot-holes in our fore-top fail, 
and they were in number 60; all our 
other fails in proportion: and I believe 
every fhip 1h our fleet is damaged much 
the fame as ours, except one fhip very 
well known, commanded by old Sir 
Thomas Whalebones, who, it feems, foun 

out a method, for the honour of his 
king and the good of his country, of 
preierving his majefty’s fhip and fub- 


sects, under his command, in fuch af 


manner, that he loft but one poor boy, 
and had one port wounded. 

As the French are full of ceremony, 
and very tenacious of their honour, and 
do not care to ftrike but to the com- 
yander in chief, I think, on fuch occa- 


fions as this was, the firft and fecond of 


our captains in command, fhould have 
a flag hoifted, or at leaft a broad pen- 
nant; which, if they had had, I am cer- 
tain 3 of their fhips had ftruck above an 
hour fooner than they did, for they 
waited, feeing ouradmiral coming down, 
to pay him that compliment. 


Tho’ our number of fhips and guns H 


were fuperior to the enemy, their grear- 
er weight of metal, and number of men, 
raade very little difference between us ;

my inclinations led me to examine thofe 
of Caudebeck, that lateral detachment of 
the Britifh ps which overfpreads 


C great part of Cumberland, diftinguifhed 


by infuperable precipices, and tow’ring 
peaks, and exhibiting landfkapes of a 
quite different and more romantic air 
than any part of the general ridge, and 
of nedrer affinity to the Switzerland 
Alps. My intention in this journey 
was to vifit the Wadd-mines, the peculiar 
product of thefe mountains, and no 
where elfe difcovered on the globe; but 
as they are kept clofe fhut up, and the 
weather was extremely unfavourable, I 
deferred that examination toa more pro- 
per time, and contented myfelf with 
the varieties in the neighbourhood of 
Mofe-dale ; here 1 found villages in the 


narrow bottoms, that feel no more be- - 


nefit from the folar rays for two months, 
about the winter folitice, than the: old 
Cimmerians, or the Laplanders who in- 
habit about the North Cape of Norzay, 
Swinfied on Cauda is a itrong inftance 
that the property of the Artic circle is 
not confined to thofe unhappy regions 
which lic within 23 degrees of the pole, 
efpecially with regard to the folar light. 
‘Thefe mountains. differ not only in 
figure, but are very diffimilar in -pro- 
perty to the main body, being dry, 
{mooth, and more agreeably verdant 
where precipices occur not. ‘The rocks 
upon which they are built, being of a 
fille abforbent nature, ferving to im- 
bibe the defcending rains, which are 
thrown off from the more compact 
ftrata of the general ridge, and take 
broken and uneven courfes, through the 
loofe and fpongy texture of their out 
ward covering, forming fometimes mo- 
raffes, but more frequently rotten bogs, 
and finuous mires of difficult pallies

I 
do not remember to have feen this tree 
in the South, nearer than Derbyfbire ; 
it differs both in fize and leaf from the 
fervice tree, of which fpecies it is, ac- 
cording to the botanifts, and is a very 
beautiful one when the fruit is ripe ; the 
fuperftitious ufe it againft witchcraft. 

The only bird peculiar to thefe rocks 
is the raven. 

It is a received Cumberland proverb, 
that the mountains of Caudebeck are 
worth all Exeland befides, but it has not

yet been verify’d by experience ; and if 
we may be alow’ to conjecture from 
the nature of their ftones, found in the 
rivulets and quarries, it may be difficult 
to fay when they will. Moft of their 
Japilli are a fluor of the ftalactite kind, 
or a fparry talc refembling white flint, 
variegated with hexagonal cryftalline 
fpars, whofe points will cut glafs like the 
adamant, but immediately lofe that 
property from their fragil quality. O- 
thers are impregnated with the marcafite 
of lead, but fo blended with an arfeni- 
cal fulphur that they evaporate in the 
procefs of feparation, and others are of 
the copperas kind; all of them contain- 
ed fuch heterogeneal qualities in their 
compofition, as never to yield a proper 
gratification for the tryal, “Their quar- 
ries, alfo, only abound with a fifile blue- 
ifh flate, ufeful for the covering of their 
houfes, but very remote from the metal- 
line nature: Indeed in Brandlegill- 
beck, and the Northern defcents, cop- 
per has been formerly dug, but the 
mines are long fince worn outs herea- 
outs the /apis cadaminaris is alfo found.

Under. mount Skiddow is the head of 

the river Cedda ; itiffues thro’ a narrow 
trough, and takes its winding courfe 
with great rapidity to Me/edale, where 
it turns northward for Carlile. Near 
two miles above that village ( Mofedale) 
A it receives a {mall rivulet from Boa/cale- 
tara, a lake near a_mile in circumfe-

H in 1735, (740 and 1745 made fo much 
noife in the North, that [ went on pur- 
pofe to examine the {peCtators, who a{- 
{erted the faét, and continue in ther 
affertion very pofitively to this day, 
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On Midfummer eve 1735, Win Lan: 
cafier’s fervant related that he {aw the 
Eaft fide of Souter-fell, towards the top, 
covered with a regular marching army 
for above an hour together; he faid they 
confifted of diftinét bodies of troops, 
which appeared to proceed from an e- 
minence in the North end, and march’d 
over a nitch in the top, [mark’d A and 
B in my drawing] but as no other per- 
fon in the neighbourhood had {een the 
like, he was difcredited and laugh’d at. 
‘Two years after on Mid/ummer eve alfo, 
betwixt the hours of eight and nine,#m 
Lancafter himfelf imagined that feveral 
gentlemen were following their horfes 
at a diftance, as if they had been hunt- 
ing, and taking them for fuch, pay’d no 
regard te it, till about ten minutes after, 
again turning his head towards the 
place, they appeared to be mounted, 
and a vait army following, five in rank, 
crowding over at the fame place, where 
the fervant faid he faw them two years 
before. He then call’d his family,who 
all agreed in the fame opinion; and 
what was moft extraordinary, he fre- 
quently obferved that fome one of the 
five would quit rank, and feem to 
ftand ina fronting polture, asif he was 
obferving and regulating the order of 
their march, or taking account of the 
numbers, and after fome time appear’d 
to return full gallop to the ftation he had 
left, which they never fail’d to doasof- 
ten as they quitted their lines, and the 
figure that did fo, was generally one of 
the middlemoft inen in the rank. As 
it grew later, they feem’d more regard- 
lefs of difcipline, and rather had the 
appearance of people riding from a 
market, than anarmy, tho’ they conti- 
nued crowding on, and marching off, 
as long as they had light to feethem. 

This phenomenon was no more feen 
till the Mid/ummer eve, which preceded 
the rebellion, when they were determi- 
ned to call more families to be witnefs 
of this fight, and accordingly went to 
Wilton-bill and Souter-fell_fide, till they 
conven’d about 26 perfons,who all affirm 
they then faw the fame appearance, but 
not conducted with the ufual regularity 
as the preceding ones, having the like- 
ne{s of carriages interfperfed; however 
it did not appear to be lefs real, for fome 
of thecompany were fo affeéted with it 
as inthe morning to climb the mountain, 
through an idle expectation of finding 
horfe-fhoes, after fo numerous an army, 
but they faw not the veftige or print of 
a foot. 

Wm Lancafter, indeed, told me that 
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he never concluded they were real be- 
ings, becaufe of the impracticability of 
a march over the precipices, where 
they feem’d to come on ; that the night 
was extremely ferene ; that horfe and 
man upon ftriét looking at appear’d to 
be but one being, rather than two di- 
{tinct ones; that they were nothing like 
any clouds or vapours, which he had 
ever perceiv’d elfewhere ; that their 
number was incredible, for they fill’d 
lengthways near half. a mile, and conti- 
nued fo in a {wift march for above an 
hour, and much longer he thinks if 
night had kept off. 

This whole ftory has fo much the air 
of a romance, that it feem’d fitter for 
Amadis de Gaul, or Glanville’s fyfiem of 
Witches, than the repofitory of the 
learned ; but as the country was full of 
it, I only give it verbatim from the ori- 
ginal relation ofa people,that could havé 
no end in impofing on their fellow- 
creatures, and are of good repute in the 
place where they live. 

It is my real opinion, that they ap- 

rehended they faw fuch appearances, 
ae how an undulating lambent meteor 
could affeét the optics of fo many peo- 
ple is difficult tofay. No doubt fancy 
will extend to miraculous heights in 
perfons difpos’d toindulge it ; and whe- 
ther there might not be a concurrence 
of that, to affift the vapour, I will not 
difpute, becaufe three difficulties feem 
to occur, worthy of folution. + 

iff, Why a lambent agitated meteor 
fhould appear to {top at certain intervals, 
and return with augmented velocity to 
reafiume the forfaken place. 

2d, Why it fhould fora very long 
time preferve fo regular a fyftem, as to 
appear {till five in a line. ‘ 

3¢, Why one particular evening in 
the year, only, exhibited the unufual 
meteot for three times, at fo long in- 
tervals. 

As thefe are at prefent beyond my 
philofophy to explain, it may be an a- 
mufement to fuch as will give them-

+ To this relation we may add that in the 
{pring of the year 1707, early im a ferene ftill 
morning, was obferved by two perfons,. one of 
the name of Churchill, who were walking 
from one village to afiother in Leicefterfbire, 
a like appearance of an army’ marching along, 
till going behind a great hill, it difappeared.— 
The forins of pikes and carbines were diftin- 
guifhable, the march was not entirely in one 
direction, but was at the firft like the junétion 
of two armies, and the meeting of generals. 
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accounts given me. Thofe who treat it as 
a mere illufion of deceptie vifus, fhould 
aflign reafons for fo large a fafcination 
in above 20 perfons;, probably one,. in- 
deed, might ferve to aggrandize the fan- 
cy of others, but I fhould think they 
could not be fo univerfally deceiv’d 
without fome ftamina of the likenefs ex- 
hibited on the mountain from a meteor, 
or fome unknown caufe.. 
Itis fingularly remarkable, that moft 
of all thefe mountains have their preci- 
pices fronting the Weft and Northwett, 
which is a ftrong collateral proof of the 
Earth’s motion, becaufe the diurnal re- 
volution would naturally throw ’ off all 
the loofe ftrata in its fluid ftate to the op- 
pofite quarter, and the concurring fut- 
frage of travellers in the fame properti¢s 
ef foreign mountains, .where reafons 
are not obvious for their being other- 
wife, much ftrengthens the argument.

I Send you the drawing of an engine 
for raifing water, which I have late- 
ly feen, and which is fo fimple, that it 
{carce wants a defcription, efpecially to 
thofe who obferved well the engine for 
throwing grenades, which you gave in 
the Mag. for April 1746.* 


* Now I have mentioned this engine, I can- 
not but obferve the contempt which our. en- 
gineers have for the arts of the antients, One 
of confiderable eminence objected to it, that it 
was an old affair, being on the fame principle 
as the Scorpion ufed by the Romans for throw- 
ing ftones of great weight, the figure or de- 
' feription of which is to be found in Vitruvius, 
and other authors, all which methods are en- 
tirely fuperféded) fince the invention of cannon 
and gunpowder.. With regard to this engine 
for Grenades, he faid that it was of no ufe, as 
it could not projeét them beyond a certain fpot, 
and to no confiderable diftance, IF did not re- 
ply, being of a profefion very different from 
the military, tho? I knew at the fame time, 
that even fome reverend »yniverfity-men have 
been engineers, fuch as Dr Walker, Chilling- 
worth, Blake, &c. withowt making it their 
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The Plate of Caudebec Fells explained,

Number IV. is a remarkable White

Whence the Azure Cotour of the Sky. 


Mr Ursan, 

Aving frequently view’d the fir- 
mament, without any regard to 
the occafion of its bluenefs, or azure co- 
lour, a fancy at laft came into my head, 
to confider whence that bluenefs arifes. 
The caule, if I miftake not, muft be 
afcribed to thofe heavenly bodies, which 
are difpofed here and there in the vaft 
expanfe, cafting fhadows into the {paces 
between them, in fuch fort, that each 
of thofe bodies having fome parts light, 
and others dark, this mixture makes the 
firmament, or the expanfe round our at- 
mofphere, appear of that blue~or azure 
colour abovementioned. It is known 
in painting, that d/ve is a compound of 
black and white. To this I thall add 
an example from experimental philofo- 
phy, and which moft of all corroborates 
my opinion. ‘Take a large lighted can- 
die in the day time, (for night will not 
do, by reafon it has no rays) and fet it 
upon a table, place before the candle a 
fheet of the beft white paper, then hold

~ HE communicating of the {mall pox 

by inoculation, having met with 
various reception among phylicians, 
{ome approving, others condemning the 


praétice ; the leamed dottor ventures 
to 


to declare his opinion on this critical 
queftion. 

Since nature, fays he, teaches. to ule 
‘the beft means. to leflen the evils of a 
difeafe which. fcarce one in a thoufand 
efcapes, we fhould. take the moft ealy 
favourable feafon for undergoing it. 

The Gircaffians, anation almoft.quite 

ignorant in medicine, were the invent- 
ers of inoculation. It is a cuftom a- 
mong them, efpecially the poorer fort, 
to make merchandife of their young 
girls, which are faid to excel in beay- 
ty. Now as they had obferv’d the {mall 
pox to be lefs deftructive. to a tender 
ikin, as well as le{s dangerous to life, in 
the youngelt fort, they took the hint of 
conveying the difeafe to their female 
children, that they might fetch a better 
price. Nor was the help of a furgeon 
much wanted ;.a woman made a {mall 
wound in any part of the body, and put, 
therein a little matter extracted from the 
ripe puftules. ‘Thus our artifts makeia 
very {mall incifion in each arm, and in- 
trude in it a tent or pledget of lint or 
cotton, moiften’d with the morbific 
matter, which feldom fails to communi- 
“cate the diftemper. Not many years a- 
go it began to be prattis’d at Smyrna and 
Conftantinople ; not indeed by the Turks 
who believe an inevitable fate, and hold 
it unlawful to refift,but by theGreeks and 
Armenians in thofe cities, from whom 
we learnt it, 
.. We are informed (by the learned 
Maitland )* that this method of Semina- 
tion of the {mall pox, has been in ufe, 
above 100 years-among the Chine/e, who 
keep fome of the fcales of the dry puf- 
tules in a {mall China veflel, clofely 
{topp’d with wax, and when they in- 
tend to communicate the {mall pox, they 
put three or four of thefe little {cales 
inclofed in lint with a grain of mufk, 
up the noftrils, and the event an{wers 
expectation. 

But this method is far more danger- 
ous than the other; for the morbid par- 
ticles attracted by the breath through the 
noftrils are very offenfive to the brain ; 


befides, the contagion is not derived _ 


thro’ the blood but by the liquor which 
irrigates the nerves. (See Vol. XV. 
p- 258.) as appears from experiment, 
for in 1721, the do¢tor having received 
the king’s orders to try the fuccefs of 
inoculation on 7 condemned criminals, 
he performed the operation in the Chi- 
nefe method on a girl of about 18, and 
tho’ fhe as well as the reft went thro’ 
the ftages of the diftemper, and reco-

Dr Mead on inoculating the Small-pox. 
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ver’d, yet all her fymptoms were worle, 
and immediately from receiving the ve- 
nom by a pledget moiftened with pus 
from ripe puftules and put up her noftrils, 
fhe was tormented witha moit acute 
pain of the head, attended with a con- 
tinual fever till the eruption. of the 
putftules. 

From that time-inoculation has been 
in ufe, as being found to produce a lefs 
fatal fort of the {mall pox, than un- 
aflitted nature. -f | 

A remarkable proof of the fafety of 
inoculation the doctor had from a mer- 
chant-of S¢ Kitts, who employed a great 
number of flaves in making fugars. 
The {mall pox being, then very rife in 
that and the neighbouring iflands, this 
gentleman with his own hands inoculated 
300 of his flaves from 5 years old to 30, 
and faved-them all, tho’ the greateft part 
were negroes. And it has been obferved 
that the Americans fuffer much under 
this diflemper, but. the Africans. till 
more. 

The fafety of this practice being efta- 
blifhed, on facts, the objeétions againt{t 
it are to be examined ; firft, fome pre- 
tend that the exanthematous eruptions 
promoted by inoculation, are not the 
true {mall pox, and confequently none 
can be thus fecured from its future at- 
tacks. And they have taken great pains 
to colle& inttances of fuch as have had 
the real {mall pox after inoculation. But 
to me, fays the doctor, it appears un- 
accountable that the very feeds of the 
{mall pox, fhould procreate.a difeafe dif- 
ferent from itfelf. Nor could I ever 
find one well attefted inftance of a natu- 
ral {mall pox after inoculation had fuc- 
ceeded. A ftory of a child I know 
has been induftrioufly propagated by a 
late author, which deferves no credit, 
fome of the family having affirmed that 
no {mall pox appeared after the inocu- 
Jation, but that the parents (as we rea- 
dily believe what we with) deceived 
themfelves, and the attendants were loth 
to remove fo pleafing a miltake. But, 
if fuch a thing once happened, why 
but once? And of what value is a fin- 
gle inftance, tho’ indubitably attefted, 
when we have innumerable experiments 
of the contrary? 

But they urge, that fome other con- 
tagious diltemper with which the blood 
and humours are infected, may probably 

to-

ferred into a found body. And indeed, 
fome dileafes. not cutaneous may be in- 
tromitted thro’ the fkin; {uch perhaps 
as the king’s evil and French difeafe ; 
tho’ I can {carce believe that the feminal 
matter of one difeafe can intermix and 
be convey’d with that of another of a 
different nature, But however this may 
be, cértainly no phyfician would take 
the morbifie pus for inoculation from 
all bodies indifferently. Thofe of in- 
fants, or children, who are otherwife 
found, and born, as far as we know, of 
found parents, are the fittet for’ this 
purpole, Befides; in my Opinion, a 
phyfician ought more to regard the body 
into. which the venom is to be infus’d, 
than that from whence it is taken. And 
this I think a proper caution, becaufe I 
have more than once obferved unwary 
furgeons perform the operation on bo- 
dies of an ill habit and conttitution, 
Where the event has been fatal, Laft- 
ly,no new contagion mutt be transferred 
into an infetted body; nature being op- 
prefied may fink under two difeafés, 
when'‘perhaps fhe might “have prevail’d 
over either-of them fingle, 

My: reafons why this difeale is mote 
fafely contratted by inoculation; than in 
the natural way; are: Firft, the venom 
is transferr'd into the | patient .while 
young, or at leait in’a firm and robuft ha- 
bit. Secondly, bleeding when heceflary, 
and a gentle ‘puitedtion of the humors, 
guard againit the violence of the en- 
juing fever. 
the time in which the contagion acts, 
the patient is ‘enjoined reft, moderation 
in diet, &e::for°when the blood has 
been over heated by wine, or immode- 
rate exercile, a fever has fuddenly fol- 
lowed,‘ and all the fymptoms been ex- 
afperated, 
effux of humor from the incifion has 
contributed to a¥Yecovery ; but the quan- 
tity is fo very {mall, that it’ can’ be of 
little fervice. Much more may be 
hoped from two bliftering  plaitters on 
either arm and leg, care being taken to 
promote a digeftion of the ‘purulent 
matter 1 the ulcer, during the whole 
time of the difeafe, 

I cannot but obferve that this diftem- 
per, when procured by inoculation, is 
generally fo favourable as hardly to re- 
quire the affiftance of a phyfician, But 
otherwife, the fame treatment is necef- 
tary as has been prefcribed in the feveral 
iorts of {mall pox.

The French lottery of 30 millions of livres, 
which was filled fuddenly by fubfeription fome 
time ago, and had r2 years allow’d for the 
drawing of it, made a great found in our news 
papers, But what is that fum to fix millions 
fterling ? Confiderably lefs than a fourth part of 
it. The gratis appendage to our fubfcription, 
ef 600,000/, in lottery tickets, is more than 
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two fifths of this mighty French fum. How 
the publick can afford to give away fo much 
is indeed another queftion. It fhews us either

‘HE French, in their account of 
the late fea fight, have very can- 
didly told us their lofs as to number of 
fhips : but give the number of men con- 
tain’d in thofe fhips lefs by 858.

As-to the reflection on our admiral, 
(fee p. 520.) the French might not know, 
that the breechings of all the .lower- 
deck guns in the Devonfbire were broke 
at the time fhe left the Zonzant.

guarded youth, - &e.” WL 
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and tranflate the remainder into Latin 
ver(e elegantly, { doubt not but the per- 
formance would be very acceptable to 
the public. For my own part, | fhould 
read the book, not more perhaps for 
pleafure than the improvement of my 
tafte. Thus far I agree with this gen- 
tleman’s {cheme ; but, in regard to its 
becoming an excellent /chool-book, Lam 
forced to diflent from him; for howe- 
ver {kilful the tranflator may be’ in the 
Latin tongue, no modern can be fuppo- 
fed to come near the purity of the poli- 
teft Roman writers ; and it is more than 
probable that, whoever copies after aco- 
py, will be far enough from the ori+ 
ginal. Befides, every one knows that 
the language of verfe is vaftly different 
from that of profe; and fince youth are 
not, according to Mr L. to be permitted 
to read the belt Latin poets, for fear of 
being corrupted, why fhould they be 
taught the poetic language? Would 
not the works of Tully, or the Roman 
hiftories be more proper for {chools? 
Dr Zrapp has publifhed a tranflation of 
Milton ; the world is in daily expectati- 
on of another from Mr Dod/on ; few, I 
fear, can hope to excel thefe ; and yet, 
I think, they both blunder in the very 
firft line ; Dr Yrapp’s runs thus: 


Primum hominis LAPsUM, vetitofque ex 
arbore fructus 

Avilfos. 
Dobfon has furreptos, in which only he 
differs from Dr Trapp. Now, 
any one if Jap/um be Latin tor difobedi- 
ence or fin. ‘Chey were both led into 
this miftake by the Engli/b phrafe, the 
fall of man. This has proved to Dr 
Trapp a fruitful fource of error, and ’tis 
greatly to be feared Mr Dobjon will not 
efcape the infection; may this warn 
him! Should Virgil rife from the dead, 
I do not think he would underftand this 
line; he would (I believe) imagine, that 
fome thievifh perfon had broke into a 
garden, climbed a tree in order to rob it 
of its fruit, from whence he fe//, or 
-‘fipt, and broke his neck, at leaft got 
fome great mifchief, which accident was

This man, by an uncommon appearance 
of fanétity, joined with indefatigable 
labour in field and houfe preaching 
drew multitudes of the meaner fort, 
both of diffenters and the eftablithed 
church, to attend him. And tho’ the 
grofleft abfurdities have been continually 
advanced by him, both in his preaching 
and writings, yet he had fo bewitche 
his followers, that his words had great- 
er weight with them, than the declara- 
tions of chrift or his apoftles. 
During the late rebellion, many 
things were obferved, in his preaching 
and converfation, that rendered him 


C fufpeéted of being in the intereft of our 
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enemies, and but for his feeming piety 
and fimplicity of behaviour, he would 
have been called to an account for the 
fame. But this outward fanctity was 
only a cloak to cover his gro{fs carnality, 
which is now difcovered to hisutter con- 
fufion, tho’ it feems, not to his fhame. 
Many fober and judicious perfons have 
often expreffed their fears, that the noc-

The Manner of making incombuftible 
Cloth from the Stone Amiantus, /pum 
into Threads. An Epiftolary Differta- 
tion, by J. Crampini of Rome, 
Majter of the Briefs of Grace, and 
Referendary<s. c. Rome. Printed at the 
Reverend Apoftolic Chamber's Printing 
Office, 3 Sheets in Ato. 

“HE author fends his friend a 
— pieceof the ftone Amiantus, with 

a bit of cloth and fome paper both made 

from. the faid fone, and gives him an 

account of what had been done, relating 
to the affair, in the phyfico-mathemati- 
cal academy kept many years in his 
houfe, alfo the method of {pinning this 
incombuftible fubftance. He premifes 
many things concerning the names of 
this ttone, from Pliny, Agricola, Panct- 
rvollus, and others, alfo concerning its 
various fpecies, as to colour, goodnefs, 

Exc. Onekind of Amiantus is found in 

the ifland of Corfica, of a long figure, 

{ome fragments of which, of a woody 

appearance, are half a Roman_palm in 

length, of a whitifh colour inclining 
to red.’ Another fort, of a leaden ap- 
proaching toa filver colour, of a fofter 

{ubftance, and not exceeding a quarter 

of a palm, is frequently dug abont Se- 

firi di Ponente in the ftate of Genoa. A 

third, and the Ieaft valuable {pecies is 

found in Cyrus, confifting of coats, or 

{caly fubftances, one within another like 

an onion, of an earth-colour inclining 

to black, fometimes intermix’d with 
white, black, reddifh or earthy {pots 
and ftreaks, and {carce 55 of a palm in 
length. A fourth fort is dug in the Py- 
renean mountains ; this is as longas the 

Roman palm, but confifts of coarfer 

and rougher filaments or threads; and, 

laftly, a fifth kind, different from all 
thefe, is. found in the mountains of Vo/a- 
terre, in Tufcany. 

Since many take the Amiantus to be 
the fame with the A/umen /ciffile (fea- 
thered alum) our author obferves, from 
Diofcorides, that this ftone, efpecially 
that found in Cyprus, vety much refem- 
bles that alum; butfhews from 4egrico- 
la, Lib. 5, de Nat. Foffil. how they differ 
in tafte, and that alum is aftringent on 
the palate, but the Amiantus is only a 
little: pungent to the tongue, without 
the leaft aftringency. He thews alfo 
the miftake of thofe who imagine that 
the perpetual lamps of the ancients were 

- of ofl extratted from this ftone, 
f-the fame.; for ‘he found 

sping clafs filled 
subject l-to the 
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fire, yielded not the leaft quantity of oil, 
but only a few drops of a thin aqueous 
humour, which would not: take fire. 
Nor does he think ine. fubftance of this 
{tone proper for a wick, becaufe its parts 
are fo extremely dry and minute, as to 
contain no pores capable of attracting 
and imbibing oil. 

Before the ftone is fpun, it muft be 
prepared in the following manner. Firft 
of all it muft be feeped well in warm 
water, and then it is to be work’d with’ 
the hands, {queez’d and fpread abroad, 
to cleanfe it from a very fine earth or 
lime, which ttrongly conneéts the fila- 
ments of the ftone, and makes the water 
like milk; this is thrown away, and 
frefh water pour’d on the ftone, which 
is work’d and prefs’d as before, that the 
foil may be thoroughly feparated ; for 
which purpofe the operation is repeated

at every time to take the whole mafs out 
of the veffel, and wafhing out the copi- 
ous fediment at the bottom, till the fta- 
ple becomes quite pure and free from 
heterogeneous particles; which done, it- 
is {pread abroad upon a mat, or bafket, 
that the water may run thro’, and the 
matter be the fooner dry’d. 

After this preparation of the ftaple, 
the author fhews two ways of {pinning 
it. Firft they take two cards or combs 
with very flender. teeth (See the Fig.) 
like thofe with which they card wool for 
hats or cloth, “and having very finely 
carded the filaments with them, lay 
one on the other with the woolly fub- 
ftance between them, fo.as that ic may. 
hang out. ‘Then taking a {mall flen- 

er {pindle, with a little hook at top; 
and a whor! at bottom, that it may eafi- 
ly turn round, they thread the hook 
with a very fine thread; not forgetting 
to have by them in readinefs a pot of 
oil for rubbing the infide of the tips of 
their forefinger and thumb, inftead of 
{pittle, as flax-{pinners ufe, not only to 
preferve the fkin from the excoriating 
quality of the filaments, but to mollify 
and fupple them, and fo make them ‘fit- 
ter for fpinning. ‘They take then the 
thread in the {pindle, and join it to the 
carded filaments between the combs on 
a table, and incorporate them by. twift- 
ing, which is a tedious and troublefome 
work. When the thread and filaments 
are jufficiently interwoven, tapes and 
fillettings may be made of it, and even 
cloth, but this laft the author fays he 
never try'd. When the ftuff is finifh- 
ed, it is firft fmear’d with oil, and then 
thrown into the fire, where it kindles

‘To be convinced by what a rapid pro- 
grefs ruin would have extended itfelf 
over the whole trade of France, if their 
fhips had not been‘infured; we needon- 
ly fuppofé every voyage out and home

Anf. It isnot tobe fuppofed that the

Anf. The principal reafon why the 
French ought not to infure here is, be- 
cafe we may take this fecurity from 
them in a war; their dread of this 
blow fhould determine us to give it, fo 
that this argument is fe/s de fe. ‘To this, 
however, may beadded, that if by u-, 
fing our preient advantage, we fhould 
bring the French to fue tor a peace, three 
months fooner, althongh we may de- 
prive ourfelves of a branch of profit, 
and force the enemy to rectify their bad 
policy, to their future advantage, we 
fhall, notwithftanding, be great. gain- 
ers upon the whole; and on this occa- 
fion it fhould be remembered, that in 
War no force can be exerted, no battle 
fought, without fome lois to the victor;

power; but if we donot exert this pow- 
er in a time of war, we fcreen them 
from the ill effects of their own errors, 
inftead of improving them to ourown

The author having thus flated and’ 
anfwered all -the arguments commonly 
produced in favour of this-infurance in 
war, proceeds to explain fome extenfive 
evils confequent upon it, which did

iff, The infurers have ftrong tempta~ 
tions tocontribute to the efcape of the 
fhips which they have infured, and it 
even feems neceflary that the French 
fhould be informed of the force, num- 
ber, and ftations of our men of war, 
that, the premium may be equitably ad- 


Ojuited; nor is this intelligence reciprocal 


between the two nations, although the 
number, value and deSination of French 
fhips mult be known: for our. infurers 
will give intelligence to the French of 
Britib.crvizers, Fc. becaufeit will raife 
the premium, but cil! not give intelli- 


3 gence to our. cruizers of the French 


fhips, becaufe it will promote captures. 
The method of infuring, intereft or no 
intereft, being liable to the fame oab- 
jections. as. gaming, and furnifhing 
great opportunities for fraud, it has been 
prohibited by the legiflature, with re- 
{pect to Briti/b fhips ;. but, for whate- 
ver reafon, not extended to the fhips of 
foreigners, fo that .in this branch of ins 
furance we are {til} liable to all the abu- 
fes of this fraudulent practice. 

2d, While our Admiralty is exerting 
the maritime force of. the itate, totally 
to ruin the Frezch commerce, our infu- 


~rers fruftrate their endeavours, by_ re- 


{training the utmoft poliible lois of the 
French merchants. to, 20.06.25 per Cent. 
or whatever is paid for premium. If # 
French fleet injured by. us: be deftroyed, 
there will bea clear national lois to us of 
the whole value,..after, deductingthe 
premium,; if fuch fleet be captured, no 
more than the premium, is gained tothe 
nation. So that the. charge attending 
the deitination and equipment of our 
fguadron, will be 2 wale both of pub- 
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lic flrength and treafure, except that it 
may raile the premia to be paid on the 
next infurance. 

"34, It is evident, that under this 
Practice, the court of Admiralty of 
Great Britain are render’d in effet a 
fet of under-a€tors to the board of infu: 
rers. ‘The foriner only make fluGtuations 
in the rate of infurance, which the lat- 
ter manage; and what is this, but to 
fubvert the order of {tate, and render 
its efforts ineffectual ? 

The author concludes his tra€ with 
{tating and anfwering a {pecious and 
general objection to all arguments againit 
foretgn iniurance. 

Objection. Notwithftanding our cap- 


tures are reprefented as a national lols, 


while the fhips taken are infured here, 
is it not certain that we receive annually 
from the French more than -the annual 
value of their fhips taken by us? And 
fhall we not ftill do fo, while gain is 
made by infurance, let their lofs by 
Captures encreafe ever fo much, by the 
ahiaent application of our naval force ? 
Anfwer. It is true, the grofs pecunia- 
ty lofs of the French, is more by the 
infurers profit, than it would be if their 
thips were not infured: But this lofs 
being equally fhared by all the French 
merchants in proportion to their re{pec- 
tive quota’s in trade, and the particular 
lofs of each. being afcertain’d, no one 
finks under the weight, the whole bo- 
dy is preferved, and their publick cre- 
dit fupported ; and if it be faid thatthe 
premium here upon French 
one ‘third value, our infurers do in 
reality capture one out of three, which 
is more than have been taken by our 
crulzers 3 allowing this to be true, yet 
thefe infurances are the fupport of the 
French commerce. For it is evident, 
from this inftance, 
rance, one French merchant out of‘ e- 
very three would be fucceflively ruined, 
and two who elcape would ‘be over. 
vhelmed with terror, and deftitute of 
credit till the event of the voyage could 
be known. Whereas by afcertaining the 
lofs, and permitting each merchant to 
contribute towardsit, as his trade wil] 
ear, all are preferved, their ercdit js 
unfhaken, and their commerce fteadily 
and fuccefsfully perfued.

as often as the injuries of the loweft fubject 
Have been made known to the royal eat, fecl- 
ing, even at this inftant, the refult only of fuch 
a difpofition in our. fovereign, while we un- 
feignedly regret the (confequence in ourfelves, 
pardon us, dread Sir, while thus encouraged, 
we, the members of your majefty’s council, at- 
tend the fortunes of his Excellency Sir Thomas 
Rebinfon, to the fountain from whence he de- 
rived his power: pardon us while we endeavour 
to vindicate his reputation from calumny and 
detraction unprovok’d, and as our laft aét of 
duty to our departing governor, bear tecord to 
the throne of thofe fervices, which in this co- 
lony muft remain their own lafting monument.

i AV ING ferioufly confidered ithe 
point in /cripture-chronology, ftart- 
ed. by. your .ingenious. correfpondent 
Piilo-Chro, 1 find:the two stexts of fcrip- 
ture, Acts xi.17. and aKixgs:vi, 1-mot 
fo irreconcilable.as he imagines; and as 
the clearing of this dithculry will be of 
great importance, I have fent you my 
opinion on this fubject as follows : 

The 480 years,, mentioned 1 Kingsvi. 
zt. are not dated ‘from-the beginning of 
the Jjraelites journey out of Egypt, but 
fron: the end of it, when they entered 
into the land of Cayaan*; fothat there 
mult be 40 years more added to the 480, 
to give the true time, between the Je- 


finning of that journey and the dailding 


of the temple, which therefore muft be 
520.years, ; : 

This appears very evident from St 
Paul's computation ; who fays, He 
(Gop) gave ihrem judges for the fpace of 
450 years, until Samuel the prophet, sand 
afterwards they ,aefired aking, &c. 
What can be plainer, than that the apo- 
ftle is here relating how long that repub-

fick contirucd, till it was changed for 
monarchic:é government? and cdn{e- 
quently, the time of Moves himfelf, and 
even that of Samue/ muft come into the 
reckoning : For as ‘foon as //rae/ left 
Egypt they became a free fiate, ard 
Mojes governed.as a king in Jethurun 
(Deut. xxxiii. 4, §-) Samuel aiio ruled 
the people /everal years before he altered 
the conftitution : (1.Sam. viii. 1—6.) fo 
that it is very plain, this 4-0 years, 
mentioned by the zpo/f/e, muft be count- 
ed, from the beginning of their journey 
out of Eeypt till the time that Szu/ was 
ele&ted king ; or, in other words, from 
the gr/? fettlement of their repud/ick till 
the end of it.. Thisthen being granted, 
and the account in 1 Kings vi. 1. dated 
as I have ftated it, the two accounts 
makeit evident, that there muft be 70 
years*from the‘beginning of Saw/’s reign 
to the building of the temple (for 480 
--40==520 and 450-70==520 (there- 
fore if we take 4 of thefe 70 years to 
Solomon's reign, and 40 to David's, 
there will remain 26 years for the reign 
of Saul, which is fo very confiftent with 
the tranfactions of his reign, and fo 
compleatly reconciles the two computa- 
tions, that (Isthink) no body can doubt 
of the juitice of this way of reckoning. 

But perhaps it may-be objected, that 

this apoffle afterwards reckons Saul’s 
reign ‘to be 40/years.—I an{wer, that, 
as at the firft alteration of the govern- 
ment, Sau/ was often forced to make 
ule of Samuel's authority to fipport 
hinfelf ; (fee 1 Sam. vii. 11.) and as 
Samuel was in fomefort ‘a fharer with 
him inthe government, all his life time; 
(3 Sam. vii. 15. Kv. 32,33, and xxv. 1.) 
o the ‘Zews never reckoned ‘their an- 
nals feparate ; and the «pa//e contented 
himfelf with computing the times as he 
found them in their cbronié/es. 

To this perhaps it may be replied, 
that feeing Samuwel’s government is here 
plainly reckoned’ sa part of this latrer 
computation of the apo/ile, it could not 
be intended in his former reckoning. 
But this does not follow ; for the zpo/fie 
fpeaking to an audience of ‘the “fez, 
would be fure to place things in the 
fame light as they were found in their 
chronicles

another re{pect: Suppofe I fhould fay, 
that the Dutch maintained war: with 
Spain, from the union of Utrecht, 30 
years, and fince then they have been a free 
fiate 168 years... Who, that can com- 
pute, but will conclude. that I reckon 
the continuance .of that commonwealth

_Andindeed; except his diligence, no 
uality more’ diftinguifhed him than his 
acacity ; he knew how’ to improve the 
fliohteft circumftance, to confound thofe 
he €Xamined, to catch up their un- 
uarded. expreflions, to. piece. together 
roken. hints,, and compel. them to de- 
teét theméfelves.;, fo that he. was. rarely 
decéived . 

Where his charaéterwas at ftake, he 
acted. with great circum{peftion. In 
his conduét relating to the We/fminjfer 
election for the laftparliament, he fhew- 
ed himfelf a great politician. Intereft 
and gratitude, rather than inclination, 
led him into.a large fhare of that tran{- 
action;. and. the, .popular. relentment 
which, this: drew:.upon him, altho’ it 
was outrageous and. exceffive, he bore 
with the utmoft patience, and thus made 
his’ court to’ perfonsin power. Yet, 
when’ thofeé who were leis able to en- 
diire fuch indignities, talk’d of repref- 
fing them by military force, the colonel 
had the prudence to. feign ficknefs, 
which,. without rendering, him fufpect- 
ed: by; his great friends, for dilapproving 
an impolitic. meafure,, kept, him. from 
being involved in its ill confequences.

vour’d, by threats, to oblige te colonel to 
fend orders to. deliver the; key of. the great 
room, which, notwithftanding,the great danger 
he was in, he abfolutely refufed, till a guard 
‘coming from the Ti/t-yard, obliged the foot- 
men ‘to’ withdraw, 
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an’ addrefs ; tipon the prefentine’ of 
which, the colonel, always’forward to 
exprels his loyalty; received with tw 
others the honour of knighthood, 

During: the rebellion, he was ex- 
tremely attive, both as juftice of peace, 
and-colonel’ of the’ regiment of We/- 
minfier voilitia ; and his fervices were 
fo numerotis and important, that his in- 
tereft procured his fon an enfign’s coni- 
niiffion’; and‘probably might have ef- 
feted more; if he had not been over- 
cautious in {oliciting favours: 

That vigorous afiduity’ which diftin- 
ovifh’d him in his-youth, did not defert 
him‘in'the decline of life’; and he may 
be'faid even to have died’ in his pro- 
feffion ; foron Monday the 6th of Sept. 
1446, about’ five’ in- the evening, after 
examining a prifoner, he was taken fud- 
denly il], loft his fpeech foon after,. and 
lay fenfelefs till next morning about fire: 
o'clock; when he expir’d, in the 634 
yeat of his age. 

Tho’ he had married 4 wives, and 
had’ 2¢ children, 1 fon‘and 2'daughters 
only furvived him, all’ by his fecond 
wife; the for lately’ returned from a- 
broad, both the dawehters married, one 
to'a linendraper iit Chen sfide, the other 
to an-attorney.  By‘hits frit wife he had 
a'fon-and daughter; both dead. This 
fon was the Rev. Mr Hans De Veil, . late

He. was of anafpiring tem- 

per,, and. knew how, to buftle thro’ the 
world’; As» heloved money, magnifi- 
cence and pleafure in anequal degree, 
fo: he was at once rapacious and pro- 
fufe. He ferved: himfelf by means of 
his‘office with a variety of women, and 
freqtently made-thefe amours the fub- 
ject of. his. difcourfe,. relating them in- 
deed not dirc&ly,of himielf, but of one 
of his age. He had a private clofet for 
the examination.of-the. fair fex, and ne~ 
ver, wanted. pretences. for candutting 
fuchias: he liked ‘to it. . Hehad:found a 
wayalfo of coming-at! kept miltrefles, 
and:fometimes ‘of awing their keepers, 
efpecially. where pregnancy was the 
cafe; and, as many of, the fex wanted 
his protection, he was favourably re- 
garded by fuch ain feveral villages im 
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the country, where he often made ex- 
eurfions.. In the latter part of his life, 
whether he grew vain of the refpeét 
paid him, and the great intereft he pof- 
fefs’d, or the infirmities of age render- 
ed him more petulant and impatient, he 
indulged an halty, vehement, and do- 
mineering way of {peaking, inconfiftent 
with the nature of his employment, and 
fometimes difrefpectful to the perfons 
prefent. But he. was cautious in all his 
proceedings, careful to diftinguifh whe- 
ther what came before him was proper- 
ly within his cognizance or not, and 
where it had any reference to a {tatute 
the letter was his guide, never afluming 
any power of conftruction. His refo- 
lutions, always deliberately made,no in- 
treaties or menaces could move him to 
change ; folicitous to approve himtfelf to 
his fuyeriors, he was negligent of po- 
pular refentment. 

Upon the. whole, he feems to have 
been a remarkable inftance how far vi- 
ces themfelves. may, with refpeét to the 
public, fupply the want of private vir- 
tue. If his natural temper had not 
been unrelenting and fevere, his zeal to 
punifh would have been lefs ; and if his 
detires had been more tem erate, he 
would probably have wanted fufficient 
motives to carry him through a multi- 
plicity of bufinefs fo important to fociety.

How neceflary this un- 
dertaking was; has fince been confirmed by ex= 
perience, no defs than,30,0e0 patients having 
been benefited. by it in about fix years, which 
would appear almoft. incredible, were it not 
confidered, that this chariry is extended to. all 
nations and religions: 

Ina fermon of the Bifhop of Worcefer’s, it 
is taken notice of inthe following manner:

But as the 
Jaws and regulations of this charity have:been 
made publick, and as the management of it is 
under the moft confiderable merchants and gen- 
tlemen in London, who, to their own honour, :

look into the concerns of this eftablifhment, 
there can beno doubt, but the utmof care and 
ceconomy is conftantly ufed, that the fums 
they are tntrufted with, be applied to thofe va- 
Juable purpofes for which they were intended, 
And it 1s certain that great numbers of difeafed 
poor are brought every week from various, ‘and 
fometimes the fartheft parts-of the kingdom, 
to be under thecare of the hefpitals in London. 

Ail. perfons willing to aflift and promote a 
charity of fuch uncommon extent, will pleafe te 
obferve, that every one who gives Thirty Gui- 
“cas, Or upwards, is a governor for life ; and 
every one who fubfcribes Five Guineas a year, 
is a governor during fuch fubfcription ; both 
intitled to have one In-Patient ‘at a time, and 
Out-Patients as many as they pleafe to recom- 
mend, Smaller fums are thankfully received} 
and, if intended to be annual, the fubferibers 
May recommend outpatients’ without limi- 
tation. ' 

Benefactions or legacies given or left to this 
hofpital, may. be either to form a capital fund 
—for the current fervice of the year, or tom 
wards a building to perpetuate this noble charte 
ty, ta be erected by the time the prefent leafe of 
the houfes imployed for the London- Infirmary

Could not forbear admiring, with 

a peculiar pleafure, the tender regard 
and compaffion his majefty has fhewn 
to the unhappy fufferers, in protecting 
them from the rapacioufnefs of juftices 
clerks and agents. With what a noble 
zeal, and jult indignation, does he there 
reprove thole unthinking (I had almott 
faid, uncharitable) magiitrates, who con- 
nived at their clerks taking money of 
the faid fufferers for granting them cer- 
tificates! And with what a becoming 
fervour and earneiinefs does he repeat 
his moit graciousorder, ‘That no perfon 
fhould prefume to take any fee or re- 
ward whatever for granting {uch certi- 
ficates for the future! What pity it: is 
his majefty was not, at the fame time, 
informed of another horrid abufe that 
has crept in upon this occafion; oz. 
the extortion of thofe under-officers, to 
whom is committed the care of difperf- 
ing his majeity’s erders throughout the 
kingdom ! ‘Thefe men, tho’ they fome- 
times do not diftribute the orders ‘till 
they are within a month of expiring, 
and even then fend them by the hands 
‘of fome cafual meflenger, yet have the 
infolence to demand a fhilling of every 
parifh for theirtrouble. Byithis means, 
what his majefty moft gracioufly in- 
tended for the relief of the’ diitrefled, 
and the good of his fubjeéts in general, 
is a frefh tax and burden upon them. 
It is generally computed that there are 
about ten thoufand parifhes in England ; 


which, at a fhilling per parifh, will a- 
mount to five hundred pounds for every ~ 


frefh order. Now, if I am not mitta- 
ken, there have been, at leaft, fix of 
thefe-orders iflued out fince our cattle 
were firft feized. So that this exorbi- 
tant fet of men have a¢tually gained to 
themfelves from the calamities of their 
fellow-{ubjects (and that for doing little 
or nothing) no lefs than three thoufand 

ounds. What glorious things might 
foes been done! How many Fiterable 

(Gent. Mag. Dec. 1747.) 
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tis, at every archdeacon’s vuilitation. 
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families might have been faved from 
ruin by fo confiderable a fum ! 

And what a Jamentable thing it is to 
think further, that near twice that fum, 
ze. near fix thoufand pounds, does e- 
very year conftantly fall into the hands 
of thefe harpies, for only difperfing the 
briets!' ‘Vo think that, out of /x hun- 
dred pounds collected from well-dif- 
pofed people upon a brief, five hundred 
of that fum fhould go to augment the

His intention is, that’ they fhall fail to any 
places where the intereft of their commerce re- 
quires: therefore, he expeas that no powers 
will take upon them to difturb or mole, upon 
any pretext whatfoever, the free navigation of 
his fubjects. And as the king is too equitable 
to deviate in the leaft from the cuftoms eftab- 
lith’d at fea among the mercantile powers, his 
majefty has ordered that the fhips and veffels 
of his fubje€ts thall ftri@ly conform theréto, 
with refpect to the exhibition of their pa(f- 
ports, fea-letters, &c, He likewife expects 
that nothing farther will be requir’d of them, 
and that care will be taken to abftain from all 
yiolences, illegal fearches or vifits, or any o- 
ther attempts whatfoever againft the fhips fpe- 
cified as above ; becaufe, if, notwithftanding 
the. precautions he takes to prevent them, he 
fhoald be informed that the contrary has hap- 
pened, he could not difpenfe with himfelf from 
taking, on that occafion, fuch mea(ures as the 
honour of his crown, the freedom and inde- 
pendence of his flag, and the fafety of his {ub- 
jests might require.

But, however, till I could 
be more ‘particularly informed on. the 
fubject of his pleafant queftion, I could 
jay in general, that we reckon in France 

1350 Abbeys of Benedidtins, Cifterci- 
ans,regular Canons-and Premonitraats, 
to which the king nominates ;on which 
account they’ may be compared to the 
royal regiments. Now, if we reckon 10 
or 11 perfons for each abbey, one with 
another, lay brothers and icullions in-

lions, may amount to 160,000. 

12,400 Priories, or petty lodges, fup- 
poled to contain two, one with another, 


may be compared with our garrifons, 
and private guards of general officers, 


and make 24,800. 

To this account may be added 

134 Or 135 Cathedrals, and at Jeaft 
double the number of collegiate church- 
es and chapters, where half the canons, 
chaplains -and clerks that belong to 
them, are more than are required for 
the decency of divine fervice, to which 
they are often rather-an encumbrance 
than an afliftance, All this ulelefs peo- 
ple, who were born only to confume 
the fruits of the earth, may, in point of 
expence only, be compared to the king’s 
houfhold, and will amount, upon the 
lowelt computation, to 17,300. 

Other amphibious kinds, which are 
neither Regulars nor Seculars, asJefuits, 
Oratorians, Doétrinarians, Lazaritts, 
and other whimfical orders, may well 
be matched with the gendarmery, and, 
including friers valets, and black guards, 
nake at leaft 15,000. 

Other orders invented by fancy, fince 
new inftitutions of regulars have been 
in fome meafure prohibited ; fuch as

petty friers, fchool friers, charity fri- 


ers, and feveral others hardly known, 


taken all together in a lump, may be

The fum total of allthefe idle, lazy 
people amounts. to 250,000: 

Now. as for the other:fex, there are 
always fome that follow anarmy, and 
your queftion recalls to mind a reflexion 
which I had made on the fubjeét above 
20 years ago. You have my leave to be- 
gin it, and to draw conclufions from 
the fame. é 

There are about 600 chapters or ab- 
beys of nuns, befides priories ; which 


computed at no more than. 20 one with 


another, including neceflary women 
and elopers, will make 16 or 17,000. 

There is near the fame number of 
Congregants, Urfulines, 
and other forts of Beguines, whofe hou- 
fes are more numerous than nunneries, 
becaufe they are not only endow’d, but 
the fifters get their living by all forts of 
work. ‘Thefe taken all together will 
amount to upwards of 23,000. 

The firft of the abovementioned claf- 
{és may very well anf{wer to the ladies of 
our generals and officers, and the necei- 
{ary women to the valets. 

‘The fecond clafs may be compar’d to 
{oldiers wives. 

Tothefe muft be added the ‘futtleref- 
fes (as, to keep the allufion, we may call 
them) who are found among the filters 
in grey, red, black, andHyrondells*, 
with fwarms of idle drabs and wenches 
in gimps, [Guimps, a nun’s neck-ker- 
chief] difperfed all over, the kingdom, 
where there ‘is {carce a village without 
two or moreof them. ‘Theie all muf- 
ter’d together would amount to more 
than 30,000. 

Here then you fee between 70 and 
80,000 young women diverted from the 


principal end for which they were born,. 


almoft all of them.by the arbitrary will 
and avarice of their parents, very few 

Oy eaprice, and. {till fewer by a lawful 
call. 

. Obfervealfo, if you pleafe, that their 
convents, which ought to be the recep- 
taclesof the infirm, weak and difabled 
perfons of the fex, onthe contrary ad- 
mit none but found, {trong and robuft 
young women, where they ule all means 
to ruin their conftitutions. é 

As you cannot expect that I fhould a- 
bate of my calculation, we will fup- 

t Itfeems.a fort of coifjcut. like a fwallow's 
tail, and worn by nuns, 
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pofe that the ftate has an increafé of but 
70,000 children ina year, the product 
es continued multiplication would arife 
every z2O years totwo millions. A fup- 
ply of fubjeéts that would compleat 
our armies, raife the value of wafte and 
untilled lands, make commerce flourifh, 
{upport trades, people our colonies, and 
fill the king’s coffers. 

While | was buly’d in this fpeculati- 
on, I was interrupted by a vitit from a 
famous Capuchin preacher, an honeit 
man,'take him out of his profeflion. I 
eafily convinced him of the grofs abule 
and excefs’ committed in the making 
monaitic vows, which ruin the ffate, 
and will abfolutely deftroy it, if a fiop 
be not put to the growing miichief.

perifh, and befides weaken the tree 
trom which they are feparated, fo as in 
length of time to deftroy it.

1 leave you tore- 
folve it, and flick to my main point, 
which is, that every idle perfonis a nu- 
fance to the ftate, and thatthe bees chafe 


G the drones from theirhives. 


France, Spain and Ita/y are the com- 
mon. receptacles.of.thefe drones. Jtaly, 
by the nature of its government. js ha- 
bituated to this mifchief,and lives under 
itas a perfon under an afthma, till he 
grows old. Spain finks under it.; and 
only France ftrives againft it, but lofes 

* ftrength evéry day ; the combat is une- 
qual, and fhe muit fubmiz atlait. To 
prove this we haved an, obvious example, 
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which fhould make us believe and 
tremble. 

There are not upon the whole face 
of the earth above 40,000 Capuchins. 
Thefe had not their birth or frit in{ti- 
tution among us, and yetabove a third 
part of them are maintained by us, as 
will appear by the following account.

To this lift muft be added at leaft an 
equal number of miffionaries gone out 
of the kingdom, and rambling over the 
whole globe; for you’ meet with them, 
travel where you will. 

Thus we know the ftate, and can 
give an account of 14 or 15,000 of the 
40,000 Capuchins; and the fame in 
proportion will hold good of all the 
reft in holy liveries.

‘Aa 
As to his charge again{t the prefent ih 
adminiftration (Yee - 574 E) How do 
of war? ‘lhe war was 
undertaken at the repeated {olicitations 
of the merchants, by the advice of par- | 
liament. ‘The then miniftry was forced i 
into this war, againit their will, they wt 
declined it to the very laft, were con- 
temned, abuled for having declined it fo 
long, and were at lait compelled to un- 
dertake it, by the united loud voice of tho eM 
the people, raifed by the trumpets of the | Fs 
oppofition. Yet the late adminiftration 
were not more averfe to the commence- 
ment of this war, than the prefent have 
been defirous to put an end to it, Itis - 
allowed by this writer that the rupture 


war with France ; where then is it to 
be carried on? Mutt we rather make 
this ifland than the Continent its theatre ? 
The nation under the prefent efta- 
ihment is, indeed, burthened with - 
taxes, and many other grievances; but 
muit fhe fly to the houle of St rt 
for redrefs? Shall we thus incur {till 
greater and more intolerable mifchiefs ! .

(See Vol. xv. p.522) when every engine 
that Rome ae invent or furnifh, was 
employed to extirpate all our liberty and 
all our religion. 

But it is infinuated, that by means of 
the St--arts the nation would be relieved 
Srom its debt. Wow! not by the pay- 
ment of it. Foreign debts, as well as 
foreign obligations to our bittereft ene- 
mies, will be imported; but nota far- 
thing of foreign coin, ‘The national 
debt then is tobe difcharged by a {punge, 
z.€. by the ruin of one half of our peo- 
ple. Butif this be a defirable event, 
there is no reafon why we fhould pur- 
chafe it at the price of our religion and 
liberty, fince it may be attained at a 
cheaper rate, by the prefent government 
as well.as another... . lf we will. ruin 
one half of our fellow fubjeéts, let us 
not ruin aJl; nay, let us leave. thofe 
who. are to, be thus. deprived of their 
properties, all the other bleflings of.fo- - 
ciety, and not cruelly take away their 
religion and liberties, in order. to rob ' 
them ‘of their.money.

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The Olb England Teuritel, December 5. 
The State of Sweden refembles that of 


Britain. 

S the conftitution of Sweden bears 
A the neareft refemblance' to our 
own, your readers perhaps may not dif- 
like fome anecdotes of the prefent go- 
vernment of that kingdom, both as it 
wil] convince them that the Swedes do 
not enjoy fuch extent of liberty as we 
are blefied with, and as the pointing 
out their errors may prevent us from 
iplitting upon the fame rock. 

_ Every body knows, that Sweden dates 
its liberty from the death of Char/es the 
¥2th ; and that befides the king, who 
has but a fhadow‘of royalty, the confti- 
tution is compofed of the three orders, 
of nobles, clergy, and peafants. But be- 
fides this divifion, the ftate, as moff free 


countries are, is {plit into Faétions, ~ 


which (without entering into a more 
minute detail) are at prefent reduced 
to fuch as wifh to fee fome portion of 
the king’s authority reftored, and fuch 
as from perfonal attachments or perfon- 
al intereits are lifted under the banners 
of countTefin. . The king, whois of the 
moft amiable. charaéter, 1s not a Swede 
born, but was called froma German 
dominion to wear the crown, in pre- 
ference to the hereditary branch; who, 
as the Szedgs very juitly apprehended, 
would not fit patient under the diminu- 
tion of the prerogative, efpecially as 
they were brought up in all the fuperfti- 


as the prefent king, owing his crown to 
the elective voice of the people, would 
be tied down from attempting to re- 
cover that power which had occafioned 
the exclufion of the elder branch, ‘To 
thiscompact,the king has moft inviolably 
and religioufly adher’d: it has not beéh 
{o-well obferved on the part of his. fub: 
jects, who, being blinded by feditious 
ringleaders, have made continual éen- 
croachments on his legal authority, have 
left him nothing but the empty found 
of majelty, and transferred to -cerrain 
chiefs of their own-a more abfolute pow- 
er than was even enjoyed by his pre- 
déceffors. ‘This i8 the fonrce of the pre- 
fent differences in-that kingdom, Many 
men of worth, who fet a due value on 
liberty, and who would lay down their 
lives to-preferve it, dre yet fenfibly of- 
fended at the infults offered to their king; 


and who, disfranchifed from the fervile. 
obedience that was formerly paid to their 
monarchs, cannot bear to have the yoke 
tmpofed upon them by their fellow-{ub- 
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jects, This party, whom I fhall call 
the royalifts, have been falfely flandered ° 
by their enemies, as tools of France ; 
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whereas the Te//nites, or republicans, 
are the men who have contributed’ fo fa- 
tally to the prefent aggrandizement of 
that encroaching power. (See p. 574.) 
The founder of the republican “faéti- 
on was count Gy//eméurgh, an artful able 
man, who laid the plan of his daring 
defign even in the bofom of ‘his prince, 
into whofe favour he fo far infinuated 
himfelf, as to aflame the whole authori- 
ty of the government, even with the fa- 
vour of his fovereign. Ariftocracy was 
his fcheme, but though he ftrengthened 
himfelf with the whole power of the no-. 
bility, yet he ufed them only as cyphers; 
and. iudeed the chief of them nature had 
made cyphers, tho” effin, his far-lefs 
able fucceflor, has’ communicated the 
greateit part of his power to them, and 
made pillars of thofe whom Gy/em- 
burgh only ufed.as ornaments. The ex- 
cefive power of this count was uneafily 
{ubmitted to by the order of peafants : 
Theircomplaints were foon adopted and 
countenanced by a few of the nobility, 
and by fome afpiring ‘young men of 
their own body, who combmed a for- 
midable oppofition againkt Gy/emburgh, 
and at lait overturned his power: But 
this fagacious minifter had laid fo deep a - 
foundation for his plan, and formed {o 
numerous a party, that tho’ he perfonal- 
ly loft his power, yet he ftill retain'’d 


, authority enough to delegate it to 
tious bigotry ofthe Greek church; where- “ y & g 


whomfoever he pleafed. He had long 
caft his eye upon count Te/fin, one of his ° 
difciples, in the choice of whom he is 
{aid not to have been guided by any abi- 
lities, but by that felfth and pofthumous 
jealoufy of Augaffus, who named Tiberi- 
us for his fuccefior, that the Romans, by 
the comparifon, might be forced to ac- 
knowledge thé happinefs of his govern- 
ment, So well grounded was his fore- 
fight, that the Szuedes already feem to 
regret the lofs of the moft obnoxious 
minifter that ever held the reins of pow- 
er; the incapacity of count 7 ¢/iz having 
realiz’d the miferies, that were ont 
fhadowed out'to their-view under Gy/- 
lemburgh. For {ome time, Teffin fac _— 
ated between all the factions that tore 
the Swveaif> nation to pieces after the fall 
of Gyllemburgh. “At firft he'threw him- 
felf into the arms of the chiefs of the 
oppofition; mep, who, haying had ro 
view but the removal of an mvyidiéus 
minifter, immediately dropp’d-all op- 
pofition, and endeavoured to re-eftablith 
the authority of their matter, whieh es 
een 


been dimmed and diminifhed by the in- 
trigues and projects of the late prime 
minifter. Of thefe men, Teffiz foon 
grew jealous, and thinking, like the 
prince of the air, that it’ was Jester ta 


- Fule in. Hell than ferve in licaven, and 


more eligible to govern boys than be 
governed by men, he betrayed his new 
collegues, and afiociated himfelf with a 
faction of young men, who were willing 
to come into the miniitry on any terms, 
and who were fenfible enough, thata 
ypan who had difobliged all parties, "till 
he was forced to have recourie to them, 
muft foon be reduced to fubmit to any 
conditions that they fhould think fit to 
impofe upon him, and to communicate 
that power to them which he received 
from them. The obltacles to thefe 
views were the royal authority, the or- 
der of peafants, of which thele young 
fenators had been the demagogues, and 
count Te/fin’s old friends, or the difci- 
ples of Gy/emburgh. ‘The gentlenels of 
the king they knew would ttand but lit- 
tle in their way, if they could mafter the 
other two, which they itruck at on the 
two following righteous maxims. ‘The 
young fenators were to get ever as many 


of the’order of peasants as would follow D 


them, who were to be enrolled among 
the nobility. The refrattory were to 
be reprefented as devoted to the heredi- 
tary branch of the royal family, and as 
corrupted by the court of Rujfa, and 
on that allegation to be excluded from 
the fenate: TYef/fin’s conduct to his old 
friends was to be formed on that un- 
grateful iniquitous advice faid to be 
given to our Charles the 2d, to court his 
enemies and neglect his friends, who 
would ftick by him tor their own honour. 
The clergy were no impediment to this 
{cheme: ‘hey had long been neglected 
by the minifiry, and fo kept under, that 
tho’ they itill retained their feat in the 
fenate, yet they never were fuffered to 
hold: their ancient and particular fynods. 
The greateit difficulty was to manage 
the order of peafants. It had been 
fometimes practifed beforé the meeting 
of every new diet, to diflinguifh one 
or two of the moft eminent peafants by 
declaring themnoble. ‘This precedent, 
Tejjim faatched at, and bought off in 
Jarge droves all the fubitantial: commons 
by patents of nobility : 


Primores populi arriput.—— 


Thus he weakened the order of peafants, 
and one Dr Blackwell, having been 
caught writing news, was made.a handle 
for prohibiting all dilcourfe of poli- 
tics, [or pudlifbing any debates.) ‘This 
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was foon followed by filencing the prefs, 
and the Te//nites are now driving at 
humbling the order of the clergy full 
farther, 1n order to which they have 
forbad the archbifhop of Up/a/ from con- 
cerning himfelf with the affairs of the u- 
niverfity, and have obliged that illuftri- 
ous feat of learning to receive for their 
chancellor, a foolifh relation of the 
prime minifter’s, a man wholly illiterate 
and unworthy of the dignity. 


This, Sir, is the prefent ftate of 


Szveden, on which I fhall beg leave to 
make a few general remarks. Arilto- 
cracy 1s a ftate that.can never be fuited 
to the happinefs of any people. The 
wifeft form of government imaginable 
would be the regal, if the nature ef man 
were enough to be trufted with abfolute 
power; but as that is impoflible, and 
that the good of the whol muft be con- 
fulted, prudent nations have introduced 
the ufe of fenates or parliaments, which 
give the body of the people an oppor- 
tunity of confulting on what fo imme- 
diately affects them as the operations of 
government do. Nobility was never 
introduced into the world for the fake of 
nobles themfelves, but totemper and mio- 
derate between the felfifhne{s-of kings, 
and the blind rafhnefs of the multitude : 
Whenever it has pafs’d thefe bounds, 
and aimed at any other authority than 
arbitration, it has proved prejudicial to 
the conftitution infelf; for nobility never 
interells itfelf for, the people: As it is 
inferior to the crown, it tries to indem- 
nify itfelf by fuperiority over the popu- 
Jace: It either takes part, as in France, 
with the king “againit the people, or 
tyrannizes over them,as at Genoa. Harry 
the 7th, a wife prince! was fo fenfible 
of the mifchiefs accruing from an over- 
grown nobility, that he ufed all méthods 
to depres his ; and itis to his prudence 
that Axg/and owes the flourifhing condi- 
tion. of private perfons, and the autho- 
rity of the houfe of commons, which in 
his reign firft held up its head, and be- 
gan to rival the peerage. On the con- 
trary, Servius Tullius, to raife his own 
authority and enflave the people, fecret- 
ly convey’d the whole powér from the 
commons. 

Another inconvenience refulting from 
a too numerous wolility, is the necellity 
that they will always find for keeping up 
anarmy. ‘lhe younger fons of com- 
moners, efpecially in a trading country, 
can always find handfome means of fup- 
porting themfelves and their families, by 
commerce and civil employments ; but 
the progeny of a nobleman can il! araes 

the 
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the degrading occupation of trade, nor 
iubmit to the humble duties of commer- 
cial life. Merchantry in France fouls 
the blood; the long robe difhonours it: 
With us it isas difgraceful to have any 
farther connection with trade, than is 
to be contracted by marrying a' wealthy 
itizen’s daughter. ‘The church is be- 
come, as it were, as reproachful a pro- 
feffion to a man well born, as the law is’ 
in Fraxce. Arms, therefore, muft be’ 
the only employment worthy of ‘a man 
of honour ; and as our nobility encreafes 
I don’t doubt but a ftanding army will 
prove requifite, that our young men’ of 
quality may have fome calling, and not 
be totally idle: When all our country 
gentlemen are peers, their younger fons’ 
muft be officers. The Cu/fom-houre, the 
Stamp-ofice, the Board of Trade, &c. 
will ceale to be proper hofpitals for the 
needy relations of men who have in- 


fluence in elections. C

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In reality, many have been afraid to 
reveal their opinion, left it: might be an 
objection: to them in their purfuit of 
court-favours, or’preferment, that they 
were defirous of removing the prefent 
king and his family, and of placing an- 
Moreover, they 
conceived, that outcries againft mini- 
fters, on pretence of their attempting 
to undermine the liberty of the fubjeét, 
would not come with fo proper a weight 
from men who profeft the tenets of In- 
defeafible, hereditary right, arbitrary 
power, and proftrate non-refiftance. 
Again, they apprehend that republicans, 
who are an artful kind of people, might 
decline any union with men who want- 
ed to exchange a limited for an abfolute 
monarch. And laftly,’ that the diffen- 
ters would be extremely timorous on 
account Of their religion, and would ra-’ 
ther chufe to tolerate them; than to run 
the venture of being extirpated by the po- 
pifh-chriftian methods of fire and faggot.

tenance. For the fame reafon the great 
plenty of game hath been urged as ano- 
ther caufe, or fign at leait, of their ap- 
pearance. 

Others have. derived this {warm of 
Jacobites not from the mildnefs of the 
weather, but from the mildnefs of the 
government. Becaufe Jacobites began to 
rage, in. a moft extraordinary manner, 
juft upon the palling fo general an 
act of grace, that we.can fearce find a 
parallel to it in hiftory.. And indeed 


-we always appear molt in times of a 


mild and bloodlefs adminiftration. 
This, indeed, is reprefenting us ina very 
odious light ; for nothing, 1 own, much 
worfe than ingratitude, can be laid to 
the charge of the devil himfelf ; but, in 
reality, none of thefe are the true caufe 
of our prefent appearance. Perhaps it 
will,. then, be afked of me, what is?

A S there isa great deal of s/arein 

-& furniture, a duty on’ it annually, 

provided it did not-diminifh the ftock, 


muft bring 1n a confiderable fum. But 8 


plate isa very handy moveable,’ and un- 
der the prefiing load. of taxes,-often en- 
ables the owner, bya fhort transfer of 
peleffion, to pay the land ‘or window 
duties, which could not be done, if the 
movecvie wWelf was taxed, and obliged 
to make its appearance every time the 
Weights and fcales came about’ to exa- 
mine its value. It would be hard in- 
deed if the covt or cloak muft be fent 
out once a quarter to redeem the fankard, 
m order to bring him into court, and 
then the tankard go back again to” re- 
Jeafe his bail: for proceedings of this 
nature are attended with confiderable 
expence, greater perhaps than the whole 
iix-pence per ounce duty would atnount 
to. Many /plendid boufets would be put 
iofhame, if called upon of a fudden to 
unbofom their fecrets without: prepara- 
tion. For fear of this difgrace, and to 
fave the new duty, I prefume their own- 
ers would think. proper to: turn. their 
wrought bullion into ready fterling, and 
fupply the place of it with’a new-fan- 
gled commodity, called French plate,— 
or that the tinman’s trade: would rife 
into reputation upon the ruin of the fil- 
ver{mith’s. 
Many. exceptions. will be found to 
the /ervants tax. Some gentlemen al- 
ready keep more fervants than they can 
pay: and as to thofe who are able, and 
referve a furplus, the fame ceconomy 
will direct them to turn off 4s many 
fervants as will {till leave room for the 


“faving.. “Thole who do not chufe to 
‘contract debts, and yet would live up 


to their revenue, will be obliged by ne- 
ceffity to reduce their equipages, in or- 
der to live comfortably according to 
their old maxim. 

Poffibly in war this may do well e- 
nough.

rifhes.—I {peak this of Engli/p fervants : 
for as to French, that were imported on 
purpofe for fervice, it would not be too 
‘much to lay fuch a tax upon each of 
them as would entirely fend them all 
home, and rid us of a danger that might 
be very great, in cafe of any new at- 
tempt to give us difturbance. 

With regard to a general tax on ma/f, 
tho’ the brewers, from’their prefent pro- 
fit, might be able to bear it; yet I fear, 
from the general inclination of manu- 
facturers, to make every tax’ turn to 
their own advantage, that it would fall 
upon the confumers with double weight.

The moft confiderable town of thefe C one of the beft pieces of architecture in 


provinces is Am/fferdam, capital of a 
diftridt called Amffelland. At firft the 
place was only a manour belonging to 
the lords of Am/tel, whofe family are a- 
mongft the antient nobility of Holland. 
‘The ground, which is low and moift, is 
watered by feveral {treams, the chief of 


Holland. thas 35 arches, of which 1 
are very high; 8 3 thefe are always fhut 
to keep in the yatchts or barks, the re- 
maining 3 are open, and thro’ thele 
pafs the veflels bound up or down the 
river; the other arches of the bridge 
are {mall, and the whole ftrudture is 660

ome poor fiflermen, drawn by the fi 


conveniency of the place for their bufi- 
nefs, builta few hutts here. The fet- 
tlement increas’d by the acceflion of o- 
thers, and they throve fo well in a fhort 
time, as to be able to build a rampart 
round their village, and give it the form 
of a.town. But in 1300 this city was 


deftroyed by the inhabitants of Harlem, F 


who were jealous of their growing com- 
merce, and who rafed it to the ground. 
Wot difcouraged with this misfortune, 
the difpers’d fifhermen by degrees re-

1342 they purchas'd their privileges

it has conftantly increas’d to that ftate 
in which it now appears ; it is thought, 
next toParis and London, to be the largeft 
town in Europe, but fome imagine Na- 
ples to be as big: However, it far ex- 
ceeds Naples in riches, in which point 
itis perhaps little inferior to either Loz- 
don or Paris. ‘The wails are of brick, 
fortified with 26 baftions, and towards 
the'feait is defended by vaft piles; drove

fide an iron baluftrade ; thro’ this bridge 
the Am/fe/ enters the city, and fills the 
canals, which form fo many iflands, 
whofe banks or keys are embellifhed 
with trees, and add a great beauty to 
the. place. 

The publick places at dm/ferdam have 
nothing in them very grand ; the prin- 
cipal {quare, which they call the Daz, is 
very irregular ; its only ornament is the 
Town houlfe, which is a fuperb edifice, 
tho’ a little too much hid by an adjacent 
building called the Weigh-boufe; the 
New Market is farrounded by old houfes, 
chiefly inhabited by people who fell old 
cloathes ; the Butter Market has only in 
it a {quare building for weighing goods, 
and the Royal Square is as. indifferent: 
But, on the other hand, there are few 
cities have finer publick buildings, either 
with regard to the number or the re- 
venue of thefe foundations. 

Of the churches, the principal is the 
New Church, built on 6363 piles; it is 
315 feet long by 210 broad, and con- 
tains o2-pillars and 75 windows. _ The 
choir is {urrounded by a fcreen of Cop- 
per 30 feet high; here are to be feen the 
magnificent tombs of two admirals fa- 
mous for their naval exploits, viz. foo" 
Galen d’Effen, and Michael Ruyter. 

I fhall not mention. feveral hofpital’* 
which are handfome buildings, neatly

kept, and where the fick and poor are 
both carefully and charitably attended, 
For the fame reafon I pafs over the houfes 
of correction for men and women of a 
loofe diforderly life; thofe for the men 
are called Ra/p-hou/es, and thofe for the 
other fex Spin-houjes, from the different 
afks affign’d the criminals of rafping 
logwood, or {pinning flax or hemp. 

The Jown- fe which is a fuperb 
building of freeftone, of the Corinthian 
order,{tandsin the center of the city, and 
coft in building above three * millions 
of florins ; the firft ftone was laid OZ. 
28, 1648; this edifice is of a furprizing 
folidity and compafs; its foundation, 
which is on 13659 piles t drove clofe to- 
gether, coft 100,000/. "The figure is al- 
molt {quare, being 282 feet long, by 
255 broad ; the height is 116. Neither 
marble nor the richeft materials have 
been {pared, and thearchite¢t, whoever 
he was, has fhown him‘elf a mafter ; 
the connoifieurs however find fault with 
the feven little doors by which you en- 
ter the place, as not anfwerable to the 
re{t of the work, but it is faid they were 
contriv’d fo to reprefent the feven pro- 
vinces; the firft floor of this ftruéture 
contains the arfenal, the bank, and the 
publick prifons, and the ftory next above 
it the courts of jutftice. 

The Exchange is alfo a noble build- 
ing; the foundation was laid in 1608, 
and it was finifhed in 161353 it is in 
length 250 feet by 140’ broad, and is 
{uftained. by three arches, beneath which 
the waters of the 47fe/ difcharge them- 
{elves out of the canal called Rochiz in- 
to the Dam- Rack; thefe arches are fhut 
up with wooden grates to prevent the 
pailage of beats, a precaution occafion- 
ed bya plot once formed to blow up 
the Exchange while the merchants were 
affembled, by fetting fire to a boat-load 
of powder. The firft ftory of this edi- 
fice confifts of a gallery, which fur- 
rounds a handfome court well paved ; 
the itory over this is fupported by 46 
pillars, all number’d, each of which is 
appropriated either to a particular na-

} The large houfes of this city having their 
foundations thus piled, it is a common faying, 
that the inhabitants live on the tops of trees ; 
but as itis probable, that the top or taper part 
was driven downwards, there is more wit than 
truth in it, We may add, that the founda- 
tion of Weftminfter-bridge ought to have been 
thus laid, as it was once propofed, 
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tion, or to a particular fort of trade; 
the merchants. or their clerks appear in 
the court, or at thefe pillars, every day 
(excepting fundays or holidays) ‘from 
twelve to one o’clock; the brokers go 
backward and forward to negotiate bills 

A of exchange, or the fale of goods. This 
method is much eafier than if we were 
obliged to go to the merchants houfes ; 
they never fail to attend, for if a man 
fhould only difappear for four or five 
days running, he would be fufpeéted 
of bankruptcy. 


The Admiralty-ofice formerly was a 
B houfe of the princes of Orange; the Ar- 


Jenal for fhips of war is at the harbour; 
it is a fine building, 200 feet long by 
22 broad ; the firft floor contains the 
bullets, the fecond the arms, rigging, 
&c. and the third the fails, flags, &a. 
Here is to be feen a Greenland canoe, 
c brought from Dazis ftreights, and a re- 
fervoir for water contrived in the roof 
which holds 1600 tons, and in cafe of 
fire can be conveyed by pipes to 16 parts 
of the edifice ; near the 4r/enal is the 
Dock for building fhips of war, 500 
feet long, and furrounded with houfes 
for the workmen; it is well provided

aflemblies in a large building, confifting 


x Of feveral apartments, where they keep’ 


their {pices and other valuable effects, 
befides a large magazine and ftore houfes 
adjoining ; they have here a rope-walk 
2000 feet long ; the dock is behind the 
edifice, and it is reckoned they keep 
3000 men employed in it every day 
throughout the year. 


F The famous bank of 4m/ferdam is in 


one of the vaults beneath the town-houfe, 
and never opened but in prefence of the 
burgo-mafters, fo that it is difficult to 
know the wealth it contains; it is fup- 
ported by the credit and power of the 
city, all payments amongft the merchants 
being made in bank bills ; the city pays 
no intereft for the money lodged here, 
but infures it only from robbery, fire, 
and inundation. 

Amfrerdam is governed by 12 burge- 
matters, four of which officiate annual- 
ly, and are called burgo-mafters-regent. 
Thefe have the abfolute difpofal of all 
inferior offices, and fole management of 
the city revenues; they have full power 
to do whatever they think proper or 
necedlary for the fecurity or embellifh- 
ment

ment of the town, either by augment- 
ing the fortifications, or erecting new 
publick buildings. Their falary and per- 
quifites are very inconfiderable, but when 
they go. out of office, the,town council 
ufually allow them a certain fum, to de- 
fray any extraordinary expences they 
have been at; fuch as the entertaining 
of princes and foreign embafladors who 
pafs through the city, which thefe ma- 
giltrates muft do at their own expence. 

There. is another magiftrate at 4z- 
fierdam, called the Schaut (or great of- 
ficer) whofe power is very confiderable ; 
he has always a guard of archers at his 
houfe, ready to arreft criminals ; his of- 
fice is fo refpected, that it would be 
death to oppole the execution of his or- 
ders ; yet {uch is the happinefs of the 
Dutch, fuch the attention of the govern- 
ment for the repofe of the fubject, that 
neither this great officer, great as he is, 
nor his myrmidons, can feize a male- 
factor in the houfe of a citizen, with- 
out firft afking his permiffion, who may, 
if he pleafes, infilt that the civil magi- 
{trate affift in perfon at the feizure, to {e- 
cure his houfe from vialence. 

The city of Am/ferdam is the lait town 
in. Holland which acceded to the union 
of Utrecht ; the ftates were even forced 
to employ their arms to reduce it, the 
pofleflion of it being of the lait conf{e- 
quence to the confederacy. 

Here isa magiftrate called the Pen- 
fionary,who makes the publick fpeeches, 
and manages the affairs of the city*. 

Tho’ Holland is but one province. of 

the feven, it is the moft confiderable, 
vand gives name to the whole, the inha- 
bitants in general being frequently called 
Hollanders. 
. As this. province pays 1,000,000 
of the five millions of  ducats, 
which is the whole revenue of the re- 
publick, the city of Amferdam pays 
%O0o every day. 

A league from 4m/?erdam lies Sardam, 
@ village of about 800 families, mofily 
fhipwrights, at which are more veflels 
built than in any place in Holland; this 
induced the czar Peter I. to refide here

with an unlimited power, which only 
adminiftred fuel to his cruel temper, 
Happily for his countrymen, ‘Wiliam I. 
prince of Orange efcaped the {nares laid 
for him, and put himfelf at their head ; 
he was one of the greateit ftatefmen and 
generals of his time; and a proteitant, 
a fect to whom Péiip gave no quarter, 
burning and maffacring them with a 
zeal, worthy the title of Catholick, 
which the kings of Spviz affume. I 
fhall not enter into this prince’s mili- 
tary exploits, which were attended with 
B various fuccefs ; I fhall only obferve 
that in his greateft misfortunes he never 
loft the confidence and affection of the 
people, a circumiftance very uncommon, 
_and which is to me an inconteftable 
proof of his merit. After long ftruggles 
with fortune, fometimes — victorious, 
fometimes vanquifhed, at length he 
C triumphed to form that glorious union, 
which now contftitutes the republick of 
Holland, and which {o far alarmed Philip 
I]. that, believing when the head was 
gone, it would be eafy to divide and 
{ubdue the members of the confederacy, 
he offered confiderable rewards to who- 
ever fhould affaffinate him, and the cler- 


D gy to fecond fo pious a defign promifed 


the wreaths of paradife to the hand that 
fhould ftrike the blow. 

A merchant of Bi/cay, named Ga/par 
Anafiro, who lived at Antwerp, and was 
reduced, hoped to repair his ee for-

E he wanted courage himfelf, he hired a 


young countryman, who lodged at his 
houfe, one Yuan Tauregni, to make the 
attempt. ‘Lhe day this villain chole for 
his defign was March 15th, 1582, being 
the feitival of the duke of yap nati- 
vity ; the prince lodged in the caftle of 
Antwerp, and after dinner, as he pafied

He was accordingly fent to France, 
and being returned, the prince, who 
was affable and ‘humane, ordered him 
to be called into his, bedchamber, not 
being yet up, and fpoke to him with 
great goodneé{s; yet the villain after- 
wards had the impudence to own, that 
¥f he had then had a penknife or dagger, 
he would have lodged it in his heart. 

The prince ordered him 12 crowns 
for the prefent; with part of this fum 
the wretch bought a piltol from’one of 
the guards, but finding it not anfwer 
upon trial, he bought a pair from a fer- 
jeant, and proving them to his mind, 
Kept them for ufe. 

Next morning (Fuly 10, 1584) he 
waited for the prince as he came out 
of his apartment to dinner, and advan- 
cing towards him defired a pafs-port, 
but with fo confus’d an air, that the 
princefs of Orange took notice of it, 
and afked her hufband why be /uffered fo 
sl-looking a fellow to.come near him; the 
prince reply’d, the man wants only a pafs- 
port, and turning to the falfe Guioz, told 
him it fhould be granted. 

While the prince was at dinner the 
wretch walked round the avenues, then 
potted himfelf behind a pillar of the gal- 
ey, through which he knew the prince 
would come from the dining room ; he 
had two. piftols under his mantle, and 
as his highnefs crofled he took aim fo 
well, that at the firft fhot, the ball went 
thro’ his body; the prince fell on his 
knees, and being carried back to the 
hall where he dined, expired in a mo- 
ment after. 

Mean time the criminal had got as 
far as the ftables, and was about to 
climb the wall, when he was difcover- 


ed and feized by a footman and a halber- © 


dier. Being confined he was told he had 
mifs’d his aim, at which he appeared 
ymuch concerned, faying, ‘ he fhould

fo that the magiftrates were forced by 
threats to bring them back to their of- 
fice ; the red-hot iron was apply’d to fe- 
veral parts of his body, after which be 
ing ripped open alive, his heart’ was 
flung in his face. He was laftly quar- 
tered, and his limbs hung up on the 
ramparts of the town. 

I haye made this digreffion, moft ex- 
cellent Mebter, to’ fhew you how the

A Pereira (fettled with his family at 
Bourdeaux) is the author of this fur- 
rifing art, of which he made the firft 
‘flay at Rochelle, by way of friendthip, 
ona fon of Mr //rael Beaumarin, a mer- 
chant, named Agron, and aged 13, who 
was deaf and dumb from his birth, He 
taught him in a hundred leffons (tho’ 
the {cholar was employ’d in manual 
work during great part of the time) ‘to 
know and name, by means of certain 
figns, the greateft part of the letters, 
confonants as well as vowels, and to 
pronounce articulately madame, chappel, 
veel, what's your pleasure? &c. he 
fact-is-well known at Rochelle, and con- 
firmed by a multitude of tryals made in 
the hall of the jefuits, and other places, 
in the prefence of perfons of great judg- 
ment ; among the reftiwas M. d@’.Azi.de 
Tavigni, director of the great. farms, 
who examin’d particularly into the fuc- 
cefs, and with reafon, as he had the 
misfortune of a fon in the fame unhap- 
py condition, for whom the phyficians 
and {urgeons in France, Italy, and Ger- 
many had been confulted to no effeét.— 
He had been feven years at Amiens,with 
an old deafand dumb man, who taught 
him, by figns, to afk for the common 
neceflaries. He was afterwards a pen- 
fioner in the college of Beaumont atAuge, 
from Offober 1743 to Fuly 1746, all the 
while deaf and dumb, till he took leffons 
from M. Pereira, who, upon a contract

Jeaux, the prior, the direCtor of the col- 
lege, and the bifhop of Bayeux, who 
prefided.in an affembly at the academy 
at Caen, held to examine the affair. Be- 
ing firft fatisfied that the boy. had been 
deaf and dumb: from his birth, he was 
produced, and was found, in 4 months 
time, to have learned to pronounce the 
letters of the alphabet, to join them in 
fyllables and words, and annex, to them 
ideas ; for inftance, thofe of guantity, 
much, littl, good, bad, affirming and de- 
nying.

{peak by it. M. Pereira, before. he be- 
gins, itri¢tly examines. the organs of

his proceeding, except that it is very 
agreeable and inviting to the learner ; 
and that he takes no money but accord- 
ing to the improvement of his pupils.

© fuch a method, that, what he knows 
‘ already, may be a ftep to what he is 
‘ next to learn.’ 

By this method, Dr W. undertook 
to teach two deaf and dumb perfons to 
fpeak. The firft was Mr Daniel Whal- 
Jey of Northampton, who having loft his 
hearing at five years old, in about half a 
year afterwards his fpeech was quite 
gone alfo. He was an ingenious man, 
and as he could draw pictures, was ac- 
cuftomed to obferve the little varieties 
ef the face. He went to Dr Waiiis in 
Fanuary 1661,who, in a little more than 
a year’s time, taught him to pronounce 
diftinétly any words as he directed him, 
and at the defire of a Poli/b lord then at 
Oxford, even fix or feven of the molt 
difficult in the Poi/h language, fuch as 
are propofed to foreigners for the difh- 
culty, and none but Polanders are able 
to pronounce. He was alfo taught ina 
good meafure to underftand the Engi/b 
language, and expre{s his mind in wri- 
ting, fo as to be underftood, but not 
elegantly. ——This fuccefs made a great 
noile (fays the Gen. Difionary) and Mr 
Whalley appeared at the royal fociety, 
May 21, 1072, and pronounced diftinét- 
ly enough fuch words as were propofed 
to him, and did the like at Whitehall, 
before the king, prince Rupert, and the 
nobility. ‘The Dr-alfo taught Mr Pop- 


bam, fon.of Adm. Pepham, in the fame 
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manner; but owns that both of ’em, 
after departing from him, were apt to 
forget much of the nicety, not living 
near todirectthem, but would regain it 
when he had been with them again.— 
_ Dr W. taught, by the like method, 
feveral people to {peak plain, who ftut- 
tered and hefitated very much.

Machiavel (who employs a whole

B monwealth can be of long duration, 
which is not often corrected by, and 
reduced to, its fir/? * principles) tuggefts, 
that thofe are the moit durable, which, 
either occafionally, or at {lated periods, 
are obliged, by their own fundamentals, 
to take a review of their com/titution, in 
order to make thefe neceflary correcti- 
ons and reductions.
